ANNUAL  REPORT. 


In  celebrating  the  twenty-sixth  anniversary  of  the 
Association,  the  friends  of  young  men  who  have  contrib- 
uted money  and  time  to  its  work  expect  from  the  Board 
of  Directors  a  statement  of  its  financial  condition  and  of 
the  work  accomplished. 

Before  reporting  upon  the  direct  work  for  young  men 
in  New  York  it  will  be  interesting  to  note  the  progress 
being  made  in  special  efforts  for  young  men  in  other 
fields. 

In  the  city  of  Geneva,  Switzerland,  last  August  (21-25), 
the  Eighth  Triennial  Conference  of  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Associations  of  all  lands  was  held.  It  was  the 
largest  gathering  of  its  kind,  and,  in  marked  respects, 
the  most  important.  Eleven  nations  were  represented 
by  two  hundred  and  seven  delegates.  The  American 
associations  were  represented  by  forty-one  delegates, 
nine  of  whom  were  from  our  own  Association.  At  the 
preceding  conference  in  1872  the  papers  prepared  by  the 
American  associations  for  that  gathering  were  printed  in 
English,  French,  German,  and  Dutch,  so  that  while  these 
American  papers  were  being  read,  each  delegate  was 
able  to  follow  the  American  speakers  in  a  language  in- 
telligible to  himself.  This  resulted  in  conveying  to  the 
associations  of  Europe  a  clear  knowledge  of  our  work. 

This  was  very  apparent  in  the  discussions  last  summer 
at  Geneva  ;  so  much  so  that  our  Continental  friends 
seemed  to  be  better  informed  about  the  work  in  America 
than  about  that  in  any  other  nation. 

The  Geneva  Committee,  in  arranging  for  the  Con- 
ference, followed  the  American  precedent,  and  had  the 
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papers  translated  and  printed  in  French,  German,  and 
English,  for  the  use  of  the  delegates.  A  Central  Inter- 
national Committee  was  appointed,  with  a  quorum  at 
Geneva,  and  one  member  from  each  nation  in  which 
Young  Men's  Christian  Associations  exist. 

Mr.  Charles  Fermaud,  of  Geneva,  the  Chairman  of 
the  Conference,  has  decided,  after  mature  deliberation, 
and  with  much  self-sacrifice,  to  devote  himself  to  work 
for  young  men  as  the  executive  officer  of  the  Central 
Committee.  He  is  twenty-three  years  of  age,  a  young 
man  of  intelligence,  a  ready  speaker  in  French,  German, 
and  English,  and  is  possessed  of  tact,  business  ability,  and 
vital  piety. 

To  secure  helpful  suggestions  in  regard  to  his  new 
duties  and  work,  he  has  accepted  an  invitation  from  his 
fellow-secretaries  of  the  American  associations  to  visit 
our  country  during  the  coming  spring,  and  familiarize 
himself,  by  personal  experience,  with  American  methods 
of  association  work. 

To  meet  the  expenses  involved,  the  Central  Inter 
national  Committee  will  need  $1600  annually.  To  se- 
cure this,  each  country  has  been  assessed  for  its  share  ; 
$500  is  expected  from  America,  and  we  doubt  not  that 
friends  who  are  interested  in  Christian  work  for  young 
men  will  readily  subscribe  this  amount. 

Mr.  Fermaud's  labor  will  be  directed  especially  to 
young  men,  and  to  organized  Christian  work  in  their 
behalf,  upon  the  Continent  of  Europe.  The  Continen- 
tal associations  possess  few  generous  and  influential 
friends,  so  that  help  from  other  countries  becomes  a 
necessity. 

The  extensive  work  of  our  own  American  General 
Committee  has  been  pushed  with  unusual  vigor  at  the 
West  and  South,  among  the  sixty  thousand  young  men 
in  our  colleges,  the  eight  hundred  thousand  men  upon 
our  railroads,  and  the  five  hundred  thousand  German- 
speaking  young  men  ;  a  beginning  has  also  been  made 
among  the  large  army  of  commercial  travellers,  number- 
ing over  sixty  thousand — mostly  young  men.    In  prose- 
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cuting  this  work  the  Committee  has  engrossed  the  time 
and  labors  of  five  well-selected  visitors.  With  these, 
eleven  volunteers  have  for  short  periods  co-operated. 
Five  hundred  points  have  been  visited,  and  more  than 
one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  miles  have  been  trav- 
elled. 

In  the  Southern  cities  stricken  with  yellow  fever,  the 
associations  organized  by  the  Committee's  visitors  have 
done  noble  service.  In  aid  of  this  relief  work  the  Com- 
mittee sent  out  a  call  to  our  societies.  Many  in  small 
towns  responded,  and  $1704  was  by  this  means  forward- 
ed to  the  South. 

The  railroad  visitor  has  organized  at  twenty-four  rail- 
road centres  associations  of  active  Christian  railroad  men, 
so  that  now  thirty-six  of  these  societies  are  in  operation. 
The  railroad  companies  heartily  co-operate  at  each  point 
in  the  sustentation  of  the  work. 

The  College  Secretary  has  reached  150  colleges  by 
correspondence  and  23  by  personal  visitation,  and  many 
Christian  students  have  been  stimulated  in  Christian 
work. 

The  visitor  among  German-speaking  young  men  is 
now  giving  his  entire  time  to  service  in  this  field,  with 
encouraging  results. 

Thus  Christian  young  men  in  college  and  commerce, 
on  the  railroad  and  in  the  workshop,  at  the  North  and 
the  South,  the  East  and  the  West,  have  been  banded 
together  and  quickened  in  wise  Christian  work  on  behalf 
of  the  far  greater  multitude  of  young  men  who  are  in 
need  of  their  sympathy  and  efforts  ;  854  American  asso- 
ciations reported  their  work  to  the  Committee,  56  own 
buildings,  and  42  are  accumulating  building  funds  ;  the 
total  property  free  of  encumbrance  owned  by  the  asso- 
ciations in  this  country  amounts  to  $4,952,884.  They 
have  so  commended  their  work  to  the  Christians  in  com- 
munities in  which  they  exist  that  $450,000  has  been  con- 
tributed during  the  year  to  meet  their  current  expenses. 
Three  hundred  and  forty  societies  keep  open  reading- 
rooms,  42  hold  daily  prayer  meetings,  and  308  hold  week- 
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ly  religious  services  ;  58  report  having  secured  situations 
for  7420  men. 

The  Committee's  expenses  last  year  were  $16,873.52, 
and  closed  the  year  free  of  debt.  When  the  extent  of  the 
work  and  the  number  of  men  engaged  in  it  are  con- 
sidered, the  economy  with  which  it  is  conducted  is  cer- 
tainly remarkable.  It  is  also  a  testimony  to  the  wisdom 
shown  by  benevolent  men  in  our  city  in  their  gifts,  for 
of  the  $112,000  expended  during  the  past  twelve  years, 
$35,000,  or  over  one  third,  has  been  given  by  our 
members  and  friends  in  New  York.  To  their  intelligent 
and  generous  benevolence  this  far-reaching  work  owes 
its  origin  and  growth. 

In  Ma)'  last  the  secretaries  of  the  American  associa- 
tions held  a  conference  at  Buffalo.  Twenty-five  papers 
on  the  methods  and  agencies  of  our  work  were  read, 
followed  in  each  case  by  a  searching  discussion.  Much 
practical  information  was  elicited,  helpful  particularly  to 
recently-appointed  secretaries. 

In  1870  there  were  but  ten  men  giving  their  entire 
time  in  connection  with  local  associations  and  Interna- 
tional and  State  Committees  ;  now  there  are  122  thus 
employed. 

In  our  own  State  there  are  89  associations.  Thirteen 
of  these  have  been  formed  during  the  year.  The  asso- 
ciations of  New  York  own  buildings,  building  funds,  and 
other  property  free  of  debt  to  the  amount  of  $742,750, 
or  more  than  one  sixth  of  the  property  in  possession  of 
all  our  societies  in  North  America. 

Much  of  the  success  of  our  State  work  is  due  to  the 
intelligent  labor  of  the  State  Secretary,  Mr.  George  A. 
Hall.  In  eleven  cities,  owing  to  his  skilful  and  effective 
work,  competent  young  men  have  been  secured  as  gen- 
eral secretaries,  so  that  in  this  important  department  our 
associations  are  far  in  advance  of  those  in  any  other 
State.  The  expenses  ot  the  year  amounted  to  $3085.90. 
Toward  the  expenses  of  the  current  year  the  State  Com- 
mittee have  secured  all  but  $1116  of  the  amount  needed. 

To  hold  the  ground  we  have  gained,  and  to  reach 
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and  benefit  the  young-  men  of  the  State,  we  must  keep 
our  Secretary  in  his  field,  and  we  earnestly  trust  that 
the  friends  of  this  work  will  contribute  the  balance 
needed. 

When  the  yellow-fever  scourge  visited  cities  of  the 
South,  our  brethren  of  the  New  Orleans  Association  ap- 
pealed to  us  for  help.  A  circular  was  promptly  issued, 
and  though  many  of  our  members  had  already  subscribed 
to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  fund,  $4121.54  was  con- 
tributed and  forwarded  to  New  Orleans  and  other  cities. 
The  members  of  the  associations  in  New  Orleans  and 
Vicksburg  remained  at  home  caring  for  the  sick  and 
dying.  Several  died  at  their  posts  of  duty,  and  among 
them  William  M.  Rockwood,  the  esteemed  President  of 
the  Vicksburg  Association.  The  following  letter  from  the 
late  lamented  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Wilmer,  of  Louisiana, 
written  to  us  only  a  few  weeks  before  his  death,  bears 
just  testimony  to  the  work  of  our  brethren  at  the  South  : 

Baltimore,  October  24,  1878. 
My  Dear  Sir  :  I  am  thankful  to  be  allowed  this  expression  of  my  warm 
appreciation  of  the  work  conceived  and  executed  by  the  Young  Men's  Chris- 
tian Association  in  New  York  for  the  relief  of  our  suffering  population  in 
the  South. 

The  affecting  scene  was  one  never  to  be  forgotten  which  presented  itself 
to  my  sight  at  the  Depository  in  the  heart  of  that  great  city  provided  under 
your  auspices  to  secure  the  accumulated  offerings  of  the  people,  clothing  for 
the  naked,  food  for  the  foodless — an  apocalypse  of  charity.  May  it  ever  live 
in  the  memory  of  the  nation — this  sublime  revelation  of  brotherhood  in 
affliction.  My  information  from  New  Orleans  is  equally  creditable  to  the  in- 
stitution in  that  city.  Responsive  to  the  action  of  the  brethren  in  the  north, 
no  organization  has  been  more  wise,  impartial,  energetic,  and  humane  in  dis- 
tributing the  bounty  entrusted  to  its  care.

Our  home  work  has  been  characterized  by  patient, 
steady  effort.  We  have  received  from  45  of  our  friends 
the  sum  of  $4964.69  to  assist  in  providing  for  the  current 
expenses  of  the  Association.  The  receipts  from  mem- 
bers' dues,  and  donations  for  current  expenses,  were 
§1062.93  less  than  in  1877.  We  believe  this 'decrease  is 
due  to  the  general  reduction  of  clerks'  salaries  and  the 
stringency  of  the  times.    Although  the  income  of  the 
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Association  was  diminished,  we  close  the  year  with  every 
obligation  of  1878  paid. 

Our  last' report  showed  an  unpaid  loan  of  $15,000, 
made  necessary,  two  years  ago,  in  order  to  meet  current 
expenses  during  our  successful  efforts  to  secure  $200,000 
for  the  payment  of  the  mortgage  debt,  and  toward  the 
enlargement  of  the  work  in  the  Bowery.  Although  our 
work  has  called  for  more  money  during  the  past  year 
than  was  secured,  the  Board  of  Directors  resolved  to 
abridge  the  work  sooner  than  add  one  dollar  to  the  debt. 

The  subscription  of  $50,000  made  for  the  extension  of 
the  work  at  the  Bowery  remains  unpaid,  but  is  bearing 
interest  ;  $50,000  additional  will  be  required  to  make  the 
enlargement  demanded  by  the  important  work  now  car- 
ried on  at  that  branch. 

The  Van  Arsdale  fund  for  the  relief  of  sick  and  needy 
young  men  now  amounts  to  $680.71.  It  is  proposed  as 
soon  as  it  amounts  to  $1000  that  it  be  invested  and  the 
interest  used  for  the  purpose  to  which  it  was  given.  It 
is  the  gift  of  Dr.  Henry  Van  Arsdale,  in  memory  of  his 
son,  John  Van  Arsdale,  who  for  many  years  labored  with 
unsparing  devotion  in  the  work  of  the  Association,  espe- 
cially in  connection  with  the  reception  and  the  open-air 
service  committees.  The  trustees  of  the  Stokes  fund 
paid  into  the  treasury  $233.33  to  assist  in  the  maintenance 
of  the  classes  in  writing  and  bookkeeping. 

The  present  membership  of  the  Association  amounts 
to  2779. 

We  mourn  to-day  the  loss  of  ten  of  our  life-members. 
Several  of  them  were  regular  contributors,  and  actively 
interested  in  this  form  of  efforts  for  young  men.  Mr. 
William  Niblo,  an  ardent  friend  of  the  Association,  died 
August  21st,  in  the  eighty-ninth  year  of  his  age.  In  the 
report  of  1874  mention  was  made  of  his  gift  to  the  library 
of  $3100,  559  works  on  art  of  great  value,  and  of  his  gift 
of  the  painting  of  the  noted  American  merchants  which 
adorns  the  reading-room.  By  his  will  he  made  generous 
provision  for  the  increase  of  the  library.  The  settlement 
of  the  estate  is  progressing  in  the  hands  of  his  executors. 
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The  Association  has  prosecuted  its  mission  by  the  use 
of  the  following  agencies  :  A  reading-room,  supplied  with 
393  papers  and  magazines,  representing  10  countries  and 
38  States.  The  reading-room  was  used  by  69,465  readers. 
There  are  11,624  books  in  the  library;  18,908  were 
drawn  by  13,591  persons.  The  percentage  of  works 
used  in  the  library  is  as  follows  :  2iT37  per  cent  vvorks 
of  fiction,  20^3-  per  cent  general  literature,  and  58-nr 
per  cent  history,  science,  and  other  solid  reading ; 
247  books  have  been  added  to  the  library,  and  more  books 
have  been  drawn  than  during  last  year  to  the  number  of 
321. 

Classes  have  been  maintained  during  seven  months  in 
writing,  bookkeeping,  phonography,  German,  French, 
Spanish,  and  in  vocal  music.  They  were  attended  by  787 
young  men.  The  whole  attendance  recorded  is  17,848, 
with  a  nightly  average  of  226.  The  Literary  Society 
has  held  meetings  weekly  except  during  the  summer 
vacation.  The  members'  course  of  general  lectures  has 
not  proved  of  decided  advantage.  A  course  of  special 
lectures  in  some  department  of  science  or  literature, 
or  in  the  arts,  though  large  audiences  might  not  be 
attracted,  would  give  information  helpful  to  young  men. 
Such  a  change  would  educate  a  taste  for  a  class  of  lec- 
tures where  recreation  and.,  instruction  would  be  agree- 
ably combined.  Just  such  a  course  of  lectures  in  one 
important  department  of  knowledge  is  now  being  given 
in  the  form  of  practical  medical  talks,  to  young  men  only, 
by  eminent  physicians  of  the  city.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  the  Association  could  not  afford  to  admit  young  men 
without  charge  to  the  course  of  lectures  by  Mr.  Cook 
now  in  progress,  and  admirably  calculated  to  benefit 
them. 

A  lectureship  endowment  similar  to  the  library  en- 
dowment made  in  the  will  of  Mr.  Niblo  would  enable  the 
Association  to  offer  freely  in  this  hall,  to  young  men, 
lectures  in  the  various  departments  of  useful  knowledge 
of  such  a  character  as  to  command  their  attendance  and 
attention.    Of  this  fact  any  observer  of  the  audiences 
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drawn  together  by  our  medical  talks  would  be  fully 
convinced. 

The  monthly  receptions  continue  to  attract  large 
audiences.  The  attendance  has  averaged  1171.  The 
gymnasium  is  still  a  useful  department  of  the  Associa- 
tion's work  ;  the  average  daily  attendance  is  126. 

The  Invitation  Committee  has  distributed  to  young 
men  in  the  streets  59,394  invitations  to  our  evening  re- 
ligious meetings.  The  cordial  welcoming  of  young  men 
visiting  the  Association  in  the  evenings  has  been  heartily 
carried  forward  by  the  36  members  of  the  Reception 
Committee.  The  Committee  of  Ushers  have  seated  the 
audiences  at  the  meetings  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Association  in  the  hall. 

The  Employment  Committee  have  received  written 
applications  for  employment  from  105 1  young  men.  Of 
these  195  secured  employment  directly  through  the  in- 
strumentality of  the  Committee.  Of  those  applying  for 
employment  324  were  office  clerks,  98  bookkeepers,  95 
salesmen,  and  the  balance  for  miscellaneous  positions  ;  90 
of  the  applicants  had  no  former  business  experience  ;  541 
were  between  the  ages  of  18  and  30.  Among  the  coun- 
tries represented  by  the  applicants  were  England,  Wales, 
Scotland,  Ireland,  France,  Germany,  Holland,  Denmark, 
Sweden,  Norway,  Austria,  Italy,  Switzerland,  Spain, 
Turkey,  Persia,  India,  South  America,  West  Indies, 
Canada,  and  the  United  States  ;  358  were  natives  of  this 
country,  and  were  from  29  States.  The  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  Mr.  William  F.  Lee,  has  spent  the  forenoon  of 
each  working  day  counselling  and  directing  young  men 
in  efforts  to  secure  employment.  This  generous  service 
by  Mr.  Lee  is  among  the  most  highly  valued  gifts  re- 
ceived by  the  Association. 

The  Boarding-house  Committee  have  kept  on  their 
register  a  list  of  227  boarding-houses  accessible  to  young 
men. 

The  Committee  on  the  Visitation  of  the  Sick  and  on 
Hospital  Work  have  conducted  103  Gospel  meetings  in 
Bellevue  and  Charity  Hospitals,  have  provided  13  enter- 
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tainments  for  the  inmates  of  those  institutions,  and  have 
distributed  3780  periodicals  and  other  printed  matter 
among  the  patients.  The  Jesup  bed  at  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  purchased  in  1873  at  a  cost  of  $5000  by  the 
gentleman  whose  name  it  bears,  and  given  in  perpetuity 
to  the  Association,  was  occupied  by  15  young  men  during 
the  year. 

The  Church  Committee  have  carried  on  the  work  of 
visiting  young  men  who  have  been  received  as  associate 
members,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  their  attendance  at 
places  of  worship. 

Prof.  William  H.  Thomson's  Bible  class  during  this  its 
ninth  year  has  maintained  an  average  attendance  of  550. 
Though  crowded  by  the  engagements  of  a  very  busy 
professional  life,  Dr.  Thomson  has  attended  with  unfailing 
regularity.  Only  three  times  in  nine  years  has  he  been  absent. 
The  Secretary's  Bible  class,  for  young  men  only,  held  in 
the  parlor  from  May  to  November,  averaged  68,  and  the 
Sunday  morning  class  for  young  men  beginning  the 
Christian  life  averaged  33.  The  daily  prayer-meeting 
averaged  36,  the  Sunday  evening  meeting  58,  the 
Thursday  evening  meeting  31,  and  the  Saturday  evening 
meeting  33.  The  medical  students'  meeting  for  prayer 
on  Sunday  afternoon  has  been  maintained  since  the 
opening  of  the  medical  colleges.  In  all,  841  religious  ser- 
vices for  young  men  have  been  held  in  the  Central  Build- 
ing during  the  past  year  ;  250  young  men  have  volun- 
tarily sought  and  received  personal  instruction  in  the 
Christian  life.  During  the  summer  months  123  meetings, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  230  persons,  were  con- 
ducted by  the  members  of  the  Open- Air  Committee  in 
the  streets  and  squares  of  the  city. 

Bundles  of  576  papers  and  magazines  were  mailed 
each  week.  Thirty  army  posts  and  naval  stations  have 
been  supplied.    In  all,  30,000  have  been  forwarded. 

The  Harlem  branch  has  continued  its  praise  service 
on  Sunday  afternoons,  a  Bible  class  for  young  men, 
and  the  monthly  reception  ;  it  is  also  maintaining  a 
weekly  meeting  in  the  hospital  on  Ward's  Island.  Open- 
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air  services  were  also  held  at  Buena  Ridge  on  seventeen 
consecutive  Sunday  afternoons.  They  have  conducted 
religious  services  in  the  Second  Avenue  branch  rooms 
in  connection  with  the  Harlem  Missionary  Association. 
They  have  also  forwarded  each  week  papers  and  periodi- 
cals from  their  reading-room  to  army  posts.  They  have 
expended  in  their  work  $1375.52.  With  the  exception  of 
the  public  hall,  the  rooms  of  the  branch  are  poorly 
adapted  to  the  work  sought  to  be  accomplished  ;  but,  not- 
withstanding this,  the  branch  has  performed  an  impor- 
tant, useful  work,  and  deserves  the  sympathy  and  finan- 
cial support  of  the  Christian  people  of  Harlem. 

The  Yorkville  branch,  at  Third  Avenue  and  Eighty- 
sixth  Street,  have  maintained  their  work  with  their  usual 
enthusiasm  ;  their  service  on  Sunday  afternoons  in  Parepa 
Hall  is  crowded.  They  have  also  held  prayer-meetings 
on  Thursday  evenings,  and  during  the  week  of  prayer 
for  young  men  in  November.  The  reading-room  is  at- 
tractive, and  has  been  well  patronized.  Unusual  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  in  securing  money  for  their  work  ;, 
they  have  expended  in  it  $4688.14.  But  at  neither  of 
these  points  will  the  work  be  carried  on  with  efficiency 
equal  to  that  of  the  other  branches  until,  like  them,  they 
each  have  the  undivided  services  of  a  general  secretary. 

Since  May  last  the  railroad  branch  at  the  Grand 
Central  Depot  has  enjoyed  the  services  of  Mr.  O.  R* 
Stockwell  as  Secretary.  He  is  a  practical  railroad  man, 
and  experienced  in  Christian  work  among  railroad  men. 
Much  of  his  time  has  been  spent  in  visiting  the  men  in 
the  shops,  at  their  homes,  and  in  cabooses.  The  Sunday 
afternoon  meetings  have  been  resumed  under  his  charge, 
and  monthly  entertainments  have  been  provided.  The 
work  of  the  railroad  branch,  in  all  its  departments,  has 
been  characterized  by  system  and  energy. 

The  more  unfortunate  classes  of  young  men  are 
reached  at  134  Bowery,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
John  Dooley,  General  Secretary.  Five  hundred  and 
thirty-seven  men  have  applied  for  employment,  168 
employers  have  sought  men,  and    172  situations  have 
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been  filled  ;  8 141  lodgings  have  been  furnished  to 
840  different  men,  and  33,614  free  meals  have  been 
given;  $920.31  has  been  specially  contributed  to  the 
relief  work,  being  over  $280  less  than  the  contribu- 
tions of  1877.  This  forced  the  committee  in  charge  of  the 
branch  to  deny  relief  to  worthy  men  ready  to  work  but 
destitute.  An  effort  is  now  being  made  to  secure  300 
sustaining  memberships  at  $10  a  year  each  to  maintain 
this  important  relief  work.  A  most  encouraging  fact  to 
be  recorded  here  is  that  former  recipients  of  relief  at  the 
Bowery  have  returned  the  sum  of  $420.96.  It  should  be 
understood  that  every  dollar  contributed  for  relief  work 
at  the  Bowery  branch  and  at  the  Central  Building  is 
devoted  directly  to  relief,  no  deduction  being  made  for 
services,  rent,  fuel,  or  any  other  necessary  outlay.  This 
should  certainly  commend  the  work  to  the  hearty  sym- 
pathy of  all  who  are  in  any  way  interested  in  helping 
industrious  but  needy  young  men.  These  statements  are 
made  that  our  friends  may  be  encouraged  to  take  and  to 
secure  annual  sustaining  memberships  that  they  may  thus 
help  really  deserving  men. 

The  building  134  Bowery  is  jointly  occupied  by  the 
Association  and  the  New  York  City  Mission.  The  em- 
ployment, the  relief  work,  the  social  work,  and  the  read- 
ing-room, library,  and  Sunday  afternoon  and  Wednesday 
evening  meetings,  constitute  the  part  that  is  under  the 
exclusive  care  of  the  Association. 

From  this  brief  review  of  the  Association  and  its  work 
we  notice  that  financial  aid  is  most  needed — 

(1)  Fifty  thousand  dollars  for  an  enlargement  of  the 
Bowery  branch. 

(2)  The  Harlem  and  Yorkville  branches  need  provision 
for  a  general  secretary. 

(3)  The  relief  work  could  be  wisely  extended  to  reach 
the  cases  of  deserving  but  needy  young  men. 

(4)  To  endow  a  lectureship  with  which  instruction 
might  be  freely  offered  to  the  young  men  of  our  city  in  a 
form  both  attractive  and  useful. 

We  are  grateful  that  we  have  been  useful  in  fitting 
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business  young  men  by  our  evening  classes  for  higher 
usefulness  in  the  departments  to  which  they  are  called  ; 
that  we  have  guided  the  inexperienced,  shielding  them 
from  the  power  of  temptation,  strengthening  in  them 
purposes  of  right  living  ;  that  we  have  been  able  to  cheer 
solitary  young  men  from  our  own  and  other  lands  who 
have  come  into  this  vast  city,  full  of  those  who  are  so  intent 
upon  gain  as  often  to  be  regardless  of  the  interest  of  the 
stranger  ;  that  we  have  ministered  to  the  bodily  wants  of 
young  men,  directing  them  to  proper  boarding-houses, 
caring  for  them  while  sick,  providing  them  with  gym- 
nastic exercise,  and  teaching  them  by  medical  talks  how 
to  observe  the  laws  of  health  ;  that  we  have  been  able  to 
counsel  so  many  industrious  young  men  seeking  employ- 
ment, and  thus  to  provide  them  with  the  means  of  gaining 
a  livelihood  ;  that  we  have  introduced  young  men  to  the 
various  churches  of  the  city  ;  that  we  have  given  to  over 
a  hundred  young  men,  in  our  literary  society,  opportu- 
nities of  intellectual  training  and  culture  ;  above  all,  we 
are  grateful  to  God  that  by  His  spirit  He  has  enabled  us  in 
the  midst  of  these  multiplied  agencies  for  the  benefit  of 
young  men  to  lead  some  of  them  to  Him  who  alone  has 
power  to  save  both  soul  and  body,  and  to  present  us 
faultless  in  the  presence  of  his  Father  with  exceeding  joy. 
Not  unto  us,  but  unto  Him  who  has  inspired  and  ener- 
gized all  this  work  undertaken  in  His  name,  be  the  praise 
and  the  glory  of  whatever  good  has  been  accomplished.

REPORTS 

OF 

COMMITTEES  OF  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 


EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Sir  :  The  decrease  of  over  $1000  in  the  disbursements  made 
by  authority  of  the  committee,  as  compared  with  1877,  while  it 
shows  an  economical  administration,  also  accounts  for  the  fact 
that  several  admirable  plans  for  the  development  and  enlargement 
of  the  work  have  not  been  carried  out.  Seldom  has  the  commit- 
tee had  under  consideration  more  interesting  and  promising  sug- 
gestions than  during  the  past  year.  Some  of  them,  by  authority 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  have  been  adopted  with  most  satisfac- 
tory results. 

1.  The  plan  of  securing  advisory  directors.  We  have  had  the 
encouragement  and  help  derived  from  the  occasional  presence  of 
these  members  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

2.  A  course  of  conversational  lectures  at  the  monthly  meet- 
ings has  increased  both  the  attendance  and  interest.  The  re- 
freshments furnished  have  very  happily  prolonged  the  exercises, 
and  have  done  much  to  bring  the  members  into  pleasant  social 
and  friendly  intercourse. 

3.  The  issue  of  the  Association  notes  has  proved  a  valuable 
means  of  communication  with  our  members.  We  regret  that, 
owing  to  the  expense  involved,  their  issue  has  been  intermittent, 
and  we  hope  that  by  proper  advertisements  of  branches  of  busi- 
ness, helpful  to  young  men,  this  expense  may  be  so  materially 
diminished  as  to  allow  of  their  publication  ;  if  this  can  be  accom- 
plished they  will  be  issued  regularly. 

4.  Several  receptions  of  representative  classes  in  our  commu- 
nity have  been  referred  to  this  committee  for  their  action,  but  we 
were  unable  to  carry  them  out  for  want  of  money. 

5.  The  committee  have  collected  information  and  carefully 
considered  various  important  projects,  such  as  coffee-houses  for 
working  men,  similar  to  those  so  successfully  managed  in  Eng- 
land, the  establishment  of  a  sanitarium  for  young  men,  convenient 
to  the  city,  and  a  farm  for  unemployed  men,  where,  while  looking 
for  work,  they  could  earn  sufficient  to  pay  for  food  and  shelter  fur- 
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nished  them.  We  are  very  glad  that  some  of  these  eminently 
practical  plans  of  benevolence  were  put  in  operation  during  the 
year  by  Christian  philanthropists,  and  that  before  long  other  im- 
portant measures  in  these  directions  will  be  instituted.  Upon 
each  of  these  questions  the  committee  reported  to  the  Board  of 
Directors,  urging  their  importance. 

6.  The  position  of  Assistant  Secretary  has  not  been  perma- 
nently filled,  though  its  duties  are  acceptably  discharged  by  Mr. 
H.  H.  Webster.  Harmony  and  a  deep  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Association,  carried  on  in  the  name  of  the  Master,  has  character- 
ized the  deliberations  of  the  committee.  The  statistical  report  is 
herewith  presented.

The  very  great  importance  of  the  mission  of  the  Association, 
and  the  economy  and  wisdom  displayed  by  the  various  committees 
in  its  prosecution,  leads  your  committee  to  hope  that  the  friends 
of  young  men  may  generously  contribute  to  assist  in  meeting  the 
current  expenses  of  the  work,  and  in  liquidating  the  debt  of  $15,- 
000,  or  a  considerable  portion  thereof,  during  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  MR.  POOL. 

A  summary  of  the  work  connected  with  the  Reading  Room, 
Library,  Classes,  and  the  Army  and  Navy,  for  1878,  we  beg 
respectfully  to  submit  : 

LIBRARY. 

The  exhibit  which  the  Library  makes  for  the  year  just  closed 
is  encouraging  when  the  adverse  circumstances  under  which  we 
have  labored  are  taken  into  account.  The  accessions  to  our  shelves 
have  been  smaller  than  on  any  previous  year  since  1870. 

Up  to  last  year  our  circulation  showed  a  steady  increase,  then 
there  was  a  falling  off,  but  for  this  last  year,  with  fewer  additions, 
we  report  a  larger  number  of  issues.  The  financial  depression 
which  has  so  crippled  every  industry  has  been  sensibly  felt  by  this 
Association,  and  in  the  economy  which  has  been  necessitated  the 
Library  has  been  left  without  resources  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

The  lack  of  fresh  material  has  curtailed  the  usefulness  of  the 
Library. 

We  have  secured  143  volumes  as  gifts.  Thirty  volumes  have 
been  contributed  by  the  different  Departments  and  Bureaus  at 
Washington,  among  them  valuable  works  connected  with  the  Geo- 
logical Surveys  of  Dr.  Hayden,  Lieut.  Wheeler,  and  Clarence  King. 
Miss  S.  D.  Doremus  has  donated  a  set  of  the  Reports  of  the  Wo- 
wan's  Missionary  Union,  and  nearly  a  complete  set  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Link. 

We  have  been  kindly  remembered  by  other  friends.

In  1877,  332  volumes  were  added.  The  annual  enumera- 
tion of  the  books  disclosed  but  one  volume  unaccounted  for. 
One  volume  missing  last  year  has  been  returned.  We  have  thus  a 
loss  of  one  volume  out  of  about  19,000  circulation. 

The  number  of  books  issued  is  a  little  in  excess  of  the  previ- 
ous year,  being  18,908,  or  321  greater,  averaging  60  volumes  per 
diem.  The  classes  of  books  used,  it  will  be  noted  from  an  examina- 
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tion  of  the  tables  giving  the  circulations,  maintain  generally  the 
same  ratio  of  percentage  as  the  year  1877.  History,  Science 
and  Arts,  and  other  solid  branches,  embrace  58.5  per  cent  of  the 
entire  reading.  In  fiction  there  is  but  a  fraction  of  difference  be- 
tween the  two  years,  or  86  volumes  more  this  year,  the  percentage 
being  21.3. 

The  estimated  number  who  have  been  readers  in  the  Library  is 
33,830,  or  105  a  day  ;  of  these  13,591  are  classed  as  users  of 
books,  20,239  as  readers  of  serials,  averaging  42  and  62  daily, 
respectively. 

The  Sunday  use  of  the  Library  has  fallen  off,  the  number  of 
volumes  issued  being  587,  against  782  the  year  before. 

PAMPHLETS. 

The  collection  of  the  reports  and  documents  of  our  various 
religious,  charitable,  literary,  and  scientific  societies,  mentioned  as 
commenced  in  our  last  report,  has  been  much  enlarged  the  past 
year.  We  have  received  1792  pamphlets,  most  of  which  have 
been  filed  with  this  collection.  We  have  some  225  different 
organizations  represented  in  the  files  thus  far  registered.  In  a 
few  cases  we  have  sets  complete,  others  are  in  all  stages  of  pro- 
gress. We  are  very  grateful  to  the  individuals  and  societies  who 
have  thus  far  so  generously  aided  us.  Societies  have  in  many 
cases  given  us  all  the  reports  they  could  spare  to  complete  these 
files.  We  must  rely  on  the  help  of  individuals  or  such  chances  as 
the  second-hand  store  or  the  auction  mart  afford.  It  is  not 
claimed  that  a  collection  of  this  sort  will  add  to  the  literary  attrac- 
tions of  the  Library,  or  that  these  reports  will  be  largely  called 
for,  but  they  have  an  intrinsic  value  as  representing  the  annals  of 
our  institutions  in  their  most  complete  form.  We  ask  co-opera- 
tion in  this  work.  There  are  files  of  pamphlets  in  many  house- 
holds which  are  next  to -worthless  to  their  owners,  but  which,  if 
turned  into  such  a  collection  as  this,  would  yield  much  valuable 
material. 

The  pamphlets  received  will  be  found  acknowledged  in  the  list 
of  donors  of  pamphlets,  etc. 

THE  FUTURE 

The  last  report  recorded  the  25th  year  of  the  Library's  his- 
tory. In  that  report  we  stated  that  in  order  to  perpetuate  the 
usefulness  of  the  Library,  and  to  keep  pace  with  the  advance  of 
learning,  we  needed  a  library  fund  which  would  be  never  failing, 
and  queried  what  friend  or  friends  would  help  us  commence  the 
new  quarter-century  with  a  foundation  upon  which  we  could  build 
a  permanent  structure.  Such  a  foundation  we  now  have  the  pros- 
pect of  securing. 

The  late  William  Niblo  gave  to  the  Library  during  his  life  a 
collection  of  some  500  volumes,  many  of  them  rare  and  of  great 
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value,  mostly  illustrated  or  relating  to  art.  By  his  will  the  Asso- 
ciation is  declared  his  residuary  legatee,  and  when  his  affairs  are 
adjusted  a  very  handsome  sum  will  be  paid  over  to  the  Associa- 
tion. He  requests  this  sum  to  be  applied  for  the  increase  of  the 
Library,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Robert  Hoe,  Jr.  With  this 
liberal  foundation  it  is  hoped  the  Association  can  at  once  proceed 
rapidly  toward  the  realization  of  the  idea  long  cherished  by  those 
more  immediately  connected  with  the  Library — viz.,  the  formation 
of  a  Free  Public  Library,  which  shall  be  open  at  all  reasonable 
hours  for  reading  and  the  withdrawal  of  books. 

There  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  the  Association  should  not 
own  and  manage  a  Free  Library,  with  especial  reference  to  young 
men,  as  large  as  that  at  Boston,  and  it  is  believed  the  wealthy 
citizens  of  New  York,  who  have  so  liberally  provided  for  our 
wants  in  the  matter  of  a  building,  will  soon  see  the  advantage 
which  would  accrue  to  the  Association  and  to  the  public  from 
such  an  addition  to  our  means  of  usefulness. 

READING-ROOM. 

The  system  of  taking  the  attendance  at  our  rooms,  inaugurated 
last  year,  has  been  pursued  during  the  year  just  closed,  with  the 
following  results  :  Number  entering  the  Reception-Room,  179,- 
500,  or  a  daily  average  of  556,  ranging  from  274  daily  in  August 
to  875  in  March  ;  Reading-Room,  69,465,  or  222  per  day,  the  low- 
est attendance  being  151,  on  the  average,  in  July,  and  the  highest 
in  March,  420.  These  are  below  the  figures  of  1877,  and  may  be 
accounted  for,  in  part  at  least,  from  restrictions  placed  upon  the 
attendance,  these  restrictions  applying  to  the  habitues  of  read- 
ing-rooms, who  absorbed  the  use  of  the  papers  to  the  exclusion 
of  members. 

The  Reading-Room  has  been  well  furnished  with  papers. 
This  room,  in  connection  with  the  Library,  is  supplied  with  393 
papers  and  magazines  which  are  published  at  92  different  places  in 
America,  Europe,  and  elsewhere  ;  10  are  duplicates.

EVENING  CLASSES. 


The  same  number  of  studies  are  pursued  at  this  time  as  at  the 
date  of  our  last  report,  viz.,  German,  French,  Spanish,  Phonog- 
raphy, Vocal  Music,  Bookkeeping,  and  Penmanship.  These 
branches  are  taught  in  twelve  classes,  by  six  different  teachers. 
The  classes  have  not  been  as  largely  attended  as  the  previous 
year,  the  total  attendance  being  17,848,  the  number  enrolled  787, 
the  averages,  taken  together,  226.  In  1877  we  enrolled  874  names, 
the  average  being  243. 

We  have  to  record  the  death  of  one  of  our  teachers  during  the 
year,  Professor  Luis.  F.  Mantilla.  Professor  Mantilla  was  on  our 
staff  of  instructors  for  several  years  as  teacher  of  Spanish,  and  won 
the  esteem  of  all,  both  for  his  courteous  bearing  and  his  ability  and 
aptness  as  a  teacher.  The  place  so  faithfully  and  efficiently  filled 
by  him  is  now  occupied  by  Rev.  Joaquin  de  Palma,  rector  of  the 
Spanish  church  of  this  city.  The  expense  for  instruction  and 
incidentals  the  past  year  has  been  $1469.70. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  season  the  following  rules  were 
adopted  relative  to  the  classes  : 


1.  The  classes  begin  October  1st,  and  close  April  30th. 

2.  Any  person  holding  a  five  dollar  membership  ticket  shall 
be  entitled  to  enter  any  of  the  classes  for  which  he  is  qualified. 

3.  Application  for  admission  to  any  class  must  be  made  to  the 
teacher,  and  the  membership  ticket  exhibited. 

4.  The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Rooms  and 
Library  Committee,  has  general  supervision  of  the  classes. 

5.  The  text-books  to  be  used  will  be  fixed  by  the  Rooms  and 
Library  Committee,  upon  consultation  with  the  respective  teach- 
ers. 

6.  Text-books  and  blank  books  can  be  obtained  from  the 
Librarian  at  cost  price. 

7.  In  the  writing  class  twenty-five  cents  for  the  term  will  be 
charged  for  stationery,  the  amount  payable  to  the  teacher  on  en- 
tering the  class. 

8.  No  person  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  class  while  in  ses- 
sion without  the  teacher's  permission. 

9.  Members  who  are  obliged  to  leave  their  class  before  the  end 
of  the  term  will  give  the  teacher  notice  of  their  intention  to  do  so.

GYMNASIUM  AND  BATHS. 

The  attendance  at  the  Gymnasium,  including  visitors,  was 
33,438,  or  a  daily  average  of  126,  47  from  8  a.m.  to  6  p.m.,  and  79 
for  the  evening.  The  Gymnasium  was  closed  at  12  m.  on  Thanks- 
giving, Christmas,  New  Years,  and  the  Fourth  of  July,"  and  was 
closed  for  repairs,  etc.,  from  July  13th  to  September  9th,  a  period 
of  49  days.  On  December  31st,  571  dressing  boxes  were  rented. 
The  net  expease  of  this  department  has  been  $1011.40. 

Mr.  Carl  Schuhr  reports  5803  baths  taken,  an  average  of  18 
per  day.    There  were  5134  reported  last  year. 

READING   MATTER  FOR   THE   ARMY   AND  NAVY. 

Through  the  kindness  of  friends  we  have  been  able  to  some- 
what increase  our  supply  of  papers  to  the  army  and  navy.  We 
have  mailed  week  by  week  papers  to  the  number  of  29,080,  and 
920  magazines,  making  an  aggregate  of  30,000. 

We  have  received  tokens  of  encouragement  in  this  work,  as  the 
extracts  from  our  correspondence  will  attest. 

The  ends  to  be  accomplished  by  this  distribution  of  papers  are 
to  interest  the  members  of  the  Association  in  our  soldiers  and 
sailors  ;  to  assure  the  soldier  that  a  practical  interest  is  taken  in 
his  comfort  and  welfare  by  the  Christian  young  men  of  the  coun- 
try, to  render  his  isolated  life  more  agreeable,  to  prevent  him 
from  contracting  habits  of  idleness  and  dissipation,  and  to 
sow  the  seeds  of  religion.  At  some  of  the  permanent  posts  there 
are  funds  for  books  and  current  reading  matter  ;  this  fund  is 
supplied  from  what  the  enlisted  men  save  out  of  their  bread 
rations.  This  is  often  inadequate  to  their  wants,  even  at  these 
permanent  posts.  In  other  places,  at  temporary  camps  and  small 
garrisons,  there  are  little  or  no  means  for  supplying  soldiers  with 
fresh  papers  and  magazines,  which  we,  with  all  the  surroundings 
of  a  large  city,  consider  indispensable  to  our  comfort  and  daily 
needs.  The  30,000  papers  and  magazines  sent  out  the  past  year 
have,  therefore,  done  something  toward  relieving  the  soldier's. 
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seclusion,  informing  his  mind,  and  lifting  him,  it  is  to  be  hoped, 
into  a  nobler  and  holier  life.  We  have  mailed  reading  matter, 
during  a  part  or  the  whole  of  the  year,  to  thirty  different  localities. 
Below  is  given  a  list  of  these  places.

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS   FROM   THE  ARMY. 

A  good  brother,  with  whom  we  have  been  in  correspondence 
for  some  time,  and  who  highly  appreciates  the  value  of  reading 
matter  for  his  charge,  writes  under  date  of  October  14th  from 
Fort  Davis  : 

"  I  have  not  received  a  paper  from  you  since  July,  and  we  esteem  it  a  very  serious  loss. 
Every  day  enlisted  men  ask,  '  Sir  Chaplain,  have  not  you  any  more  papers  for  us  ?  '  and  go 
away  disappointed. 

'•  I  have  now  a  beautiful  new  chapel,  a  large  school  each  night  in  the  week  and  Sunday 
evening.  The  attendance  is  crowded  upon  public  worship  and  preaching.  I  humbly  trust 
that  much  good  will  come  from  the  seed  sown.  I  have  strong  faith  in  the  seed,  the  word  of 
Jesus  set  for  eternal  life,  and  the  great  loving  Father  pledged  to  give  the  increase.  ...  It  is 
no  sentimental  exaggeration  to  say  that  you  have  given  me  solid  help  in  my  v/ork  by  sending 
the  papers.  I  would  have  a  harder  and  much  duller  time  without  them  ;  the  poor  soldiers  are 
whole-heartedly  grateful ;  [every  paper  silently,  eloquently  speaks  of  the  fact  that  there  are 
those  who  work  for  the  highest  interest  of  men,  and  all  for  Jesus'  sake.  This  reminder  alone 
carries  immeasurable  power.  I  heard  one  black  soldier  ask  another  that  belonged  to  this  post, 
'  Where  you  all  get  them  nice  papers  and  books  ? '  to  which  the  answer  was,  1  Get  'em  all  for 
nothing  ;  they  are  sent  to  us  by  the  Christ' 's  men,  away  in  New  York,  and  they  must  spend 
a  power  of  money  to  do  it ;  one  thing  sure,  they  must  be  mighty  good  folks  ! '  I  could  give 
you  many  anecdotes  gratefully  illustrating  what  I  mean.  Then,  as  you  have  done  in  the  past, 
I  pray  you  continue  this  wise  and  helpful  charity  to  my  men." 

Papers  above  not  having  been  received,  on  account,  probably,  of  interruption  in  the  mails, 
occasioned  by  yellow  fever. 
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A  lady,  deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  soldier,  writes 
from  Brownsville,  Texas  : 

"  I  have  just  returned  to  this  post,  after  an  absence  of  two  years,  and  find  that  during  all 
this  time  you  have  most  generously  continued  to  send  papers  to  my  address.  .  .  .  Accept  my 
sincere  thanks  for  all  you  have  done,  and  my  assurance  that  you  have  given  great  comfort  and 
amusement,  and  I  trust  profit,  to  these  poor  fellows." 

Papers  were  sent  to  Paris,  for  the  use  of  the  U.  S.  Marine 
Corps,  stationed  at  the  American  section  of  the  Exposition. 
From  them  we  hear  : 

"  Papers  sent  by  you  in  the  name  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  have  come  safely,  and  have  been 
given  to  the  members  of  the  Marine  Corps  attached  to  the  American  department  of  the 
the  Exposition.  They  have  been  highly  appreciated,  and  I  am  sure  the  young  men  would 
authorize  and  desire  me  to  thank  you  and  the  Association  for  your  considerate  kindness.  A 
little  reading  matter  has  been  furnished  them  from  other  sources,  and  we  have  felt  abundantly 
paid  for  any  interest  in,  and  attention  to,  these  young  men,  by  noting  their  manly  bearing 
and  devotion  to  their  duties,  which  have  attracted  attention  and  received  general  approbaition. 

A  soldier  from  Fort  Brown,  Texas,  says  : 

"  There  is  one  company  of  our  regiment  continually  in  the  field  at  Santa  Maria,  Texas, 
about  thirty-five  miles  from  here,  and  I  know  from  my  own  experience  how  welcome  most  any 
reading  matter  is  to  them.  Before  quitting  the  subject  of  papers,  I  must  say  that  I  think  they 
have  done,  and  are  doing,  a  great  deal  of  good.  In  our  company  as  long  as  the  men  have 
something  to  read  they  are  not  so  liable  to  go  off,  most  likely  to  get  drunk,  gamble,  and  carouse 
around  town  with  lewd  women,  which  are  the  most  common  crimes  the  soldier  is  led  into, 
and  which  brings  most  all  of  them  to  the  guard-house.  Now  our  company  is  remarkable  for 
the  small  number  of  men  it  has  in  the  guard-house,  which  is  all  owing,  in  my  opinion,  to  your 
papers." 

The  Chaplain  from  Fort  Russell,  Wyoming  Territory,  writes  : 

"Your  annual  report  I  read  with  much  satisfaction.  Thank  you  for  it.  Hope  the  present 
may  give  your  Association  a  rich  harvest  of  souls.  _  I  find  much  pleasure  in  distributing,  each 
week,  the  papers  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Such  Christian  papers  as  I  receive  from  you,  and  Sab- 
bath-school papers  that  I  subscribe  for,  some  two  dozen  each  week,  I  carry  on  Sunday  to  the 
hospital,  the  guard-house,  and  Sunday-school,  to  furnish  spiritual  food  for  the  Lord's  day.  On 
other  days  of  the  week  I  carry  to  the  laundresses'  quarters,  and  company  and  band  quarters, 
the  secular  papers  which  have  sermons,  Cook's  lectures,  and  much  very  valuable  religious  in- 
formation. These  papers,  coming  from  the  East,  West,  North,  and  South,  from  Europe  and 
the  Sandwich  Islands,  bring  news  from  the  homes  of  most  ;  for  example,  an  Italian  to  one  born 
on  the  Swiss  Alps  and  to  another  born  in  Italy.  A  Scotchman  begged  for  a  Glasgow  paper, 
which  I  joyfully  gave  him." 

The  facilities  for  reading  at  Fort  Lamed,  Kansas,  are  thus 
described  : 

"  We  are  gradually  accumulating  a  library,  having  upward  of  a  hundred  volumes  of 
books,  and  taking  several  of  the  leading  papers  of  the  country,  both  religious  and  secular,  and 
since  the  receipt  of  a  goodly  quantity  of  reading  matter,  a  change  for  the  better  can  be  easily 
discerned  in  our  company.  We  have  no  regular  reading-room,  but  keep  all  our  papers  on  file  in 
the  company's  squad-room,  while  books  are  kept  at  the  Post-Adjutant's  office,  and  are  issued 
to  the  men  every  evening." 

A  surgeon  of  Camp  Cceur  d'Alene,  Washington  Territory, 
writes  : 

"  I  take  great  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  the  annual  report  of  your  excellent 
Association,  and  the  weekly  donations  of  reading  matter  from  your  library.  Please  accept  my 
most  sincere  thanks  for  the  continued  favors.  ...  I  distribute  your  gifts  every  Sunday  morn- 
ing, and  have  reason  to  believe  that  they  are  highly  appreciated  by  both  officers  and  men  of  the 
command.  We  are  now  still  more  remote  from  civilization,  and  cannot  fail  to  appreciate  the 
efforts  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  New  York  in  behalf  of  the  moral  and  the 
spiritual  welfare  of  our  army."

During  the  spring  we  mailed  3000  copies  of  a  circular  in 
regard  to  the  work  and  advantages  of  the  Association  to  clergy- 
men in  New  York,  and  in  the  States  adjoining,  asking  them,  when- 
ever a  young  man  with  whom  they  were  acquainted  came  to  the 
city,  to  call  his  attention  to  the  Association,  thus  bringing  him  in 
immediate  contact  with  the  excellent  influence  of  the  Association. 
A  number  of  responses  have  been  received,  showing  that  the  work 
was  not  by  any  means  in  vain.  You  will  notice  that  the  number 
of  invitations  distributed  during  the  past  year  exceeds  that  of  last 
year  by  11 26.  The  committee  have  distributed  on  the  street  cor- 
ners adjacent  to  the  Association  building  every  Thursday  and 
Saturday  evenings,  and  during  the  time  the  Secretary's  Bible  class 
was  held  on  Sunday  afternoons,  the  following  number  of  invita- 
tions :

RECEPTION  COMMITTEE. 

Dear  Sir  :  It  may  seem  to  be  an  easy  task  to  report  one  brief 
year's  work  of  a  committee,  but  the  work  of  your  Reception  Com- 
mittee, although  characterized  by  no  little  intelligence  and  enthu- 
siasm, has  necessarily  been  so  devoid  of  marked  results  that  it  is 
difficult  to  say  any  thing  very  different  from  that  which  has  been 
said  in  previous  years.  No  new  departures  have  been  inaugu- 
rated, nor  have  they  seemed  desirable.  Fifty-six  members  have 
served  for  longer  or  shorter  periods  during  the  year  ;  36  of  these 
are  now  members.  The  committee  has  among  its  members  some 
of  the  most  efficient  young  men  of  the  Association.  The  average 
attendance  each  evening  has  been  3,  and  at  the  monthly  meetings 
held  20.  The  Sunday  evening  tea  continues  in  charge  of  this 
committee.  The  average  attendance  at  tea  was  80.  The  first 
part  of  the  year  the  average  was  much  larger,  but  latterly  the  at- 
tendance has  been  restricted,  as  we  found  that  men  of  the  class 
reached  and  helped  at  our  Bowery  branch  were  in  danger  of 
nearly  wholly  taking  the  place  of  those  sought  to  be  influenced  at 
the  Central  Building.  In  the  methods  above  indicated  the  com- 
mittee has  expended  its  best  efforts  to  make  the  Association 
rooms  attractive  to  young  men  by  giving  them  a  cordial  welcome 
and  helping  them  to  make  the  most  of  the  advantages  which  the 
Association  offers.

EMPLOYMENT  COMMITTEE. 

Sir  :  With  feelings  of  gratitude  for  the  privilege  of  laboring 
another  year  in  this  department  of  Association  work  we  submit 
our  report. 

The  work  of  the  year  exceeds  that  of  the  preceding  or  the 
twelve  years  previous,  both  in  receipt  of  demands  from  business 
houses  and  in  the  number  of  situations  secured. 
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A  comparison  of  the  two  years  shows  a  gain  of  50  situations 
filled. 

The  figures  are  195  positions  filled,  applications  from  em- 
ployers 385,  and  105 1  applicants.  This  statement  clearly  indi- 
cates a  more  extensive  patronage,  which  is  due  to  the  additional 
means  used  to  call  the  attention  of  business  men  to  our  facilities 
to  meet  their  demands.  To  account  for  not  filling  all  the  de- 
mands, these  reasons  may  be  ascribed  :  (1)  A  large  number  of  the 
calls  were  for  canvassers  to  work  on  small  commissions.  (2)  Em- 
ployers had  in  many  instances  advertised  for  clerks  before  calling 
on  us.  (3)  Former  employes  were  retained.  (4)  Some  of  the 
calls  were  for  lines  of  business  to  which  we  were  not  justified  in 
sending  men.

We  have  had  present  at  one  of  our  committee  meetings  15,  at 
another  13,  at  three  meetings  11  each,  the  other  meetings  being 
smaller.  The  committee  numbers  17.  Medical  attendance  has 
been  given  without  charge  by  one  of  our  committee  to  8  persons. 
It  is  our  pleasure  to  thank  him  again  for  his  valued  services.  Very 
few  young  men  have  applied  to  the  committee  for  care  during 
sickness  ;  and  we  again  invite  any  young  man  sick  and  alone  to 
send  for  us,  and  we  will  most  gladly  do  all  in  our  power  to  com- 
fort and  cheer  him.  The  band  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  as- 
sist us  in  our  work  cannot  be  too  highly  praised.  A  social  event 
of  the  year  was  the  reunion,  at  the  residence  of  one  of  our  com- 
mittee, of  the  members  of  the  committee,  and  the  ladies  and  gen- 
tlemen who  work  with  us.  The  President  of  the  Association  was 
present  and  gave  an  address,  and  added  much  to  the  social  en- 
joyment of  the  occasion. 

Our  work  is  seed-sowing.  God  knows  the  results.  We  who 
are  in  the  work  know  how  happy  we  are  in  trying  to  teach  our  fel- 
lows that  which,  if  they  will  do,  will  make  them  happy  too.  We 
have  frequent  testimony  from  patients  respecting  the  help  they 
derive  from  our  services.     We  are  glad  we  have  one,  at  Charity 
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Hospital,  at  least,  who  co-operates  with  us  in  such  a  Christian 
spirit  as  to  assure  us  that  any  seed  we  may  drop  into  good  ground 
will  be  carefully  watered  and  cultivated.  We  refer  to  the  Protes- 
tant Chaplain.  Then  too  the  visitation  at  both  hospitals  of  the 
Bible  and  Fruit  Mission,  the  Flower  Mission,  and  individual 
Christians  through  the  week,  helps  the  cause  we  in  common  have 
at  heart. 

The  chief  of  staff  at  Charity  Hospital,  and  other  officials  there, 
and  at  Bellevue,  have  shown  the  Association  much  kindness,  and 
have  done  every  thing  we  could  have  asked,  and  more.

SOCIAL  RELIGIOUS  MEETINGS. 

Dear  Sir  :  The  Prayer-Meetings  under  the  charge  of  the 
Committee  on  Social  Religious  Meetings  have  been  held  regularly 
every  afternoon  (except  Saturday  and  Sunday),  and  on  Thursday 
and  Saturday  evenings  at  8,  and  on  Sunday  evening  at  6.30 
o'clock.      The  evening  meetings  are  for  men  exclusively. 

The  afternoon  meetings  have  been  attended  during  the  year 
1878  by  a  total  of  9409  persons,  an  average  at  each  meeting  of  36. 

Special  interest  has  been  manifested  at  the  Friday  afternoon 
meetings,  which  are  designed  for  prayer  for  the  intemperate. 

The  Thursday  evening  meeting  has  had  a  total  attendance  of 
1589,  and  an  average  of  31  men. 

The  Saturday  evening  meeting  has  had  a  total  attendance  of 
1709,  and  an  average  of  33  men. 

The  Sunday  evening  meeting  has  had  a  total  attendance  of 
3028,  and  an  average  of  58  men. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  young  men  have  personally  asked  for 
religious  instruction  and  prayer.  The  Secretary  of  the  Associ- 
ation and  members  of  the  committee,  and  other  Christians  in  at- 
tendance, have  conversed  with  these  inquirers,  and  have  rejoiced 
with  many  of  them  in  their  acceptance  of  the  Saviour.

The  audiences  were  almost  uniformly  orderly  and  attentive, 
and  often  the  meetings  were  exceedingly  solemn  ;  the  eyes  of  the 
speakers  often  looked  into  eyes  that  were  filled  with  tears,  and 
faces  manifesting  powerful  emotions.  In  fact,  during  no  previous 
season  of  our  work  has  such  evident  and  earnest  desire  to  hear  the 
truth  been  exhibited. 

Requests  for  prayer  were  sometimes  made,  and  persons  some- 
times sought  out  those  who  spoke  to  speak  of  their  soul's  salva- 
tion. Tracts  were  distributed  at  the  close  of  the  meetings,  and 
persons  were  urged  to  attend  the  neighboring  church  services,  or,  if 
they  attended  no  church,  they  were  invited  to  the  Park  Theatre 
meetings. 

On  the  east  side  of  the  city  occasional  addresses  were  deliv- 
ered in  German.  Of  course  this  is  a  work  of  "  casting  bread  upon 
the  waters,"  and  results  will  never  be  known  until  the  judgment 
day.  But  it  is  impossible  that  so  many  persons  should  have 
attentively  and  thoughtfully  listened  to  the  simple,  earnest  preach- 
ing of  the  Gospel,  and  none  have  been  saved.  The  committee  are 
greatly  encouraged  ;  they  see  the  need  and  feel  the  demand  for  this 
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form  of  work.  And  their  prayer  is  more  earnest  than  ever  that 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest  may  send  laborers  into  the  harvest.  The 
burden  has  been  borne  by  a  small  band,  and,  though  willingly 
borne,  yet  it  has  often  been  heavy.  May  many  more  come  to  the 
help  of  the  Lord  in  this  matter,  and  engage  in  this  important  and 
delightful  labor,  which  was  so  much  the  work  of  our  Lord  during 
his  earthly  life. 

The  committee  thank  all  those  who  have  assisted  them  by  sing- 
ing, speaking,  or  otherwise.

CHURCHES. 

Sir  :  The  Church  Committee  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  for  the  past  year  carried  on  the  work  heretofore  established, 
viz.,  the  closer  union  of  the  churches  and  Association  by  means 
of  visits  to  the  new  associate  members  who  are  persuaded  to  be- 
come regular  attendants  on  Christian  worship  if  they  are  not 
already.  The  work  is  twofold — the  advance  guard  of  the  church 
inviting  young  men  who  have  placed  themselves  within  the  pale  of 
a  Christian  institution  to  regular  church  attendance,  and  their 
evangelization. 

The  committee  have  opened  a  record  in  which  is  entered  the 
name  of  the  new  member,  his  age,  business  address  and  residence, 
the  denomination  he  prefers,  and  church,  if  any,  time  of  residence 
in  the  city,  and  whether  he  resides  with  his  parents.  The  commit- 
tee have  found  that  the  only  practical  way  to  accomplish  their  ob- 
ject is  to  visit  those  whose  names  are  given  to  them.  The  com- 
mittee being  composed  of  members  from  different  denominations, 
names  are  distributed  according  to  the  denominational  preference 
of  the  new  members. 

In  a  large  city  like  this,  with  such  great  distances  to  traverse, 
personal  visitation  is  exceedingly  arduous.  The  committee  have 
been  very  self-sacrificing  in  the  use  of  their  time. 

The  work  of  this  committee  was  mentioned  with  great  ap- 
proval at  the  world's  Conference  held  at  Geneva  last  August. 

Our  efforts  are  favorably  received  by  our  city  pastors.

REPORT  OF  LITERARY  SOCIETY. 

Dear  Sir  :  During  the  year  1878  the  Literary  Society  held 
34  meetings.    There  were  32  debates,  16  original  essays,  40  read- 
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ings,  and  127  recitations.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  persons 
took  part  in  the  different  exercises.  There  are  86  members  in 
the  Society.  * 

The  first  reception  of  the  year  was  held  on  January  15th, 
while  Mr.  Hughson  was  President  of  the  Society.  The  topic  of 
"Compulsory  Education"  was  discussed.  The  two  subsequent 
receptions  were  given  while  Mr.  Oudin  was  President.  The  first, 
on  April  23d,  was  a  Mock  Session  of  the  United  States  Senate  to 
consider  a  bill  conferring  the  right  of  suffrage  on  women.  The 
second  reception  was  given  June  25th,  on  the  occasion  of  the  distri- 
bution of  the  prizes  which  the  Standing  Committee  had  offered  for 
the  best  essays  on  the  following  subjects  :  1.  "  The  Execution  of 
Charles  I.  Compared  with  that  of  Louis  XVI."  2.  "  George 
Eliot."  3.  "Perseverance  as  an  Element  cf  Success."  4. 
"  Classes  in  a  Democracy  ;  their  Mutual  Rights  and  Duties." 
5.  "  Legislation  in  Regard  to  Labor." 

Competitors  for  the  prizes  were  governed  by  the  following 
rules,  viz. : 

1.  "  The  essays  shall  not  exceed  eight  written  pages  in  length, 
and  shall  be  on  white  letter-paper,  only  one  side  of  which  is  to  be 
written  on." 

2.  "  Each  essay  shall  be  signed  by  a  fictitious  name,  and  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a  sealed  envelope  containing  the  real  name  of 
the  author,  but  which  shall  be  endorsed  with  the  fictitious  name 
appended  to  the  essay." 

3.  "  But  one  essay  shall  be  written  by  each  competitor.  No 
prize  shall  be  awarded  unless  there  shall  be  at  least  five  essays 
handed  in." 

4.  "  The  essays  and  the  sealed  envelopes  must  be  delivered  to 
Mr.  R.  B.  Pool,  in  the  Library,  on  or  before  June  nth,  1878." 

Eight  members  of  the  Society  submitted  essays.  The  commit- 
tee of  examination,  gentlemen  in  no  way  connected  with  the  Soci- 
ety, awarded  the  first  prize,  "  Macaulay's  History  of  England," 
to  Mr.  Angus  MacLardie  for  the  best  essay,  and  the  second 
prize,  "  Irving'  s  Life  of  Washington, "  to  Mr.  Harrison  Downes. 

We  are  indebted  to  Messrs.  Elbert  B.  Monroe,  James  Stokes, 
Jr.,  William  F.  Lee,  Judge  James  T.  Kilbreth,  and  Lucien  Oudin 
for  contributions  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  the  prizes. 

The  present  "  Standing  Committee"  have  endeavored  to  still 
further  promote  the  usefulness  of  the  Society, 

1.  By  the  careful  selection  of  live  issues  of  the  day  for  ques- 
tions to  inspire  the  debates  with  freshness  and  interest. 

2.  By  monthly  receptions  devoted  exclusively  to  the  consider- 
ation of  some  literary  topic,  upon  which  the  participating  mem- 
bers had  carefully  studied  to  elevate  the  standard  of  the  exercises. 

These  measures  have  received  the  efficient  co-operation  of 
many  of  the  older  members,  and  so  far  have  been  entirely  success- 
ful. 
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The  first  of  these  Literary  Receptions  was  given  November 
26th,  when  the  general  subject  for  the  evening  was  "  Julius 
C?esa,r  :  the  Play  and  the  Man." 

The  programme  was  as  follows  : 

1st.  "  Synopsis  of  Shakespeare's  Julius  Caesar." 
2d.  Recitation,  "  Mark  Antony's  Funeral  Oration." 
3d.  Essay,  "  The  Tragedy  of  Julius  Caesar." 
4th.  Debate,  "  Did  Julius  Caesar  Deserve  his  Death  ?" 
5th.  "  Recitation  from  the  Quarrel  Scene." 

The  second  Literary  Reception  was  given  December  30th. 
Subject  :  "  Napoleon  Bonaparte  ;  was  his  Influence  Beneficial  ?" 

These  receptions  were  marked  by  a  literary  excellence  that  was 
most  gratifying,  and  the  beneficial  effects  were  immediately  felt  in 
the  fresh  impetus  given  to  the  work  of  the  Society. 

While  the  apparent  membership  has  been  decreased  by  drop- 
ping the  names  of  non-active  members,  the  present  membership  is 
inspired  by  a  spirit  of  activity  and  work  that  can  but  be  effective 
in  the  future. 

With  an  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  the  work  of  the  So- 
ciety, your  committee  are  now  taking  active  measures  to  still  fur- 
ther increase  its  efficiency. 

The  following  have  been  the  subjects  for  debate  during  the 
year  : 

Resolved,  "  That  the  Government  of  Great  Britain  is  better  than  that  of 
the  United  States." 

Resolved,  "  That  the  present  agitation  of  communistic  ideas  is  dangerous 
to  our  Government." 

"  Should  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  as  a  beverage  be  prohibited  by 
law  ?" 

Resolved,  "  That  public  opinion  should  be  regarded  as  the  standard  of 
right." 

Resolved,  "  That  the  opening  of  communication  with  Central  Africa  will 
be  beneficial  to  the  civilized  world." 

Resolved,  "  That  the  Government  should  issue  more  greenbacks." 

Resolved,  "  That  a  State  is  justified  in  making  use  of  convict  labor." 

"  Should  the  Metropolitan  Elevated  Railroad  be  restrained  as  a  public 
nuisance?" 

"  Should  the  tramp  be  treated  as  a  criminal  ?" 

"  Is  it  good  policy  to  appoint  ex-Confederates  as  Government  officials  in 
the  South  ?' ' 

"  Has  the  invention  of  labor-saving  machines  been  beneficial  to  the  labor- 
ing classes  ?" 

"  Was  the  career  of  Napoleon  I.  a  benefit  to  Europe  ?"

REPORTS  OF  THE  BRANCHES. 


BOWERY. 

Dear  Sir  :  We  have  just  closed  an  eventful  year  in  the  his- 
tory of  this  work,  and  have  cause  for  increased  thanksgiving  to 
God  for  continued  goodness  and  mercy  to  us.  The  rooms  have 
been  open  regularly  throughout  the  year.  The  devotional  meet- 
ings and  other  work  have  been  continued  without  intermission.  I 
will  report  in  detail  from  the  different  departments. 

RECEPTION  COMMITTEE. 

This  delightful  feature  of  our  Christian  effort  has  been  greatly 
developed  and  entered  into  by  the  young  men  with  increased  en- 
thusiasm. Such  interest  has  been  manifested  in  keeping  the  daily 
record  of  work  that  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  use  two  pages 
of  the  journal  each  day.  A  few  extracts  from  this  journal  will 
illustrate  the  zeal  of  this  committee. 

"  Talked  with  a  young  man  from  .  Said  he  was  a  moul- 
der by  trade.  The  foundry  where  he  was  employed  turned  off 
part  of  their  hands,  and  he  being  a  single  man,  was  one  of  those 
obliged  to  leave.  He  had  never  attended  church  very  regularly, 
nor  interested  himself  in  the  subject  of  religion.  Pointed  him 
out  several  passages  of  Scripture,  and  asked  him  to  think  on  the 
subject. 

' '  Talked  with  a  young  man,  who  is  looking  for  work,  by  name 

of  ,  and  a  friend  whom  he  has  made  since  he  came  to  the  city. 

Spoke  with  a  Mr.  ,  a  manly-looking  fellow,  36  years  old, 

though  he  does  not  look  over  27.    Also  talked  with  a  gentleman 

(whose  father  he  said  was  Governor  of  during  the  days 

that  preceded  the  Rebellion).  His  name  I  did  not  learn.  There 
was  a  good  attendance  in  the  room  during  the  whole  evening. 
Spoke  with  a  Norwegian  who  on  election  day  found  a  permanent 
job. " 

It  has  pleased  God  this  year  to  call  home  to  Himself  our  dear 
Brother  Robert  M.  Vermilye.  He  was  highly  esteemed  by  all  our 
brethren,  and  the  occasion  of  his  death  has  been  made  a  subject 
of  special  resolutions  at  one  of  the  meetings  of  this  committee.

ENTERTAINMENT  COMMITTEE. 

This  committee  consists  at  present  of  4  members.  During  the 
year  they  have  provided  12  entertainments,  consisting  of  readings, 
lectures,  and  musical  entertainments.  There  has  been  an  aggre- 
gate attendance  of  3,590.  For  the  coming  year  the  committee 
has  issued  a  circular  indicating  their  purpose  to  admit  to  these 
entertainments  only  by  tickets,  and  to  limit  the  attendance  en- 
tirely to  men.    The  following  circular  explains  their  purpose  :

DEVOTIONAL  COMMITTEE. 


This  committee  consists  of  8  members.  During  the  year  they 
have  continued  their  plan  of  meeting  each  Wednesday  evening  be- 
fore the  service  to  take  tea  together  and  talk  over  the  subject 
for  the  evening.  They  have  also  continued  their  plan  of  review- 
ing carefully  the  work  for  each  month  at  the  monthly  meetings. 
A  record  has  also  been  kept  in  which  is  entered  the  attendance  of 
the  members  on  each  of  the  meetings.  A  few  extracts  are  given 
from  this  record. 

"   <   was  an  interesting  inquirer.    His  weakness 

was  drink,  and  in  consequence  he  was  almost  compelled  to  leave 
his  home,  where  he  has  a  wife  and  children.  Eight  years  ago  he 
came  to  this  country,  continuing  in  drink,  making  many  vain  at- 
tempts to  rid  himself  of  the  evil.  To-day,  while  on  his  way  to  a 
lager-beer  saloon,  he  was  stopped  at  the  door  by  a  man  distribut- 
ing invitations  to  the  meeting,  and  requested  at  the  same  time  to 
walk  in  ;  was  seriously  impressed  and  convinced  of  the  sinfulness 
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of  his  way,  desired  an  interest  in  prayer,  and  pleaded  for  forgive- 
ness. He  was  advised  to  firmly  rest  his  faith  in  Christ.  He  need  not 
fear  being  unsuccessful,  because  if  he  would  not  let  go  of  Christ, 
Christ  would  not  let  go  of  him." 

"  A  powerful  testimony  was  given  by  a  Welshman  of  an  experi- 
ence in  prayer  in  a  blacksmith  shop.  The  next  morning  he  told 
me  that  he  was  the  author  of  100  poems,  and  read  me  some  of  his 
stanzas.    He  reminded  me  of  the  old  Scottish  bards." 

"  There  were  seven  testimonies  and  two  prayers  during  the 
meeting.  The  meeting  was  an  exceptionally  good  one  so  far  as 
interest  in  speaking,  etc.,  was  concerned.  The  excellence  of  brevity 
was  observed  to  an  unusual  degree." 

During  the  entire  year  there  has  been  a  very  marked  interest 
in  all  of  the  Devotional  Meetings,  and  although  the  results  are  not 
so  apparent  as  we  would  wish,  we  believe  they  are  greater  than  in 
any  previous  year.  The  work  of  this  committee  has  been  greatly 
assisted  and  deepened  by  the  liberal  grant  of  tracts  made  by  Mr. 
William  Libbey,  Jr.,  also  by  a  grant  of  3000  tracts  made  by  the 
Methodist  Book  Concern,  obtained  through  the  influence  of  Bro- 
ther Thomas  Macpherson. 

The  statistics  of  the  services  held  under  the  direction  of  this 
committee  are  herewith  given  for  two  years,  in  order  that  a  com- 
parison may  be  easily  made  :

EMPLOYMENT. 

The  continued  stagnation  in  business  has  seriously  embar- 
rassed this  department.  It  has  been  considered  advisable  to 
abandon  the  plan  of  charging  a  fee  ;  otherwise  the  plan  of  opera- 
tion is  the  same  as  heretofore. 

It  has  been  our  privilege  this  year  to  meet  and  to  visit  several 
men  whom  we  placed  in  situations  years  ago,  and  who  continue  to 
give  satisfaction  to  their  employers.  We  cannot  speak  too  highly 
of  the  advantages  of  this  department  of  the  work,  and  believe  that 
under  more  energetic  and  liberal  effort  it  might  be  made  the 
means  of  practical  usefulness  in  solving  some  of  the  problems 
which  are  now  agitating  the  country  on  the  subject  of  labor 
reform.  The  statistics  of  this  department  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year  are  as  follows  :

RELIEF. 

We  regret  to  state  that  this  department  of  work  has  been  lim- 
ited by  a  scarcity  of  means  to  meet  its  current  expenses.  The 


n 


dormitory  is  supported  as  heretofore  by  monthly  contributions 
from  the  gentlemen  who  have  been  its  friends  from  its  first  incep- 
tion. The  meal  department  has  been  greatly  straitened  by  a  lack 
of  means  for  several  weeks  at  different  times  during  the  year. 
We  were  compelled  to  restrict  the  issue  of  meals  to  the  men  we 
were  lodging,  and  on  one  occasion  we  borrowed  money  to  meet 
our  expenses.  At  this  present  date,  when  our  bills  for  the 
closing  month  of  the  year  will  be  paid,  we  will  have  an  empty 
treasury.  It  has  been  determined  to  make  an  effort  to  place 
it  on  a  permanent  basis  by  securing  a  number  of  sustaining 
subscribers  who  should  pay  ten  dollars  annually.  If  we  could 
secure  about  300  subscribers  at  the  above  rate  we  would  be 
enabled  to  carry  on  our  relief  work  more  thoroughly  than  here- 
tofore, and  also  be  of  good  practical  benefit  to  the  community  by 
placing  within  their  reach  the  privilege  of  becoming  subscribers, 
and  thus  have  the  right  to  refer  to  us  by  ticket  all  able-bodied  men 
who  should  apply  to  them  for  relief.  Much  of  the  begging  that  is 
now  done  by  professionals  would  thus  be  prevented,  while  we 
could  aid  many  worthy  men  who  cannot  now  be  assisted  because 
of  our  limited  means.  It  has  been  decided  to  adopt  this  course, 
and  we  have  taken  active  measures  to  this  end  in  accordance  with 
the  vote  of  your  Board. 

The  amount  of  donations  this  year  as  compared  with  the  pre- 
vious year  is  as  follows  :  For  1877,  $1200.66  ;  for  1878,  $920.31.  Of 
the  amount  in  1878,  $50  were  donations  for  special  persons 
referred  to  us.  We  incorporate  the  following  statement,  the  more 
fully  to  make  known  to  the  public  the  objects  and  extent  of  the 
relief  work  : 

1.  We  relieve  only  able-bodied  men,  who  may  be  temporarily 
destitute,  by  providing  them  food,  lodging,  personal  advice,  and 
direction  as  to  the  best  methods  of  procuring  employment. 

2.  Our  relief  is  given  on  the  premises,  and  being  only  for  a 
limited  term,  the  possibility  of  imposition  is  largely  avoided. 

3.  We  do  not  give  money. 

4.  We  investigate  the  reference  of  all  applicants. 

5.  As  far  as  possible,  we  provide  employment,  or  persuade 
men  to  return  to  their  friends,  away  from  the  city.  The  sick  are 
helped  to  enter  the  hospitals. 

6.  Money  given  for  relief  purposes  is  not  used  for  salaries,  but 
is  expended  for  the  Relief  Department. 

7.  The  following  statistics  will  show  the  amount  of  work  done 
from  May  1st,  1872,  to  December  31st,  1878  :

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We  have  published  a  little  leaflet,  entitled,  "  Friendly  Words  for 
those  we  Help."  A  portion  of  this  leaflet  we  incorporate  in  this 
report,  to  demonstrate  the  direction  which  we  seek  to  give  to  the 
minds  of  destitute  men. 

"«  Our  object  in  placing  this  statement  in  your  hands  is  to  incite 
you  personally  to  return  the  expenses  of  the  relief  you  receive 
while  with  us.  You  will  be  a  better  man  for  doing  this,  as  you 
will  thus  aid  another  as  much  as  you  have  been  aided.  You 
receive  this  aid  in  your  distress  from  the  Christian  people  of  New 
York.  It  depends  upon  you  to  say  whether  it  shall  be  a  blessing 
or  a  curse  to  you.  To  depend  on  others  when  energy  and  perse- 
verance would  give  you  work  and  a  support  without  help  from 
any  one  would  be  a  curse  to  you.  We  offer  you  the  following 
suggestions  : 

"  i.  If  you  want  work,  spend  ten  full  hours  every  day  in  looking 
for  it.  (If  you  had  work  you  would  expect  to  work  ten  hours  a 
day.  Can  you  afford  to  give  less  when  you  are  depending  on  oth- 
ers ?) 

"  2.  Keep  up  courage.  Expect  to  get  work  ;  don't  be  troubled 
if  99  refuse  :  the  iooth  may  employ  you.  Tell  every  man  that  you 
must  have  work  now, 

"  3.  Keep  clean.  Don't  travel  from  city  to  city  '  looking  for 
work. ' 

"  4.  Avoid  the  company  of  those  who  will  drag  you  down. 
Choose  and  have  the  society  of  those  who  are  at  work. 

"5.  Choose  the  society  of  Christians.  Go  to  one  church  regu- 
larly— go  to  their  prayer-meetings  ;  the  Church  can  get  along  bet- 
ter without  you  than  you  can  without  the  Church. 

"  6.  Read  your  Bible  daily.  It  is  God's  word  loyou.  Believe 
it.  Read  John,  3d  chap.,  1st  to  16th  verses  ;  Luke,  15th  chap., 
nth  to  25th  verses  ;  Rev.,  22d  chap.,  17th  verse.  Christ  says, 
'  Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labor  and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will 
give  you  rest. ' 

"7.  Pray.  God  will  pardon  and  save  you  if  you  ask  Him,  for 
Christ's  sake,  to  do  it.  You  mean  to  become  a  Christian  some- 
time.   God  says,  '  Behold,  now  is  the  accepted  time. ' 

"  8.  Remember  many  are  praying  for  those  who  are  attending 
our  meetings.  Don't  forget  your  mother's  love  and  her  prayers 
for  you.  Think,  too,  how  great  is  God's  love  to  you.  John 
3  :  l6- 

"  9.  You  have  as  bright  a  future  as  any  man,  \iyou  will.  Will 

you  ? 

"  During  your  stay  with  us  we  hope  you  will  spend  your  even- 
ings in  the  house  and  come  into  the  meetings.  We  seek  your 
highest  good  in  presenting  to  you  the  Gospel  of  the  grace  of  God. 
After  you  leave  us  we  should  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  by  letter, 
or  to  have  you  call  when  you  are  in  the  city.  If  we  can  in  any 
way  aid  you  by  our  counsel  we  shall  be  pleased  to  do  so.'* 
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One  result  of  this  little  leaflet  has  been  to  induce  many  men,  or 
the  friends  of  the  men  we  have  aided,  to  return  the  amount  which 
we  have  expended  for  them.  We  have  received  this  year  from 
this  source  $420.96.  In  addition  to  this  the  men  have  rendered  us 
work  in  the  house  to  the  amount  of  2555  days.  In  distributing 
circulars,  150  days  ;  copying  for  the  International  Committee,  63 
days  ;  and  have  paid  our  subscriptions  by  copying,  viz.,  to  the  in- 
ternational work,  $25  ;  to[the  State  work,  $20  ;  copies  of  report,  $5. 
These  statements  indicate  the  willingness  of  the  men  to  render  an 
equivalent  for  the  aid  they  receive.  Were  it  possible  for  us  to 
procure  contracts  for  bill  distribution  or  addressing  circulars,  it 
would  be  of  very  material  advantage.

The  valuable  Chairman  of  our  Executive  Committee,  G.  A. 
Pinkney,  has  been  called  to  labor  in  an  extended  field  of  Christian 
usefulness  in  St.  Paul,  Minn.  A  letter  lately  received  from 
Brother  Pinkney  is  of  such  interest  that  we  insert  it  as  part  of  this 
report. 

Dear  Brother  :  I  have  just  received  a  ticket  from  you  which  promises  to 
admit  me  to  your  Social  Reunion  on  Tuesday  evening  next.  I  would  enjoy 
very  much  to  shake  the  boys  once  more  by  the  hand,  on  some  such  an  oc- 
casion as  the  one  you  propose  to  have, — before  I  have  quite  faded  out  of 
their  memory.  I  would  like  to  be  present  to  tell  a  "  short  testimony"  of  my 
own,  and  what  God  has  done  for  me  through  the  influence  of  the  Bowery 
Branch."  When  I  undertook  the  chairmanship,  I  did  it  with  much  hesita- 
tion, but  I  made  up  my  mind  that  when  God  calls  one  to  a  work,  He  and 
He  alone  can  fit  us  for  the  duties,  and  that  if  we  seek  His  guidance,  in 
humility  and  prayer,  He  surely  will  prepare  us,  however  impossible  it  may 
seem  in  our  eyes.  I  little  thought  then  how  great  a  lesson  He  was  going  to 
teach  me.

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YORKVILLE. 

My  dear  Sir  :  It  is  pleasant  to  begin  my  Fifth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Yorkville  Branch  with  the  statement  that  we  have  enjoyed 
a  prosperous  year.  Through  the  work  of  the  Association,  the. 
congregations  of  the  various  churches  in  Yorkville  have  been 
brought  into  delightful  and  useful  Christian  fellowship. 

The  service  of  song  at  4  o'clock  on  Sunday  afternoon  has- 
had  an  unprecedented  attendance  throughout  the  year,  the  hall 
being  always  filled  to  overflowing.  To  these  meetings  many  come 
who  do  not  enter  a  church  ;  39  of  these  gatherings  have  been 
held,  with  an  average  attendance  of  1200  persons  at  each  meeting. 
At  each  service  an  address  of  twenty  minutes  was  given  by  a 
city  clergyman  ;  of  those  who  thus  officiated  13  were  Methodists,  10 
Baptists,  7  Reformed,  5  Presbyterians,  2  Reformed  Episcopal, 
and  2  Congregational.  It  is  our  custom  to  devote  about  40 
minutes  to  singing.  Mr.  L.  P.  Thatcher  still  acts  as  our  pre- 
centor, rendering  most  acceptable  service.  It  was  our  great 
pleasure,  on  Sunday,  May  12th,  to  welcome  Mr.  Ira  D.  Sankey 
as  the  leader  of  our  service.  He  spoke  enthusiastically  of  the 
meeting  and  said,  "It  is  the  very  best  of  the  kind  I  ever  saw." 
Our  prayer-meetings  have  been  fairly  attended  on  Thursday  even- 
ings. In  November  last,  during  the  week  of  prayer  for  young 
men  and  Young  Men's  Christian  Associations,  we  arranged  for 
"Special  Services"  in  the  First  Union  Presbyterian  Church, 
Eighty-sixth  Street  and  Lexington  Avenue.  The  attendance  at  the 
meetings  was  good,  and  was  larger  than  that  of  last  year.  The 
speakers  represented  5  denominations,  as  follows  : 

Rev.  Dr.  Llewellyn  D.  Bevan,  Presbyterian. 
Rev.  J.  Hyatt  Smith,  Baptist. 
Rev.  Frederick  Courtny,  Episcopal. 
Rev.  Samuel  H.  Virgin,  Congregational. 
Rev.  Dr.  John  P.  Newman,  Methodist. 

The  Lecture  and  Entertainment  Committee  furnished  32  enter- 
tainments for  our  members  and  the  public,  at  popular  rates,  at  the 
Reading-Room.  The  total  attendance  has  been  23,000,  and  the 
grand  total  of  attendance  in  all  departments  of  the  work  81,000 
persons. 

Like  all  kindred  organizations,  dependent  largely  on  the  gifts  of 
friends,  we  have  suffered  financially.  Our  receipts  fell  short  of 
the  actual  working  expenses  some  $500.  From  the  membership 
we  received  the  sum  of  $725,  a  good  showing  considering  how 
many  young  men,  owing  to  the  times,  were  unable  to  renew  their 
tickets.    The  total  receipts  amounted  to  $4688.14. 

The  utmost  harmony  prevails  among  our  members,  and  a  good 
number  are  actively  engaged  with  work.

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HARLEM. 

Dear  Sir  :  In  submitting  the  report  of  the  Harlem  Branch 
for  the  year  1878,  I  am  able  to  record  the  fact  that  pronounced 
progress  has  been  made  by  the  branch  in  those  departments  of 
effort  which  have  characterized  the  work  of  former  years,  as  well 
as  that  of  the  last  year,  and  also  that  the  branch  has  in  no  wise 
contracted  its  field  of  operations,  but  in  some  respects  very  much 
extended  it. 

The  praise  services  Sabbath  afternoon  have  been  held  as 
usual,  except  during  the  summer  months,  when  the  open-air  ser- 
vices took  place  at  Buena  Ridge,  Mott  Haven.  The  praise  ser- 
vices have  lost  none  of  their  characteristic  interest,  but  are  attend- 
ed as  largely  as  ever,  and  serve,  as  they  ever  have,  the  double 
purpose  of  calling  public  attention  to  the  work  of  the  Association, 
and  doing  good  to  those  who  are  attracted  by  the  novelty  of  the 
exercises. 

Seventeen  open-air  services  were  held  at  Buena  Ridge  on  sev- 
enteen consecutive  Sabbaths,  beginning  with  June  14th,  and  end- 
ing with  September  29th. 

The  smallest  attendance  was  75,  on  August  4th  ;  the  largest  on 
August  1 8th,  when  600  persons  were  present.  The  average  at- 
tendance was  404,  and  the  total  number  of  persons  present  during 
the  season  6875.  The  pleasant  locality  selected,  together  with  the 
seats  furnished,  and  good  music,  led  by  a  cornet,  added  doubtless 
to  the  general  attendance.  While  special  conversions  have  not 
been  heard  of  as  the  result  of  these  meetings,  yet,  from  the  close 
attention  shown,  the  large  average  attendance,  and  occasional 
requests  for  prayer,  as  well  as  the  character  of  the  persons  attend- 
ing (they  being  largely  non-churchgoers),  we  feel  satisfied  that  the 
meetings  have  accomplished  good,  and  that  seed  has  been  sown 
which  will  bear  fruit  to  the  honor  of  the  Master.  The  weekly 
meetings  at  the  hospital  on  Ward's  Island,  under  the  charge  of  the 
Invitation  and  Visiting  Committee,  have,  with  a  few  exceptions, 
been  regularly  held  throughout  the  year.  These  meetings  are  of 
a.  missionary  character,  and  have  been  productive  of  the  happiest 
results  in  the  carrying  of  the  Gospel  to  the  sick  and  disabled. 

We  have  a  Special  Committee  on  the  sending  of  papers,  maga- 
zines, etc.,  to  the  army.  Since  the  1st  of  January  last  the  com- 
mittee has  mailed  to  Fort  Bufort,  Dakota  Territory  ;  Camp  Har- 
ney, Oregon  ;  and  Fort  Whipple,  Arizona  ;  1030  daily  papers,  83 
weekly  pictorial  papers,  64  magazines,  and  448  religious  papers  ; 
in  all,  1625. 

The  monthly  receptions  of  the  branch,  at  which  literary  or 
musical  entertainment  is  offered,  are  regularly  held  and  largely  at- 
tended. The  quality  of  the  entertainment  afforded  has,  during 
the  past  year,  been  of  so  high  a  character  that  an  admission  fee 
has  been  charged,  and  with  good  success,  to  those  not  holding 
membership  tickets. 

Though,  like  most  associations,  we  are  constantly  in  need  of 
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funds,  and  obliged  from  month  to  month  to  devise  means  and 
agencies  for  the  benefit  of  our  treasury,  we  have  on  the  whole  had 
a  successful  financial  year.  The  Treasurer,  who  entered  upon  his 
duties  in  March  last,  reports  that,  since  the  2 2d  of  March  (9 
months  and  9  days)  the  income  of  the  branch  from  all  sources  has 
been  $1375.52.  The  present  indebtedness  of  the  branch  is  about 
$600,  but  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  with  our  present 
prospects  we  shall  be  able  before  the  1st  of  May  not  only  to  pay 
our  running  expenses,  but  to  nearly,  if  not  quite,  reduce  our  exist- 
ing debt  ;  a  considerable  portion  of  this  debt  is  a  legacy  from  other 
years. 

The  Bible  class  for  young  men  is  held  every  Sabbath  afternoon 
at  3  o'clock.  It  is  under  wise  direction.  It  is  fairly  attended, 
and  likely  to  produce  excellent  results.  The  Committee  on  Liter- 
ary Exercises  have  organized  a  monthly  entertainment  in  the 
nature  of  a  public  debate,  at  which  an  essay  is  first  read  by  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Association,  and  the  subject  of  the  essay  then  debated 
by  debaters  previously  appointed.  These  exercises  have  proved 
very  entertaining.  Our  Association  newspaper,  the.  Monthly  Rec- 
ord, has  been  regularly  published  and  circulated  throughout  the 
year  under  the  auspices  of  the  Publishing  Committee. 

Our  Second  Avenue  rooms,  of  which  mention  was  made  in  my 
reports  for  June  and  December,  have  been  conducted  jointly  with 
the  Harlem  Missionary  Association,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Patton.  It  cannot  be  doubted  that  as  a  source  of  spiritual  benefit 
to  the  large  numbers  who  have  attended  the  Sabbath  and  Thurs- 
day evening  meetings  at  these  rooms  the  Mission  has  largely  re- 
paid us  for  our  portion  of  the  outlay  for  its  maintenance.  Its 
usefulness  seemed  specially  noticeable  during  the  summer  months, 
when,  with  many  churches,  evening  services  were  temporarily  dis- 
continued ;  and  now  that  the  churches  are  in  the  full  tide  of  effort 
usual  during  the  winter  season,  it  may  still  be  said  that  the  Second 
Avenue  work  has  in  no  respect  diminished  either  in  respect  to  the 
earnestness  with  which  it  is  carried  on  or  the  recognition  it  re- 
ceives from  those  for  whose  benefit  it  is  intended.

RAILROAD  BRANCH. 

Dear  Sir  :  Mr.  O.  R.  Stockwell  entered  on  his  duties  as  Secre- 
tary on  the  15th  May  last.  He  has  had  experience  in  the  work, 
having  been  connected  with  railroads  from  his  boyhood,  and  hav- 
ing held  the  office  of  Secretary  at  the  railroad  branch,  Columbus, 
Ohio,  for  over  two  years.    A  gradually  increasing  interest  has- 
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been  shown  in  the  work  by  the  men  during  the  year.  The  read- 
ing-room has  been  refitted,  and  is  now  one  of  the  most  attractive 
places  of  its  kind.  Sixty-four  papers  and  magazines  are  on  file,  viz., 
14  dailies,  21  weeklies,  and  29  monthlies  ;  of  these  46  are  American 
and  18  English  publications.  The  room  is  resorted  to  not  only 
by  railroad  men,  but  by  passengers  who  are  waiting  for  trains. 
It  is  open  daily  from  8  a.m.  to  9  p.m.,  and  on  Sundays  from  2  to 
5.30  p.m.  An  effort  is  now  being  made  to  secure  a  good  circu- 
lating library.  The  monthly  entertainments  are  so  attractive  that 
the  room  is  often  too  small  to  accommodate  the  audience.  We  de- 
sire to  express  our  thanks  to  the  friends  who  have  kindly,  and 
without  charge,  rendered  service  at  the  entertainments.  On 
Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  and  New  Years  day,  a  substantial  din- 
ner was  furnished  to  the  employes.  We  are  indebted  to  the 
liberality  of  those  interested  in  the  work  for  the  good  things  pro- 
vided, and  we  are  desirous  of  expressing  our  gratitude  to  them. 
The  work  of  visiting  sick  and  injured  men  has  been  judiciously 
prosecuted  by  the  Secretary.  Services  are  held  on  Sunday  from 
4  to  5  p.m.  While  the  attendance  is  not  large,  as  many  of  the  men 
live  out  of  the  city,  those  who  come  look  upon  it  as  their  own 
meeting.    The  following  are  the  statistics  for  the  year  :

AN  ACT 


TO  INCORPORATE 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association 

OF  THE  CITY  OF  NEW  YORK. 

Passed  $d  April,  1866. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  William  E.  Dodge,  Jr.,  John  Crosby  Brown, 
William  Harman  Brown,  Robert  R.  McBurney,  Verranus 
Morse,  Frank  W.  Ballard,  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  Riley  A. 
Brick,  James  H.  Fay,  James  Stokes,  Jr.,  William  F.  Lee, 
John  S.  Kennedy,  Jacob  F.  Wyckoff,  L.  Bolton  Bangs, 
Charles  E.  Whitehead,  Stephen  D:  Hatch,  William  M. 
Isaacs,  Morris  K.  Jesup,  Cephas  Brainerd,  and  their  associates, 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  this  corporation  shall  be  the  improve- 
ment of  the  spiritual,  mental,  and  social  condition  of  young  men 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  by  the  support  and  maintenance  of  lec- 
tures, sermons,  libraries,  reading-rooms,  social  meetings,  and  such 
other  means  and  services  as  may  conduce  to  the  accomplishment 
of  this  object. 

Sec.  3.  The  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of 
twenty  Directors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  five  years,  or  un- 
til others  are  elected.  The  members  of  the  present  Board  of  Di- 
rectors shall  respectively  hold  office  for  the  time  for  which  they 
were  elected  and  are  assigned,  and  to  the  third  Monday  of  the 
January  next  following.  On  the  second  Monday  of  January  in 
each  year  four  of  such  Directors  shall  be  elected,  who  shall  hold 
office  from  the  third  Monday  of  such  January.  The  Board  of 
Directors  shall  be  composed  of  and  chosen  from  persons  in  com- 
munion with  at  least  five  different  Protestant  evangelical  denomi- 
nations, and  no  more  than  one-third  shall  be  chosen  from  any  one 
denomination.  All  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be 
filled  as  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  direct. 
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Sec.  4.  This  corporation  may  make  such  a  Constitution,  and 
the  Board  of  Directors  such  By-Laws  and  rules  for  the  regulation 
of  its  business,  the  management  of  its  affairs,  the  choice,  powers, 
and  duties  of  its  officers  and  agents,  as  are  not  inconsistent  with 
its  charter  and  the  laws  of  this  State  ;  but  Section  2  of  Article  2, 
and  Section  4  of  Article  4  of  the  Constitution,  as  now  existing, 
shall  not  be  altered  or  repealed. 

Sec.  5.  The  "  New  York  Young  Men's  Christian  Associ- 
ation," a  corporation  heretofore  created  and  organized  under  the 
general  laws  of  this  State,  may  accept  this  charter  by  the  concur- 
rent vote  of  its  Board  of  Directors,  and  its  members,  at  regular 
meetings,  respectively  ;  and  upon  filing  in  the  office  of  the  County 
Clerk  of  the  County  of  New  York,  and  with  the  Secretary  of 
State,  a  certified  copy  of  the  vote  so  accepting  this  charter,  under 
the  seal  of  said  corporation,  the  same  shall  be  dissolved,  and  all 
its  property  shall  be  vested  in  the  corporation  created  by  this  act, 
subject  to  the  debts  due  by  said  corporation.  The  present  mem- 
bers of  all  classes  of  the  "  New  York  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association"  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  grade  of  membership, 
the  same  privileges  and  rights,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  obliga- 
tions in  the  corporation  created  by  this  act  as  now  appertain  to 
them  as  such  members. 

Sec.  6.  The  body  corporate  created  by  this  act  shall  be  capa- 
ble of  taking  by  purchase,  gift,  devise,  or  bequest,  subject  to  all 
provisions  of  law  relating  to  devises  and  bequests  by  last  wills  and 
testaments,  and  holding,  and,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  of  mortgaging  and  conveying  any  real  or  personal  estate 
for  the  uses  of  said  corporation.  The  real  property  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, together  with  any  devise  or  bequest  hereafter  made,  shall 
be  managed  by  a  Board  of  nine  Trustees,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a 
member  of  one  of  the  Protestant  evangelical  denominations,  but 
not  more  than  three  shall  be  members  of  any  one  denomination. 
The  President  of  this  corporation  for  the  time  shall  be  one  of  such 
nine  trustees  ;  Frederick  Marquand,  Jonathan  Sturges,  Stewart 
Brown,  Robert  L.  Kennedy,  Charles  C.  Colgate,  Percy  R.  Pyne, 
Robert  L.  Stuart,  and  James  Stokes,  together  with  said  President, 
are  hereby  created  such  Board  of  Trustees  ;  and  whenever  a 
vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  Trustees,  the  same  shall  be  filled  by  a 
majority  vote  of  those  remaining.  The  said  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  devote  the  property  of  the  Association  of  which  they  have 
the  management,  and  the  income  thereof,  to  the  purposes  named 
in  this  Act,  and  for  no  other  purpose  ;  and  so  long  as  the  Board 
of  Directors  shall  so  expend  the  same,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
pay  over  to  them  the  income  of  the  property  of  the  Association  so 
managed  by  them.  No  intoxicating  drinks  or  strong  or  lager-beer 
shall  be  sold  or  used,  or  games  of  chance  allowed  upon  any  part 
of  the  real  estate  owned  by  the  corporation.  The  real  estate  held 
by  the  Association  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  future  debt  or  obli- 
gation of  the  Association,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  con- 
tracted with  the  approval  of  the  said  Board  of  Trustees. 
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Sec.  7.  Upon  the  acceptance  of  t  his  charter  by  the  "New 
York  Young  Men's  Christian  Association"  as  provided  in 
the  fifth  section,  this  Act  shall  take  effect  and  become  operative. 
All  the  real  estate  owned  by  the  said  corporation,  on  the  south- 
west corner  of  Twenty-third  Street  and  Fourth  Avenue,  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  so  long  as  the  same, 
or  the  income  thereof,  is  used  exclusively  for  the  purposes  for 
which  the  Association  was  incorporated. 

Sec.  8.  All  devises  and  bequests  to  said  corporation  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  11  An  Act  relating  to 
wills,"  passed  April  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  and 
the  acts  amending  the  same. 


LAWS  OF  NEW  YORK. 


Chapter  531. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

Passed,  May  6,  1872. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  Chapter  three  hundred  and  eighteen  of  the  Laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  forty,  entitled  "  An  Act  authorizing  cer- 
tain trusts,"  passed  May  fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty, 
and  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-one,  entitled  "  An  Act  in  addition  to  the  '  Act 
authorizing  certain  trusts,  passed  May  fourteenth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  forty,'  "  passed  May  twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-one,  are  hereby  extended  to  and  made  a  part  of  the  act  en- 
titled "  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Associ- 
ation of  the  City  of  New  York,"  passed  April  third,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-six. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Chapter  318. 
An  Act  authorizing  certain  trusts. 

Passed,  May  14,  1840. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  Real  and  Personal  Property  may  be  granted  and 
conveyed  to  any  incorporated  college  or  other  literary  incorpo- 
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rated  institution  in  this  State,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  following 
purposes  : 

1.  To  establish  and  maintain  an  observatory. 

2.  To  found  and  maintain  professorships  and  scholarships. 

3.  To  provide  and  keep  in  repair  a  place  for  the  burial  of  the 

dead  ;  or, 

4.  For  any  other  specific  purposes  comprehended  in  the  gen- 

eral objects  authorized  by  their  respective  charters.  The 
said  trusts  may  be  created,  subject  to  such  conditions  and 
visitations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  grantor  or  donor, 
and  agreed  to  by  said  trustees,  and  all  property  which 
shall  hereafter  be  granted  to  any  incorporated  college  or 
other  literary  incorporated  institution  in  trust  for  either  of 
the  aforesaid  purposes,  may  be  held  by  such  college  or  in- 
stitution upon  such  trusts,  and  subject  to  such  conditions 
and  visitations  as  may  be  prescribed  and  agreed  to  as 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  Real  and  personal  estate  may  be  granted  and  conveyed 
'to  the  corporation  of  any  city  or  village  of  this  State  to  be  held 
for  any  purpose  of  education,  or  the  diffusion  of  knowledge,  or 
for  the  relief  of  distress,  or  for  parks,  gardens,  or  other  ornament- 
al grounds,  or  grounds  for  the  purposes  of  military  parades  and 
exercise,  or  health  and  recreation,  within  or  near  such  incorpo- 
rated city  or  village,  upon  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  grantor  or  donor,  and  agreed  to  by  such  corporation  ;  and 
all  real  estate  so  granted  or  conveyed  to  such  corporation  may  be 
held  by  the  same,  subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed 
and  agreed  to  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  Real  and  personal  estate  may  be  granted  to  commis- 
sioners of  common  schools  of  any  town,  and  to  trustees  of  any 
school  district,  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  common  schools  of 
such  town,  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  schools  of  such  district. 

Sec.  4.  The  trusts  authorized  by  this  act  may  continue  for 
such  time  as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  the  purposes  for 
which  they  may  be  created. 

Chapter  261. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  the  "Act  authorizing  certain  trusts, " 
passed  May  14,  1840. 

Passed,  May  26,  1841. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  Devises  and  bequests  of  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty in  trust,  for  any  of  the  purposes  for  which  such  trusts  are  au- 
thorized under  the  "  Act  authorizing  certain  trusts,"  passed  May 
14,  1840,  and  to  such  trustees  as  are  therein  authorized,  shall  be 
valid  in  like  manner  as  if  such  property  had  been  granted  and 
conveyed  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  act. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  subscribers,  actuated  by  a  desire  to  promote  evangeli- 
cal religion  among  the  young  men  of  this  city  and  its  vicinity,  and 
to  improve  their  mental,  social,  and  physical  condition,  and  im- 
pressed with  the  importance  of  concentrated  effort  to  aid  in  ac- 
complishing these  objects,  and  desirous  of  forming  an  Association 
in  which  we  may  together  labor  for  these  great  ends,  hereby  agree 
to  adopt  for  our  government  the  following  : 

CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE  I. 

Name  and  Object. 

Section  i.  The  name  of  this  Society  shall  be  "  The  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association  of  the  City  of  New  York." 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  improve- 
ment of  the  spiritual,  mental,  social,  and  physical  condition  of 
young  men,  by  the  ways  and  means  to  be  hereafter  designated. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Members. 

Section  i.  The  members  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of 
five  classes,  namely  :  Active,  Associate,  Counselling,  Life,  and 
Honorary  members. 

Sec.  2.  Any  man  under  forty  years  of  age,  who  is  a  member  in 
good  standing  of  a  Protestant  Evangelical  Church,  may  become, 
and  thereafter  continue,  an  Active  member,  by  payment,  in  ad- 
vance, of  two  dollars  annually.  None  but  Active  members  and 
Life  members,  having  the  qualifications  named  in  this  section, 
shall  have  the  right  to  vote. 

Sec.  3.  Any  man  of  good  moral  character  may  become  an  As- 
sociate member  by  the  payment,  in  advance,  of  two  dollars  an- 
nually. Associate  members  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges 
of  the  Association  except  those  of  voting  and  holding  office. 

Sec.  4.  Any  man  of  good  moral  character,  who,  by  reason  of 
age,  cannot  become  an  active  member,  may  be  elected  a  counsel- 
ling member  on  payment  of  five  dollars  annually  in  advance. 

Sec.  5.  Life  members  may  be  constituted  by  the  payment  of 
one  hundred  dollars  at  any  one  time,  subject  to  the  qualifications 
and  restrictions  named  in  Sections  2  and  3  of  this  article. 

Sec.  6.  Honorary  members  may  be  proposed  at  a  regular 
meeting,  subject  to  the  same  qualifications  and  restrictions  as  Life 
members. 
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Sec.  7.  Any  Active  member  of  the  Association  may  propose 
the  name  of  an  applicant  for  Active  membership  at  any  of  its 
regular  meetings.  Such  applications  shall  be  referred  to  a  stand- 
ing committee,  composed  of  five  Active  members  of  the  Associ- 
ation, which  shall  report  to  the  Association  at  a  subsequent  regular 
meeting  upon  the  character  of  the  applicants,  and  a  vote  may  be 
taken  upon  their  admission.  Five  negative  votes  shall  defeat  any 
applicant. 

Sec.  8.  The  Corresponding  Secretary,  or,  in  his  absence,  the 
Assistant  Secretary,  may  admit  persons  to  Associate  membership 
upon  the  presentation  of  satisfactory  evidence  to  such  officer  that 
the  applicant  is  a  person  of  good  moral  character. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Duties  of  Members. 

The  members  of  this  Association  shall  seek  out  young  men 
residing  in,  or  taking  up  their  residence  in,  New  York  and  its 
vicinity,  and  endeavor  to  bring  them  under  moral  and  religious  in- 
fluence, by  such  means  as  shall  be  deemed  best  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  ;  and  they  shall  also,  from  time  to  time,  engage  in  such 
special  or  occasional  labors  of  usefulness  as  may  be  presented 
within  the  scope  of  the  objects  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Officers. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  an  election  of  Directors,  by  ballot, 
on  the  second  Monday  of  January  in  each  year,  in  conformity 
with  the  provision  of  Section  3  of  the  Act  incorporating  this  Asso- 
ciation, and  the  Directors  shall  hold  their  first  meeting  on  the  third 
Monday  in  January  succeeding. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Directors,  at  their  first  meeting,  shall 
elect  by  ballot  one  of  their  number  to  be  President,  one  to  be 
Vice-President,  one  to  be  Corresponding  Secretary,  one  to  be  Re- 
cording Secretary,  and  one  to  be  Treasurer  of  the  Board  and  of 
the  Association  ;  and  said  officers  shall  each  hold  office  for  one 
year,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  elect  not 
exceeding  twenty  advisory  Directors,  who  shall  be  members  in 
good  standing  of  Protestant  Evangelical  denominations.  Not  more 
than  one  third  shall  be  chosen  from  any  one  of  such  denomina- 
tions ;  and  when  the  number  is  complete,  it  shall  embrace  mem- 
bers of  at  least  five  of  such  denominations.  They  shall  be  noti- 
fied of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  have  the 
right  to  attend  at  such  meetings,  and  participate  in  the  discus- 
sions of  all  matters  brought  before  such  Board  ;  they  shall  not, 
however,  be  entitled  to  a  vote  at  such  meetings.    Such  Directors, 
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when  elected,  shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  four  classes,  which  shall 
hold  office  respectively  for  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years.  Upon 
the  expiration  of  such  terms  respectively,  the  successors  of  those 
whose  term  of  orifice  may  from  time  to  time  expire,  shall  be  elected 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  all 
vacancies  shall  also  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  un- 
expired term. 

Sec.  4.  All  the  Officers  and  Directors  of  this  Association  shall 
be  Active  or  Life  members  thereof,  and  members  in  good  standing 
of  Protestant  evangelical  churches  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Duties  and  Powers  of  Officers. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  and  exercise 
all  the  powers  conferred  by  the  Act  of  Incorporation  and  the  sev- 
eral general  laws  of  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  The  several  officers  named  in  Section  2,  Article  IV., 
shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  incumbent  upon  offi- 
cers of  like  name  in  similar  associations,  subject  to  such  by-laws 
and  regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  offices,  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  fill,  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  power  to  make 
and  adopt  such  rules  and  by-laws  for  their  government  and  the 
government  of  the  Association,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Con- 
stitution, as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  hold  their  meetings  at 
least  once  a  month,  and  eleven  shall  constitute  a  quorum  ;  but 
seven  may  transact  any  business,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Meetings. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  Association  on  the 
Fourth  Monday  Evening  of  each  month,  for  the  proposal  and 
election  of  members  other  than  Associate,  for  the  promotion  of 
Christian  and  social  intercourse,  and  for  the  presentation  of 
reports  by  the  standing  committees  of  the  Association,  and  such 
other  exercises  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Associ- 
ation in  the  month  of  January,  at  which  time  the  reports  of  the 
President  and  Treasurer  shall  be  presented. 

Sec.  3.  Twenty-one  Active,  or  Life  members,  having  the  quali- 
fications named  in  Section  2  of  Article  II.  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum at  any  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  4.  All  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  by  the 
reading  of  the  Scriptures  and  prayer,  and  closed  by  prayer  and 
singing. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

Amendments. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  two 
thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, provided  such  alteration  or  amendment  shall  have  been 
proposed  at  a  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous  ;  excepting 
that  this  Article,  Section  2  of  Article  II.,  and  Section  4  of  Article 
IV.,  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Section,  i.  In  case  of  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty  in  office, 
the  majority  of  the  Board  of  Directors  may  declare  the  office  of 
such  offender  vacant.  Absence  from  two  regular  meetings,  with- 
out excuse,  shall  be  considered  such  a  neglect  of  duty. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  any  member  of  the  Association  shall  be 
charged  with  immorality  or  misconduct,  by  reason  of  which  he 
shall  no  longer  be  qualified  for  membership,  a  committee  of  five 
shall  be  appointed  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, or  at  any  special  meeting  to  be  called  for  that  purpose,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  investigate  such  charges  and  report  the  result 
of  such  investigation,  and  all  testimony  taken  thereon,  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Board.  Any  person  so  charged  may  attend  before 
such  committee,  and  may  introduce  testimony  rebutting  such 
charge. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  at  which 
such  report  shall  be  made,  said  report  may  be  adopted  or  reject- 
ed ;  and  if  a  report  sustaining  the  charges  be  adopted,  the  accused 
shall  be  thereby  expelled  the  Association,  and  shall  forfeit  all  his 
rights  and  privileges  therein.  At  such  meeting,  and  before  the 
adoption  or  rejection  of  such  report,  the  accused  may  make  his  de- 
fence. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  BOAED  OF  DIRECTORS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Of  the  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  Order  of 

Business. 

Section  I.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  at  the  rooms  of 
the  Association  on  the  third  Monday  evening  of  each  month. 
Eleven  Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  but  seven  may  trans- 
act any  business,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

The  meeting  shall  commence  at  eight  o'clock,  and  close  at  ten, 
except  that  in  case  of  special  business  remaining  unfinished,  the 
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time  may  be  extended  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the  members  pres- 
ent. 

Sec.  II.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  by  the 
President  upon  the  written  request  of  three  Directors  specifying 
the  object  of  the  meeting,  which  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  no- 
tice to  members.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  special 
meetings  except  that  for  which  the  call  is  issued. 

Sec.  III.  All  meetings  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  devo 
tional  exercises. 

Sec.  IV.  If  any  member  of  the  Board  shall  absent  himself  from 
two  consecutive  regular  meetings  of  the  Board,  his  place  shall  be 
deemed  vacant,  unless  his  absence  shall  be  excused,  and  the 
vacancy  may  be  filled  without  notice  "to  such  absentee.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Board  to  all  cases  requiring  action  under  this  rule. 

Sec.  V.  Any  member  of  the  Board  changing  his  denomina- 
tional connection  shall  be  deemed  to  have  resigned,  and  the  va 
cancy  so  created  shall  be  filled  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  VI.  The  order  of  business  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board 
shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Calling  the  roll. 

2.  Reading  minutes  of  preceding  meeting 

3.  Report  of  the  Treasurer. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

5.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

6.  Report  of  Corresponding  Secretary. 

7.  Unfinished  business. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Of  the  Standing  Committees. 

Section  I.  There  shall  be  nine  standing  committees  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  which,  with  the  exception  of  the  visiting 
committees  for  the  rooms  and  branches,  and  the  committee  on 
vacancies,  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  members  each,  and 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Association,  who  shall 
announce  the  same  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  following 
his  election. 

The  committees  shall  be  designated  as  follows  : 

1.  The  Executive  Committee. 

2.  The  Finance  Committee. 

3.  The  Rooms  and  Library  Committee. 

4.  The  Lecture  Committee. 

5.  The  Legal  Committee. 

6.  The  Auditing  Committee. 

7.  The  Committee  on  Vacancies. 

8.  The  Visiting  Committee  for  the  Rooms. 

9.  The  Visiting  Committee  for  the  Branches. 
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Sec.  II.  The  several  standing  committees  shall  keep  records 
of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  present  an  abstract  of  the  same  in 
writing  to  the  Board  at  each  regular  meeting. 

No  committee  shall  contract  any  indebtedness  without  previ- 
ous appropriation  of  the  Board  therefor. 

Of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  III.  The  Executive  Committee  shall,  during  the  recess 
of  the  Board,  have  all  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  except 
that  they  shall  not  use  any  money  of  the  Association  unless  previ- 
ously appropriated  to  them  by  the  Board,  nor  shall  they  have  the 
power  to  reconsider  or  reverse  any  action  of  the  Board  had  at  any 
previous  meeting.  They  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  each  week. 
They  shall  consider  and  mature  plans  for  the  general  work  of 
the  Association,  and  confer  and  advise  with  the  various  commit- 
tees of  the  Association.  They  shall  have  the  direction  of  the  paid 
agents  of  the  Association,  except  those  under  the  control  of  the 
Finance  Committee  and  the  Rooms  and  Library  Committee,  and 
shall  see  that  all  directions  of  the  Board  not  referred  to  any  other 
committee  are  promptly  carried  out. 

They  shall  not  be  allowed  to  appoint  a  special  committee  for 
the  performance  of  any  task  falling  within  the  line  of  duty  pre- 
scribed for  any  one  of  the  standing  committees.  They  shall  ex- 
amine and  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Branches,  and  all  bills  of 
expenditure  incurred  by  the  Association  for  the  following  ob- 
jects : 

Stationery. 

Printing  and  advertising,  except  when  ordered  by  the  Lecture 
Committee. 

Postage  and  incidental  expenses. 

Of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Sec.  IV.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the 
financial  affairs  of  the  Association,  and  shall  have  general  care  of 
all  parts  of  the  Association  Building. 

Stores  and  studios  shall  be  let  or  leased  by  them,  and  all 
repairs  or  alterations  made  in  the  building  shall  be  ordered  and 
supervised  by  them.  They  shall  keep  a  full  and  correct  account 
of  all  the  appropriations  made  by  the  Board  ;  and  shall  certify  to 
all  bills  approved  by  the  proper  officers  or  committees,  if  within 
the  limits  of  such  appropriations,  but  not  otherwise,  and  without 
such  certification  no  bill  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer.  They 
shall  meet  as  least  twice  a  month  at  the  rooms  of  the  Association, 
except  during  June,  July,  August,  and  September,  when  they  shall 
meet  as  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  selected  by  a  majority  of 
the  committee,  for  the  examination  and  certification  of  bills. 

They  shall  have  control  and  supervision  of  the  Assistant- 
Treasurer.    All  bills  for  expenditure  incurred  by  the  Association, 
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except  those  herein  specified  as  to  be  certified  by  other  commit- 
tees, shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  upon  the  certification  of  the 
Finance  Committee  alone. 

Of  the  Rooms  and  Library  Committee. 

Sec.  V.  The  Rooms  and  Library  Committee  shall  have  charge 
of  all  the  rooms  and  departments  of  the  Association  Building  in 
use  by  the  Association,  and  shall  establish  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  government  and  police  thereof  as  shall,  in  their  dis- 
cretion, seem  best.  They  shall  provide  for  the  increase,  preserva- 
tion, and  arrangement  of  the  library  and  reading  matter  in  the 
rooms,  and  for  the  purchase  of,  repairs  to  and  restoration  of,  the 
furniture  and  apparatus. 

No  publication  shall  be  admitted  to  the  library  or  reading- 
room  unless  approved  by  them. 

They  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  classes  of  the  Association, 
the  government  thereof,  and,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board,  the  employment  of  the  teachers. 

They  shall  have  control  of  the  Librarian  and  his  assistants  ; 
the  Instructor  in  Gymnastics  and  his  assistant. 

They  shall  have  the  power  to  form  sub-committees  from  mem- 
bers of  the  Association  to  enable  them  more  fully  to  carry  out 
their  duties. 

They  shall  examine  and  audit  bills  of  expenditures  incurred  by 
the  Association  for  the  following  objects  : 
The  Classes. 
The  Gymnasium. 

The  Library  and  the  Reading-room. 
The  Furniture  and  Apparatus. 

Of  the  Lecture  Committee. 

Sec.  VI.  The  Lecture  Committee  shall,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board,  provide  for  the  delivery  of  public  lectures, 
and  arrange  for  such  religious  services  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
Board.  They  shall  have  charge  of  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Association,  and  all  the  arrangements  thereof.  They  shall  exam- 
ine and  audit  all  bills  of  expenditures  incurred  by  the  Association 
through  them,  in  carrying  out  their  duties  ;  and  shall,  once  in 
each  month,  transmit  to  the  Finance  Committee  a  list  of  all  such 
expenditures  authorized  by  them,  with  the  dates  of  their  contrac- 
tion. 

Of  the  Legal  Committee.*' 

Sec.  VII.  The  Legal  Committee  shall  advise  the  Association, 
in  writing,  as  to  any  legal  questions  upon  which  their  opinion  may 
be  desired  by  the  Board.  They  shall  have  charge  of  the  prosecu- 
tion and  defence  of  all  suits  to  which  the  Association  may  be  a 
party  ;  but  they  shall  not  have  the  power  to  institute  any  suit 
without  the  direction  of  the  Board. 
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Of  the  Committee  on  Vacancies. 

Sec.  VIII.  To  the  Committee  on  Vacancies  shall  be  referred 
all  nominations  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Directors. 
They  shall  report  t,o  the  Board,  in  writing,  upon  such  nomina- 
tions, at  the  ensuing  regular  meetings.  Upon  the  coming  in  of 
such  report,  the  Board  shall  proceed  to  fill  the  vacancy  by  ballot. 
This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  five  (5)  members. 

Of  the  Visiting  Committee  for  the  Rooms  and  the  Vis- 
iting Committee  for  the  Branches. 

Sec.  IX.  These  committees  shall  consist  of  twenty  members 
each,  and  shall  be  so  constituted  as  to  include,  during  the  ten 
working  months  of  the  year  (July  and  August  being  excepted),  all 
the  members  of  the  Board  in  rotation,  two  of  whom  shall  consti- 
tute each  committee,  and  be  required  to  serve  for  one  month  in 
each. 

A  schedule  of  the  appointments  for  the  year  shall  be  furnished 
to  each  director  by  the  Recording  Secretary,  and  any  director  ap- 
pointed for  a  specific  month  may  furnish  a  substitute  from  among 
his  fellow-directors,  by  exchange  or  otherwise. 

The  Visiting  Committee  for  the  rooms  for  each  month  shall,  as 
the  official  representatives  of  the  Board,  be  present  at  the  regular 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Association,  and  at  the  Religious  Meet- 
ings held  at  the  rooms.  They  shall  acquaint  themselves  with  the 
religious  condition  of  the  Association,  and  the  working  of  each  of 
the  committees,  and  shall  report  the  result  of  their  observations 
to  the  Board  in  writing. 

The  Visiting  Committee  for  the  branches  for  each  month  shall, 
as  the  official  representatives  of  the  Board,  visit  the  various 
branches  of  the  Association  and  attend  the  regular  monthly  meet- 
ings of  the  Executive  Committees  of  the  branches,  and  shall 
report  to  the  Board  the  result  of  their  observations,  together  with 
any  suggestions  as  to  the  working  and  organization  of  the 
branches. 

Of  the  Auditing  Committee. 

Sec.  X.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  at 
least  once  in  each  quarter,  make  full  examination  of  all  the  ac- 
counts of  every  nature  of  the  Association,  and  shall  present  a 
report  of  the  results  of  such  examination  to  the  Board  at  the  regu- 
lar meetings  in  January,  April,  July,  and  October. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  the  Officers  of  the  Board. 

Section  I.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  President,  a 
Vice-President,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secre- 
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tary,  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  from  among 
the  members  of  the  Board,  at  the  regular  meeting  to  be  held  on 
the  third  Monday  of  January  in  each  year.  Such  officers  shall 
respectively  hold  office  for  one  year,  or  until  a  successor  shall  be 
appointed.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  occurring  in  any  office,  the 
same  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  until  the  next  annual  election. 
There  shall  also  be  appointed  an  Assistant-Secretary  and  an  As- 
sistant-Treasurer, as  hereinafter  provided. 

Of  the  President. 

Sec.  II.  The  President  shall  preside  at  and  open  ail  meetings 
of  the  Board.  He  shall  appoint  all  standing  committees,  and  an- 
nounce the  same  to  the  Board  at  the  next  regular  meeting  after  his 
election.  He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  sign  all 
leases  and  other  contracts  of  the  Association.  He  shall  be,  ex 
officio,  a  member  of  all  standing  committees  of  the  Board  and  As- 
sociation. 

Of  the  Vice-President. 

Sec.  III.  The  Vice-President  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the 
President,  have  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the 
President.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice-President, 
the  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  preside  ;  and  in 
the  absence  of  these  three  officers,  a  chairman  shall  be  appointed 
from  among  the  Directors. 

Of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

^ec  IV.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  and 
control  of  the  general  work  of  the  Association  ;  shall  conduct  all 
the  correspondence  thereof,  and  revise  all  printed  matter  issued 
thereby.  He  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  committees  of  the 
Association,  and,  at  least  once  in  each  month,  the  meeting  of  the 
executive  committees  of  the  branches,  and  shall  visit  the  rooms  of 
the  branches  from  time  to  time.  He  shall  attend  at  the  rooms  of 
the  Association  from  nine  to  eleven  a.m.,  and  from  four  to  six 
p.m.,  of  each  week-day,  and  shall  be,  while  there,  and  when  the 
Executive  Committee  is  not  in  session,  the  executive  officer  of  the 
Association  in  respect  of  all  matters  which  have  been  determined 
by  the  Board,  and  have  not  been  referred  to  standing  or  special 
committees,  or  other  officers  of  the  Association.  He  shall  fix  the 
hours  of  attendance  at  the  rooms  of  the  Assistant  Secretary,  As- 
sistant-Treasurer, Librarian,  and  other  employes  of  the  Associ- 
ation, subject  to  the  direction  of  the  proper  committees.  He  shall 
have  the  custody  of  the  seal  of  the  Association,  but  shall  use  the 
same  only  under  resolution  of  the  Board.  He  shall  be,  ex  officio, 
a  member  of  all  standing  committees  of  the  Board  and  Associ- 
ation. 
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The  Corresponding  Secretary,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Assist- 
ant-Secretary, may  admit  persons  to  Associate  membership  upon 
the  presentation  of  satisfactory  evidence  to  such  officer  that  the 
applicant  is  a  person  of  good  moral  character. 

Of  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Sec.  V.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  record  the  same,  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  him  by  the 
Board. 

He  shall  receive  and  file  the  written  reports  of  the  various 
committees  made  to  the  Board. 

He  shall  give  notice  in  writing  of  the  time  and  place  of  the 
meetings  of  the  Board  to  each  of  the  members  thereof. 

He  shall  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  all  cases  requiring 
action  under  Section  IV.,  Article  I. 

Of  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of 
the  Association,  and  all  securities  belonging  thereto. 

He  shall  cause  all  the  accounts  pertaining  to  the  trust  estate, 
real  and  personal,  vested  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Associ- 
ation, under  the  act  of  incorporation,  with  its  amendments,  and 
under  the  trusts  authorized  thereby,  to  be  kept  separate  and  dis- 
tinct from  the  income  or  receipts  of  the  Association  from  any  and 
all  other  sources,  and  such  accounts  shall  include  all  income  de- 
rived from  said  trust  estate,  and  all  expenditures  of  whatsoever 
character  made  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  on  account  thereof. 
He  shall,  once  in  each  quarter,  and  as  soon  after  the  usual  quar- 
ter-days as  possible,  submit  an  account  of  all  such  receipts  and 
expenditures,  with  the  vouchers  thereof,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  No  sum  of  money  accruing  from  the  income 
of  said  building,  or  any  portion  of  said  trust  estate  and  property, 
shall  enter  into  the  accounts  of  the  Association,  except  the  net  in- 
come thereof,  as  shown  in  said  quarterly  statement. 

He  shall  present  to  the  Board,  at  each  regular  meeting,  a 
monthly  report,  and,  on  the  regular  meeting  in  January  in  each 
year,  an  annual  report  of  his  accounts  and  of  the  funds  of  the 
Association. 

He  shall  pay  all  demands  against  the  Association  upon  vouch- 
ers properly  certified  by  the  appropriate  standing  committees,  as 
hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  the  finance  committee.  All  bills  equal 
to,  or  exceeding  in  amount,  ten  dollars  shall  be  paid  by  check. 
He  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a  member  of  the  finance  committee. 

Of  the  Assistant-Secretary. 

Sec.  VII.  The  Assistant-Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
executive  committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  and 
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shall  hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board,  at  a  salary 
to  be  fixed  thereby.  He  shall  attend  at  the  rooms  at  hours  to  be 
fixed  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  shall  assist  him  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties,  in  accordance  with  directions  received 
from  him,  the  Board,  and  from  the  executive  committee. 

Of  the  Assistant-Treasurer. 

Sec.  VIII.  The  Assistant-Treasurer  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
finance  committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  at  a  sal- 
ary to  be  fixed  thereby,  and  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  Board.  He  shall  be  in  daily  attendance  at  the  rooms, 
at  hours  to  be  fixed  as  hereinbefore  stated.  He  shall  keep  all  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  Association,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Treasurer,  and  shall  have  the  general  care  and  control  of  the 
building  and  tenants,  the  supervision  of  the  janitor  and  his  assist- 
ants, of  the  engineer  and  the  heating  apparatus.  He  shall  collect 
all  rents  and  dues,  and  shall  have  the  care  of  the  hall,  and  the 
renting  thereof,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary, or,  in  his  absence,  of  the  chairman  of  the  finance  commit- 
tee. He  shall  be  the  business  agent  of  the  Board,  and  of  the 
finance  committee,  in  all  the  temporal  affairs  of  the  Association. 
He  shall  give  satisfactory  bonds,  in  an  amount  to  be  approved  by 
the  finance  committee,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  Amendments.  *

These  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  at  any  regular  meeting,  notice  having  been 
given,  at  a  previous  regular  meeting,  of  the  proposed  amendment ; 
and  also,  without  previous  notice,  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the 
whole  Board  at  any  regular  meeting.

ADDRESS  OF  GEORGE  DE  FOREST  LORD,  ESQ. 

In  the  course  of  every-day  life  things  often  happen  to  us  that  seem  like 
an  awakening  from  a  dream,  and  so  about  a  week  ago  it  seemed  to  me  when 
Mr.  Hoppin  called  at  my  office  and  asked  me  if  I  would  deliver  an  address 
to-night.  After  he  had  gone  away  it  suddenly  dawned  upon  my  mind  that 
perhaps  Mr.  Hoppin  had  mistaken  me  for  an  old  man  instead  of  a  young 
man.  I  must  confess  that  I  felt  at  first  disturbed,  because  sometimes  others 
are  able  to  see  what  is  invisible  to  us,  and  when  I  went  home  I  reflected 
upon  it,  and  I  looked  in  my  glass  to  see  if  there  were  any  particular  signs  of 
age  about  me.  I  searched  for  wrinkles,  though  I  felt  pretty  comfortable  on 
that  score.  I  did  not  look  very  hard  for  gray  hairs,  for  gray  hairs,  after  all, 
amount  to  very  little  indeed  ;  they  are  not  always  signs  of  age,  but  often 
come  in  early  years,  and,  besides  that,  had  I  not  [been  told  again  and  again 
by  one  in  whom  I  place  the  most  implicit  confidence,  but  whose  name  I  de- 
cline now  to  mention,  that  I  was,  in  fact,  the  youngest  looking  man  of  my 
years  that  she  had  ever  seen.  (Laughter.)  On  the  whole,  I  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  Mr.  Hoppin  might  think  or  say  what  he  pleased,  I  should  still 
claim  to  be  a  young  man,  and  that,  whatever  past  circumstances  might  cast 
upon  me  to-night,  to-morrow  morning  I  should  renew  my  youth.  I  may  not 
mouni  up  on  wings  like  an  eagle,  but  I  shall  still  claim  to  be,  and  be  in  fact, 
a  young  man,  and  I  would  have  these  gentlemen  here  to  understand  distinctly 
that  though  I  consent  to  share  with  them  this  platform  to-night,  I  do  it  under 
protest ,  and  if  it  should  be  my  fortune  to  meet  any  of  them  in  the  street  to- 
morrow, I  shall  take  off  my  hat  to  them,  and  let  them  see  that  I  know  some- 
thing of  the  respect  that  is  due  to  age  (laughter),  and  something  of  the  way 
in  which  a  young  man  should  behave  in  the  presence  of  his  elders  and  his 
betters.  But,  gentlemen  and  ladies,  I  have  said  these  things  because,  if  I  am 
to  address  the  young  men  here  to-night,  I  wish  to  do  it  as  a  young  man  my- 
self. Yet  I  must  confess  that,  while  I  claim  to  be  a  young  man,  I  have  been 
one  for  a  considerable  length  of  time.    It  is  now,  as  near  as  I  can  make 
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out,  about  five-and-twenty  years  since  I  commenced,  and  I  have  been 
steadily  at  it  ever  since.  It  would  therefore  be  very  strange  if  I  could  not 
draw,  from  an  experience  of  that  length,  some  suggestions  which  it  might 
be  worth  while  to  make  you  to-night. 

I  want  especially  to  speak  of  the  discouragements  to  which  young  men 
are  exposed,  and  with  which  they  have  to  contend.  There  are  some  young 
men  who  enter  upon  life  wrapped  around  with  discouragements,  and  who 
might  well  be  forgiven  if  they  even  indulge  in  despair.  They  are  sent  out 
into  life  without  money,  without  friends,  without  opportunity,  and  they  find 
their  pathway  closed  from  the  start.  Every  avenue  is  blocked  up  beforethem, 
and  it  seems  as  if  in  the  providential  arrangement  of  things  they  had  been 
utterly  forgotten,  and  as  if,  in  this  wide  and  busy  world,  no  place  whatever 
had  been  left  for  them.  For  such  young  men  I  have  little  to  say,  because 
their  case  is  beyond  the  reach  of  friendly  counsel.  Human  advice  can  do 
nothing  for  them,  and  even  human  sympathy  can  do  but  little  ;  they  must 
trust  in  another  and  a  higher  power  ;  they  must  remember  that  they  are 
being  led  by  one  who  indeed  moves  in  a  mysterious  way,  but  who  is  their 
Father  ;  by  One  who  clothes  the  lilies,  who  watches  the  falling  sparrow  and 
conducts  it  to  the  ground,  and  who  has  numbered  every  hair  upon  their 
heads.  They  must  trust  in  Him,  and  if  they  do  they  will  find  that,  in  His 
own  way,  and  in  His  own  time,  He  will  make  His  promise  good,  and  that 
they  who  trust  in  Him  shall  never  be  confounded. 

But  there  are  discouragements  which  are  more  common  and  less  hopeless, 
and  which  are  not  beyond  the  reach  of  friendly  counsel  ;  and  I  wish  to  call 
attention  for  a  few  moments  to  two  or  three  sources  of  discouragement  to 
which  all  young  men  are  exposed,  and  to  offer  some  suggestions  in  regard  to 
them. 

Among  the  sources  of  discouragement  is  the  faculty  of  making  mistakes. 
How  many  mistakes  we  all  make  !  How  many  things  we  do  wrong  that  we 
ought  to  do  right,  and  how  often  do  we  do  them  wrong  when  practice  should 
have  made  us  perfect  in  them'!  How  many  things  we  forget  that  we  ought 
to  remember,  or  if  we  remember  them,  we  remember  them  at  the  wrong  time, 
when  it  can  do  us  no  good,  and  those  things  inevitably  bring  discourage- 
ment. Indeed,  I  know  that  I  shall  only  speak  the  real  experience  of  many 
a  young  man  within  the  sound  of  my  voice  if  I  say  that  he  has  often  gone 
home  in  the  evening  feeling  in  his  heart  that  it  was  useless  for  him  to  try,  and 
entirely  convinced  that  he  should  never  make  any  success  in  the  trade,  or  occu- 
pation, or  profession  upon  which,  after  all,  he  must  depend  for  his  livelihood. 
Now  I  would  say  to  such  a  young  man  two  or  three  things.  It  may  be  that  that 
discouragement  is  due  in  part  to  physical  causes.  It  may  be  that  you  have 
been  overworked,  and  are  weary,  and  that  what  you  need  is  a  little  relaxa- 
tion, a  good  rest,  and  perhaps,  too,  a  little  medicinal  tonic,  that  will  restore 
the  tone  of  your  nervous  system.  Now  I  recommend  to  such  a  young  man, 
before  giving  way  to  this  despondency,  to  consult  his  physician,  and  ask  him 
perhaps  for  a  little  quinine,  (Laughter.^  And  then  let  him  go  away  to  the  gym- 
nasium and  spend  an  hour  of  hearty  vigorous  exercise  ;  let  him  turn  some 
hand  springs,  or  some  somersaults  ;  let  him  climb  the  ladders,  and  swing  in 
the  rings,  and  jump  from  the  spring-board,  and  then  go  home  and  take  a 
good  night's  rest,  and  it  is  'ten  to  one  bhe  will  feel  better  in  the  morning. 
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But  oftentimes,  if  we  are  honest,  we  must  confess  that  we  are  discouraged 
because  we  ought  to  be,  and  that  if  we  have  fallen  into  disgrace  with  our- 
selves, as  well  as  with  others,  we  have  nobody  to  blame  for  it  but  ourselves. 
We  have  done  wrong  when  we  know  we  ought  to  have  done  right,  we  have 
been  careless  and  negligent,  and  we  know  that  we  are  to  blame,  far  more 
perhaps  than  there  is  need  to  confess.  Yet  even  there,  my  friends,  be  care- 
ful of  one  thing  ;  do  not  be  too  hard  upon  yourselves.  We  all  know  that  it 
would  be  a  poor  judge  who  should  hang  a  man  for  committing  murder  when 
he  had  only  been  guilty  of  theft,  and  so  you  must  be  careful  that  while  you 
do  full  justice  against  yourself  you  also  do  full  justice  to  yourself,  and  when 
you  have  done  that — and  it  will  always  end  in  one  way — you  will  form  some 
fresh  and  better  resolutions  for  the  future — then  cast  off  your  gloom.  It  is 
useless  to  cry  over  spilt  milk.  You  must  seek  to  recover  your  spirits,  for  re- 
member that  if  your  mistakes  cause  your  despondency,  your  despondency 
will  add  to  your  liability  to  make  mistakes,  and  therefore  the  best  thing 
you  can  do,  not  only  for  the  present  but  the  future,  is  to  throw  off  your  de- 
pression. Go  and  find  some  good  and  worthy  friend,  and"  spend  an  hour  in 
conversation  with  him.  Play  a  game  of  chess,  read  an  entertaining  and 
amusing  book,  and  endeavor,  to  the  best  of  your  ability,  to  throw  off  your 
gloom,  and  start  afresh  with  new  resolutions  and  a  cheerful  spirit.  Remem- 
ber also  one  other  thing,  and  that  is,  that,  do  what  we  will,  we  always  will 
make  mistakes — "  to  err  is  human."  I  suppose  almost  every  one  has  heard 
the  story  of  the  oculist  who,  when  he  was  asked  how  he  ever  attained  such 
skill  in  dealing  with  that  delicate  organ  the  eye,  replied  that  he  began  by 
spoiling  a  hatful  of  eyes.  Well  now  that  is  going  perhaps  a  little  too  far,  but 
the  story  contains  a  measure  of  truth.  We  must  remember  that  we  always 
will  make  mistakes,  and  that  the  man  who  succeeds  is  not  the  man  who 
makes  no  mistakes — for  there  are  no  such  men — but  the  man  who  makes 
the  fewest  mistakes  ;  and  so  what  you  are  to  do  is  to  try  to  keep  down  the 
average.  You  will  make  mistakes,  but  try  to  make  as  few  as  possible,  and 
then,  my  friends,  you  will  be  able  to  encounter  these  discouragements,  and 
they  will  not  hinder  your  usefulness. 

Now  perhaps  I  should  close,  and  if  I  should  stop  here,  as  I  think  it 
would  be  better  for  me  to  do,  I  would  like  to  say  that,  while  I  am  a  stranger 
to  almost  all  the  young  men  who  are  here  whom  I  have  seen  about  the 
building  to-night,  I  am,  nevertheless,  their  friend. 

I  have  not  sought  to  say  any  thing  new,  or  strange,  or  striking.  I  have 
sought  simply  to  say  the  commonest  of  common  things.  But  things  are  not 
less  valuable  because  they  are  common.  What  is  more  common  than  the  sun- 
shine that  lights  our  path,  the  air  that  we  breathe,  or  the  water  that  we 
drink  ?  And  so,  my  friends,  do  not  despise  these  things  because  they  are 
common  ;  but  if  they  have  any  worth — any  measure  of  practical  utility — re- 
member and  apply  them  in  your  own  daily,  practical  life  ;  and  if  I  shall  suc- 
ceed in  having  helped  a  single  young  man,  either  to  escape  from,  or  to  over- 
come, the  discouragements  which  he  must  inevitably  meet,  I  shall  feel  that 
my  five-and-twenty  years  of  youth  will  perhaps  not  have  been  wholly  in 
vain.  (Applause.) 


ADDRESS  OF  REV.  EDWARD  A.  WASHBURN,  D.D., 


Rector  of  Calvary  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

I  am  very  sorry  that  my  friend  who  has  given  so  much  good  counsel  to 
young  men,  seems  to  have  left  to  me  altogether  the  honors  as  well  as  the 
loads  of  age  ;  but  as  he  has  monopolized  the  counsel  to  the  young,  I  must 
confine  all  I  have  to  say  to  the  old.  Yet,  while  I  listened  to  the  report  of 
the  Secretary,  I  could  not  help  thinking,  my  friends,  how  much  better  it 
would  have  been  for  me,  at  least,  to  sit  and  listen  and  learn  than  to  speak. 

I  could  not,  and  would  not,  come  to  offer  any  eulogy  on  this  Association. 
It  does  not  need  it  from  me  or  any  man  ;  its  works  are  its  praise,  and  it 
is  better  for  us,  above  all  for  us  of  the  Christian  ministry,  to  come  as  modest 
disciples  and  find  out  especially  what  is  the  secret  of  their  admirable  work. 
It  seems  to  me  well  expressed  in  that  old  story  in  the  apostolic  record 
where  the  Apostle  Peter  heals  the  lame  man.  You  will  remember  that  he 
took  him  by  the  hand  and  lifted  him  up,  and  his  ankle  bones  received 
strength.  That  is  the  real  miracle  of  this  Association.  We,  clergy  of  the 
Christian  Church,  too  often  stand  in  our  pulpits  and  say,  "  Come  up  here, 
you  lame  and  halt,  and  be  healed,"  but  we  forget  sometimes  that  part  of  our 
business  is  to  take  them  by  the  hand  and  lift  them  up.  (Applause.)  The 
Association  has  gone  down  from  pulpit  and  platform  upon  the  level  of  the 
young  men,  who  need  sympathy  and  aid  ;  has  taken  them  by  the  hand,  and 
has  brought  them  to  Christ,  hope,  happiness,  and  life. 

Several  years  ago,  I  remember,  when  this  noble  building  was  in  process 
of  erection,  I  spoke  of  it  in  a  sermon  which  I  preached  in  my  own  pulpit — at 
the  time  we  were  building  a  new  and  larger  chapel  ;  and  as  I  enlarged  upon 
its  admirable  plan,  I  told  them  still  more  to  look  from  the  outward  building 
to  the  structure  of  the  society  itself,  because  it  seemed  to  me  ordered  in  the 
most  admirable  way  ;  that  one  of  the  special  wants  of  our  time  and  our  city 
in  the  matter  of  Christian  philanthropy  was  a  new  type  of  organization.  I 
believe  every  year  since  then — some  ten  or  twelve  years  ago — has  added 
new  witness  to  the  truth  of  what  I  said.  That  is  the  work  this  society  is 
doing.  It  is  not  that  it  puts  away  the  older  methods  of  a  Christian  philan- 
thropy, or  religious  worship  ;  it  is  not  that  those  who  enter  into  this  new  de- 
partment of  labor  in  the  least  degree  ignore  the  old  methods  of  the  Christian 
Church.  I  believe  it  is  great  folly  for  any  of  us  to  speak  as  if  our  newer 
modes  of  to-day  should  in  any  wise  interfere  with  the  past.  We  want  our 
churches,  our  ordinary  methods  of  preaching,  our  pulpits  and  our  music,  our 
old-fashioned  services.  We  do  not  want  the  sidewalk  taken  away  because  you 
build  your  elevated  railroads.    Perhaps  some  old-fashioned  men,  like  myself, 
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prefer  walking  on  the  sidewalk  to  riding  over  the  track  of  the  elevated  road. 
But  we,  clergy  of  the  Christian  Church,  are  especially  to  remember  to-day 
that  there  are  new  wants,  new  growths,  new  openings  in  the  way  of  charity, 
kindness,  activity,  and  that  we  must  be  ready  to  meet  them  and  to  adapt  our- 
selves to  them.  And  so  I  believe  that,  as  a  co-laborer  with  the  Church  of 
Christ,  this  society  has  done  its  noble  service  for  these  young  men.  We 
feel  the  want  of  these  new  methods  in  a  thousand  ways  to-day  ;  we  feel  it 
in  the  education  of  our  workingmen  ;  we  feel  it  in  the  establishment  of  our 
free  churches,  and  you  have  solved  the  problem  in  regard  to  the  large  class 
in  these  great  cities.    In  the  first  place,  our  churches  will  not  precisely  meet 
their  need  in  the  matter  of  worship.    In  many  of  them,  I  am  sorry  to  say, 
they  could  not  find  room  if  they  should  seek  it  ;  and  in  any  case,  such  a 
service  as  you  have  here  on  the  Lord's  day,  and  other  days,  the  free,  hearty 
utterances,  the  plain  sermon  directly  fitted  to  their  special  duties,  the  society 
of  the  young  with  whom  their  lot  is  cast  and  with  whom  naturally  they 
sympathize,  make  your  Sunday  worship  and  your  week-day  worship  an  at- 
traction which  they  would  not  find  elsewhere.     In  addition  to  that,  as  I  look 
over  this  programme  to-night  and  see  this  list  of  evening  classes  ;   as  I  go 
over  the  Library  and  the  Reading-Room,  I  feel  it  is  a  worthy  and  a  noble 
work  this  Association  has  done  in  that  respect — to  teach  our  young  men 
everywhere  that  our  religion  opens  to  us  also  the  resources  of  a  true,  sound, 
healthy  education  ;  that  we  offer  to  them  the  means  of  growth  in  the  mind 
and  heart  together.   I  would  not,  moreover,  forget  what  this  society  has  done 
— though  there  may  be  others  who  think  more  lightly  of  it  than  I  do — in  regard 
to  physical  education.    I  am  very  glad  to  say  that  I  come  here  every  day  and 
pass  half  an  hour,  even  at  my  age,  on  the  parallel  bars  and  with  the  ropes, 
now  and  then  a  turn  in  the  bowling  alley.    The  best  possible  source  of  good 
next  to  the  spiritual  and  the  mental,  that  can  be  given  to  our  young  men  is 
the  cultivation  of  the  physical  health.     I  am  a  firm  believer  in  what  we  call 
muscular  Christianity.    Not  that  I  hold  that  the  development  of  the  mus- 
cles is  more  than  the  development  of  holiness  ;  not  that  I  believe  it  worth 
much  unless  we  can  add  to  it  something  higher  and  better,  but,  let  all  things 
else  be  equal,  I  hold  sincerely  that  the  young  man  who  has  a  sound  and  well- 
developed  body  is  less  likely  than  other  young  men  of  his  own  age  to  drift 
into  the  temptations  of  the  times,  less  likely  to  become  a  drunkard,  and  to 
fall  into  other  vices,  which  too  often  affect  those  who  are  morbid  in  their 
physical  habit.    All  these  influences  I  welcome  ;  all  I  believe  noble  in  their 
result  ;  all  work  together  for  the  best  end.    Every  year  in  which  this  Asso- 
ciation has  done  this  varied  and  large  duty  has  added  more  and  more  to 
the  confidence  of  the  community  in  it.     You  have  your  reward  :  you  see  it 
around  you.    My  honored  and  venerable  friend  (Hon.  Peter  Cooper),  whom 
I  am  glad  to  see  here  to-night,  as  I  always  see  him  on  such  occasions, 
knows  very  well  what  the  reward  is — the  early  and  the  latter  harvest  ;  the 
bright  lingering  autumn  of  a  life  full  of  good  works  to  the  last.  (Applause.) 

For  all  such  labors  the  recompense  is  here  and  now.  I  am  sure  that 
this  society,  if  we  will  look  at  its  history  in  all  its  branches,  fills  a  larger  space 
than  one  can  imagine  in  the  life  not  only  of  this  city,  but  of  the  American 
world.    And  that  leads  me  to  say  in  conclusion  one  single  word,  and  I  say  it 
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as  a  debt  of  gratitude,  that  this  society  has  not  only  done  an  immense  ser- 
vice in  direct  labor  in  behalf  of  our  young  men,  but  for  all  of  us  who  are 
engaged  in  every  channel  of  a  Christian  philanthropy.  We  have  learned 
from  you  the  methods  of  our  work.  I  am  sure  for  myself  that  I  owe  you 
my  best  thanks  ;  and  if  you  should  ask  the  Christian  clergy — the  Christian 
leaders  in  philanthropy — everywhere,  you  would  find  its  influence  linked  with 
all  that  is  best  and  purest  and  holiest  over  the  whole  land.  (Applause.)  I 
utter  the  feeling  of  all  here  to-night  when  I  say,  may  God  bless  such  an  in- 
stitution as  this,  and  multiply  it  ten  and  fifty  and  an  hundredfold.  (Ap- 
plause.)

ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  twenty-seventh  year  of  the  history  of  our  Asso- 
ciation has  been  an  interesting  one,  not  only  in  the  work 
for  young  men  under  our  immediate  care  in  this  city,  but 
in  the  development  of  this  work  in  our  own  and  other 
lands. 

The  International  Convention,  which  meets  now  bi- 
ennially, assembled  at  Baltimore  last  May.  520  repre- 
sentatives from  207  associations  in  35  States  and  provinces 
were  present. 

Mr.  Charles  Fermaud,  of  Geneva,  the  executive  officer 
of  the  Committee  of  the  Associations  of  All  Lands,  was  in 
attendance.  During  his  stay  of  75  days  he  visited  the 
leading  cities  of  this  country  and  Canada,  becoming  well 
acquainted  with  the  methods  and  agencies  employed  in 
our  work.  In  the  course  of  his  tour  on  this  continent  he 
travelled  5  500  miles. 

Our  American  International  Committee  reported  to 
the  Convention  that  they  have  received  reports  from  839 
associations. 

An  examination  of  the  reports  reveals  a  steady 
growth. 

In  communities  where  these  societies  exist  they  have 
received  from  the  Christian  public  during  the  year  an 
aggregate  income  of  $475,000,  to  push  their  work. 

This  is  an  advance  on  any  previous  year,  and  is  due 
mainly  to  the  following  facts : 

Sixty  associations  now  own  the  buildings  they  occupy. 

Over  one  hundred  associations  are  employing  General 
Secretaries,  and  if  we  add  to  these  their  assistants  and  the 
Secretaries  of  our  State  and  International  Committees, 
there  are  now  156  Christian  young  men  giving  their  lives 
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to  the  development  and  thorough  organization  of  this 
work  for  Christ.  Ten  years  ago  this  band  numbered  but 
10  men,  all  told. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety-one  associations  kept  open 
reading-rooms  and  parlors ;  54  held  daily  and  497  weekly 
religious  services ;  201  had  Bible  classes;  and  61  provided 
situations  for  6334  men. 

The  wide-reaching  work  of  the  committee  has  been 
pushed  vigorously  during  the  year. 

The  Travelling  Secretary  has  prepared  the  way  in*  13 
cities  for  the  employment  of  as  many  General  Secretaries. 

By  the  efforts  of  the  Railroad  Secretary  the  number  of 
railroad  centres  where  Christian  railroad  men  are  well 
organized  for  this  work  has  been  doubled.  Instead  of  12 
Railroad  Secretaries  24  are  employed,  and  in  almost  every 
instance  with  the  cooperation  of  the  railroad  companies, 
and  at  72  railroad  centres  the  work  is  being  carried  on. 

The  German  Secretary  reports  43  German-Speaking  as- 
sociations, and  at  four  cities  German  Secretaries  are  em- 
ployed. 

The  College  Secretary  has  visited  21  colleges,  holding 
conferences  with  the  students.  At  5  State  Conventions 
he  has  met  with  150  students  who  were  in  attendance. 
Twenty-one  college  associations  have  been  organized 
during  1879. 

Among  commercial  travellers  an  important  work  has 
been  begun.  A  ticket  has  been  issued  by  the  Interna- 
tional Committee,  in  concert  with  the  associations  in  this 
and  all  the  leading  cities  of  our  own  country  and  Canada. 
This  ticket  entitles  the  commercial  traveller  who  joins 
any  of  the  associations  in  these  cities  to  all  the  privileges 
of  the  other  associations  entering  into  the  arrangement. 

Besides  what  has  been  mentioned,  the  work  of  the 
International  Committee  has  embraced  visitations  of  the 
associations  at  the  West,  in  Canada  and  New  England, 
representation  at  each  of  the  twenty-four  State  Conven- 
tions, and  a  correspondence  supervising  and  binding  to- 
gether the  work  in  all  its  departments. 

This  entire  work  engrosses  the  time  of  8  secretaries 
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and  assistants,  calls  lor  the  cooperation  for  brief  periods 
of  25  members  and  40  corresponding  members  of  the 
Committee  in  every  State  and  province,  involves  130,000 
miles  of  travel  for  the  visitation  of  550  places  annually. 
This  extended  work,  reaching  so  many  classes  of  young 
men  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  is  managed  with  such 
economy  that  the  entire  cost  of  it  for  the  year  was  only 
$19,966,-^5-,  and  the  Committee  closed  the  year  with  every 
obligation  paid.  Of  this  amount  our  friends  in  New  York 
contributed  more  than  one  third. 

In  our  own  State  the  Association  work  is  in  an  encour- 
aging condition.  25  men  are  actively  engaged  as  General 
Secretaries  in  21  local  organizations.  Over  60  other  asso- 
ciations in  smaller  places  are  doing  an  excellent  work  in 
behalf  of  young  men.  This  record  compares  favorably 
with  associations  situated  in  other  States,  and  it  is  due 
largely  to  the  effective  visitation  of  our  State  Secretary, 
Rev.  George  A.  Hall.  His  work  has  been  felt  in  all  parts 
of  the  field,  and  during  the  past  four  years  through  his 
instrumentality  27  young  men  have  entered  the  Association 
work  as  General  Secretaries.  Ten  of  these  are  doing  ex- 
cellent service  outside  of  our  State — at  Charleston  and 
Columbia,  South  Carolina;  Savannah,  Georgia;  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  ;  Germantown,  Pa. ;  Detroit,  Mich. ;  Wor- 
cester and  New  Bedford,  Mass. ;  St.  Paul,  Minn. ;  and  one 
has  recently  become  State  Secretary  of  Massachusetts. 
The  expenses  for  the  year  amounted  to  $3366^-^.  Of 
this  sum  one  half  has  been  given  by  our  friends  in  this 
city. 

In  turning  now  to  the  record  of  our  own  Association 
we  note  with  sadness  that  during  the  year  ten  of  our  life 
members,  who  for  a  long  period  had  been  earnest  friends 
and  generous  supporters  of  this  work,  were  called  to  a 
higher  service  before  the  throne  of  God.  We  refer  to 
Messrs  George  W.  Abbe,  John  Aitken,  Cfiarles  H.  Dab- 
ney,  Abram  S.  Jones,  John  F.  Seymour,  William  Sloane, 
Alexander  Stuart,  James  Stuart,  James  Wilde,  jr.,  and  the 
Rev.  Joseph  P.  Thompson,  D.D.,  who  through  a  long  pas- 
torate in  this  city,  in  the  pulpit  and  on  the  platform,  by 
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voice  and  pen,  gave  the  weight  of  his  wide  influence  to 
the  work  of  the  Association,  and  this  too  at  a  period  when 
our  plans  were  little  understood  and  the  Association  pos- 
sessed few  influential  friends. 

On  the  7th  day  of  this  month  we  were  saddened  by 
the  news  of  the  death  in  Paris,  France,  of  the  honored 
Secretary  of  our  Board  of  Trustees,  Mr.  Charles  C.  Col- 
gate. He  held  this  position  from  the  organization  of  the 
Board.  He  was  prominent  among  those  whose  liberality 
put  the  Association  in  possession  of  this  building,  and  was 
also  an  annual  contributor  to  our  Treasury,  a  genuine 
and  hearty  friend  of  young  men  and  of  work  in  their  be- 
half. He  is  the  second  trustee  whose  loss  we  have  been 
called  to  mourn. 

From  among  our  working  force  two  have  been  taken. 
Angus  MacLardie  died  July  15th,  in  his  25th  year.  He 
was  converted  in  our  rooms,  and  for  9  years  was  actively 
connected  with  the  religious  work.  In  the  Literary  So- 
ciety he  was  deservedly  prominent,  and  at  the  time  of  his 
death  was  a  young  lawyer  of  bright  promise. 

Frank  B.  St.  John,  another  very  useful  member  of  our 
Devotional  Committee,  died  September  21st,  at  the  early 
age  of  19  years.  While  a  mere  boy  he  was  actively  en- 
listed in  our  religious  work.  He  was  a  close  student  of 
the  Bible,  and  presented  its  truths  with  originality  and 
force.  Though  living  in  Brooklyn,  one  hour  from  the 
rooms,  he  was  in  his  seat  at  our  meetings  three  times  a 
week  with  singular  regularity  until  the  beginning  of  his 
last  illness.  We  miss  him  and  Mr.  MacLardie  sadly  in  our 
work. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  shows  that 
239,472  persons  have  entered  the  building  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Association  during  the  year,  being  an  average  of  656 
per  day.  Of  these,  83,366  used  the  reading  room  ;  31,272 
the  library  ;  31,193  the  gymnasium  ;  the  balance,  93,641,  at- 
tended the  monthly  receptions,  the  members'  course  of  lec- 
tures, and  the  960  religious  services  held  in  the  building. 

This  shows  an  encouraging  increase  over  the  attend- 
ance of  the  previous  year.    The  figures  just  given  with  " 
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reference  to  the  religious  meetings  suggest  an  enquiry 
into  the  number  of  meetings  of  a  secular. description,  and 
their  attendance.  12 13  meetings  of  this  sort  were  held, 
with  an  aggregate  attendance  of  83,735.  These  included 
the  educational  and  gymnasium  classes,  receptions,  lec- 
tures, entertainments,  etc.  The  Treasurer's  annual  state- 
ment is  also  encouraging.  The  current  expenses  for  the 
years  1878  and  1879  (tne  expenses  of  the  Bowery  Branch 
included)  have  varied  only  $59.82.  Those  of  1879  were 
$22,994.88.  But  in  1878  we  were  able  to  do  nothing  more 
than  pay  current  expenses,  while  during  1879,  by  the  lib- 
erality of  our  friends,  we  have,  in  addition  to  paying  every 
dollar  of  current  expenses,  paid  $5000,  or  one  third  of  the 
balance  of  the  loan  made  necessary  in  1876,  when  we  were 
soliciting  the  money  necessary  to  pay  our  mortgage  debt 
and  extend  our  work  in  the  Bowery.  It  is  interesting  to 
notice  that  the  receipt  of  this  additional  $5000  is  owing  to 
an  increase  in  our  membership  and  in  the  contributions  of 
our  friends — two  facts  which  show  a  healthy  growth  in 
the  resources  of  this  work. 

To  the  Library  425  volumes  have  been  added,  making 
a  total  of  12,049  volumes  ;  1740  pamphlets  have  also  been 
added.  In  the  use  of  the  Library  by  readers,  16,067  books 
have  been  drawn  by  1 1,914  persons.  An  examination  shows 
that  of  these  persons  23-^  per  cent  read  novels  and  tales, 
and  76^  per  cent  works  of  solid  literature.  405  papers 
and  magazines  are  on  file  in  the  Reading-room  and  Li- 
brary. 28,984  papers  and  2533  magazines  and  other  pub- 
lications have  been  forwarded  to  army  posts  and  naval 
stations,  being  an  average  of  606  publications  weekly. 

Twenty  lectures  were  delivered  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Lecture  Committee — 10  in  the  members'  course  and 
10  in  the  medical  course  for  young  men  only.  The  mem- 
bers' course  was  more  successful  than  in  any  former  year. 
The  average  attendance  on  both  courses  was  666. 

There  was  an  average  attendance  of  83  young  men  at 
Sunday  evening  tea.  The  monthly  meetings  of  the  Asso- 
ciation also  show  a  gratifying  increase  in  attendance  and 
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interest.  We  desire  to  record  our  thanks  to  the  physicians, 
all  of  whom  lectured  in  the  medical  course  without  charge, 
and  to  the  clergymen  and  others  who  made  familiar  talks 
to  young  men  on  social  questions  at  the  monthly  meetings. 

Dr.  Thomson's  Bible  Class,  also  under  the  care  of  the 
Lecture  Committee,  has  made  satisfactory  progress.  For 
the  past  ten  years  Dr.  Thomson  has,  during  six  months 
of  each  year,  conducted  this  class,  and  during  the  entire 
period  has  been  absent  but  three  times.  No  gift  of  per- 
sonal services  so  faithful,  long  continued,  and  useful  has 
been  rendered  in  the  history  of  our  religious  work.  The 
average  attendance  during  the  ten  years  has  been  598. 

The  Bible  Class  conducted  Sunday  afternoons  during 
the  six  months  when  Dr.  Thomson's  class  is  suspended 
has  had  an  average  attendance  of  65  young  men. 

The  Sunday  morning  Bible  Class  for  young  men  be- 
ginning the  Christian  life  is  conducted  throughout  the 
year.  It  has  had  an  average  attendance  of  49.  These 
three  Bible  Classes  have  done  much  to  awaken  interest 
in  the  study  of  the  Word  of  God,  and  have  constituted 
the  most  important  and  useful  religious  agencies  of  the 
Association. 

To  all  the  religious  services  of  the  Association  the  In- 
vitation Committee  have  distributed  in  the  streets  and 
squares  of  the  city  over  76,000  invitations. 

The  membership  of  the  Association  now  numbers  2909, 
1 30  more  than  last  year.  Over  2000,  or  two  thirds  of  the 
whole  number,  are  young  men  who  are  not  professing 
Christians,  and  who  are  therefore  associate  members,  and 
are  attracted  by  the  social  and  educational  advantages 
offered  them. 

The  following  facts  concerning  the  121 1  who  joined 
last  year  have  been  carefully  collated  :  More  than  one  half 
of  these  121 1  persons  were  between  the  ages  of  16  and  21, 
and  over  1000  were  under  30.  Only  18  expressed  no  de- 
nominational preference.  The  remaining  1 193  classed 
themselves  as  Baptists,  Congregationalists,  Christians, 
Episcopalians,  Friends,  Free  Liberals,  Greeks,  Jews, 
Methodists,  Moravians,  Presbyterians,  Reformed  Dutch, 
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Roman  Catholics,  Swedenborgians,  Universalists,  and 
Unitarians. 

In  regard  to  occupation,  466,  or  more  than  one  third, 
are  clerks  and  salesmen,  and  200  are  students ;  so  that 
these  two  classes  have  constituted  more  than  one  half  the 
whole  number.  Of  the  remainder,  97  are  mechanics,  26 
are  professional  men,  60  are  in  business  on  their  own  ac- 
count ;  the  balance  follow  various  occupations,  no  five  of 
them  being  engaged  in  the  same  pursuit. 

The  Reception  Committee  is  composed  of  32  members, 
four  of  whom  are  assigned  each  evening  to  the  work  of 
receiving  and  entertaining  members  and  visitors  in  the 
rooms. 

Mr.  Henry  V.  Parsell,  Chairman  of  the  Usher  Com- 
mittee, with  his  assistants,  have,  since  the  occupancy  of 
the  building  in  1869,  kindly  cared  for  the  seating  of  the 
audiences  at  the  lectures,  receptions,  and  Association 
meetings. 

The  Boarding-House  Committee  have  visited  333 
houses,  and  kept  in  their  register,  accessible  to  persons 
seeking  board,  an  average  of  142  comfortable  boarding- 
houses. 

The  Committee  on  the  Visitation  of  the  Sick  have 
conducted  at  the  Bellevue  and  Charity  Hospitals  103 
gospel  services,  and  1041  meetings  in  the  wards,  with  an 
aggregate  attendance  of  24,996.  They  have  distributed 
2963  publications. 

The  Jesup  Bed  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  the  gift 
of  Mr.  Morris  K.  Jesup,  has  been  in  constant  use,  so  that 
during  the  )^ear  nine  different  young  men  have  through 
this  means  received  medical  care  and  attention. 

The  Committee  on  Social  Religious  Meetings  have 
cared  for  the  daily  meeting,  the  medical  students'  meet- 
ings, and  the  meetings  held  on  Sunday,  Thursday,  and 
Saturday  evenings.  The  attendance  at  the  meetings  for 
young  men  exclusively  shows  an  aggregate  increase  of 
1789.  At  the  close  of  these  meetings  200  young  men  have 
sought  and  received  religious  instruction. 

The  Committee  on  Open-Air  Meetings  have  conduct- 
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ed  during  the  past  summer  68  meetings,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  294  persons. 

The  Church  Committee  have  continued  with  good  re- 
sults their  work  of  visiting  associate  members  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  their  attendance  at  places  of  worship. 

The  Literary  Society  meets  weekly  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing in  the  lecture-room,  except  during  the  summer  vaca- 
tion. The  exercises  by  the  members  have  consisted  of 
33  readings,  36  declamations,  18  original  essays,  and  197 
speeches  and  debates. 

Mr.  William  F.  Lee  and  the  Assistant  Secretary,  Mr. 
Henry  H.  Webster,  have  from  10  to  12  o'clock  each  day 
counselled  with  a  large  number  of  young  men  seeking  em- 
ployment. 1 38 1  of  these  filed  written  applications.  Em- 
ployment was  secured  for  397. 

"  The  Van  Arsdale  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  Sick  and 
Needy  Young  Men"  now  amounts  to  $724.68  ;  when  it 
reaches  the  sum  of  $1000,  the  income  will  be  devoted  to 
the  object  for  which  it  was  given. 

Owing  to  the  depression  in  trade  in  Great  Britain  and 
Canada,  and  the  improvement  in  business  in  this  city,  an 
unusually  large  number  of  young  men  came  to  New  York, 
not  only  from  those  countries  but  from  all  sections 'of  our 
own  land,  many  of  them  without  money  to  meet  their 
expenses  for  more  than  a  day  or  two.  They  came  expect- 
ing immediate  employment ;  large  numbers  of  them  were 
disappointed.  These  facts  have  contributed  to  make  nec- 
essary the  expenditure  in  our  relief  work  of  $1281.72, 
independent  of  the  amount  spent  for  this  purpose  at  the 
Bowery. 

We  cannot  close  this  part  of  our  Report  without  mak- 
ing mention  of  the  excellent  work  carried  on  by  three 
important  agencies  in  the  origin  and  growth  of  which  we 
have  been  specially  interested,  and  which  now  have  a 
wholly  independent  organization — "  The  New  York  So- 
ciety for  the  Suppression  of  Vice,"  "  The  New  York 
Christian  Home  for  Intemperate  Men,"  and  the  "  Special 
Services"  conducted  every  Sunday  evening  by  Mr.  C.  W. 
Sawyer  at  the  Cooper  Institute.    To  the  men  newly  con 


verted  in  these  meetings  we  are  accustomed  to  give  the 
use  of  this  hall  one  evening  each  week  for  the  purposes  of 
sacred  song  and  Christian  conference. 

The  Harlem  Branch,  with  its  115  members,  has  con- 
ducted 40  gospel  meetings,  in  its  hall,  on  Sunday  after- 
noons ;  maintained  a  prayer-meeting  for  young  men ; 
given  to  its  members  8  musical  and  literary  receptions ; 
supplied  two  army  posts  at  the  West  with  religious  read- 
ing-matter;  held  12  open-air  services,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  480 ;  conducted  47  services  at  the  Homoeo- 
pathic Hospital  on  Ward's  Island,  and  in  connection  with 
the  Harlem  Missionary  Society,  at  2247  Second  Avenue, 
assisted  in  the  conduct  of  104  services  and  3  social  gather- 
ings. 

For  the  first  eight  years  of  the  existence  of  the  Harlem 
Branch,  or  until  1876,  the  Association  met  all  the  expenses 
involved.  Then  it  became  obvious  that  the  best  interest 
of  the  work  in  Harlem  would  be  consulted  if  the  policy  of 
self-support  was  adopted.  Accordingly  since  1876  the 
Branch  has  been  responsible  for  its  own  expenses.  The 
Association,  however,  gives  to  the  members  of  the  Branch, 
without  charge,  all  the  advantages  offered  to  our  own 
members  in  this  building. 

The  Yorkville  Branch  has  194  members.  They  have 
conducted  38  services  of  song,  at  which  addresses  have' 
been  delivered  by  37  clergymen,  with  an  average  attend- 
ance of  993.  They  have  also  had  12  entertainments  free 
to  their  members.  5720  young  men  have  used  their 
reading-room.  This  Branch  has  always  been  self-support- 
ing. To  its  members,  also,  all  the  advantages  of  this 
building  are  free. 

If  these  branches  are  to  commend  themselves  to  the 
Christian  people  in  their  localities,  they  will  need  to 
do  a  more  definite  work  for  }^oung  men  than  they  have 
yet  attempted.  Direct  personal  effort  with  and  for  young 
men  is  more  necessary  and  more  fruitful  than  miscellane- 
ous services. 

Each  of  these  branches  needs  a  competent  young  man 
who  will  make  it  his  sole  business  to  stimulate  effort  for 
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young  men  and  to  organize  the  membership,  that  work 
for  young  men  may  be  pressed  with  vigor.. 

We  trust  the  means  may  be  forthcoming  to  enable 
these  branches  to  get  into  this  line  of  genuine,  specific, 
aggressive  association  work. 

The  Railroad  Branch  at  the  Grand  Central  Depot  has 
had  a  prosperous  year.  68  religious  services  have  been 
held,  with  an  average  attendance  of  91,  and  9  entertain- 
ments were  given,  with  an  average  attendance  of  .289.  150 
books  have  been  added  to  the  library,  and  789  drawn. 
118  sick  and  injured  men  have  been  visited  and  cared  for 
by  the  Secretary.  765  visits  have  been  made  to  engine- 
houses  and  cabooses.  A  branch  reading-room  was  opened 
the  1 2th  of  last  September  at  the  Thirtieth  Street  Depot 
for  the  benefit  of  the  large  number  of  freight  men  and 
others  connected  with  the  New  York  Central  and  Hud- 
son River  Railroads  and  living  in  the  vicinity  of  that 
depot. 

A  religious  service  is  held  on  Sunday  afternoon,  with 
an  average  attendance  of  133.  Entertainments  have  been 
given,  with  an  average  attendance  of  223.  441  visits  have 
been  made  to  the  men  in  engine-houses  and  cabooses,  and 
14  sick  and  injured  men  have  been  visited. 

Highly  satisfactory  testimony  has  been  borne  by  offi- 
cials to  the  marked  improvement  in  the  habits  of  many  of 
the  men  since  the  organization  of  these  branches.  All  the 
expenses  connected  with  the  rooms  and  the  payment  of 
the  salaries  of  the  three  men  who  give  their  entire  time 
to  that  work  is  cheerfully  borne  by  the  officials  and  by 
the  men  employed  by  the  railroads. 

The  building  134  Bowery  is  jointly  occupied  by  the 
Association  and  by  the  New  York  City  Mission.  We  re- 
port only  the  work  in  charge  of  the  Association.  Mr. 
John  Dooly  serves  in  the  double  capacity  of  General  Sec- 
retary of  the  Branch  and  Missionary  of  the  City  Mission. 
He,  together  with  his  assistant,  Mr.  C.  H.  Lester,  and 
17  active  members  of  the  Association,  constitute  the. regu- 
lar working  force.  This  number  is  augmented  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Association  who  from  time  to  time  assist  in 
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the  conduct  of  religious  meetings  under  the  auspices  of 
the  branch. 

There  are  1043  volumes  in  the  library,  mostly  old 
books ;  new  books  are  greatly  needed.  Seven  entertain- 
ments were  given,  with  an  average  attendance  of  202.  At 
the  meetings  on  Sunday  afternoon  and  Wednesday  even- 
ing there  was  an  average  attendance  of  78.  Situations 
have  been  secured  for  217  men.  105  have  been  sent  to 
the  hospital.  There  has  been  furnished  7708  free  lodg- 
ings, 946  baths,  705  garments,  and  27,727  free  meals. 

The  branch  needs  a  larger  building,  specially  adapted 
to  the  practical  work  which  it  is  prosecuting.  The  en- 
tire time  of  Mr.  Dooly  ought  to  be  given  to  the  work  of 
General  Secretary,  caring  for  the  departments  of  the  work 
under  the  control  of  the  Association.  The  relief  work 
has  been  greatly  embarrassed  for  want  of  funds.  An  ef- 
fort is  now  being  made  to  secure  300  sustaining  member- 
ships at  $10  each  for  the  maintenance  of  the  relief-work 
alone.  No  portion  of  the  money  contributed  to  the  relief- 
work  is  consumed  in  salaries  or  other  expenses  ;  every  dollar 
is  expended  in  the  purchase  of  food,  given  on  the  premises 
to  deserving  men  who  are  out  of  employment  and  in 
needy  circumstances. 

The  Association  has  expended  during  the  year  $45 82^^ 
in  the  work  for  unfortunate  men  carried  on  at  the  Bowery 
Branch. 

The  most  notable  event  of  the  year  was  the  transfer 
to  the  Association  on  the  30th  day  of  December  last  of 
the  residuary  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  William  Niblo,  valued 

at  $i47,409lVV 

Mr.  Niblo  was  for  many  years  a  careful  observer  and 
generous  friend  of  our  work.  Until  his  last  sickness  he 
was  a  frequent  visitor  to  this  building,  and  became  much 
interested  in  the  Association,  and  especially  in  the  Library 
and  in  the  plans  for  its  extension.  His  interest  bore  fruit 
in  1873  in  his  gift  of  $3100  in  money,  559  valuable  works 
on  art,  and  Rossiter's  painting  of  noted  American  mer- 
chants. The  final  and  most  munificent  proof  of  Mr. 
Niblo's  attachment  to  the  Association  and  appreciation  of 
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its  objects  was  the  following  provision  in  his  will,  by 
virtue  of  which  the  Association  has  come  into  possession 
of  his  residuary  estate :  "  I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  all 
"  the  rest,  residue,  and  remainder  of  my  estate,  real  and 
"  personal,  including  that  which  I  have  not  otherwise  and 
"  herein  before  effectually  disposed  to  my  executors,  herein- 
"  after  named,  in  trust,  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  and 
"  convert  the  same  into  money,  and  execute  and  deliver 
"  good  and  sufficient  deeds  of  conveyance  of  my  real  estate 
"  and  pay  over  the  net  proceeds  of  my  said  residuary  estate, 
"  to  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  the  City  of 
"  New  York,  located  at  the  corner  of  Twenty-third  street 
''and  Fourth  avenue,  in  said  city,  for  the  purposes  of  said 
"  Association  ;  and  I  request  and  desire  that  the  same  be  ap- 
"  plied  by  said  Association,  under  the  direction  of  Robert 
"  Hoe,  Jr.,  towards  increasing  and  maintaining  that  portion 
"  of  the  library  of  said  Association  now  known  as  the 
"  '  Niblo  Library.'  " 

By  this  munificent  gift  Mr.  Niblo  has  associated  his 
name  for  all  time  to  come  with  the  active  and  energetic 
*  efforts  of  the  Christian  young  men  of  this  city  to  give 
timely  help,  sympathy,  and  counsel  to  the  ever  increasing 
multitude  of  young  men  who  are  thronging  here  from 
our  own  and  every  other  land.  He  has  wisely  placed  the 
opportunity  his  gift  affords  for  intellectual  improvement 
in  close  proximity  to  other  well  chosen  and  indispensable 
agencies  which  help  young  men  intellectually,  physically, 
socially,  and  religiously.  We  honor  him  not  only  for  his 
noble  generosity,  but  for  the  wisdom  with  which  he  made 
his  gift  part  of  a  many-sided,  wide-reaching,  symmetrical 
work,  contemplating  in  the  broadest  sense  the  best  wel- 
fare of  the  young  men  of  this  and  every  succeeding  gen- 
eration. 

We  cannot  receive  such  a  gift  as  this  without  acknowl- 
edging the  Giver  of  all  good,  and  also  the  Christian 
beneficence  of  our  friends  in  previous  years  who  not  only 
gave  us  this  building,  by  which  Mr.  Niblo's  attention  was 
first  called  to  our  work,  but  who  by  gifts  of  money  and 
service  year  after  year  have  placed  and  kept  active  within 
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these  walls  and  the  branches  so  many  Christian  agencies  on 
behalf  of  young  men.  No  one  can  study  the  work  of  the 
Association,  as  Mr.  Niblo  did,  without  sharing  his  con- 
viction that  such  endowments  as  his  are  urgently  called 
for  in  more  than  one  department. 

Endow  instructing  lectureships,  and  we  can  keep  this 
hall  open  night  after  night  throughout  the  year,  for  the 
instruction  and  entertainment  of  young  men;  endow  the 
educational  classes,  and  we  can  multiply  opportunities  for 
young  men  to  train  themselves  in  that  which  will  make 
them  more  useful  in  the  sphere  of  their  daily  calling; 
erect  for  the  Bowery  Branch  a  building  adapted  to  its 
unique  and  'necessary  work  on  behalf  of  the  unfortunate 
classes  of  young  men,  and  you  will  double  the  usefulness 
of  that  already  useful  department  of  our  work. 

Fifty  thousand  dollars  has  been  already  contributed  to 
the  object  last  named,  but  $100,000  more  is  needed  in 
order  to  secure  such  a  building  as  is  imperatively  called 
for  on  the  Bowery. 

Between  the  lines  of  this  Report  which  we  now  submit 
is  written  everywhere  the  word  responsibility  ;  responsibility 
upon  the  officers  and  directors  to  be  more  faithful  and 
diligent  in  discharging  the  sacred  trusts  reposed  in  them ; 
responsibility  upon  the  working  committees  to  be  more 
active,  prayerful,  and  energetic  in  seeking  the  best  welfare 
of  young  men  ;  respo?tsibility  upon  the  members  to  do  more 
than  ever  in  increasing  the  usefulness  of  the  Association  in 
every  department ;  a  responsibility  which  we  can  discharge 
only  in  the  strength  that  comes  from  the  Spirit  of  God 
and  with  the  help  of  Him  in  the  love  and  service  of 
whom  this  whole  work  is  undertaken — Jesus  Christ  the 
Lord.

REPORTS

COMMITTEES  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 


EXECUTIVE. 

Dear  Sir:  During  the  past  year  the  Executive  Committee 
have  found  that  in  this,  as  in  all  work  for  the  Master,  there  is 
very  little  that  can  be  called  routine  work.  Though,  according 
to  the  By-Laws,  certain  fixed  duties  are  assigned  to  this 
Committee,  yet,  in  the  discharge  of  these  duties,  each  year 
brings  the  various  departments  of  our  work  in  fresh  and  in- 
teresting form  before  us. 

The  Branches  and  their  work  have  had  much  of  the  thought 
and  careful  consideration  of  the  Committee.  How  we  can  be 
mutually  helpful,  how  far  this  Association  and  its  Branches  are 
one  and  should  be  one — questions  like  these  mean  more  than 
the  clause,  "they  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  work," 
might  be  thought  to  imply.  The  importance  of  having  the 
Branch  work,  if  it  is  to  continue  to  exist,  vigorous,  aggressive, 
and  emphatically  Association  work,  has  impressed  itself  upon 
us,  and  as  one  means  to  that  end,  a  paid  Secretary  in  each 
Branch  is  essential,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee. 

A  reception  to  commercial  travellers,  and  the  introduction 
of  the  Commercial  Traveller's  Ticket,  this  Committee  thought 
it  best  to  recommend  to  the  Board.  The.  recommendation 
was  adopted,  the  reception  has  taken  place,  and  the  ticket 
has  been  issued.  The  former  was  a  pleasant  occasion;  of 
the  latter  it  is  too  soon  to  speak.  It  certainly  is  a  move  in  the 
right  direction.  This  large,  intelligent,  and  intensely  active 
class  of  our  citizens,  obliged  to  lead  a  nomadic  life,  opens  up 
to  us  a  very  important  source  of  mutual  good. 

We  still  feel  the  need  of  some  fund  from  which  we  can 
draw  more  largely.  For  instance,  during  the  past  year  we  were 
very  desirous  of  placing  cards  of  the  Association  in  the  hotels, 
but  could  not  for  the  want  of  $500. 

It  has  been  found  that,  at  Committee  and  Association  recep 
tions,  simple  refreshments  are  productive  of  kind  feeling  ana 
social  intercourse,  and  yet  every  time  that  subject  comes  up 
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is  met  by  the  question,  "  How  shall  we  pay  for  such  refresh- 
ments ?"  .  , 

A  place  to  lay  the  stranger  or  friend  who  dies  in  our  midst, 
has  also  interested  your  Committee,  and  the  want,  it  is  hoped, 
will  be  soon  met  by  the  purchase  of  a  burial-lot,  to  be  held  in 
the  name  of  the  Association. 

The  Committee  have  approved  bills  during  the  year  to  the 
amount  of  some  $9000.  This  is  in  the  exercise  of  their  best 
judgment.  .       .  . 

The  Statistical  Report  we  also  include  in  this  report,  and 

now  present  it.

FINANCE. 

My  Dear  Sir:  Your  Committee  take  pleasure  in  reporting 
that  the  income  of  the  Association  during  the  past  year  has 
been  $6876.35  in  excess  of  the  previous  year,  as  per  statement 
at  foot. 

The  debt  of  the  Association  has  been  reduced  $5000  during 
the  past  year,  leaving  still  a  debt  of  $10,000,  of  which  $5000 
will  have  to  be  met  during  the  year  1880. 

All  obligations  of  1879  have  been  paid,  and  there  is  a  balance 
of  $34.92  to  the  credit  of  the  Association,  as  per  the  Treasurer's 
report.  It  will  be  necessary  to  secure  $1 1,000  to  meet  the 
current  expenses  for  the  coming  year.  Unless  this  amount  can 
be  collected  we  will  be  obliged  to  cut  down  the  good  work  the 
Association  is  doing  for'  young  men  ;  therefore  we  trust  our 
friends  who  have  been  so  liberal  in  the  past  will  continue  to 
take  an  interest  in  our  work  and  will  not  allow  it  to  be 
curtailed.

ROOMS  AND  LIBRARY.  I

as  a  report  of  its  share  in  the  work  of  the  Association  for  the 
year  1879.

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To  the  Rooms  and  Library  Committee  : 

I  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  statement  and 
statistics  concerning  the  Library,  Reading  Room,  Evening 
Classes,  and  the  Army  work,  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1879: 

LIBRARY. 

We  close  the  year  with  12,049  volumes,  a  net  increase  for 
the  last  twelve  months  of  425  volumes. 

The  additions  exceed  those  of  1878;  we  have  bought  a 
few  more  boo.ks,  and  the  gifts  have  been  larger. 

Of  new  books  few  or  none  have  been  purchased,  the  Library 
having  had  no  fund  for  such  a  purpose,  and  the  retrenchment 
called  for  by  the  times  cut  the  Library  off  from  any  special 
appropriation  from  the  general  treasury,  for  the  purchase  of 
books.  As  we  might  naturally  expect,  this  want  of  a  supply  of 
fresh  material  has  resulted  in  a  falling  off  in  the  use  of  the 
Library.  The  statistics  of  attendance  show  a  larger  propor- 
tional number  of  readers  of  periodicals,  such  as  are  on  the 
Library  tables,  than  during  the  previous  year. 

Other  causes  have  doubtless  contributed  to  this  decrease  in 
the  circulation. 

The  number  of  books  issued  was  16,067,  against  18,908  in 
1878 — 2841  less.  The  average  was  50  books  per  day,  the 
highest  average  being  for  the  month  of  February,  82,  and  the 
lowest  for  July,  24.  The  daily  average  the  year  before  was 
60.  Our  estimates  make  the  total  number  of  attendants  at  the 
library  31,193,  against  ss,S^o  in  1878,  97  daily,  instead  of  105. 
Of  this  31,193,  11,914  are  classed  as  readers  of  books,  19,358 
as  readers  of  the  periodicals — an  average  of  37  of  the  former, 
and  60  of  the  latter. 

Appendix  I.,  exhibiting  the  circulation  for  the  year,  as  well 
as  for  several  past  years,  shows  that  the  Library  maintains  a 
character  for  a  substantial  grade  of  reading;  deducting  10  per 
cent  for  works  of  reference,  29.5  percent  for  fiction,  poetry, 
and  the  drama,  and  we  have  60.5  per  cent  for  more  solid  and. 
serious  investigation.  On  Sundays  481  volumes  were  called 
for. 

The  Association  cordially  thanks  its  friends  for  their  kind 
remembrances.  We  may  mention  the  following  gifts  among 
others :  6  volumes  of  the  Congressional  Record  and  other 
public  documents,  from  Hon.  Levi  P.  Morton;  9  vols,  of  mis- 
cellaneous books  from  Henry  Suydam ;  21  vols,  of  the  City 
Record,  from  Hon.  Benj.  F.  Manierre  ;  several  vols,  from  the 
N.  Y.  Produce  Exchange ;  public  documents  from  the  N.  Y. 
State  Library;  54  vols,  of  works  of  general  literature,  etc.,  from 
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Mrs.  Edward  N.  Crosby ;  55  vols,  from  Hon.  Nathan  Bishop, 
chiefly  reports  on  Indian  Affairs;  nearly  a  complete  set  of  the 
Missionary  Herald,  from  the  children  of  the  late  Mrs.  Thomas 
C.  Doremus,  in  memory  of  their  mother;  also  to  the  Associa- 
tion, a  broadside,  framed,  containing  the  Act  of  Separation  of 
the  Free  Church  from  the  Church  of  Scotland,  with  the  signa- 
tures of  the  subscribing  ministers  and  elders. 

The  various  Departments  of  the  National  Government  have 
supplied  us  with  valuable  public  documents.  A  list  of  all 
donors  of  books  will  be  found  in  Appendix  II. 

A  thorough  examination  of  the  Library  was  made  before  the 
close  of  the  year,  in  order  to  rectify  any  errors  in  misplacing 
books,  and  to  learn  if  any  were  missing.  This  account  of 
stock  showed  but  one  unimportant  book,  unaccounted  for. 

POOLE'S  "  INDEX  OF  PERIODICALS." 

When  the  American  Library  Association  was  formed  in  1876, 
the  continuation  of  Poole's  "  Index  of  Periodical  Literature" 
was  discussed,  and  resulted  in  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
to  take  charge  of  the  work.  The  labor  of  indexing  some 
180  magazines  was  distributed  among  44  American  lib- 
raries, not  to  mention  co-operators  in  England.  The  original 
plan  was  to  bring  the  work  down  to  1877,  but  was  subse- 
quently extended,  and  will  now  be  brought  down  to  1880,  * 
to  end  with  the  decade.  The  Reviews  assigned  to  this  Library, 
viz.,  the  Baptist  Quarterly,  the  Lutheran  Quarterly,  and  the  Mer- 
cersburg  Review,  have  been  indexed  to  the  required  time,  and 
handed  to  the  committee.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  much- 
desired  work  will  be  published,  and  in  use  in  our  libraries,  be- 
fore the  year  closes.  We  have  a  good  nucleus  of  periodical 
literature  on  our  own  shelves;  this  index  will  not  only  unlock 
its  resources,  and  add  largely  to  our  available  literature,  but 
will  preclude  the  necessity  of  incorporating  the  titles  of  the 
articles  in  these  magazines  in  our  general  catalogue. 


REPORTS  OF  SOCIETIES. 

We  have  received  during  the  year,  mainly  as  gifts  or  in 
•exchange,  1740  pamphlets.  These  have  been  very  largely  the 
annual  reports  and  documents,  of  the  various  benevolent  socie- 
ties in  this  country.  Our  efforts  toward  making  a  complete 
collection  of  such  documents,  has  been  referred  to  in  previous 
reports,  and  we  need  only  add  here,  that  we  have  received 
special  encouragement  in  this  work  the  last  year,  having  re- 
ceived responses  from  many  societies,  as  will  be  seen  by  Ap- 
pendix II.,  and  having  received  a  rare  lot  of  pamphlets,  supply- 
ing many  of  the  older  and  scarcer  reports,  from  the  American 
Antiquarian  Society  of  Worcester,  Mass. 

Complete  sets  to  1868,  bound,  of  the  reports  of  the  Ameri- 
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can  Tract  Society,  American  Home  Missionary  Society,  Ameri- 
can Board,  and  American  Bible  Society  have  been  purchased. 
With  other  sets  complete,  or  nearly  so,  we  have  the  foundation 
for  this  collection,  but  we  have,  say,  250  such  societies  on  our  list, 
and  need  all  the  co-operatian  we  can  secure.  We  solicit  help, 
believing  that  there  should  be  at  least,  one  repository  in  our 
city,  of  the  chronicles  of  the  institutions  that  stand  as  noble 
monuments  of  the  philanthropy  and  practical  Christianity  of 
our  fellow-citizens.

THE  NIBLO  FUND. 

In  the  report  for  1877,  we  alluded  to  the  need  of  a  fund  for 
the  Library  that  would  enable  it  to  keep  pace  with  the  times, 
and  enlarge  its  usefulness;  last  year  we  were  able  to  announce 
the  prospective  realization  of  such  a  fund,  and  the  closing  day 
of  December,  1879,  tne  executors  of  the  late  William  Niblo,, 
Messrs  Franklin  Chandler  and  Jacob  K.  Lockman,  paid  to  ther 
officers  of  the  Association  ^147,409,^^,  his  noble  residuary 
legacy  to  the  Association.  This  generous  gift  for  the  benefit  of 
the  young  men  of  New  York — for  it  was  his  expressed  wish,  after 
he  had  become  interested  in  the  Association,  to  use  some  of  his 
money  for  the  benefit  of  young  men — will  place  the  Library  in  a 
position  to  greatly  enlarge  its  field  of  operations,  and  to  do 
liberal  things  for  a  class  of  young  men,  employed  during  the 
day,  and  cut  off  from  most  other  libraries  ^by  restrictions 
which  they  cannot  surmount. 

Reception-Room  and  Reading-Room. 

Attendance  in  the  Reception  Room  (the  ante-room  of  all 
the  other  rooms,  except  the  Hall)  for  the  year,  was  195,188. 
This  number  exceeds  the  figures  of  last  year,  which  were 
179,500.  The  daily  average  has  been  609;  the  highest,  .811,  in 
December,  the  lowest,  352,  in  July. 

The  attendance  in  the  Reading  Room  was  83,366,  daily 
average  266;  last  year  the  estimate  being  69,465,  or  222  daily. 
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Our  list  of  405  papers  and  magazines,  of  which  7  are  dupli- 
cated, contained  in  both  the  Library  and  Reading  Room,  em- 
braces journals  in  English,  French,  German,  Spanish,  Italian, 
and  Dutch.  We  receive  133  periodicals  and  papers  as  gifts, 
which  will  be  found  acknowledged  in  Appendix  III.  Our 
thanks  are  tendered  to  the  givers.  We  pay  for  272  of  the 
serials  on  our  list.  The  cost  of  supplying  this  room  and  the 
Library,  for  the  year,  with  papers  and  magazines,  excluding  the 
last  quarter's  unpaid  foreign  postage,  was  $1256.16. 

Evening  Classes. 

Evening  classes  have  been  maintained  for  seven  months  of 
the  year,  in  Bookkeeping,  Writing,  Phonography,  Vocal  Music, 
French,  German,  and  Spanish.  We  have  a  zealous,  efficient 
corps  of  teachers,  and  there  can  be  no  question  of  the  useful- 
ness of  this  branch  of  our  work. 

The  attendance  on  the  classes  is  not  as  large  as  might  be 
expected,  for  our  class-rooms,  as  now  constructed,  are  quite  too 
small  for  most  of  the  classes.  We  need  larger  rooms,  nota- 
bly for  the  classes  in  Penmanship,  Bookkeeping,  French  and 
German.  At  least  the  eastern  half  of  the  fourth  floor  of  the 
building  should  now  be  set  apart  for  the  classes. 

The  text-books  and  blank-books  in  use,  by  the  classes,  are 
procured  by  the  Association  and  sold  to  any  who  choose  to 
purchase  them,  the  object  being  to  give  the  pupils  the  benefit 
of  a  liberal  reduction  from  retail  prices. 

There  has  been  but  one  change  in  our  staff  of  teachers: 
Mr.  William  H.  Morse  takes  the  place  of  Mr.  E.  N.  Robbins, 
as  instructor  in  Phonography. 

The  attendance  has  fallen  below  that  of  last  year,  the  num- 
ber in  the  classes  being  724,  averages  216,  aggregate  15,804;  in 
1878  the  number  registered  was  787,  averages  226,  aggregate 
17,848.  The  amount  paid  to  teachers  and  for  incidentals  was 
$1483.54. 


Gymnasium  and  Baths. 

The  Gymnasium  was  open  261  days  during  the  year,  closing 
at  noon  on  public  holidays.  The  attendance  noted,  including 
visitors,  was  31,193,  a  daily  average  of  120.  The  Gymnasium 
was  closed  as  usual  during  a  part  of  July,  all  of  August,  and  a 
part  of  September.  On  December  31st,  727  dressing-boxes  were 
rented.  The  net  expense  of  this  department  for  the  year  was 
$531.20. 

The  number  of  baths  taken,  as  reported  by  Mr.  Carl  Schuhr, 
who  has  charge  of  them,  was  5406,  averaging  17  daily,  1  less  than  • 
the  average  of  the  previous  year. 
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Army  and  Navy  Work. 

We  have  sent  to  the  Army  and  Navy  during  the  year 
28,984  papers,  579  magazines,  1062  Association  Notes,  150 
Bibles,  100  Testaments,  100  hymn-books,  542  songs,  etc.  The 
men  whom  we  aim  to  reach  with  moral  and  Christianizing 
influences  are  far  removed,  scattered  over  the  waste  places  of 
our  country,  along  our  frontiers,  and  generally  away  from 
those  agencies  .which  act  as  restraints  upon  civilized  and  Chris- 
tianized communities. 

We  have  no  means  of  observing  the  good  results  of  this 
distribution  of  papers,  but  chaplains  and  officers,  from  the 
general  to  the  corporal,  have  cheerfully  aided  us,  and  send 
most  encouraging  words,  witnessing  to  the  good  done.  Such 
expressions  as  these  tell  their  own  story:  "A  paper  from  home 
awakens  peculiar  feelings,  brings  back  to  memory  early  asso- 
ciations, and  not  unfrequently  revives  the  germs  of  Christian- 
ity;" "You  have  given  me  much  and  noble  help  in  my  work 
here;"  "Our  soldiers  at  remote  stations  highly  appreciate 
your  efforts  to  encourage  and  improve  them." 

Some  forts  have  reading-rooms,  and  our  papers  help  to 
make  them  more  interesting,  and  encourage  them  to  make 
these  rooms  substitutes  for  places  of  gambling,  lewdness,  and 
drinking.  24  forts,  companies,  or  ships  have  received  reading 
matter  from  us,  17  during  a  larger  part  of  the  year,  mails 
being  sent  weekly. 

These  papers,  accompanied  with  prayer  and  the  kindly 
help  of  the  officers  and  chaplains,  who  are  so  readily  seconding 
our  efforts,  will  it  is  believed,  be  blessed  of  God,  acting  not 
only  as  a  restraint  from  evil,  but  directing  the  minds  of  men  to 
the  Lamb  of  God,  who  taketh  away  the  sins  of  the  world. 

Appendix  IV.  gives  a  list  of  places  where  papers  have  been 
sent. 

The  following  extracts,  from  letters  received,  will  more 
fully  explain  the  good  accomplished  by  this  disposition  of  our 
papers: 

EXTRACTS  FROM  LETTERS. 

From  the  head-quarters  of  the  Second  United  States  Infantry  at 
Fort  Lapwai,  Idaho,  we  received  the  following  encouraging  words 
from  a  Brevet  Major-General  of  the  Army: 

"  I  write  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  polite  note  and  accompanying  newspapers 
for  our  post  reading-room.  We  all  feel  under  many  obligations  for  your  thoughtful  cour- 
tesy, and  I  assure  you  our  soldiers  at  remote  stations  highly  appreciate  your  effort  to  en- 
courage and  improve  them.  We  hope  to  hear  from  you  often.  Accept  our^heartiest 
thanks." 

On  removal  to  another  post,  he  writes  again  : 

"  Our  officers  and  enlisted  men  are  under  infinite  obligations  for  your  past  courtesies. 
Our  new  station  will  be  still  more  remote,  and  a  larger  garrison  than  we  have  had  here. 
Your  last  report  was  full  of  interest.    God  prosper  your  noble  enterprise." 
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The  cjiaplain  at  Fort  Davis,  Texas,  whose  hearty,  earnest  letters 
make  him  like  a  friend,  acknowledges  favors  in  these  words  : 

"  I  am  thankful  to  inform  you  that  the  box  of  Bibles,  hymn-books,  and  illuminated  text- 
cards  which  you  were  so  good  as  to  send  me  for  our  soldiers  arrived  here  last  week,  and 
in  excellent  condition.  We  are  delighted  with  this|noble  present  ;  it  meets  a  great  want 
and  a  prayerful  demand.  I  shall  use  them  with  very  anxious  care,  as  sacred  and  precious 
seed-corn  for  the  salvation  of  perishing  men.  The  papers  you  send  continue  to  reach  us, 
and,  if  anything,  are  more  highly  appreciated  than  ever  before.  May  the  Lord  bless  you 
for  your  personal  kindness  and  great  help  to  us  !" 

When  about  to  go  away  recently,  on  a  leave  of  absence,  he  adds  : 

"  You  have  given  me  much  and  noble  help  in  my  work  here,  and  I  am  very,  very  grate- 
ful." 

An  esteemed  correspondent  writes  from  Fort  Cceur  d'Alene, 
Idaho : 

"  I  have  been  deeply  impressed  with  the  efforts  of  your  association  to  elevate  the  moral 
tone  of  our  soldiers  and  sailors,  and  sincerely  believe  that  the  receipt  of  your  reading  mat- 
ter has  in  a  quiet  way  accomplished  much  good.  I  hope  that  your  association  will  continue 
to  prosper,  and  that  all  of  your  efforts  will  be  crowned  with  success.  There  are  two  military 
stations  where  reading  matter  from  you  may  do  especially  good  service.  I  refer  to  the 
Fort  Leavenworth  military  prison  and  the  military  prison  at  Fort  Alcatraz,  California.  I 
presume  they  have  some  reading  matter  at  these  stations,  but  there  is  doubtless  room  for 
more,  and  your  papers,  coming  as  they  do  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  many 
points  of  Europe,  always  find  grateful  readers.  A  paper  from  1  home  '  awakens  peculiar 
feelings,  brings  back  to  memory  early  associations,  and  not  infrequently  revives  the  germs 
of  Christianity,  especially  when  they  learn  that  they  are  indebted  to  Christian  young  men 
for  the  evidence  of  their  '  good-will  toward  men.'  " 

A  captain  from  Fort  Logan,  Montana,  writes  : 

"  The  papers  have  been  received  regularly,  and  the  thoughtful  attention  and  kindness 
thoroughly  appreciated.  Indeed,  no  class  of  men  are  more  grateful  than  soldiers  for  any 
evidence  of  being  remembered  by  their  fellow-citizens." 

Fort  Colville,  Washington  Territory,  is  one  of  our  most  remote 
forts.  The  officer  formerly  in  command,  but  now  transferred  to  a  less 
isolated  station,  says  : 

u  I  think  the  papers  that  you  have  been  sending  to  Fort  Colville  have  been  thankfully 
received  and  appreciated,  and  that  you  cannot  do  better  than  to  continue  to  send  them 
there.  The  present  commanding  officer  of  that  post,  Captain  H.  C.Cook,  Second  Infantry, 
is  a  very  estimable  gentleman,  who  I  am  sure  would  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you.  The 
memory  of  your  kindness  to  myself  and  command  will  always  remain  with  me,  and  I  shall 
always  feel  interested  in  hearing  of  your  good  work." 

One  from  the  ranks,  I  should  judge,  from  the  manner  of  signing 
his  name,  shows  us  the  soldier  off  duty : 

"  When  the  evening  shades  gather  around  and  about  us,  when  the  day's  duty  has  been 
performed,  then  it  is  we  look  for  some  means  by  which  to  pass  away  the  time.  There  is 
not  much  that  is  attractive  in  a  soldier's  quarters,  neither  many  comforts  to  be  found  ;  so 
the  men  wend  their  way  to  Brownsville.  It  is  there  that  the  gleaming  light  of  the  "  gin- 
mill"  and  gambling-hell  so  brilliantly  shines  forth  to  attract  the  passer-by,  an  invitation 
seemingly  extended  to  enter,  and  to  those  seeking  some  means  to  drive  away  dull  care 
this  invitation  is  hard  to  resist.  The  invitation  is  accepted.  The  result,  either  a  depleted 
pocket,  divested  of  many  hard-earned  dollars,  or  a  brain  on  fire  from  the  poisonous  decoc- 
tions to  be  had  there,  perhaps  both.  Then  I  say,  gentlemen,  if  the  papers  which  the  as- 
sociation (of  which  you  are  members)  so  kindly  send  us  be  the  means  (and  they  surely  are) 
of  keeping  '  our  boys  '  in  their  quarters  of  an  evening,  they  (the  papers)  have  performed  a 
noble  mission." 

A  lady  from  this  State,  who  has  taken  a  deep  interest  in  soldiers, 
recently  visiting  Fort  Brown,  Texas,  writes  : 

M  I  am  on  my  way  home  from  Brownsville,  Texas,  and  I  write  to  tell  you  again  of  the 
great  source  of  good  the  papers  you  have  so  long  sent  me,  are  to  the  soldiers.    When  I  was 
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leaving,the  captains  of  D  Company  and  C  Company,  Eighth  Cavalry,  begged  me  to  ask  you 
to  continue  the  packages  of  papers  you  have  been  sending,  and  to  have  them  addressed  to 
their  respective  companies.  They  are  just  establishing  company  reading-rooms,  which 
are  a  source  of  great  good  to  the  soldiers,  and  keep  them  from  gambling  and  drinking." 

An  officer  at  Fort  Stevens,  Oregon,  an  isolated  post,  writes : 

"  The  papers  you  kindly  send  are  received  very  regularly,  and  are  a  source  of  great  pleas- 
ure to  both  men  and  officers.  I  hope  you  will  be  able  to  continue  to  send  them,  as  we  are 
very  much  isolated  here,  and  coming  as  they  do  from  nearly  every  part  of  the  world,  bring 
to  us  often  a  great  deal  of  home  news,  which  only  those  who  have  had  the  same  experience 
can  appreciate." 

From  Fort  Custer  an  officer  writes  thus  : 

44  I  would  further  respectfully  inform  you  we  have  started  a  Post  Library, and  have  con- 
tributed between  four  and  five  hundred  dollars  for  books,  periodicals,  and  papers,  and  will 
of  course  add  as  we  can  accumulate  funds.  Please  accept  thanks  for  past  courtesies,  and 
if  not  taxing  the  goodness  of  your  time  and  heart  too  much,  a  few  papers,  however  old  they 
may  be,  from  off  your  files,  will  be  always  acceptable.  With  the  assurance  of  my  warmest 
regards."

CONCERTS. 

Two  Concerts  by  the  University  Singers  of  New  Orleans. 
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This  list  will  give  some  idea  of  the  variety  of  the  work  of  the 
Committee,  and  of  the  great  amount  of  detail  connected  with  it. 

Mr.  Geo.  M.  Van  Derlip,  who  resigned  the  chairmanship  of  this 
Committee  in  Dec.  1878,  had  held  the  position  since  Jan.  1872.  Dur- 
ing his  service  some  of  the  most  successful  courses  of  lectures  ever 
given  in  this  city  were  given  in  Association  Hall ;  notably  the  lectures 
by  Mr.  Anthony  Froude,  the  two  courses  by  Mr.  Richard  A.  Proctor, 
and  the  first  course  by  Joseph  Cook. 

The  Bible-class  taught  by  Dr.  Thompson  opened  with  the  largest 
attendance  known  for  several  years.  The  subject  is  more  than  usually 
interesting  and  profitable,  viz.,  "  The  Gospel  of  John."  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  these  lessons  are  not  reported. 

The  Medical  Talks  were  well  attended,  were  popular  in  style,  and 
well  calculated  to  benefit  the  young  men.  We  notice  that  several  of 
the  lectures  were  reported  by  the  daily  papers  and  widely  copied.  The 
thanks  of  the  Association  are  due  the  gentlemen  who  so  freely  gave 
their  services  for  this  course. 

The  Monthly  Receptions  were  under  care  of  the  present  chair- 
man from  February,  1871,  until  July  of  this  year,  when  Mr.  John  H. 
Hankinson  took  charge  of  them.  From  a  small  beginning  they  have 
grown  to  be  exceeding  popular,  and  quite  a  feature  in  this  part  of  As- 
sociation work. 

The  monthly  meetings  are  in  charge  of  Messrs.  J.  H.  Hankinson 
and  C.  A  Munger.  The  attendance  has  been  good,  the  talks  enjoy- 
able and  helpful. 

The  Members'  Course  of  Lectures  has  been  in  charge  of  Mr.  Mc- 
Burney  and  the  chairman.  As  the  attendance  and  interest  at  these 
lectures  had  been  diminishing  for  several  years,  unusual  effort  was 
made  to  provide  a  good  course,  and  thoroughly  advertise  it.  The 
result  was  quite  satisfactory.  Both  the  members  and  the  public  ap- 
preciated the  really  excellent  course,  so  that  not  only  has  the  hall  been 
well  filled,  but  the  cash  receipts  have  largely  exceeded  those  of  former 
years. 

The  large  attendance  at  lectures  and  receptions  has  rendered  more 
conspicuous,  as  well  as  more  laborious,  the  duties  of  the  Committee 
of  Ushers.  Their  punctuality,  courtesy,  and  thorough  system  are 
justly  praised.

No  apparent  return  for  our  labors  is  seen  for  weeks,  but  then 
again  the  heart  of  the  conscientious  distributor  is  made  glad  by  the 
divine  guidance  of  one  of  the  little  cards  to  the  very  soul  that  needeth 
it.  Of  late  the  results  of  our  labors  have  been  very  encouraging.  Men 
constantly  arise  in  the  meetings  and  state  how  they  were  brought  in 
by  the  invitation  handed  them  in  the  street.  The  meetings  have  been 
very  largely  attended,  and  are  made  up  in  large  part  of  strangers. 
The  number  of  cards  distributed  is  in  excess  of  any  previous  years, 
viz. :

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MEMBERSHIP 

Dear  Sir:  The  Membership  Committee  would  most  respectfully 
herewith  present  their  report  for  the  year  just  closed.  It  is  neces- 
sarily statistical,  and  therefore,  perhaps,  somewhat  "  dry,"  as  "  statis- 
tics" are  generally  deemed  rather  juiceless.  But  still  the  Membership 
Committee  feel  that,  though  the  details  of  its  work  may  not  be  as  fresh 
nor  as  piquant  as  those  of  some  of  the  other  committees  of  the  Associa- 
tion, yet  it  is  no  small  or  unimportant  spoke  in  the  great  wheel  of  Asso- 
ciational  machinery.  In  fact  it  may  be  considered  as  the  distributing 
reservoir — that  which  supplies  the  Association  with  all  its  working  and 
active  forces,  for  through  it  come  all  applications  for  active  membership. 
The  religious  standing  of  these  applicants  is  ascertained  through  cor- 
respondence with  the  pastor  of  the  church  with  which  each  applicant 
is  connected.  And  the  Committee  would  hereby  tender  their  thanks 
to  these  various  pastors  for  the  cheerfulness  and  promptness  of  their 
replies.  It  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  note  that  during  the  past  year 
many  thus  uniting  with  us  have  been  endorsed  as  "  most  exemplary 
Christian  young  men,  who  will  prove  an  acquisition  to  the  Associa- 
tion." The  Committee  regret  to  report  that  "withdrawals"  still  con- 
tinue, so  that  during  the  last  seven  years  they  have  averaged  nearly 
thirty-one  per  cent  of  the  whole  membership.    For  instance :

RECEPTION. 

Dear  Sir  :  The  work  of  this  Committee  has  run  in  its  usual  chan- 
nels during  the  year.  The  average  ability  of  its  membership  has  been 
fully  maintained.  Our  work  being  chiefly  with  strangers  who  come 
to  our  rooms,  many  of  them  from  motives  of  curiosity,  and  most  of 
whom  we  never  meet  but  once.  It  makes  large  demands  upon  our 
faith,  as  we  are  not  permitted  to  see  much  resulting  from  our  work. 

The  injunction  of  Solomon,  "  In  the  morning  sow  thy  seed,  and  in 
the  evening  withhold  not  thine  hand  :  for  thou  knowest  not  whether 
shall  prosper,  either  this  or  that,  or  whether  they  both  shall  be  alike 
good,"  is .  particularly  appropriate  to  our  position  and  work.  We  are 
•often  told  that  our  position  is  the  most  important  and  responsible  of 
all  the  Committees  of  the  Association,  which  is  doubtless  true,  as  many 
who  come  to  our  rooms  are  strangers  alike  to  our  work  and  its  aims 
and  to  the  Christian  life,  and  many  of  them  strangers  to  our  city.  As 
we  are  the  first  representatives  of  the  Association  with  whom  they 
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come  in  contact,  it  often  happens  that  upon  the  impression  we  make 
upon  a  visitor,  depends  his  estimate  of  the  value  of  Association  life  and 
work.  With  this  in  mind,  it  needs  no  argument  from  me  to  show  the 
great  responsibility  of  the  trust  committed  to  our  charge.  It  would 
be  strange  indeed  if  all  the  members  of  the  Committee  should  at  all 
times  be  fully  impressed  with  the  high  demands  of  their  work,  or  the 
full  extent  of  their  responsibility  for  its  success.  But  I  think  the 
year's  work  will  compare  favorably  with  that  of  any  preceding  year,  so 
far  as  my  experience  enables  me  to  institute  a  comparison. 

Our  visitors  have  been  drawn  from  all  quarters  of  the  globe.  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  have  furnished  us  with  a  good  many ;  almost  all 
the  countries  of  Continental  Europe  have  furnished  their  quotas,  little 
Switzerland  giving  us  one  of  her  highly  honored  Christian  workers 
— Mr.  Charles  Fermaud  of  Geneva,  the  General  Secretary  of  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  Committee  for  all  lands.  Among  Australia's  represen- 
tatives was  her  foremost  Association  worker,  Mr.  W.  G.  Marsh  of  Mel- 
bourne. These,  and  thousands  of  others,  have  received  at  our  hands 
a  most  cordial  reception  and  welcome. 

In  April  last  we  received  and  accepted  an  invitation  from  the  Re- 
ception Committee  of  the  Brooklyn  Y.  M.  C.  A.  to  return  the  visit 
they  made  to  our  rooms  during  the  previous  year.  The  Committee 
met  in  our  rooms,  and  went  in  a  body  on  May  5th  to  the  rooms  of  the 
Brooklyn  association,  where  we  spent  a  very  pleasant  evening.  A  fine 
collation  was  served,  after  which  several  short  speeches  were  made  by 
members  of  the  two  Committees,  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
Brooklyn  Association,  the  Secretary  of  our  own  Association,  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  International  Committee,  and  Mr.  Charles  Fermaud  of 
Geneva,  Switzerland,  who  was  here  studying  our  methods  of  work.  It 
was  a  most  enjoyable  occasion,  and  helped  to  cement  more  firmly  the 
bond  of  brotherhood  between  the  two  associations. 

At  our  monthly  meeting,  held  in  June,  a  Committee  was  appointed 
to  frame  a  set  of  rules  for  the  guidance  of  the  members  in  their  work. 
The  rules,  after  being  carefully  revised  and  approved  by  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  were  unanimously  adopted  by 
the  Committee  at  its  December  meeting,  and  we  now  have  them  printed 
in  a  neat  little  book  of  seven  pages,  a  copy  of  which  is  made  a  part  of 
this  report.  On  December  29th  the  Association  gave  a  Reception  to 
Commercial  Travellers ;  and  we  were  asked  by  the  Committee  which 
arranged  the  entertainment  to  assist  them  in  the  work  of  the  evening. 
In  response  to  a  note  from  the  Chairman,  and  despite  the  festivities 
and  a  multitude  of  duties  and  engagements  of  holiday  week,  twenty-four 
of  the  thirty-two  members  of  the  Committee  were  present,  and  used 
their  best  endeavors  to  make  the  evening  pass  pleasantly.  Forty-two 
gentlemen  have  been  connected  with  the  Committee  during  the  year 
— some  of  them  for  brief  periods.  Thirty-two  of  these  are  still  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee.  These  figures  show  fewer  changes  than  did  the 
last  report.   The  average  number  on  duty  each  evening  has  been  three. 

In  closing  this  brief  review  of  our  work  for  1879, 1  think  I  am  justi- 
fied by  the  facts  in  saying  that  substantial  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  direction  of  increased  efficiency,  and  an  adequate  conception  of  the 
responsibilities  which  our  position  in  the  Association's  work  imposes 
upon  us.

The  Reception  Committee  was  appointed  to  create  and  maintain  a 
social  atmosphere  in  the  Rooms,  and  to  ensure  to  members  and 
strangers  visiting  the  Association  in  the  evening  a  cordial  and  hearty 
welcome. 

RULES  . 

RELATING  TO  THE  CHAIRMAN. 

I.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  shall  assign  members  for  the 
evening  on  which  they  are  to  serve. 

II.  He  shall  appoint  the  sub-Chairman  and  all  special  com- 
mittees. 

III.  At  the  Monthly  Meeting  of  the  Association,  he  shall  present 
in  person  a  report  in  writing  of  the  labors  of  the  Committee  during 
the  preceding  month,  with  incidents  illustrating  its  work. 

IV.  He  shall  send  to  the  Librarian  of  the  Association,  before  the 
fifth  day  of  the  month,  the  statistics  of  the  Committee  for  the  preced- 
ing month. 

V.  He  shall  report  from  time  time,  to  the  President  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, the  names  of  members  who,  without  excuse,  have  absented 
themselves  for  two  consecutive  evenings  to  which  they  are  assigned. 

RELATING  TO  THE  SECRETARY. 

VI.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  posted  on  the  Committee  bulletin 
a  list  of  the  officers  of  the  Committee,  and  the  names  of  the  members 
of  the  sub-committees.  The  names  of  the  sub-committee-men  shall 
be  arranged  in  alphabetical  order  under  the  names  of  the  sub-chair- 
men. 

SUGGESTIONS  TO  MEMBERS. 

I.  Come  thoughtfully,  prayerfully,  and  cheerfully  to  your  work. 

II.  Arrive  at  the  Rooms  at  7.30  and  remain  until  10  o'clock.  The 
best  opportunities  for  usefulness  often  occur  before  8  o'clock ;  there- 
fore come  early. 

III.  Enter  in  the  Committee's  Register  your  name,  and  the  time 
of  your  arrival  and  departure. 

IV.  Wear  the  badge  of  the  Committee  while  on  duty. 

V.  Greet  every  visitor  heartily,  and  manifest  the  warmth  of  your 
greeting  by  a  cordial  shake  of  the  hand. 

VI.  If  a  member  and  a  stranger  enter  the  Reception  Room  at  the 
same  time,  extend  hospitality  to  the  stranger  first. 

VII.  Bear  in  mind  that  your  object  is  to  entertain  members  and 
strangers,  and  not  your  fellow  committee-men. 

VIII.  Visitors  will  obtain  their  impressions  of  the  Association,  and 
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judge  of  it,  by  the  manner  in  which  you  receive  them.  Receive  them 
naturally  and  heartily,  as  you  would  receive  friends  calling  upon  you 
at  your  own  home. 

IX.  Many  of  the  members  of  the  Association  are  necessarily 
strangers  to  each  other,  and  if  the  Association  is  to  fulfil  its  social 
mission,  the  Rooms,  through  you,  should  be  made  to  them  the  most 
home-like  and  attractive  place  in  the  city. 

X.  Interest  strangers  by  showing  them  through  the  building ; 
explain  the  work  of  the  Association  and  the  advantages  offered  to 
young  men,  and  invite  them  to  the  religious  meetings. 

XI.  Inform  yourself  thoroughly  of  all  the  work  of  the  Association 
and  of  its  Branches.  Accurate  knowledge  of  all  the  religious  and 
philanthropic  work  in  the  city  would  greatly  assist  you  in  your 
work. 

XII.  When  you  meet  a  visitor  who  does  not  attend  any  church 
regularly,  find  the  denomination  he  is  most  in  sympathy  with,  and 
offer  to  take  steps  to  introduce  him  to  a  church  of  the  same  denomi- 
nation where  he  would  feel  at  home. 

XIII.  Should  the  visitor  be  a  member  of  a  church,  but  not  ac- 
quainted with  his  pastor  or  his  fellow  church-members,  consult  the 
Secretary  of  the  Association,  that  he  may  be  suitably  introduced. 

XIV.  Do  not  fail  to  impress  young  men  with  the  importance  of 
having  a  church  home,  and  of  regular  attendance  at  the  stated  ser- 
vices of  his  own  church,  on  week  days  as  well  as  on  the  Lord's  day. 

XV.  Seek  to  lead  your  conversation  with  the  visitor  into  religious 
channels,  that  you  may  be  able  naturally  to  present  Christ  as  a  per- 
sonal Saviour  and  friend. 

XVI.  Before  leaving  the  Rooms  record  in  the  Register  any  inter- 
esting incidents  which  may  have  occurred  during  the  evening. 

XVII.  If  you  are  compelled  to  be  absent  on  your  evening,  try  to 
secure  a  substitute,  by  exchanging  with  a  member  assigned  to  some 
other  evening.  If  unable  to  do  this,  promptly  notify  your  sub-Chair- 
man. 

TO  THE  SUB-CHAIRMEN. 

I.  Carefully  supervise  the  work  of  the  evening.  Remember  you 
are  responsible  for  the  manner  in  which  your  sub-committee-men 
discharge  their  duties. 

II.  Arrangements  for  family  prayers  should  be  made  in  season. 
Begin  prayers  not  later  than  9.45,  and  in  their  conduct  avoid  formal- 
ity and  observe  brevity. 

III.    Note  in  the  Register  the  names  of  absentees. 

IV.  Inform  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  any  member  who, 
without  excuse,  has  absented  himself  for  two  consecutive  evenings  to 
which  he  is  assigned. 

V.  Present  a  report  in  writing  at  the  Monthly  Meeting.  Do  not 
defer  its  preparation  until  the  evening  of  the  meeting. 

VI.  In  your  absence  the  member  whose  name  is  next  on  the  list 
in  alphabetical  order  shall  act  as  sub-Chairman  during  the  evening. 


The  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Committee  are  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  Association.  Resignations  from  the  Committee 
should  be  sent  to  him. 
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USHERS. 

Dear  Sir:  It  is  with  great  satisfaction  and  gratitude  that  the 
Usher  Committee  submit  this  their  sixth  annual  report. 

The  committee  now  is  composed  substantially  of  the  same  mem- 
bers as  at  its  organization  in  1874,  most  of  them  having  been  identified 
with  the  same  work  as  far  back  as  December,  1869,  making  ten  years 
of  faithful  work.  This  fact  your  committee  refer  to  as  exceptional  on 
the  records  of  the  committees  of  the  Association. 

During  all  this  time  the  members  have  shown  a  uniform  harmony 
of  purpose  and  action,  with  a  strong  desire  to  do  their  duty,  always 
in  their  respective  places,  ready,  and  willing. 

We  have  had  the  care  of  over  400,000  people  during  the  last  six 
years,  and  over  1,000,000  for  the  ten  years.

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EMPLOYMENT. 

Sir  :  The  results  mentioned  in  our  last  report  showed  an  increase 
over  the  thirteen  years  preceding.  Aside  from  the  large  figures  in  this 
report,  there  is  noticeable  an  expansion  of  the  work,  the  increased 
number  of  superior  positions  secured,  and  the  deep  interest  of  our 
members  and  those  assisted  through  this  agency. 

Moreover,  the  direct  connection  with  the  work  of  the  Association 
will  be  seen  when  it  is  mentioned  that  more  than  1300  applicants  were 
registered  for  employment.  These  persons  have  been  met  as  individ- 
uals, have  had  counsel  given  them,  received  invitation  to  enjoy  the 
offers  of  the  Association,  and  assured  of  a  welcome ;  and,  as  the  cases 
required,  such  assistance  was  rendered  as  seemed  wise,  and  at  the  same 
time  encouragement  to  a  new  and  better  life  was  made  prominent. 

The  number  of  positions  filled  is  397,  or  200  more  than  the  previous 
year,  which  marked  a  gain  of  50  over  1878  ;  the  applicants  were  1 381. 

An  analysis  of  the  figures  may  be  of  interest. 

The  average  length  of  residence  in  the  city  is  9^  years. 

Representatives  from  16  religious  denominations  presented  them- 
selves and  received  equal  attention.  The  composition  shows  294 
Episcopalians,  191  Presbyterians,  164  Methodists,  114  Baptists,  30 
Congregationalists,  29  Lutherans,  25  Dutch  Reformed,  218  other  Protes- 
tants and  109  Roman  Catholics. 

Of  the  27  nations  represented  953  were  from  the  United  States,  122 
from  England,  93  from  Ireland,  35  from  Scotland,  and  38  from  Canada.

BOARDING-HOUSES. 

Dear  Sir  :  The  work  of  the  Committee  on  Boarding  Houses  has 
been  regularly  carried  on  during  the  year.  It  is  composed  of  8  mem- 
bers. We  have  received  583  applications  from  different  parties  anx- 
ious to  take  young  men  from  our  Association  as  boarders ;  of  these, 
333  have  been  visited,  and  entered  on  the  register,  which  is  kept  in  the 
reception  room,  accessible  to  all ;  and  contains  besides  the  name  and 
address  of  the  party,  the  nationality,  whether  a  church  member  or 
not,  together  with  a  full  description  of  the  rooms,  also  prices  with  and 
without  board.  The  average  number  of  Boarding  Houses  on  the  reg- 
ister at  the  end  of  each  month  during  the  year  was  142.  Considerable 
more  work  has  been  done  bv  the  committee  this  vear  than  in  the  two 
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previous.  The  register  has  been  examined  every  day  by  members  of 
the  Association  and  others  seeking  board ;  we  trust  the  list  has  been 
useful  to  them.

SOCIAL  RELIGIOUS  MEETINGS. 

Dear  Sir, — The  Social  Religious  Meetings  under  the  direction  of 
this  Committee,  have  been  regularly  held  during  the  last  twelve  months 
— at  the  times  and  in  the  manner  usually  observed  during  previous 
years.  We  have  kept  in  view  the  purpose  of  these  meetings — namely, 
to  afford  a  means  of  social  worship  for  the  members  of  the  Association, 
a  place  of  daily  prayer  which  our  citizens,  and  especially  young  men, 
might  find  open  and  accessible,  though  the  churches  in  the  city  were 
closed,  and  an  opportunity  for  those  who  have  no  one  whom  they  can 
consult  about  spiritual  matters,  to  find  those  who  will  pray  with  them 
and  for  them,  give  them  special  counsel  in  finding  the  way  of  salva- 
tion through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  meet  them  with  Christian 
sympathy. 

We  are  able  to  report  that  the  meetings  have  been  more  largely 
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attended  than  in  previous  years,  that  a  sincere  spirit  of  devout  wor- 
ship appears  to  have  prevailed  in  all  of  them,  and  that  none  have 
been  marked  by  any  controversy  or  dissension  ;  and  it  is  pleasant  to  be 
able  to  report  that  this  fall  the  meetings  show  a  marked  improvement 
in  numbers,  and  an  apparent  increase  in  interest.  We  rejoice  that  at 
nearly  all  of  the  evening  meetings  young  men  have  presented  them- 
selves, who  have  been  anxiously  asking  the  way  to  be  saved.  Often 
several  have  in  one  evening  requested  prayer  for  themselves  nd  have 
received  special  instruction  from  the  Secretary  and  from  members  of 
the  committee,  and  it  is  with  hearty  pleasure  that  we  can  say  that 
not  a  few  of  these  enquirers  have  announced  their  belief  that  they 
have  found  salvation  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

The  daily  afternoon  meeting,  held  every  day,  except  Saturday  and 
Sunday,  at  3.30  or  4  o'clock,  has  had  an  aggregate  attendance  of  6816, 
an  average  of  26.  Requests  for  prayer,  39.  The  meeting  held  Thurs- 
day evenings  at  8  o'clock  for  men  has  had  a  total  attendance  of  2245, 
an  average  of  43.  Requests,  55.  The  meeting  held  Saturday  evenings 
at  8  o'clock  has  had  a  total  attendance  of  2217,  an  average  of  43.  Re- 
quests, 55.  The  Sunday  morning  meeting  for  young  converts  at  9.30 
has  had  a  total  attendance  of  2545,  an  average  of  49.  The  Sunday- 
evening  meeting  for  young  men  at  6.30  o'clock  has  had  a  total  attend- 
ance of  2871,  an  average  of  55.  Requests,  51.  The  Secretary's  Bible- 
class,  held  on  Sunday  evenings  at  5  o'clock  from.  May  to  November, 
has  been  as  usual  well  attended — total,  1964;  average,  65  ;  and  the 
prayer-meeting  for  medical  students,  held  at  4  o'clock  on  Sundays, 
has  recently  shown  an  improvement  in  numbers  and  in  interest — total, 
434 ;  average,  23. 

In  presenting  this  report,  your  committee  desire  to  ask  the  earnest 
co-operation  of  all  the  members  of  the  Association  in  this  distinct- 
ively religious  portion  of  our  Association  duties.  To  attend  the  meet- 
ings and  to  take  part  in  the  exercises,  to  urge  other  young  men  to  at- 
tend them,  and  to  aid  in  directing  repentant  souls  and  in  warning 
careless  ones,  are  duties  in  which  any  of  our  Christian  brethren  can 
engage,  and  in  which  they  will  render  valuable  assistance  to  this 
committee,  and  useful  service  to  the  Association.

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OPEN-AIR  MEETINGS. 

Dear  Sir:  The  Committee  upon  Religious  Services  in  the  Open 
Air  during  the  summer  of  1879  respectfully  reports  : 

That  five  meetings  have  been  held  upon  Sundays  during  the  sum- 
mer months,  under  the  direction  of  your  committee,  at  the  following 
places :  At  the  junction  of  Avenue  A  and  Houston  Street ;  Thirty- 
fourth  Street  and  Eighth  Avenue ;  at  Abingdon  Square ;  at  the 
foot  of  Broome  Street  East  River,  and  in  Buena  Grove,  Harlem. 

The  meetings  in  Houston  and  Broome  Streets  were  begun  the  first 
Sunday  in  June,  and  continued  with  but  one  interruption,  on  account  of 
weather,  until  November;  the  meeting  jn  Harlem  was  not  begun  until 
July  13th,  because  the  grove  could  not  be  obtained.  The  meet- 
ings were  continued  until  September  28th.  The  Thirty-fourth  Street 
meeting  was  held  one  Sabbath  in  June,  and  closed  October  19th. 
The  Abingdon  Square  meeting  began  July  13th,  and  closed  August 
31st. 

The  largest  audiences  were  at  Harlem,  the  next  largest  at  Broome 
Street  and  East  River.  All  the  meetings  are  reported  by  their  leaders 
as  being  orderly,  attentive  and  serious.  Many  have  been  held  in  the 
same  places  for  several  years ;  they  have,  ceased  to  be  regarded  as 
nuisances.  One  passer-by  did  inquire  if  the  poor  people  had  no 
church  they  could  worship  in,  that  they  had  to  have  preaching  out- 
doors. 

Quite  20,000  persons  seemed  to  have  heard  the  Gospel  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  in  this  way,  most  of  whom  would  probably  have  heard 
it  in  no  other  way. 

The  Harlem  Committee  report  that  their  meetings  have  been  the 
most  successful  ever  held  by  them,  on  account  of  the  large  attendance, 
the  interest  shown,  and  the  number  who  have  openly  manifested  a 
desire  to  be  Christians. 

The  Abingdon  Square  Committee  reports  one  Sunday  service  as 
the  most  successful  meeting  ever  held — "the  Lord  blessed  us  and 
melted  a  number  to  tears." 

Of  the  Thirty-fourth  Street  meeting  the  leader  says  :  "  We  have 
had  delightful  meetings  ;  the  Lord  was  with  us." 

The  Houston  Street  meeting  is  reported  as  a  good  meeting,  with- 
out marked  results,  but  with  orderly  and  serious  interest. 

The  Broome  Street  meeting  has  had  as  reverent  and  attentive 
congregations  as  any  that  gathers  in  a  church  building.  Often  tear- 
ful eyes  were  seen  as  the  speaker  reasoned  of  righteousness,  temper- 
ance, and  judgment  to  come.  And  several  times  persons  convicted 
by  the  Spirit  followed  and  walked  with  the  leader  from  the  meeting  to 
talk  of  their  souls'  salvation.  If  there  could  have  been  an  inquiry- 
room  near  by  it  would  undoubtedly  have  been  sought  by  many.  * 

Though  your  committee  cannot  report  positively  many  conver- 
sions, yet  they  feel  satisfied  with  the  summer's  work,  believing  that  it 
will  result  in  a  good  harvest  in  the  Master's  field.  And  they  cannot 
refrain  from  again  expressing  their  astonishment  that  so  few  Chris- 
tian men  should  be  found  to  engage  in  this  delightful  Christian 
work.  We  must  go  into  the  highways  and  byways  and  compel  them 
to  come  in,  that  the  Master's  house  may  be  filled.

CHURCHES. 

Sir  :  There  are  about  285  evangelical  churches  in  the  City  of  New 
York,  with  an  estimated  aggregate  attendance  of  142,500. 

It  is,  and  always  has  been,  one  of  the  objects  of  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association  to  secure  the  regular  attendance  of  young  men 
at  places  of  worship. 

This  branch  of  the  Association's  work  is  intrusted  to  the  Church 
Committee,  which  is  composed  of  members  of  the  different  denomi- 
nations, and  who,  by  personal  visitation,  shown  by  long  experience  to 
be  the  most  effective,  endeavor  to  influence  to  regular  church  attend- 
ance the  new  members  of  the  Association,  who,  from  the  fact  of  being 
strangers  in  the  city  or  through  indifference,  have  neglected  altogether, 
or  in  part,  this  duty.  The  work  is  not  such  as  to  produce  graphic 
results,  but  a  few  facts  may  serve  to  show  what  is  being  done.  During 
the  working  months  of  the  past  year  the  committee  have  called  upon 
some  250  members,  which  means  about  300  visits  made,  several  being 
made  very  often  to  the  same  persons. 

The  following  are  extracts  from  reports  made  at  last  meeting  of 
the  committee : 

**  Called  upon  Mr.  — — ,  23  years  of  age,  in  city  three  years,  com- 
municant.   Was  glad  to  see  Mr.  has  desired  to  settle  down  in 

some  church.    Has  not  been  regular,  but  should  be  pleased  to  have 

an  introduction  to  the  rector  of   Church.    Have  revisited  Mr. 

— —  of  my  March  list,  and  have  succeeded  in  securing  his  services  for 
a  Sunday-school  and  his  regular  attendance  upon  church  services. 
He  was  reported  as  'attending  none  in  particular,'  which  I  found  to  be 
the  case."

REPORT  OF  LITERARYiSOCIETY. 

Dear  Sir:  The  opening  of  the  year  1879  found  Mr.  J.  L.  Wandling 
in  the  presidency  of  the  Literary  Society.  He  brought  his  administra- 
tion to  a  successful  close  in  October,  at  which  time  the  present  incum- 
bent was  elected.    Most  of  the  transactions  here  recorded  took  place 
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under  Mr.  Wandling's  administration.  Our  membership  still  remains 
much  the  same  as  reported  last  year.  The  stream  of  members  is 
however  gradually  flowing  in  and  out,  some  "  old  "  members  happily 
yet  lingering  among  us. 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  I  have  to  note  the  death  of  one  of  our  most 
faithful  members,  Angus  McLardie.  He  was  taken  away  from  a  sphere 
of  action  into  which  he  had  carried  all  the  traits  that  endeared  him  to 
us.  There  has  been  present  at  our  meetings  an  average  attendance  oif 
25.  There  were  delivered  during  1879,  33  readings,  36  declamations, 
18  essays,  and  197  speeches  in  debate,  and  in  addition  many  partici- 
pated in  the  miscellaneous  business.  At  the  reception  held  March 
25th,  The  Chinese  Question  was  discussed ;  at  that  of  April  29th, 
Cromwell 's  Usurpation  ;  and  at  that  of  May  27th,  The  French  Revolu- 
tion. A  social  reunion  was  had  just  before  the  vacation  (June  24th). 
On  November  25th  another  Reception  was  held,  the  subject  being 
The  Extension  of  British  Empire  in  the  East.  All  these  meetings 
were  successful  to  a  gratifying  degree.  The  following  original  papers 
were  read  and  their  contents  discussed :  April  9,  How  should  Society 
deal  with  the  Criminal  Classes?  (H.  Downes)  ;  May  13,  The  Failure  of 
Universal  Suffrage  (W.  Hughson) ;  June  10,  Radicalism  a  Necessity 
(E.  S.  Miller) ;  Nov.  18,  The  Plea  of  Insanity  in  Criminal  Cases  (Geo. 
Somerindyke,  Jr.). 

In  addition  to  the  questions  above  noted  the  following  were  dis- 
cussed during  the  year  : 

Is  it  good  public  policy  to  allow  the  Socialists  recently  expelled  from 
Europe  to  find  an  asylum  in  this  country  ? 

Should  that  part  of  the  Geneva  Award  remaining  after  payment  of  all 
legal  claims  be  returned  by  our  Government  to  Great  Britain  ? 

Was  Webster  a  greater  statesman  than  Pitt  ? 

Resolved,  That  the  Government  should  prohibit  Sunday  musical  enter- 
tainments. 

Should  the  Government  establish  a  negro  Colony  in  one  of  the  Ter- 
ritories ? 

Was  Jefferson  a  greater  staesman  than  Lincoln  ? 

Should  landlords  be  held  responsible  for  damages  caused  by  liquor  sold 
on  their  premises  ? 

Should  the  management  of  Indian  affairs  be  transferred  to  the  War 
Department  ? 

Have  prose  works  of  fiction  been  a  greater  benefit  in  the  world  than 
poetical  writings  ? 

Resolved,  That  pedestrian  contests  like  the  late  International  Walking 
Match  should  be  prohibited.  * 

Resolved,  That  political  legislation  should  not  be  attached  to  appro- 
priation bills. 

Was  the  career  of  Calhoun  of  advantage  to  his  country  ? 
Should  the  negro  exodus  from  the  South  be  encouraged  ? 
Should  Queen  Elizabeth  be  condemned  for  the  execution  of  Mary  Queen 
of  Scots  ? 

Should  a  pronounced  belief  in  Spiritualism  disqualify  a  person  as  a  teacher 
in  our  public  schools  ? 

Is  our  present  patent  system  a  benefit  to  the  people  ? 

Which  candidate  for  Governor  should  we  support  in  the  coming  election  ? 
Should  the  transportation  charges  of  railways  be  regulated  by  the  Gov- 
ernment ? 

Does  the  foreign  policy  of  Lord  Beaconsfield  evince  sound  statesman- 
ship ? 

Does  culture  promote  happiness  ? 

Resolved,  That  the  sessions  of  the  State  Legislature  should  be  biennial. 
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Should  a  good  citizen  "scratch"  an  objectionable  candidate  of  his 
party  ? 

Resolved,  That  poverty  develops  character  better  than  riches. 

Resolved,  That  law  has  a  greater  influence  than  public  opinion  in  sup- 
pressing crime. 

Should  Gen.  Grant  be  renominated  for  President  in  1880? 

Should  Corporations  be  allowed  to  form  combinations  by  which  the 
public  are  deprived  of  the  results  of  competition  ? 

Should  the  United  States  secure  a  controlling  interest  in  the  proposed 
Darien  Canal  ? 

The  exercises  at  the  weekly  meetings  consist  of  readings,  declama- 
tions, debates,  essays,  and  practice  in  parliamentary  law. 

Reading  aloud,  besides  being  a  means  of  overcoming  embarrass- 
ment at  appearing  in  public,  produces  a  distinct  articulation,  proper 
emphasis,  and  a  correction  of  errors  in  pronunciation  of  which  the 
reader  has  been  unconscious.  The  declamations  are  good  exercises 
for  the  memory  as  well  as  for  the  voice.  To  know  by  heart  the 
utterances  of  good  authors  is  to  make  them  our  own.  By  careful 
preparation  for  the  delivery  of  pieces  so  learned  one  acquires  a 
smoothness  of  delivery  which  cannot  fail  to  impart  itself  to  future 
efforts  at  extemporaneous  speaking.  The  most  popular  of  our  exer- 
cises are  the  debates.  The  questions  discussed  are  of  general  interest. 
A  person  of  ordinary  intelligence  has  certainly  some  ideas  on  each  of 
these  topics.  But  whether  such  person  is  able  to  express  them  intel- 
ligently or  not,  or  to  give  reasons  for  his  conclusions,  is  quite  another 
matter.  His  convictions  may  suffice  for  himself,  but  they  make  no 
impression  on  others  unless  they  are  supported  by  correct  reasoning 
expressed  in  suitable  language.  Our  debates  teach  those  engaged  in 
them  to  so  express  themselves,  and  often,  too,  in  the  heat  of  discus- 
sion. And  the  fact  that  statements  made  are  weighed  and  com- 
bated by  those  who  follow,  acts  as  a  stimulus  to  previous  thought. 
The  time  for  each  speech  being  very  limited,  the  speaker,  if  he 
would  make  his  argument  complete,  must  speak  briefly  and  to  the 
point.  What  our  Society  has  accomplished  in  this  respect  may  be 
seen  at  the  Conventions.  The  writing  of  essays  does  not  meet  with 
the  attention  it  deserves — the  pen  being  a  provoking  fetter  upon  the 
fancy,  from  which  the  debates  are  free.  Every  man  in  our  country- 
should  know  how  to  transact  business  in  a  deliberative  body  with 
order  and  rapidity.  This  we  learn  in  "  Miscellaneous  Business," 
where  points  in  parliamentary  law  and  practice  are  continually  raised 
and  ruled  on.  All  these  exercises  are  of  a  nature  well  calculated  to 
entertain  and  instruct  both  the  participants  and  the  listeners.  Good 
for  everybody,  more  especially  are  they  so  for  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. In  this  age  of  combativeness  a  man  should  be  ever  prepared 
to  give  reasons  for  the  faith  that  is  in  him.  That  the  Literary  Society 
will  teach  him  to  do  so  if  he  devotes  himself  to  it,  results  from  what 
I  have  stated,  and  furthermore  is  demonstrated  by  experience.  The 
Society  is  a  nursery  of  knowledge  and  of  power.  Men  come  into  it 
and  their  performances  are  ill  digested.  Stimulated  by  example,  the 
"  something  within "  struggles  to  get  out,  their  timidity  vanishes, 
their  information  increases,  and  with  that  growth  comes  the  knowl- 
edge of  how  to  use  it.  The  Society  has  also  shown  men  what  they 
are  fit  for.  Three  of  its  members  have  therein  so  developed  an  apti- 
tude for  elocution  that  they  are  now  professionals.  The  Secretary  of 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  a  neighboring  city,  and  who  is  well  known  for  the 
elegance  of  his  discourses,  here  received  his  training.    Another  ex- 
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member  was  recently  elected  a  member  of  the  State  Legislature. 
Theological  and  law  students  have  here  worked  and  acquired  that 
faculty  of  thinking  and  speaking  while  "  on  their  legs,"  so  essential 
to  their  future  success.  I  trust  I  have  shown  the  work  the  Society 
undertakes,  its  success,  and  consequent  claims  to  support.

REPORTS  OF  THE  BRANCHES. 


HARLEM. 

Dear  Sir  :  Being  called  upon  at  the  eleventh  hour,  through  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  A.  E.  Conover,  Chairman,  December  20,  to  prepare 
the  annual  report  of  the  Harlem  Branch  for  the  year  1879,  will  explain 
any  want  of  fulness  as  to  details,  or  inaccuracies,  which  may  occur 
in  the  following  statement : 

One  of  the  features  of  the  year  has  been  the  opening  of  a  pleasant 
reading-room  on  the  ground  floor,  at  the  entrance  to  the  large  hall, 
which  Mr.  C.  E.  Ray,  Chairman  of  Committee  in  charge,  hopes,  in  the 
future,  to  supply  more  liberally  with  proper  reading  matter,  when,  we 
doubt  not,  from  its  convenience  and  attractiveness,  it  will  be  well  pat- 
ronized. 

Forty  Sunday-afternoon  gospel  meetings  have  been  held,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  450,  one  third  males.  Good  music,  the  use  of 
Moody  &  Sankey  Hymns  No.  3,  combined  with  one  or  more  short 
earnest  addresses,  by  ministers  and  laymen,  have  made  these  services 
not  only  very  popular,  but  productive  of  good  to  all  who  attend. 
The  large  attendance  of  young  men,  and  the  interest  manifested  by 
them,  has  been  a  most  encouraging  feature.  Since  Oct.  7,  Tuesday 
evening  prayer  meetings  have  been  held  in  the  reading-room.  While 
the  attendance  has  been  small,  yet  much  religious  interest  has  been 
manifested,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  W.  P.  Sandford, 
has  reason  to  believe  that  two  conversions  have  occurred,  as  the  direct 
result  of  these  special  services  in  behalf  of  young  men. 

Forty-seven  religious  meetings  have  been  held  at  the  Homoeopathic 
Hospital  on  Ward's  Island  ;  average  attendance,  40  inmates  in  chapel, 
35  in  wards  adjoining,  within  reach  of  the  voice — total  of  75  per 
night.  Much  praise  is  due  to  Mr.  A.  L.  Hadden,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  under  whose  supervision  these  meetings  have  been  held, 
for  his  faithfulness,  under  many  discouragements,  in  sustaining  these 
services  from  week  to  week. 

Twelve  open-air  Sunday  services  were  held  at  "  Buena  Grove," 
One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  street  and  McCombs  avenue,  the 
first  service  occurring  July  13,  and  the  last  Sept.  28.  Addresses  were 
delivered  by  five  clergymen  and  twenty  laymen.  The  largest  attend- 
ance was  August  10,  when  there  were  700  people  present.  The  average 
attendance  (two  Sundays  being  stormy)  was  480.  A  choir  of  thirty  or 
more  voices,  by  their  excellent  music  and  faithful  attendance,  con- 
tributed very  largely  to  the  success  of  these  meetings.  The  large 
average  attendance,  the  number  who,  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath,  open- 
ly manifested  a  desire  to  be  Christians,  and  incidents  which  have  come 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  Committee  of  lives  made  better  and  Chris- 
tians strengthened,  are  facts  which  are  most  encouraging. 
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A  mission  work  is  done  at  2247  Second  avenue,  jointly  with  the 
Harlem  Missionary  Society,  the  Branch  contributing  a  certain  portion 
of  the  expense,  and  the  members  assist  in  sustaining  the  religious 
meetings.  Mr.  T.  F.  Patton,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  in  charge, 
reports  104  services  held  during  the  year,  including  three  social  gath- 
erings, the  average  attendance  45.  Thirteen  persons  have  united 
with  various  churches,  and  several  others  have  professed  to  have 
found  the  Saviour  through  the  influence  of  these  meetings.  The 
record  of  such  results  needs  no  comments  from  me. 

The  "  Week  of  Prayer  "  was  observed  by  three  special  services,  and 
several  of  the  clergymen  in  Harlem  preached  on  Sunday  morning, 
(Nov.  9)  sermons  to  young  men  ;  a  collection  was  also  taken  up,  amount- 
ing to  $10,  for  the  International  work. 

Eight  monthly  receptions,  of  a  musical,  literary  and  social  charac- 
ter, under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Jas.  Campbell,  and  five  first-class  lec- 
tures, under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Wm.  L.  Tuttle,  were  given  for  the 
benefit  of  the  members.  The  average  attendance  at  the  receptions 
was  250  persons  ;  at  the  lectures,  200.  The  scope  and  influence  of  the 
Association  has,  without  doubt,  been  much  enlarged  thereby. 

One  thousand  copies  of  the  Monthly  Record,  an  Association  paper 
published  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  J.  F.  Patton,  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Branch,  has  been 
distributed  monthly. 

Secular  and  religious  papers  and  magazines  have  been  sent  to  two 
army  posts  in  the  extreme  West  and  South-west. 

The  Branch  was  represented  by  one  delegate  at  the  Baltimore  Con- 
vention in  May  last. 

The  Treasurer,  Mr.  John  Allen,  reports  the  receipts  from  1st  January 
1879,  to  December  28,  as  follows:  $500,  from  sustaining  memberships  ; 
$1,364.65,  from  all  other  sources,  including  rental  of  hall,  members' 
dues,  collections,  etc.  Total  receipts,  $1,864.65.  Payments,  $1,877.36. 
Present  indebtedness  is  $1000,  the  accumulated  deficits  of  several 
years. 

Two  things  are,  in  my  opinion,  essential  for  the  future  welfare  of 
the  Branch.  First,  speedy  relief  from  our  present  financial  indebted- 
ness. Second,  the  employment  of  an  energetic  and  experienced 
Association  man  as  General  Secretary,  who,  being  in  attendance  at 
the  rooms  daily,  interested  in  and  giving  impetus  to  every  branch  of 
the  work,  would  more  than  compensate  for  the  additional  expense 
incurred. 

The  rapidly  increasing  population  in  this  portion  of  our  city,  and 
the  large  number  of  young  men  who  are  locating  in  this  section  on 
account  of  its  superior  advantages  and  convenience  of  access,  certainly 
indicate,  if  the  above  could  be  accomplished,  a  most  encouraging 
future  for  the  Harlem  Branch.

YORKVILLE. 

Dear  Sir  :  In  submitting  my  report  for  the  Yorkville  Branch  for 
the  year  1879,  I  am  constrained  to  say  that  we  entered  upon  the  work 
of  the  year  under  rather  unfavorable  circumstances. 
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The  stringency  of  the  times  for  the  last  few  years  had  reduced  our 
income  below  our  expenditures,  an  event  which  had  not  occurred 
since  our  organization,  and  a  debt  of  $1465.56  had  accumulated,  which 
weighed  upon  the  spirits  of  the  members,  thereby  impeding  the  work 
of  the  Association.  Various  expedients  were  adopted  to  secure  a 
removal  of  this  debt,  with  a  fair  degree  of  success.  The  spirits  of  the 
members  revived,  and  we  closed  the  year  with  much  brighter  hopes 
than  when  we  entered  upon  it. 

During  the  year,  ten  regular  business  meetings  of  the  Branch,  nine 
regular  meetings  and  three  special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee have  been  held.  Fourteen  active  and  twenty  associate  mem- 
bers have  been  elected.  We  now  number  102  active,  77  associate,  2 
counselling  and  13  life  members — total,  194. 

We  have  collected  $3222.46,  and  disbursed  $2897.62. 

The  Devotional  Committee  resumed  the  prayer-meetings  in  April 
last,  since  which  time  they  have  been  held  on  each  Thursday  evening, 
except  during  vacation  and  holidays,  with  a  growing  interest. 

On  Sundays,  38  services  of  song  have  been  held  in  the  large  hall, 
with  an  attendance  of  37,753  persons.  At  these  services  37  clergymen 
and  one  layman  have  spoken.  The  singing  has  been  led  by  Mr.  L.  P. 
Thatcher.  This  has  been  a  most  interesting  and,  as  we  believe,  a 
profitable  service.  Persons  attend  it  who  go  nowhere  else  to  divine 
service.  In  this  way  the  Gospel  is  brought  in  an  attractive  manner  to 
people  who  otherwise  would  not,  in  all  probability,  hear  it.  The  good 
results  are  plainly  visible. 

The  Lecture  Committee  has  provided  each  month  an  entertain- 
ment of  such  a  character  as  was  suitable,  and  commensurate  with  the 
means  at  their  disposal.  These  entertainments  have  been  fairly  at- 
tended. 

The  Reception  Committee  has  had  some  one  of  its  members  at 
the  rooms  each  evening  to  welcome  visitors.  The  number  of  per- 
sons attending  at  the  rooms  during  the  year  was  5720. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  has  sent  communications  and  notices 
of  the  various  meetings  to  the  number  of  2229. 

The  Visiting  Committee  has  attended  upon  all  cases  brought  to 
their  notice.    Thus  stands  the  record  of  the  closing  year. 

We  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  new  year  with  lively  hopes  and 
reasonable  expectations  of  good  results.

BOWERY  BRANCH. 

Dear  Sir:  On  June  4th,  1879, tne  Bowery  Branch  was  seven  years 
of  age  ;  it  has  apparently  passed  its  childhood,  for  it  has  lost  all  but  three 
of  those  who,  as  Committee  members,  began  their  volunteer  work  for 
men  at  that  time. 

When  we  consider  that  during  these  seven  years  ninety-five  differ- 
ent young  men  have  served  on  the  Committee  of  the  Branch,  and  that 
at  present  the  total  number  of  active  members  in  committee  work  is 
but  19,  we  have  a  strong  proof  of  the  changing  nature  of  all  work 
committed  to  the  charge  of  young  men. 
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The  cares  of  increased  business  activities,  the  claims  of  family  life, 
and  the  inroads  of  death,  necessitate  constant  accessions  in  order  to 
fill  the  ranks  of  those  who  pass  from  the  field. 

The  experience  gained  in  these  years  should  enable  us  to  perform 
the  work  more  intelligently,  and  to  decide  upon  those  methods  which 
legitimately  belong  to  the  sphere  of  labor  God  has  given  us. 

It  will  be  the  chief  object  of  this  Report  to  specify  the  work  and 
methods  which  are  now  in  operation. 


ENTERTAINMENT  COMMITTEE. 


This  Committee  consists  of  4  members,  and  during  the  season  gave 
7  entertainments,  at  which  there  was  an  aggregate  attendance  of  141 2. 
At  5  of  these,  refreshments  were  provided. 

We  believe  it  was  highly  to  the  interest  of  these  entertainments 
that  the  admission  was  by  ticket  and  that  men  only  were  admitted,  for 
by  these  means  we  were  enabled  to  reach  a  large  number  of  men  from 
the  neighboring  shops,  factories,  and  stores. 

The  work  of  this  Committee  should  be  made  permanent,  and  should 
continue  through  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  By  a  proper  arrangement 
of  lectures,  concerts,  and  stereopticon  exhibitions,  every  trade  could 
be  reached,  and  the  Association  could  extend  its  work  through  the 
artisan  and  laboring  classes  more  perfectly  by  these  means  than  any 
other. 


LIBRARY. 


The  Library  has  1043  volumes ;  of  these  16  have  been  added  during 
the  year,  and  172  have  been  in  use  and  classified  as  follows :

Biographies   3  Miscellaneous   19 

Libraries  are  rare  in  the  lower  parts  of  the  city,  and  it  would  be 
wise  to  give  such  a  character  to  this  portion  of  our  work  that  it  would 
command  the  respect  and  attention  of  the  working  classes. 


RECEPTION  COMMITTEE. 


The  Committee  numbers  10  active  members.  As  a  rule,  most  of 
the  visitors  go  into  the  meetings  during  the  five  evenings  of  the  week 
when  meetings  are  held  ;  but  from  8.30  p.m.  to  9.30  p.m.  there  are  from 
20  to  30  young  men  in  the  Library.  The  opportunity  for  personal 
work  is  very  great  and  inviting,  and  it  is  sad  that  so  few  are  willing  to 
enter  and  systematically  pursue  it. 

A  few  extracts  are  given  from  the  journal  of  this  Committee. 


"  On  March  12,  1879,  a  man  stated  he  had  found  that  peace  of  God  which 
passeth  understanding,  which  he  could  not  understand,  neither  knew  of  be- 
fore; he  had  been  spending  his  time  and  his  money  only  for  the  present, 
and  he  thanked  God  that  he  had  been  brought  so  low  down,  and  firmly  be- 
lieves that  since  trusting  in  the  Lord  his  future  will  be  different." 

"On  August  21,  1879,  a  Scotchman  stated  he  had  been  thinking  of  his 
soul's  salvation  nearly  all  day,  and  when  asked  if  he  really  wanted  to  become 
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a  Christian,  replied  in  the  affirmative,  and  professed,  before  long,  to  have 
given  his  heart  to  God." 

"  On  December  10,  1879,  nad  a  conversation  with  a  young  man  who  has 
begun  to  think  of  the  Saviour  since  his  trouble  began." 

These  extracts  are  indications  that  most  of  the  men  who  come  here 
are  in  trouble,  and  a  kind  word  of  cheer  and  hope  may  save  a  soul. 


This  Committee  consists  of  7  members.  The  work  entrusted  to 
them  has  been  faithfully  performed  all  through  the  year. 

The  week  of  prayer  for  young  men  was  a  time  of  refreshing  for  this 
Committee,  and  though  the  results  of  this  effort  were  not  as  apparent 
as  anticipated,  it  was  felt  not  to  be  in  vain  for  the  Lord. 

We  give  a  few  extracts  from  the  journal  of  this  Committee  : 

"  On  the  26th  February,  1879,  conversed  with  two  inquirers.  One  in  par- 
ticular manifested  an  earnest  desire  for  a  new  birth.  He  realized  that  he  was 
a  sinner,  and  that  God  so  loved  the  world  that  whosoever  believed  in  Him 
should  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life.  The  other  was  a  man  many 
years  older  ;  he  for  a  long  time  past  read  infidel  books,  until  recently,  when 
he  found  it  impossible  to  fight  and  argue  against  the  power  of  God  any  long- 
er; he  gave  his  heart  to  the  Lord  some  time  ago." 

"  Another  case  was  that  of  a  young  man  who  has  been  attending  the 
meetings  at  Carmel  Chapel  for  over  4  years,  never  going  to  any  other  house 
of  worship;  found  the  Lord  at  last.  He  testified,  '  I  believe  in  the  noonday 
prayer-meeting,'  at  the  next  day's  mid-day  meeting,  thus  proving  his  con- 
version to  be  real." 

The  statistics  of  the  services  in  charge  of  this  Committee  are  here- 
with given  for  two  years  : 


The  plan  of  not  charging  a  fee  in  this  part  of  the  work  has  been 
tested  this  year. 

We  believe  it  has  resulted  in  bringing  to  us  a  large  number  of  or- 
ders which  were  of  no  value  to  the  unemployed.  In  many  cases  we 
found  that  orders  were  left  by  parties  who  only  anticipated  that  their 
help  was  about  to  leave  them.  In  other  cases,  orders  were  left  speci- 
fying such  low  wages  that  it  was  not  possible  for  the  employes  to  live. 
Boys  were  offered  $1.50  to  $2  per  week,  and  required  to  board  them- 
selves. In  other  cases  men  were  offered  $3  per  week  and  board,  but 
required  to  provide  their  own  lodging  and  washing  from  this  amount. 

The  cupidity  of  the  employers  seems  to  have  been  increased  by  the 
distress  among  the  working  classes.  We  have  had  many  encourage- 
ments, however,  in  this  part  of  the  work.  During  the  month  of  Octo- 
ber we  visited  all  the  men  whom  we  sent  to  situations  in  the  city. 
During  these  visits  many  of  the  employers  were  met  and  conversed 
with.  Surprise  was  shown  in  many  instances  that  we  took  such  an 
interest  in  the  men.  A  lady  writes  us  concerning  one  young  man, 
saying,  "  He  has  been  with  us  for  over  3  years,  is  faithful  and  honest,

RELIEF. 

We  began  the  year  1879  very  much  in  debt,  and  at  no  time  during 
the  year  have  we  been  at  liberty  to  meet  all  the  demands  made  on  us 
for  relief. 

The  men  we  have  aided  in  the  house  have  been  limited  to  one  meal 
a  day,  except  in  cases  where  they  gave  their  labor  as  a  help  in 
our  work.  Over  3000  days'  work  for  this  Branch  has  been  thus  con- 
tributed by  these  men. 

The  effort  to  obtain  300  sustaining  memberships  for  the  Relief 
Department  has  not  been  as  successful  as  we  had  hoped.  We  printed 
a  large  quantity  of  circulars,  and  distributed  them  very  carefully.  We 
also  used  the  daily  papers  to  circulate  notice  of  this  effort,  and  part  of 
the  time  we  had  a  canvasser  in  the  field,  but  thus  far  only  ten  sub- 
scribers have  been  obtained.  Perhaps  the  insertion  of  the  late  circu- 
lar may  be  of  value  here,  in  leading  some  of  the  readers  of  this  Report 
to  avail  themselves  of  this  cheap  and  easy  method  of  assisting  appli- 
cants for  relief. 

THOUGHTS  ON  ALMS-GIVING. 

"  Beware  of  destroying  men's  self-respect  and  personal  pride  by  offering 
them  alms.  Beware  of  teaching  them  to  rely  on  others  rather  than  on  them- 
selves. Beware  of  sapping  a  man's  manhood  and  changing  him  into  a  mere 
thing,  like  an  empty  bag,  unable  even  to  stand  up  alone.  Don't  pauperize 
men  and  women.  Help  them — give  them  counsel,  sympathy,  influence — if 
necessary,  fuel,  food,  medicine,  clothing,  etc. — but  not  in  any  way  that  they 
may  feel  dependent.  In  short,  help  them  to  help  themselves!  but  go  no 
further." 

The  Bowery  Branch  Y.  M.  C.  A.  have  the  only  means  in  the  city  of  in- 
telligently and  thoroughly  assisting  destitute  men.  An  experience  of  over 
seven  years  with  this  class  enables  us  to  readily  discern  the  worthy. 

We  are  prepared  to  issue  certificates  of  sustaining  membership  for  our  re- 
lief work  at  the  rate  of  $10  annually,  for  each  ;  we  furnish  holders  of  certifi- 
cates orders  ready  for  use;  these  orders  can  be  given  to  any  applicant  OF  the 
class  we  aid,  and  will  be  honored  in  every  case  when  the  person  is  a  worthy 
object  of  charity. 

Any  sober  man  who  is  destitute,  unemployed,  or  homeless,  may  be  sent 
with  one  of  the  orders  to  us. 

If  you  will  co-operate  with  us  it  will  save  your  time  and  money,  it  will  les- 
sen the  number  of  street  beggars,  and  you  will  have  the  consciousness  of 
knowing  that  you  have  sent  the  applicant  where  he  will  be  helped  if  he  is 
worthy. 

We  relieve  only  able-bodied  men,  who  may  be  temporarily  destitute,  by 
providing  them  food,  lodging,  personal  advice,  and  direction  as  to  the  best 
methods  of  procuring  employment.     We  do  not  aid  families.

As  far  as  possible,  we  provide  employment  or  persuade  men  to  return  to 
their  friends  away  from  the  city.    The  sick  are  helped  to  enter  the  hospitals. 


Our  relief  is  given  on  the  premises,  and  being  only  for  a  limited  term, 
the  possibility  of  imposition  is  largely  avoided. 


We  investigate  the  reference  of  all  applicants. 

Money  given  for  relief  purposes,  is  not  used  for  salaries,  but  is  expended 
for  the  Relief  Department. 


The  list  of  subscribers  does  not  appear  in  the  list  of  donors ;  the 
amount,  $100,  is  kept  in  a  special  account  for  the  present. 

We  know  that  if  we  could  procure  these  300  subscribers,  the  effect 
on  the  relief  work  would  be  very  beneficial  in  placing  us  beyond  the 
perplexity  under  which  we  have  labored  during  this  year. 

We  also  believe  it  would  materially  lessen  the  number  of  street 
and  office  beggars,  and  begging  letter-writers  would  be  at  once  de- 
tected, if  these  orders  we  issue  were  more  generally  used.  At  the 
same  time  needy  and  worthy  men  would  be  assured  of  the  aid  they 
should  have  in  the  time  of  their  distress.  Several  of  the  men  who 
were  sent  to  us  by  subscribers  during  the  year,  were  aided  until  they 
were  placed  beyond  want  by  procuring  situations,  and  thus  became 
self-supporting.  The  public  we  fear  have  a  prejudice  against  the 
class  we  aid,  on  the  supposition  that  as  they  are  able-bodied  men  they 
ought  to  take  care  of  themselves ;  they  do  not  reflect  that  there  is 
no  one  so  helpless  as  an  able-bodied  man  in  certain  conditions ;  neither 
do  they  consider  that  there  may  be  no  one  so  dangerous  as  an  able-bodied 
man  in  the  time  of  his  distress.  If  a  sickly  man  is  in  need,  every  hos- 
pital in  New  York  has  an  open  door  for  that  man,  and  the  public  as  a 
rule  are  liberal  towards  hospitals, 

If  a  professional  beggar,  pauper,  or  criminal  is  in  a  strait,  he  will 
either  give  himself  up  and  go  to  the  Island,  or  by  resort  to  his  adroit 
tricks  procure  from  the  unsuspecting  public  more  than  he  needs. 
Such  extracts  as  the  following  are  frequent  in  the  daily  papers :  "  A 
man  who  represented  himself  as  an  honest  carpenter  out  of  work,  and 
whose  pitiful  story  excited  much  practical  sympathy,  turned  out  to  be 
a  burglar  recently  released  from  prison."  But  if  such  a  man  as  we 
propose  to  help  does  not  procure  it  in  the  hour  of  his  need,  he  either 
suffers  in  his  want  until  he  becomes  sick  and  is  then  cared  for  at  a 
large  expense  in  some  hospital,  or  he  goes  out  on  the  streets  and 
steals,  and  thus  enters  on  a  course  of  crime.  In  the  Tribune  of  De- 
cember 30th,  1879,  is  the  following:

"A  well  dressed,  respectable  looking  young  man,  who  appeared  to  be  a 
novice  in  crime,  was  brought  up  on  remand  before  Justice  Morgan,  yester- 
day, at  the  Tombs  Police  Court,  for  the  larceny  of  a  valise  containing  wear- 
ing apparel,  etc.,  on  board  of  a  Desbrosses  Street  and  Hoboken  ferry-boat, 
on  December  23.  The  accused  man,  with  tears  in  his  eyes,  pleaded  that  he 
was  without  food  for  two  days. " 

I  give  an  extract  from  a  letter  received  from  Texas,  dated  Decem- 
ber 20th,  1879. 

"  My  dear  Friend:  One  year  ago  I  was  on  a  big  old  time  in  New  York 
city.  In  ten  days  I  had  spent  money  enough  to  have  kept  me  four  months. 
Christmas  morning  found  me  with  five  cents  in  my  pocket  and  not  a  friend 
in  the  city.  The  26th  and  27th  December  I  tried  hard  to  get  work  of  any 
kind.  Late  of  the  afternoon  of  the  27th  I  was  sent  to  134  Bowery.  I  knew 
nothing  about  the  place,  only  that  you  assisted  men  to  find  work.  You  can 
imagine  my  surprise  when  you  handed  me  three  tickets,  two  for  meals  and 
one  for  lodging,  and  told  me  to  come  again  next  day.  While  on  my  way  to 
your  place  I  fully  made  up  my  mind  that  if  I  did  not  find  work  there,  that  I 
would  make  no  further  effort,  but  would  at  once  commit  some  criminal  act 
so  as  to  get  sent  to  prison.  I  should  have  done  it.  It  would  have  been  the 
first  time  for  me  to  be  arrested,  but  I  do  not  think  the  last,  as  my  self-respect 
would  have  been  gone,  and  I  should  never  have  tried  to  live  an  honest  life 
again.  The  28th  you  took  me  into  the  rooms,  and  kept  me  until  I  left  for 
here.  December  30,  I  signed  the  Gospel  Temperance  Pledge,  No.  3237.  New 
Year's  night  God  in  his  great  mercy  drew  me  very  near  to  Him,  and  washed 
away  my  sins  in  the  blood  of  Jesus. 

"  You  remember  a  set  of  resolutions  which  you  saw  and  requested  a  copy 
of,  in  '67.  I  tried  to  live  up  to  them  about  a  year.  When  I  left  home  my 
mother  found  them  in  one  of  my  pockets,  and  after  her  death  in  1870,  my 
father  found  them  laid  up  among  her  papers,  and  sent  them  to  me  with  the 
intimation  that  I  had  better  have  lived  up  to  them.  They  then  laid  up  in  my 
trunk  until  a  short  time  before  I  came  to  you,  when,  getting  some  other  pa- 
pers, I  accidentally  put  them  in  my  pocket. 

"  I  would  give  almost  anything  if  I  could  only  be  with  you  New  Year's 
night.  I  will  be  with  you  in  spirit,  as  I  cannot  be  with  you  in  person.  I  in- 
tend to  spend  the  first  half  of  the  night  in  prayer,  and  be  assured  that  I  shall 
not  forget  you  and  your  work.  Do  not  forget  me.  /  want  to  be  a  better 
Christian  in  1SS0  than  I  have  been  in  1879.  Pray  that  God  may  give  me 
more  grace,  and  a  more  humble,  contrite  spirit,  so  that  I  may  love  and  serve 
him  better." 

The  story  is  almost  all  told  in  this  letter. 
But  how  did  he  become  a  Christian  ? 
How  did  he  get  to  Texas  ? 

What  did  it  cost  to  deliver  this  man  from  his  distress  and  save  him 
from  crime,  and  make  him  as  he  is  to-day,  a  producer  for  society,  in- 
stead of  a  leech  or  a  pest  ? 

We  took  care  of  him  28  days,  at  a  cost  of  35  cents  per  day,  or  a  to- 
tal cost  of  $9.80.  He  helped  us  in  the  house  work  part  of  the  time, 
and  we  had  opportunities  to  learn  his  history.  The  set  of  resolutions 
he  made  eleven  years  before  were  brought  carefully  to  his  attention. 
At  New  Year's  Eve,  at  the  watch-night  service,  he  was  converted. 
During  the  time  he  was  with  us  another  young  man  came  to  ask  to 
remain  till  he  could  receive  money  from  his  friends  in  Nova  Scotia. 
His  trouble  had  been  the  same  as  the  other,  viz..  drink.  We  talked 
with  them  and  advised  them  to  go  away  from  the  city  ;  and  as  the  first 
one  had  a  knowledge  of  farming,  we  suggested  that  when  the  money 
came  they  should  go  to  Texas,  and  the  one  who  understood  farming 
could  put  his  experience  as  an  offset  to  the  money  of  the  other.  This 
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-was  done.  The  money  barely  covered  the  travelling  expenses.  They 
rented  a  piece  of  land,  and  have  raised  quite  a  good  crop  of  cotton. 
This  young  man  expects  to  make  Texas  his  permanent  home  ;  but  if  he 
had  committed  a  crime,  and  had' been  arrested,  it  would  have  cost  the 
•city  at  least  $100  to  properly  punish  him,  and  then  another  criminal 
would  have  been  added  to  the  already  large  criminal  class,  for  he  was 
a  man  of  very  marked  positive  character. 

An  experience  of  nearly  eight  years  in  this  work  has  taught  us  that 
it  is  wiser,  better,  and  more  economical  to  assist  men  in  the  manner  we 
do,  and  thus  prevent  sickness,  pauperism,  and  crime,  than  to  let  them 
.alone  till  society  is  compelled  to  take  care  of  them.  We  are  certain  it 
is  more  in  the  spirit  of  the  Master  whom  we  serve. 

Through  the  kindness  of  a  gentleman  interested  in  this  practical 
feature  of  our  work,  we  have  been  permitted  to  send  men;  whom  it 
was  necessary  to  aid  over  a  week,  to  Cedar  Hill  Farm,  New  Jersey, 

The  effort  is  purely  a  personal  one,  and  conducted  entirely  at  the 
■expense  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  gentleman  himself,  and  half 
■of  the  men  sent  there  were  provided  with  situations  before  they  left. 

The  following  circular  may  be  of  interest :

VIII.  No  intoxicating  liquors  of  any  description  allowed  on  the  premises, 
or  to  be  used  by  any  one  while  sharing  the  benefits  of  the  Farm. 

IX.  The  utmost  respect  must,  at  all  times,  be  shown  the  Superintendent, 
whose  decision  in  all  matters  shall  be  final. 


To  each  and  all  of  the  foregoing  rules  I  freely 

subscribe,  and  agree  to  give  my  services  for  my  living  while  on  or  working 
for  the  Cedar  Hill  Farm.  My  lodging,  food,  and  the  use  of  working  clothes 
while  so  employed  to  be  my  only  compensation  for  such  work  or  labor.

TO  INCORPORATE 


The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association 


OF  THE   CITY   OF   NEW  YORK. 


Passed       April,  1866. 


The  People  of  the  State  of  New 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  :

Section  i.  William  E.  Dodge,  Jr.,  John  Crosby  Brown, 
William  Harman  Brown,  Robert  R.  McBurney,  Verranus  incorporation 
Morse,  Frank  W.  Ballard,  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  Riley  A. 
Brick,  James  H.  Fay,  James  Stokes,  Jr.,  William  F.  Lee,  John 
S.  Kennedy,  Jacob  F.  Wyckoff,  L.  Bolton  Bangs,  Charles,  E. 
Whitehead,  Stephen  D.  Hatch,  William  M.  Isaacs,  Morris  K. 
Jesup,  Cephas  Brainerd,  and  their  associates,  are  hereby  consti- 
tuteda  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  this  corporation  shall  be  the  improvement 
of  the  spiritual;  mental,  and  social  condition  of  young  men  of  the  city 
of  New  York,  by  the  support  and  maintenance  of  lectures,  sermons, 
libraries,  reading-rooms,  social  meetings,  and  such  other  means  and 
services  as  may  conduce  to  the  accomplishment  of  this  object. 

Sec.  3.  The  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of  twenty 
Directors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  five  years,  or  until  others  are 
elected.  The  members  of  the  present  Board  of  Directors  shall  re- 
spectively hold  office  for  the  time  for  which  they  were  elected  and  are 
assigned,  and  to  the  third  Monday  of  the  January  next  following.  On 
the  second  Monday  of  January  in  each  year  four  of  such  Directors 
shall  be  elected,  who  shall  hold  office  from  the  third  Monday  of  such 
January.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  composed  of  and  chosen 
from  persons  in  communion  with  at  least  five  different  Protestant 
evangelical  denominations,  and  no  more  than  one-third  shall  be  chosen 
from  any  one  denomination.  All  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  be  filled  as  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  direct. 

Sec.  4.  This  corporation  may  make  such  a  Constitution  and  the 
Board  of  Directors  such  By-Laws  and  rules  for  the  regulation  of  its 
business,  the  management  of  its  affairs,  the  choice,  powers,  and  duties 
of  its  officers  and  agents,  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  its  charter  and 
the  laws  of  this  State  ;  but  Section  2  of  Article  2  and  Section  4  of

Sec.  5.  The  "  New  York  Young  Men's  Christian  Associa- 
tion," a  corporation  heretofore  created  and  organized  under  the 
general  laws  of  this  State,  may  accept  this  charter  by  the  concurrent 
vote  of  its  Board  of  Directors  and  its  members,  at  regular  meetings, 
respectively ;  and  upon  filing  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk  of  the 
County  of  New  York,  and  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  a  certified 
copy  of  the  vote  so  accepting  this  charter,  under  the  seal  of  said  cor- 
poration, the  same  shall  be  dissolved,  and  all  its  property  shall  be  vested 
in  the  corporation  created  by  this  act,  subject  to  the  debts  due  by 
said  corporation.  The  present  members  of  all  classes  of  the  "  New 
York  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  "  shall  be  entitled  to 
•the  same  grade  of  membership,  the  same  privileges  and  rights,  and 
be  subject  to  the  same  obligations  in  the  corporation  created  by  this 
act  as  now  appertain  to  them  as  such  members. 

Sec.  6.  The  body  corporate  created  by  this  act  shall  be  capable  of 
taking  by  purchase,  gift,  devise,  or  bequest,  subject  to  all  provisions  of 
law  relating  to  devises  and  bequests  by  last  wills  and  testaments,  and 
holding,  and,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  of  mortgag- 
ing and  conveying  any  real  or  personal  estate  for  the  uses  of  said  cor- 
poration. The  real  property  of  the  Association,  together  with  any 
devise  or  bequest  hereafter  made,  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of 
nine  Trustees,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  member  of  one  of  the 
Protestant  evangelical  denominations,  but  not  more  than  three  shall 
be  members  of  any  one  denomination.  The  President  of  this  corpo- 
ration for  the  time  shall  be  one  of  such  nine  Trustees;  Frederick 
Marquand,  Jonathan  Sturges,  Stewart  Brown,  Robert  L.  Kennedy, 
Charles  C.  Colgate,  Percy  R,  Pyne,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  and  James 
Stokes,  together  with  said  President,  are  hereby  created  such  Board 
of  Trustees ;  and  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  Trustees, 
the  same  shall  be  filled  by  a  majority  vote  of  those  remaining.  The 
said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  devote  the  property  of  the  Association 
of  which  they  have  the  management,  and  the  inccme  thereof,  to  the 
purposes  named  in  this  Act,  and  for  no  other  purpose ;  and  so  long  as  j 
the  Board  of  Directors  shall  so  expend  the  same,  the  Board  of  Trus-  J 
tees  shall  pay  over  to  them  the  income  of  the  property  of  the  Asso-  1 
ciation  so  managed  by  them.  No  intoxicating  drinks  or  strong  or  $ 
lager-beer  shall  be  sold  or  used  or  games  of  chance  allowed  upon  any 
part  of  the  real  estate  owned  by  the  corporation.  The  real  estate 
held  by  the  Association  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  future  debt  or  obli-  . 
gation  of  the  Association,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  contracted 
with  the  approval  of  the  said  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  acceptance  of  this  charter  by  the  "  New  York  * 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association  "  as  provided  in  the  fifth 
section,  this  Act  shall  take  effect  and  become  operative.  All  the  real 
estate  owned  by  the  said  corporation,  on  the  south-west  corner  of  J 
Twenty-third  Street  and  Fourth  Avenue,  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  so  long  as  the  same,  or -the  income 
thereof,  is  used  exclusively  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  Association 
was  incorporated. 

Sec.  8.  All  devises  and  bequests  to  said  corporation  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  relating  to  wills,' 
passed  April  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  and  the  acts 
amending  the  same.

Chapter  531. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation of  the  City  of  New  York.  • 

Passed,  May  6,  1872. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New   York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  Chapter  three  hundred  and  eighteen  of  the  Laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty,  entitled  "  An  Act  authorizing  certain 
trusts,"  passed  May  fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty,  and  chap- 
ter two  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-one,  entitled  "  An  Act  in  addition  to  the  '  Act  authorizing  certain 
trusts,  passed  May  fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty,'  "  passed 
May  twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  are  hereby  ex- 
tended to  and  made  a  part  of  the  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  incorporate 
the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  the  City  of  New  York," 
passed  April  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Chapter  318. 
An  Act  authorizing  certain  trusts. 

Passed,  May  14,  1840. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  171  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  i.  Real  and  Personal  Property  may  be  granted  and  con- 
veyed to  any  incorporated  college  or  other  literary  incorporated 
institution  in  this  State,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  following  purposes  : 

1.  To  establish  and  maintain  an  observatory. 

2.  To  found  and  maintain  professorships  and  scholarships. 

3.  To  provide  and  keep  in  repair  a  place  for  the  burial  of  the 
dead  ;  or, 

4.  For  any  other  specific  purposes  comprehended  in  the  general 
objects  authorized  by  their  respective  charters.  The  said 
trusts  may  be  created,  subject  to  such  conditions  and  visita- 
tions as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  grantor  or  donor,  and  agreed 
to  by  said  trustees,  and  all  property  which  shall  hereafter  be 
granted  to  any  incorporated  college  or  other  literary  incor- 
porated institution  intrust  for  either  of  the  aforesaid  purposes, 
may  be  held  by  such  college  or  institution  upon  such  trusts, 
and  subject  to  such  conditions  and  visitations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed and  agreed  to  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  Real  and  personal  estate  may  be  granted  and  conveyed  to 
the  corporation  of  any  city  or  village  of  this  State  to  be  held  for  any 
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purpose  of  education,  or  the  diffusion  of  knowledge,  or  for  the  relief 
of  distress,  or  for  parks,  gardens,  or  other  ornamental  grounds,  or 
grounds  for  the  purposes  of  military  parades  and  exercise,  or  health 
and  recreation,  within  or  near  such  incorporated  city  or  village,  upon 
such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  grantor  or  donor,  and 
agreed  to  by  such  corporation  ;  and  all  real  estate  so  granted  or  con- 
veyed to  such  corporation  may  be  held  by  the  same,  subject  to  such 
conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  and  agreed  to  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  Real  and  personal  estate  may  be  granted  to  commissioners 
of  common  schools  of  any  town,  and  to  trustees  of  any  school  dis- 
trict, in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  common  schools  of  such  town,  or 
for  the  benefit  of  the  schools  of  such  district. 

Sec.  4.  The  trusts  authorized  by  this  act  may  continue  for  such 
time  as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  the  purposes  for  which  they 
may  be  created. 

Chapter  261. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  the  "  Act  authorizing  certain  trusts,"  passed 
May  14,  1840. 

Passed,  May  26,  1841. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  ; 

Section  i.  Devises  and  bequests  of  real  and  personal  property  in 
trust,  for  any  of  the  purposes  for  which  such  trusts  are  authorized 
under  the  "  Act  authorizing  certain  trusts,"  passed  May  14,  1840,  and 
to  such  trustees  as  are  therein  authorized,  shall  be  valid  in  like  man- 
ner as  if  such  property  had  been  granted  and  conveyed  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  act. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  subscribers,  actuated  by  a  desire  to  promote  evangelical 
religion  among  the  young  men  of  this  city  and  its  vicinity,  and  to  im- 
prove their  mental,  social,  and  physical  condition,  and  impressed  with 
the  importance  of  concentrated  effort  to  aid  in  accomplishing  these 
objects,  and  desirous  of  forming  an  Association  in  which  we  may 
together  labor  for  these  great  ends,  hereby  agree  to  adopt  for  our 
government  the  following  : 


CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE  I. 

Section  i.  The  name  of  this  Society  shall  be  "The  Young  Men's  Name 
Christian  Association  of  the  City  of  New  York." 
'     Sec.  2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  improvement  object 
of  the  spiritual,  mental,  social,  and  physical  condition  of  young  men, 
by  the  ways  and  means  to  be  hereafter  designated. 


ARTICLE  II. 

Section  i.  The  members  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  five 
classes,  namely :  Active,  Associate,  Counselling,  Life,  and  Honorary 
members. 

Sec.  2.  Any  man  under  forty  years  of  age,  who  is  a  member  in 
good  standing  of  a  Protestant  Evangelical  Church,  may  become,  and 
thereafter  continue,  an  Active  member,  by  payment,  in  advance, 
of  two  dollars  annually.  None  but  Active  members  and  Life  mem- 
bers, having  the  qualifications  named  in  this  section,  shall  have  the 
right  to  vote. 

Sec.  3.  Any  man  of  good  moral  character  may  become  an  As- 
sociate member  by  the  payment,  in  advance,  of  two  dollars  annually. 
Associate  members  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Asso- 
ciation except  those  of  voting  and  holding  office. 

Sec.  4.  Any  man  of  good  moral  character,  who,  by  reason,  of  age, 
cannot  become  an  Active  member,  may  be  elected  a  Counselling  mem- 
ber on  payment  of  five  dollars  annually  in  advance. 

Sec.  5.  Life  members  may  be  constituted  by  the  payment  of  one 
hundred  dollars  at  any  one  time,  subject  to  the  qualifications  and 
restrictions  named  in  sections  2  and  3  of  this  article. 

Sec.  6.  Honorary  members  may  be  proposed  at  a  regular  meeting, 
subject  to  the  same  qualifications  and  restrictions  as  Life  members. 

Sec.  7.  Any  Active  member  of  the  Association  may  propose 
the  name  of  an  applicant  for  Active  membership  at  any  of  its 
regular  meetings.  Such  applications  shall  be  referred  to  a  stand- 
ing committee,  composed  of  five  Active  members  of  the  Associ- 
ation, who  shall  report  to  the  Association  at  a  subsequent  regular 
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meeting  upon  the  character  of  the  applicants,  and  a  vote  may  be 
taken  upon  their  admission.  Five  negative  votes  shall  defeat  any 
applicant.

ARTICLE  III.

The  members  of  this  Association  shall  seek  out  young  men  resid- 
ing in,  or  taking  up  their  residence  in,  New  York  and  its  vicinity,  and 
endeavor  to  bring  them  under  moral  and  religious  influence,  by  such 
means  as  shall  be  deemed  best  by  the  Board  of  Directors;  and  they 
shall  also,  from  time  to  time,  engage  in  such  special  or  occasional 
labors  of  usefulness  as  may  be  presented  within  the  scope  of  the 
objects  of  the  Association.

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.     ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  an  election  of  Directors,  by  ballot,  on 
the  second  Monday  of  January  in  each  year,  in  conformity  with  the 
provision  of  Section  3  of  the  Act  incorporating  this  Association,  and 
the  Directors  shall  hold  their  first  meeting  on  the  third  Monday  in 
January  succeeding. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Directors,  at  their  first  meeting,  shall  elect 
by  ballot  one  of  their  number  to  be.  President,  one  to  be  Vice-Presi- 
'dent,  one  to  be  Corresponding  Secretary,  one  to  be  Recording  Secre- 
tary, and  one  to  be  Treasurer  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Association  ; 
and  said  officers  shall  each  hold  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  elect  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  advisory  Directors,  who  shall  be  members  in  good 
standing  of  Protestant  Evangelical  denominations.  Not  more  than 
one  third  shall  be  chosen  from  any  one  of  such  denominations ;  anc 
when  the  number  is  complete,  it  shall  embrace  members  of  at  least 
five  of  such  denominations.  They  shall  be  notified  of  all  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  attend  at  such 
meetings,  and  participate  in  the  discussions  of  all  matters  brought 
before  such  Board ;  they  shall  not,  however,  be  entitled  to  a  vote  at 
such  meetings.  Such  Directors,  when  elected,  shall  be  divided  by  lot 
into  four  classes,  which  shall  hold  office  respectively  for  one,  two, 
three,  and  four  years.  Upon  the  expiration  of  such  terms  respec- 
tively, the  successors  of  those  whose  term  of  office  may  from  time  to 
time  expire  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  term  ot 
four  years,  and  all  vacancies  shall  also  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors for  the  unexpired  term. 

Sec.  4.  All  the  Officers  and  Directors  of  this  Association  shall  be 
Active  or  Life  members  thereof,  and  members  in  good  standing  of 
Protestant  Evangelical  churches  in  the  city  of  New  York. 


ARTICLE  V. 

Powers     of       Section,  i.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
Board  of  Di-  powers  conferred  by  the  Act  of  Incorporation  and  the  several  general 
laws  of  this  State. 
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Sec.  2.  The  several  officers  named  in  Section  2,  Article  IV.,  shall 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  incumbent  upon  officers  of 
like  name  in  similar  associations,  subject  to  such  by-laws  and  regula- 
tions as  may  be  provided  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  offices,  the  Board 
of-  Directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  power  to  make  and 
adopt  such  rules  and  by-laws  for  their  government  and  the  government 
of  the  Association,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution,  as  they 
may  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  hold  their  meetings  at  least 
once  a  month,  and  eleven  shall  constitute  a  quorum  ;  but  seven  may 
transact  any  business,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  i.  There  shall  .be  a  meeting  of  the  Association  on  the 
Fourth  Monday  Evening  of  each  month,  for  the  proposal  and  elec- 
tion of  members  other  than  Associate,  for  the  promotion  of  Christian 
and  social  intercourse,  and  for  the  presentation  of  reports  by  the 
standing  committees  of  the  Association,  and  such  other  exercises  as 
may  be  provided  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  in 
the  month  of  January,  at  which  time  the  reports  of  the  President  and 
Treasurer  shall  be  presented. 

Sec.  3.  Twenty-one  Active  or  Life  members  having  the  qualifica- 
tions named  in  Section  2  of  Article  II.  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  Quorum 
any  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  4.  All  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  by  the 
reading  of  the  Scriptures  and  prayer,  and  closed  by  prayer  and 
singing. 

ARTICLE  VII.

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  two 
thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion, provided  such  alteration  or  amendment  shall  have  been  pro- 
posed at  a  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous ;  excepting  that  this 
Article,  Section  2  of  Article  II.,  and  section  4  of  Article  IV.,  shall  not 
be  altered  or  amended.

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Section  i.  In  case  of  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty  in  office,  the 
majority  of  the  Board  of  Directors  may  declare  the  office  of  such 
offender  vacant.  Absence  from  two  regular  meetings,  without  excuse, 
shall  be  considered  such  a  neglect  of  duty. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  any  member  of  the  Association  shall  be  charged 
with  immorality  or  misconduct,  by  reason  of  which  he  shall  no  longer 
be  qualified  for  membership,  a  committee  of  five  -shall  be  appointed 
at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  at  any  special 
meeting  to  be  called  forthat  purpose,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  investi- 
gate such  charges  and  report  the  result  of  such  investigation,  and  all 
testimony  taken  thereon,  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.  Any 
person  so  charged  may  attend  before  such  committee,  and  may  intro- 
duce testimony  rebutting  such  charge. 

Sec.  3.   At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  at  which

such  report  shall  be  made,  said  report  may  be  adopted  or  rejected ; 
and  if  a  report  sustaining  the  charges  be  adopted,  the  accused  shall 
be  thereby  expelled  the  Association,  and  shall  forfeit  all  his  rights  and 
privileges  therein.  At  such  meeting,  and  before  the  adoption  or  re- 
jection of  such  report,  the  accused  may  make  his  defence. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 


ARTICLE  I. 
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Section  I.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  at  the  rooms  of  the 
Association  on  the  third  Monday  evening  of  each  month.  Eleven 
Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  but  seven  may  transact  any  busi- 
ness, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

The  meeting  shall  commence  at  eight  o'clock,  and  close  at  ten, 
except  that  in  case  of  special  business  remaining  unfinished,  the  time 
may  be  extended  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

Sec.  II.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  by  the  Presi- 
dent upon  the  written  request  of  three  Directors  specifying  the  object 
of  the  meeting,  which  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  notice  to  mem- 
bers. No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  special  meetings  except  that 
for  which  the  call  is  issued. 

Sec.  III.  All  meetings  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  devotional 
exercises. 

Sec.  IV.  If  any  member  of  the  Board  shall  absent  himself  from 
two  consecutive  regular  meetings  of  the  Board,  his  place  shall  be 
deemed  vacant,  unless  his  absence  shall  be  excused,  and  the  vacancy 
may  be  filled  without  notice  to  such  absentee.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  all 
cases  requiring  action  under  this  rule. 

Sec.  V.  Any  member  of  the  Board  changing  his  denominational 
connection  shall  be  deemed  to  have  resigned,  and  the  vacancy  so 
created  shall  be  filled  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  VI.  The  order  of  business  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  shall 
be  as  follows : 

1.  Calling  the  roll. 

2.  Reading  minutes  of  preceding  meeting. 

3.  Report  of  the  Treasurer. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

5.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

6.  Report  of  Corresponding  Secretary. 

7.  Unfinished  business. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 


ARTICLE  II. 


Standing  com- 
mittees. 


Section  I.  There  shall  be  nine  standing  committees  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  which,  with  the  exception  of  the  Visiting  Committees  for 
the  Rooms  and  Branches,  and  the  Committee  on  Vacancies,  shall 
consist  of  not  less  than  three  members  each,  and  shall  be  appointed 
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by  the  President  of  the  Association,  who  shall  announce  the  same  at 
the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  following  his  election. 
The  committees  shall  be  designated  as  follows  : 

1.  The  Executive  Committee. 

2.  The  Finance  Committee. 

3.  The  Rooms  and  Library  Committee. 

4.  The  Lecture  Committee. 

5.  The  Legal  Committee. 

6.  The  Auditing  Committee. 

7.  The  Committee  on  Vacancies. 

8.  The  Visiting  Committee  for  the  Rooms. 
q.  The  Visiting  Committee  for  the  Branches. 


Sec.  II.  The  several  standing  committees  shall  keep  minutes  of 
their  proceedings,  and  shall  read  the  same  as  their  report  to  the  Board 
at  each  regular  meeting. 

No  committee  shall  contract  any  indebtedness  without  previous 
appropriation  of  the  Board  therefor. 

Sec.  III.  The  Executive  Committee  shall,  during  the  recess  of  the 
Board,  have  all  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  except  that  they 
shall  not  use  any  money  of  the  Association  unless  previously  appropri- 
ated to  them  by  the  Board,  -nor  shall  they  have  the  power  to  reconsider 
or  reverse  any  action  of  the  Board  had  at  any  previous  meeting.  They 
shall  meet  at  least  once  in  each  week.  They  shall  consider  and  mature 
plans  for  the  general  work  of  the  Association,  and  confer  and  advise 
with  the  various  committees  of  the  Association.  They  shall  have  the 
direction  of  the  paid  agents  of  the  Association,  except  those  under 
the  control  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Rooms  and  Library 
Committee,  and  shall  see  that  all  directions  of  the  Board  not  referred 
to  any  other  committee  are  promptly  carried  out. 

They  shall  not  be  allowed  to  appoint  a  special  committee  for  the 
performance  of  any  task  falling  within  the  line  of  duty  prescribed  for 
any  one  of  the  standing  committees.  They  shall  examine  and  audit 
the  accounts  of  the  Branches,  and  all  bills  of  expenditure  incurred  by 
the  Association  for  the  following  objects  : 

Stationery. 

Printing  and  advertising,  except  when  ordered  by  the  Lecture 
Committee. 

Postage  and  incidental  expenses. 

Sec.  IV.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  finan- 
cial affairs  of  the  Association,  and  shall  have  general  care  of  all  parts 
of  the  Association  Building. 

Stores  and  studios  shall  be  let  or  leased  by  them,  and  all  repairs 
or  alterations  made  in  the  building  shall  be  ordered  and  super- 
vised by  them.  They  shall  keep  a  full  and  correct  account  of  all  the 
appropriations  made  by  the  Board ;  and  shall  certify  to  all  bills  ap- 
proved by  the  proper  officers  or  committees,  if  within  the  limits  of 
such  appropriations,  but  not  otherwise,  and  without  such  certification 
no  bill  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer.  They  shall  meet  at  least  twice 
a  month  at  the  rooms  of  the  Association,  except  during  June,  July, 
August,  and  September,  when  they  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place 
as  shall  be  selected  by  a  majority  of  the  committee,  for  the  examina- 
tion and  certification  of  bills. 

They  shall  have  control  and  supervision  of  the  Assistant-Treas- 
urer. All  bills  for  expenditure  incurred  by  the  Association,  except 
those  herein  specified  as  to  be  certified  by  other  committees,  shall  be 
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paid  by  the  Treasurer  upon  the  certification  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee alone. 

Sec.  V.  The  Rooms  and  Library  Committee  shall  have  charge 
of  all  the  rooms  and  departments  of  the  Association  Building  in  use 
by  the  Association,  and  shall  establish  such  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  and  police  thereof  as  shall,  in  their  discretion, 
seem  best.  They  shall  provide  for  the  increase,  preservation, 
and  arrangement  of  the  library  and  reading  matter  in  the  rooms,  and 
for  the  purchase  of,  repairs  to  and  restoration  of  the  furniture  and 
apparatus, 

No  publication  shall  be  admitted  to  the  library  or  reading-room 
unless  approved  by  them. 

They  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  classes  of  the  Association,  the 
government  thereof,  and,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  the 
employment  of  the  teachers. 

They  shall  have  control  of  the  Librarian  and  his  assistants;  the 
Instructor  in  Gymnastics  and  his  assistant. 

They  shall  have  the  power  to  form  subcommittees  from  mem- 
bers of  the  Association  to  enable  them  more  fully  to  carry  out  their 
duties. 

They  shall  examine  and  audit  bills  of  expenditures  incurred  by  the 

Association  for  the  following  objects: 
The  Classes. 
The  Gymnasium. 

The  Library  and  the  Reading-room. 
The  Furniture  and  Apparatus. 

Sec.  VI.  The  Lecture  Committee  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board,  provide  for  the  delivery  of  public  lectures,  and  arrange  for 
such  religious  services  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Board.  They  shall 
have  charge  of  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Association,  and  all  the 
arrangements  thereof.  They  shall  examine  and  audit  all  bills  of  ex- 
penditures incurred  by  the  Association  through  them,  in  carrying  out 
their  duties  ;  and  shall,  once  in  each  month,  transmit  to  the  Finance 
Committee  a  list'  of  all  such  expenditures  authorized  by  them,  with 
the  dates  of  their  contraction. 

Sec.  VII.  The  Legal  Committee  shall  advise  the  Association,  in 
writing,  as  to  any  legal  questions  upon  which  their  opinion  may  be 
desired  by  the  Board.  They  shall  have  charge  of  the  prosecution 
and  defence  of  all  suits  to  which  the  Association  may  be  a  party ; 
but  they  shall  not  have  the  power  to  institute  any  suit  without  the 
direction  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  VIII.  To  the  Committee  on  Vacancies  shall  be  referred  all 
nominations  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Directors.  They  shall 
report  to  the  Board,  in  writing,  upon  such  nominations,  at  the  ensu- 
ing regular  meetings.  Upon  the  coming  in  of  such  report,  the  Board 
shall  proceed  to  fill  the  vacancy  by  ballot.  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  at  least  five  (5)  members. 

Sec.  IX.  These  committees  shall  consist  of  twenty  members  each, 
and  shall  be  so  constituted  as  to  include,  during  the  ten  working 
months  of  the  year  (July  and  August  being  excepted),  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  in  rotation,  two  of  whom  shall  constitute  each  com- 
mittee, and  be  required  to  serve  for  one  month  in  each. 

A  schedule  of  the  appointments  for  the  year  shall  be  furnished  to 
each  director  by  the  Recording  Secretary,  and  any  director  appointed 
for  a  specific  month  may  furnish  a  substitute  from  among  his  fellow- 
directors,  by  exchange  or  otherwise. 
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The  Visiting  Committee  for  the  Rooms  for  each  month  shall,  as  the 
official  representatives  of  the  Board,  be  present  at  the  regular  month- 
ly meeting  of  the  Association,  and  at  the  religious  meetings  held  at 
the  rooms.  They  shall  acquaint  themselves  with  the  religious  condi- 
tion of  the  Association,  and  the  working  of  each  of  the  committees, 
and  shall  report  the  result  of  their  observations  to  the  Board  in 
writing. 

The  Visiting  Committee  for  the  Branches  for  each  month  shall, 
as  the  official  representatives  of  the  Board,  visit  the  various 
branches  of  the  Association  and  attend  the  regular  monthly  meet- 
ings of  the  executive  committees  of  the  branches,  and  shall  re- 
port to  the  Board  the  result  of  their  observations,  together  with 
any  suggestions  as  to  the  working  and  organization  of  the  branches. 

Sec.  X.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  at  least 
once  in  each  quarter,  make  full  examination  of  all  the  accounts  of  Auditing  Com- 
every  nature  of  the  Association,  and  shall  present  a  report  of  the  re-  mittee- 
suits  of  such  examination  to  the  Board  at  the  regular  meetings  in 
January,  April,  July,  and  October. 


ARTICLE  III. 


Section  I.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a^resident,  a  Vice- 
President,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a 
Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  from  among  the  members  of 
the  Board,  at  the  regular  meeting  to  be  held  on  the  third  Monday 
of  January  in  each  year.  Such  officers  shall  respectively  hold  office 
for  one  year,  or  until  a  successor  shall  be  appointed.  In  case  of  any 
vacancy  occurring  in  any  office,  the  same  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board 
until  the  next  annual  election.  There  shall  also  be  appointed  an 
Assistant-Secretary  and  an  Assistant-Treasurer,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

Sec.  II.  The  President  shall  preside  at  and  open  all  meetings 
of  the  Board.  He  shall  appoint  all  standing  committees,  and  an- 
nounce the  same  to  the  Board  at  the  next  regular  meeting  after  his 
election.  He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  sign  all 
leases  and  other  contracts  of  the  Association.  He  shall  be,  ex 
officio,  a  member  of  all  standing  committees  of  the  Board  and 
Association. 

Sec.  III.  The  Vice-President  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  President, 
have  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  President.  In 
the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice-President,  the  chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  preside ;  and  in  the  absence  of  these 
three  officers,  a  chairman  shall  be  appointed  from  among  the  Direc- 
tors. 

Sec.  IV.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  and  con- 
trol of  the  general  work  of  the  Association ;  shall  conduct  all  the 
correspondence  thereof,  and  revise  all  printed  matter  issued  thereby. 
He  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  committees  of  the  Association, 
and,  at  least  once  in  each  month,  the  meeting  of  the  executive  com- 
mittees of  the  branches,  and  shall  visit  the  rooms  of  the  branches 
from  time  to  time.  He  shall  attend  at  the  rooms  of  the  Association 
from  nine  to  eleven  a.m.,  and  from  four  to  six  P.M.,  of  each  week-day, 
and  shall  be,  while  there,  and  when'  the  Executive  Committee  is  not 
in  session,  the  executive  officer  of  the  Association  in  respect  of  all 
matters  which  have  been  determined  by  the  Board,  and  have  not  been 
referred  to  standing  or  special  committees,  or  other  officers  of  the 
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Association.  He  shall  fix  the  hours  of  attendance  at  the  rooms  of 
the  Assistant-Secretary,  Assistant-Treasurer,  Librarian,  and  other 
employes  of  the  Association,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  proper 
committees.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  seal  of  the  Association, 
but  shall  use  the  same  only  under  resolution  of  the  Board.  He  shall 
be,  ex  officio,  a  member  of  all  standing  committees  of  the  Board  and 
Association. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Assistant- 
Secretary,  may  admit  persons  to  associate  membership  upon  the  pres- 
entation of  satisfactory  evidence  to  such  officer  that  the  applicant  is 
a  person  of  good  moral  character. 

Sec.  V.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  record  the  same,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  him  by  the  Board. 

He  shall  receive  and  file  the  written  reports  of  the  various  com- 
mittees made  to  the  Board. 

He  shall  give  notice  in  writing  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  to  each  of  the  members  thereof. 

He  shall  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  all  cases  requiring  ac- 
tion under  Section  IV.,  Article  I. 

Sec.  VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the 
Association,  and  all  securities  belonging  thereto. 

He  shall  cause  all  the  accounts  pertaining  to  the  trust  estate,  real 
and  personal,  vested  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Association, 
under  the  act  of  incorporation,  with  its  amendments,  and  under  the 
trusts  authorized  thereby,  to  be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  the 
income  or  receipts  of  the  Association  from  any  and  all  other  sources, 
and  such  accounts  shall  include  all  income  derived  from  said  trust 
estate,  and  all  expenditures  of  whatsoever  character  made  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  on  account  thereof.  He  shall,  once  in  each  quar- 
ter, and  as  soon  after  the  usual  quarter-days  as  possible,  submit  an 
account  of  all  such  receipts  and  expenditures,  with  the  vouchers 
thereof,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  No  sum  of  money 
accruing  from  the  income  of  said  building,  or  any  portion  of  said  trust 
estate  and  property,  shall  enter  into  the  accounts  of  the  Association, 
except  the  net  income  thereof,  as  shown  in  said  quarterly  state- 
ment. 

He  shall  present  to  the  Board,  at  each  regular  meeting,  a 
monthly  report,  and,  at  the  regular  meeting  in  January  in  each  year, 
an  annual  report  of  his  accounts  and  of  the  funds  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

He  shall  pay  all  demands  against  the  Association  upon  vouchers 
properly  certified  by  the  appropriate  standing  committees,  as  herein- 
before set  forth,  and  the  Finance  Committee.  All  bills  equal  to  or  ex- 
ceeding in  amount  ten  dollars  shall  be  paid  by  check.  He  shall  be,  ex 
officio,  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Sec.  VII.  The  Assistant-Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  and  shall  hold 
his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board,  at  a  salary  to  be  fixed 
thereby.  He  shall  attend  at  the  rooms  at  hours  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Corresponding  Secretary,  and  shall  assist  him  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties,  in  accordance  with  directions  received  from  him,  the  Board, 
and  from  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  VIII.  The  Assistant-Treasurer  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Finance  Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  at  a  salary 
to  be  fixed  thereby,  and  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
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Board.  He  shall  be  in  daily  attendance  at  the  rooms,  at  hours  to  be 
fixed  as  hereinbefore  stated.  He  shall  keep  all  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  Association,  under  the  direction  of  the  Treasurer,  and  shall 
have  the  general  care  and  control  of  the  building  and  tenants,  the  su- 
pervision of  the  janitor  and  his  assistants,  of  the  engineer  and  the 
heating  apparatus.  He  shall  collect  all  rents  and  dues,  and  shall  have 
the  care  of  the  hall,  and  the  renting  thereof,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  or,  in  his  absence,  of  the  chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee.  He  shall  be  the  business  agent  of  the  Board, 
and  of  the  Finance  Committee,  in  all  the  temporal  affairs  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. He  shall  give  satisfactory  bonds,  in  an  amount  to  be  approved 
by  the  Finance  Committee,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  seem 
to  them  advisable,  establish  and  maintain  branches,  and  shall  discon-  Branches, 
tinue  the  same  at  any  time  that  they  may  think  best.  These  branches 
shall  be  under  the  entire  control  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  under 
such  regulations  as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  adopt.  The 
branches  shall  not  contract  any  indebtedness;  except  by  the  authority 
of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  V. 

These  By-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present  at  any  regular  meeting,  notice  having  been  given  at  a 
previous  regular  meeting  of  the  proposed  amendment ;  and  also,  with-  Amendments, 
out  previous  notice,  by. a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  whole  Board  at  any 
regular  meeting.

ADDRESS  OF  REV.  E.  G.  TAYLOR,  D.D., 

Pastor  of  First  Baptist  Church,  Providence,  R.  I. 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : — I  suppose  it  is  fitting  for  a 
Christian  association  to  call  in  the  aid  of  Providence  upon  an  anniversary,  or 
upon  any  other  occasion  ;  but  whether  the  voice  of  Providence  should  come 
through  me,  and  especially  to  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  is  an 
entirely  different  question.  I  have  been  wont  to  reckon  myself  among 
the  young  men,  and  for  more  years  than  I  would  care  to  tell,  and  perhaps 
with  a  sort  of  self-complacency  I  might  have  done  so  for  some  years  to 
come,  but  that  the  delusion  was  somewhat  rudely  dispelled  a  few  days  ago. 
A  member  of  my  church — a  simple-minded,  humble  Christian  woman — out 
of  the  goodness  of  her  heart,  and  desiring  to  give  a  testimonial  to  her  pastor, 
placed  in  my  hand  a  little  package,  which  I  took  home,  and,  opening,  found 
to  be  a  book.  The  title  of  it  was  "The  Evening  of  Life  ;  or,  Thoughts  for 
the  Aged."  The  first  chapter  to  which  I  turned  was  entitled  "  Too  Old  to 
be  Useful."  Now,  Mr.  President,  had  I  received  that  work  before  getting 
the  invitation  to  be  here,  I  should  have  seen  the  incongruity  of  coming,  and 
in  my  feebleness  perhaps  would  not  have  ventured  so  far  from  home.  But 
old  or  young,  or  in  that  somewhat  uncertain  period  between  the  two,  there 
will  come  a  time  when  our  last  words  will  be  said,  and  if  I  were  never  to 
enter  pulpit  or  speak  upon  platform  again  I  do  not  know  that  I  could  use  my 
voice  to  better  advantage  than  to  speak  in  behalf  of  the  blessed  work  of  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  and  to  say  some  words  of  encourage- 
ment to  these  Christian  laborers. 

I  think  it  is  very  kind  for  the  brethren  of  the  Metropolis  to  send  for  their 
country  cousins  out  in  Minnesota,  and  in  New  England,  and  have  them 
come  and  see  what  you  are  doing.  For  in  Providence  we  have  no  such 
grand  apartments  as  these  belonging  to  the  Christian  Association.  Like  the 
Apostle  Paul,  we,  as  an  Association,  live  in  our  own  hired  house,  with  strong 
emphasis  on  the  "  hired,"  and  a  very  faint  one  on  the  "house."  Yet  I  re- 
joice that  it  is  a  centre  '  of  religious  interest,  and  that  there  are  bands  of 
workers  in  that  Association  who  go  out  through  the  length  and  breadth  of 
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that  magnificent  State  (I  refer,  of  course,  to  its  quality  rather  than  to  its: 
quantity) ;  that  there  are  those  that  have  consecrated  horses  with  "  Holiness 
to  the  Lord  "  inscribed  upon  the  bells  ;  and  that  workers  go  out  into  different 
parts  of  the  State  to  take  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation  to  the  churches  and 
communities. 

I  am  glad  to  be  here  to  see  the  evidences  of  your  prosperity,  and  to  hear 
this  wonderful  report.  I  am  glad  for  these  bequests.  I  wish  that  we  could 
get  the  secret  of  them,  and  perhaps  we  might  rejoice  still  more  than  we  do 
over  our  work  at  home.  You  occupy  a  conspicuous  place,  and  it  becomes 
you  to  be  wise,  because  what  is  done  here  is  reproduced  all  over  the  country, 
except,  of  course,  these  bequests. 

We  are  ever  seeking  something  that  is  fresh  and  new,  unmindful  of  the 
fact  that  Solomon  said  nearly  three  thousand  years  ago  that  there  is  no  new 
thing  under  the  sun.  Hence  there  is  a  difficulty  in  finding  anything  new  to 
say  at  an  anniversary  like  this.  There  are  but  the  old  ideas  to  be  restated; 
•  we  discuss  themes  that  are  hackneyed;  but  then  I  remember  that  if  this  be 
so,  sin  itself  is  a  hackneyed  thing,  and  if  by  calling  it  so  it  could  be  put 
away  from  society  and  holiness  be  brought  in,  I  doubt  not  that  this  whole 
congregation  would  spring  to  their  feet  to  utter  the  magic  word  that  would 
accomplish  such  a  glorious  result.  We  must  meet  hackneyed  sin — yet  sin 
appearing  in  protean  forms  —  with  hackneyed  discussion  and  hackneyed 
efforts  that  shall  be  as  agile  in  assuming  shapes  to  save  as  sin  is  to  destroy. 
There  are  some  things  that  never  grow  old.  Death  is  one  of  them;  it  is  a 
fresh  experience  to  all  who  are  called  to  cross  the  tide.  Human  love  does 
not  grow  old;  the  young  people  of  to-day  whisper  the  same  sweet  things  into 
one  another's  ears  that  they  did  ten  or  twenty  or  a  thousand  years  ago,  for 
that  matter — that  is,  I  suppose  they  do,  judging  from  the  fact  that  they  so 
often  come  to  the  ministers  to  settle  the  affair  for  them.  And  so  God's 
love  to  the  sinner  can  never  grow  old,  any  more  than  the  new  days  that 
come  fresh-coined  from  the  mint  of  the  morning  can  grow  old  in  their 
brightness  and  in  their  blessedness.  Nay,  the  days  may  cease  and  time 
may  be  lost  in  eternity,  the  heavens  may  wax  old  as  doth  a  garment,  and  as 
a  vesture  be  folded  up,  and  yet  the  love  of  God  towards  the  sinner  can  never 
fail.  Sin  and  love  and  guilt  and  grace  do  not  grow  old,  and  so  long  as  sin 
exists  in  society,  so  long  shall  the  story  of  God's  great  love,  as  revealed  in 
Christ,  flow  out  from  those  who  love  the  Lord. 

I  thought  that  I  would  spend  a  few  minutes  to-night  in  showing  why  I 
specially  like  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association: 

i.  Because  it  is  the  work  of  young  men.  '  I  am  very  well  aware  that 
young  men  do  not  constitute  the  whole  of  the  society,  although  there  may  be 
some  young  men  here  who  differ  from  me  in  this.  Perhaps,  in  these  days 
of  women's  rights,  they  may  not  constitute  the  most  important  portion 
of  society.  I  remember  some  years  ago,  when  I  began  to  visit  a  certain 
young  lady  whom  I  afterwards  persuaded  to  take  my  name,  that  I  thought 
she  sang  very  sweet  songs,  and  one  of  the  first  that  she  treated  me  to  was: 

"  The  lords  of  creation,  men  they  call, 
And  they  think  they  rule  the  whole  ; 
But  they  are  much  mistaken,  after  all, 
For  they  are  under  the  woman's  control." 
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And  that  sentiment  has  somehow  been  the  keynote  of  a  good  many  families. 
And  yet,  after  all,  I  believe  that  young  men  are  of  some  account  in  this 
world,  and  that  they  are  worthy  of  being  looked  after.  I  have  sometimes 
tried  to  think  of  the  value  of  one  young  man — only  a  unit  out  of  the  millions 
of  humanity — like  a  drop  of  water  that  you  take  up  from  the  swift  running 
stream  and  hold  upon  the  end  of  your  finger,  leaving  countless  millions 
behind,  while  the  stream  hurries  by,  unconscious  of  its  loss,  and  singing  as 
it  goes.  Such  a  young  man  might  be  lost  in  the  crowd  and  we  should  not 
know  it.  And  yet  the  law  invests  even  the  person  of  one  young  man  with  a 
sacred  majesty,  much  more  probably  if  he  be  dead,  and  especially  by  foul 
means,  than  if  he  be  alive.  The  State  of  Connecticut  has  just  spent  $30,000 
in  trying  to  discover  the  murderer  of  one  poor  girl;  and  it  is  a  wise  expendi- 
ture when  the  law  is  engaged  to  avenge  a  human  life.  But  what  about  the 
moral  nature  of  that  young  man  that  has  come  fresh  from  the  country  ?  A 
companion  says  to  him,  "Come,  take  a  drink,  and  be'  a  man."  He  has 
come  from  the  family  altar,  from  his  mother's  tears  and  prayers;  he  has 
come  bathed  in  the  sunshine  of  parental  love;  he  has  come  comparatively 
poor  and  friendless,  and  ere  long  temptations  assail  him  on  every  hand  and 
he  gradually  yields  to  their  assault  and  falls.  A  friend  of  mine  in  Provi- 
dence took  his  stand  one  night  by  a  popular  saloon,  where  there  was  a  strong 
current  of  those  passing  in,  and  he  said  that  in  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  he 
saw  fifty  persons  enter  that  saloon,  and  out  of  those  fifty  there  were  forty- 
five  of  them  young  men  between  nineteen  and  twenty-five  years  of  age.  I 
said  one  night  in  my  prayer-meeting  that,  according  to  my  view,  not  more 
than  one  in  ten  of  the  journeymen  mechanics  of  Providence  ever  attended 
the  house  of  God.  Some  of  my  brethren  were  very  much  astonished.  Then 
I  called  for  witnesses,  and  one  man  rose  and  said:  "The  pastor  is  right 
about  that.  I  have  a  large  number  of  men  in  my  employ,  and  I  do  not 
think  there  is  more  than  one  of  them  that  attends  church."  And  so  it  is  in 
every  community:  young  men  are  being  led  away  from  the  means  of  grace. 
And  yet  these  young  men  can  be  reached,  even  the  most  hardened  of  them, 
and  I  am  glad  of  an  Association  that  assists  the  churches  in  this  work.  Mr. 
Dickens  has  said  that  to  every  heart  there  is  a  door,  up  a  winding  and 
rickety  stair,  that  opens  to  the  name  of  "  mother."  And  there  is  not  one  of 
these  hearts  but  may  be  touched  by  divine  grace  and  by  love.  Why,  I  read 
the  other  day  of  a  burglar  who  ransacked  a  house  from  attic  to  cellar,  and 
there  was  evidence  that  he  had  sat  down  to  meditate,  perhaps,  and  certainly 
to  rest;  and  on  a  bracket  in  the  room  there  was  a  marble  bust  of  Guido's 
Ecce  Homo,  which  the  guilty  man  had  taken  down  and  examined.  There 
were  marks  of  his  soiled  fingers  upon  it,  and  when  he  had  replaced  it  he  had 
put  the  face  to  the  wall,  as  if  he  could  not  have  those  cold  marble  eyes 
looking  towards  him  as  he  went  on  with  his  work  of  sin.  In  thinking  of 
such  men,  let  us  remember  that  the  natural  heart  in  them  and  us  is  the  same, 
and  that  it  is  the  heart  that  is  deceitful  above  all  things  and  desperately 
wicked,  and  we  are  saved  by  that  divine  grace  that  may  also  reach  them. 

2.  I  like  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  because  it  is  a  work  by 
young  men.  I  thoroughly  believe  in  laymen  working,  and  in  young  men 
working;  and  in  order  to  work  they  need  to  begin,  and  to  begin  at  once. 
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Horace  Greeley  said  concerning  resumption  that  "the  way  to  resume  is  to 
resume;"  the  way  to  learn  to  work  is  to  work.  There  may  be  a  zeal  without 
knowledge;  it  is  a  thousand  times  better  than  the  knowledge  without  the 
zeal.  Better  have  a  live  child  in  the  house,  even  though  you  may  have  to 
get  up  in  the  night  and  soothe  its  sorrows  by  perambulating  the  room,  than 
a  succession  of  still-born  children.  I  am  glad  when  the  Young  Men's  Chris- 
tian Association  takes  hold  of  my  young  men  and  puts  them  to  work.  It 
doesn't  harm  them.  They  come  back  to  their  homes  like  bees,  filled  with 
honey.  They  may  teach  crude  doctrines  sometimes,  it  is  true  ;  but  I  think 
the  most  crude  and  the  most  killing  doctrine  of  all  in  a  Christian  is  indiffer- 
ence.    It  is  good  for  young  men  to  work  with  young  men. 

3.  I  like  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  because  their  work  is  a 
practical  and  a  personal  one.  Faith  without  works  is  dead  ;  that  we  learned 
in  our  Sunday-school  lesson  some  time  ago.  There  are  some  that  weep 
over  the  pitiful  story  of  Alphonso  and  Martha,  or  some  love-lorn  maiden  in 
a  novel,  and  have  no  sympathy  whatever  for  those  that  are  right  around 
them  that  are  in  sin,  and  distress,  and  trial.  There  are  those  that  are  moved 
by  a  masterly  picture  of  street  beggars,  and  their  emotions  are  expended 
upon  the  picture.  There  are  those  that  blossom  over  with  benevolent 
desires,  and  if  wishes  would  feed  and  clothe  the  poor,  and  send  salvation  to 
the  heathen,  and  bring  men  to  Christ,  what  a  mighty  work  would  be  done  ! 
But  I  like  an  association  of  young  men  that  aims  to  put  these  wishes  into 
execution  ;  whose  business  it  is  to  "  seek  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and  his 
righteousness,"  and  to  serve  the  Lord  in  any  and  in  every  manner  in  which 
He  may  open  the  way. 

A  friend  met  me  on  the  street  the  other  day,  and  said  to  me,  in  a  hurried 
way,  "  In  five  years  forty-three  life  insurance  companies  have  insured  one 
hundred  thousand  lives,"  and  he  was  not  a  life  insurance  agent  either.  The 
lesson  was  plain,  and  I  said  to  myself,  "  Forty -three  ?  why,  we  have  sixty 
spiritual  life  insurance  companies  in  Providence,  churches  that  profess  to  be 
laboring  for  souls.  If  in  five  years  we  are  as  successful  as  the  companies 
spoken  of,  we  will  reach,  personally,  our  whole  city,  every  man,  woman, 
and  child.  I  am  not  here  to  praise  life  insurance  companies,  but  I  know 
that  they  secure  their  results  by  personal  labor.  I  will  venture  to  say  there 
is  scarcely  a  man  in  this  room  that  has  not  been  button-holed  by  an  agent, 
and  made  to  listen  to  the  particular  advantages  of  his  company.  Well,  I 
like  these  men,  because  of  their  enthusiasm.  And  this  is  just  the  work  in 
which  the  Christian  Associations  and  all  Christians  are  to  be  engaged — per- 
sonal work.  We  have  elegant  churches.  I  preached  in  one,  last  night,  in 
your  city.  I  did  not  count  the  audience,  but  it  wasn't  because  I  couldn't ;  I 
think  probably  I  would  have  found  a  great  many  more  in  like  condition. 
But  there  were  crowds  upon  the  streets,  that  cared  not  for  the  Gospel  of 
Christ.  O  that  we  might  have  the  spirit  to  go  out  after  the  perishing  and 
compel  them  to  come  in.  A  gentleman  upon  the  Isle  of  Man  said  that  there 
was  an  old  ruined  tower  near  the  edge  of  the  water  that  had  a  remarkable 
history.  In  the  times  of  the  civil  wars  in  England  there  was  a  governor 
there  who  had  been  accused  of  treason  to  his  king  ;  but  he  was  innocent,  and 
there  were  friends  who  interested  themselves  in  his  behalf,  and  at  last 
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secured  for  him  a  pardon.  It  was  sent  to  him,  but  it  fell  into  the  hands  of 
an  enemy,  who  locked  up  the  pardon  from  him,  and  the  governor  was  exe- 
cuted. I  thought  there  is  a  pardon  that  comes  from  the  cross  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  for  every  sinner.  Sometimes  we  lock  it  up  ;  we  do  not  mean 
to.  I  am  not  here  to  complain  against  the  churches.  I  believe  in  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ ;  I  believe  in  its  supremacy  over  all  Christian  Asso- 
ciations or  anything  else  ;  but  I  believe  this  :  that  we  are  to  take  this  pardon 
and  go  out  and  tell  the  people,  and  tell  them  personally,  and  put  it  into  their 
hands,  that  they  may  receive  from  .us  the  good  news  of  salvation. 

4.  I  like  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  because  of  the  union  of 
Christians  in  the  work.  It  is  a  grand  thing  for  Christians  of  diverse  names 
to  have  this  common  point  of  interest.  I  do  not  believe  in  what  is  called 
"sinking  our  denominationalisms."  Those  who  talk  in  this  way,  and  seem 
so  solicitous  for  the  organic  union  of  the  churches,  are  mostly  anxious  that 
everybody  should  come  over  to  their  platform.  I  believe  in  a  Christian 
being  what  the  word  of  God  makes  him.  That  makes  me  a  Baptist;  not 
such  a  one,  I  trust,  as  that  colored  man  in  the  South  who  said,  "  I'se  a 
mighty  poor  Christian,  but  I'se  a  fust-rate  Baptist  !"  But  I  gladly  classify 
myself  with  all  who  love  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  will  rejoice  in  any  work 
for  the  elevation  of  mankind  and  for  the  salvation  of  souls. 

I  have  but  one  point  more. 

5.  I  like  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  because  its  aim  is  to 
save  men.  We  have  heard  a  good  deal  about  the  relief  work  to-night ;  we 
have  heard  about  the  lectures  and  the  gymnasium.  That  is  all  very  impor- 
tant ;  but  I  should  feel  sad  to-night  if  I  did  not  believe  that  the  aim  of  this 
Association  is  still  higher  :  is  to  lift  them  up  into  righteousness,  is  to  make 
them  new  creatures  in  Christ  Jesus.  I  appreciate  your  efforts  to  educate  the 
poor,  to  secure  them  employment,  to  provide  reading  and  social  pleasure  for 
young  men  ;  but,  after  all,  your  great  purpose  is  to  save  lost  men,  to  follow 
in  the  footsteps  of  our  Lord,  who  came  not  simply  to  ameliorate  the  condi- 
tion of  mankind,  but  to  do  an  infinitely  greater  work — to  save  the  perishing. 
He  said  of  himself,  "The  Son  of  Man  is  come  to  seek  and  to  save  that 
which  was  lost  !"  Any  end  short  of  that  is  but  gilded  failure.  Over  one 
sinner  that  repenteth  there  is  joy  among  the  angels,  and  if  through  the  work 
of  this  Association  but  one  soiil  in  the  city  of  New  York  has,  during  the  past 
year,  received  eternal  life,  we  may  well  join  the  angelic  chorus  of  praise 
to  God. 

There  is  a  story  of  a  monk  who  lived  about  three  hundred  years  ago  in 
Italy,  who  was  no  mean  artist,  and  was  noted  for  his  piety  and  self-sacrifice. 
He  was  very  cunning  with  his  pencil,  and  the  most  beautiful  of  the  adorn- 
ments of  the  monastery  came  from  his  hand.  But  he  was  fired  with  the 
ambition  to  do  one  great  work  for  the  Master  whom  he  loved  so  well,  and 
conceived  the  idea  of  making  an  illuminated  copy  of  the  Holy  Scriptures — a 
great  undertaking  in  that  day.  He  began  it,  but  it  seemed  to  mock  him,  and 
instead  of  angel  faces  shining  from  the  page,  there  were  grinning  demons, 
and,  discouraged  and  disappointed,  he  threw  aside  his  work.  About  that  time 
a  pestilence  broke  out  in  the  city,  and  the  well  sickened  and  the  sick  died, 
till  the  place  was  becoming  a  very  necropolis — a  city  of  the  dead.  The 
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monk  left  his  cell  and  went  amid  the  pestilence  ;  knelt  by  the  bed  of  the  suf 
fering,  and  as  he  told  them  how  Christ  came  to  save,  many  a  face  that  was 
distorted  with  pain  grew  soft,  and  tender,  and  suffused  with  a  holy  light,  as 
they  heard  the  sweet  story  of  Jesus,  and  went  home  to  meet  him.  But  the 
infection  which  spared  none  attacked  him  also,  and  he  crawled  back  to  his 
cell  to  die.  As  his  last  moments  came,  he  beckoned  some  of  the  attendants 
to  bring  him  that  work  which  had  been  the  ambition  of  his  life,  and  as  the 
pages  met  his  eye,  wonderful  to  behold,  angel  hands  had  finished  the  work, 
and  every  line  was  radiant  with  celestial  light.  So  in  this  pestilence-smitten 
world,  this  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  is  to  go  forth  with  the  tidings 
of  salvation  to  the  perishing  ;  to  kneel  by  the  bedside  of  the  dying,  to  press 
the  cup  of  grace  to  lips  fevered  by  sin,  and,  like  the  Master,  "  to  bind  up  the 
broken-hearted,  to  comfort  all  that  mourn,  to  give  unto  them  beauty  for 
ashes,  the  oil  of  joy  for  mourning,  the  garment  of  praise  for  the  spirit  of 
heaviness." 


ADDRESS  OF  THOMAS  COCHRAN,  JR.,  OF  ST.  PAUL,  MINN. 

Mr.  President  and  Friends  : — It  is  certainly  fitting  that  I  should  be 
the  bearer  to-night  to  the  Association  of  New  York  of  the  congratulations  of 
their  brother  workers  at  the  West.  Not  only  because  I  here  received  under 
its  influence  and  training  my  first  impulse  and  education  in  Christian  work, 
but  because  of  that  other  fact  already  referred  to  by  Dr.  Taylor,  namely,  the 
prominent  position  and  commanding  influence  of  this  Association  as  com- 
pared with  like  organizations  throughout  the  land. 

I  would  make  this  then  my  first  point :  The  relation  of  the  New  York 
Association  to  the  general  Association  cause  upon  this  continent.  I  need 
not  undertake  before  such  an  audience  as  this  to  glorify  New  York  ;  but  I 
may  be  permitted  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  the  influence  which  this 
immense  centre  exerts  upon  the  whole  nation.  This  is  true  in  all  the  dif- 
ferent phases  of  life  :  in  politics,  in  trade,  in  society  affairs,  in  questions  of 
education  and  religion.  Illustrations  of  this  influence  abound  on  every 
hand.  Because  so  much  of  the  money  which  you  gentlemen  pay  for  taxes  is 
wasted  that  it  is  possible  for  one  of  your  leading  journals  to  taunt  the  city 
authorities  with  cleaning  one  of  your  principal  streets  but  twice  a  year,  the 
cleanliness  and  health  of  every  city  in  the  Union  are  endangered,  while  the 
downfall  of  the  infamous  ring  which  robbed  your  treasury  for  so  many  years, 
when  the  Metropolis  rose  in  its  might  and  swept  it  out  of  existence,  has 
warned  bands  of  political  brigands  everywhere  not  to  presume  upon  their 
short-lived  power.  The  capitalists  of  New  York  subscribed  to  the  refunding 
bonds  of  the  government,  and  resumption  at  once  became  a  fact,  blessing  the 
whole  country  with  the  results  of  a  renewed  business  and  a  revived  trade. 
The  fashions  and  follies  of  New  York  society  are  imitated  to  the  very  con- 
fines of  the  continent — made  less  hurtful  there,  however,  as  well  as  here,  by 
the  sound  common-sense  visible  in  the  simple,  earnest  lives  of  so  many  of 
its  citizens.  But  in  the  development  of  the  charitable  impulses  of  its  popu- 
lation the  question  seems  to  have  but  one  side.  What  need  is  there  of  suf- 
fering humanity  which  is  not  here  provided  for  ;  what  cry  of  physical  want 
which  does  not  find  the  voice  of  reply  ?  Now,  in  the  midst  of  all  these  noble 
institutions,  churches,  hospitals,  asylums,  orphanages,  homes,  refuges,  etc., 
it  is  quite  possible  to  imagine  the  Association  idea  might  have  had  no  repre- 
sentative. In  the  providence  of  God  it  has  been  far  otherwise.  Not  only 
did  He  prompt  the  business  men  of  this  city  to  erect  this  magnificent  build- 
ing, but  He  himself  chose  the  men  to  devise,  to  superintend,  and  to  execute  the 
work  which  as  we  speak  is  going  on  to-night  within  its  walls,  blessing  and 
benefiting  young  men  in  so  many  different  ways.  Good  men  are  a  rarer 
and  better  gift  to  a  cause  than  the  most  lavish  abundance  of  money.  We 
should  be  chiefly  thankful,  therefore,  that  as  this  Association  has  so  grandly 
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grown  and  developed  it  has  had  such  representatives  before  this  community 
for  efficiency  and  wisdom  as  the  gentlemen  who  have  so  vigorously  carried 
on  its  important  work.  The  result  has  been  an  Association  which  has  given 
to  the  country  and  to  the  world  at  large  an  example  of  the  true  sphere  of  this 
glorious  work  for  young  men,  and  of  the  wisest  and  best  methods  for  its 
accomplishment.  So  influential  has  its  example  been  that  a  great  many 
lesser  organizations  have  been  modelled  after  it  in  all  respects,  and  because 
of  its  success  have  been  encouraged  to  devote  themselves  exclusively  to  this 
branch  of  Christian  work,  refusing  to  be  led  away  into  other  lines  of  effort 
for  which  they  are  unfitted,  and  which  can  be  better  done  by  the  Christian 
Church  in  other  ways.  Nothing  need  be  said  to  show  the  importance  and 
power  which  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  New  York  exerts 
upon  Young  Men's  Christian  Associations  everywhere.  Its  consideration 
cannot  but  make  solemnly  impressive  the  thought  with  which  the  report 
closed,  "  Remember  your  responsibility." 

My  second  thought  is  that  the  present  status  of  this  Association  and  of 
the  Association  cause  throughout  the  world  justifies  us  in  the  expectation  of 
results.  The  Association  idea  no  longer  needs  an  apologist  or  a  defender. 
The  time  is  past  when  we  call  together  audiences  to  explain  who  we  are  and 
what  our  Associations  are  for.  We  can  no  longer  satisfy  our  supporters  or 
ourselves  by  dilating  upon  the  nobility  of  our  purposes  or  by  depicting  the 
completeness  of  the  machinery  we  have  erected  for  their  accomplishment. 
Those  who  believe  in  the  work  and  are  its  supporters  thoroughly  understand 
what  there  is  to  do  and  how  it  ought  to  be  done.  They  will  hold  us  to  a 
strict  accountability,  and  in  order  to  justify  our  very  existence  we  must 
exhibit  to  them  and  to  the  world  at  large  palpable  and  profitable  results.  I 
once  heard  Rev.  Dr.  Crosby  of  this  city  say  that  foreign  missionary  effort  had 
its  periods  "of  rooting,  of  shooting,  and  of  fruiting."  This  is  equally  true 
of  every  branch  of  Christian  effort.  In  the  history  of  our  Associations  the 
time  of  "  rooting"  was  at  their  humble  commencement  so  many  years  ago, 
when  George  Williams  and  his  few  companions  in  London  met  together 
without  organization  to  pray  for  their  fellows.  The  period  of  " shooting" 
has  been  all  through  the  past  twenty  years.  In  the  local  work  of  the  indi- 
vidual Association,  each  shoot  put  forth  has  added  to  the  perfectness  and 
variety  of  the  results  accomplished.  In  the  general  work  under  the  charge 
of  the  International  Committee,  the  epitome  of  it  as  presented  in  the  report 
this  evening  shows  how  wide-spreading  and  vigorous  are  the  branches  which 
the  period  of  "shooting"  has  brought  forth.  To  this  tree,  then,  so  full  of 
leaves,  so  glorious  in  its  appearance,  the  Master  has  every  right  to  come  ex- 
pecting fruit.  We  owe  it  to  His  guiding  care  and  ever-present  aid  that  it  has 
been  borne  so  abundantly  upon  almost  every  bough.  I  could  summon  to- 
night from  my  own  recollection  a  large  number  of  those  who  have  been 
aided  to  a  better  and  healthier  and  happier  life  by  the  influence  of  this  and 
other  Associations.  This  hall  could  easily  be  filled  with  those  who  would  be 
"  living  epistles"  of  the  benefit  which  men  working  through  this  efficient 
instrumentality  have  conferred  upon  their  fellows.  But  the  report  just  read 
can  have  left  no  doubts  in  your  mind  upon  this  point,  setting  forth  the  won- 
derful results  of  the  work  in  this  city,  thus  testifying  in  the  most  striking 
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manner  that  our  Associations  have  indeed  extended  into  the  glorious  "  fruit- 
ing" time  of  harvest. 

I  ask  you  to  notice,  in  the  third  place,  that  this  work  has  been  com- 
mitted by  the  Church  of  Christ  to  its  laymen.  The  fact  that  it  is  a  purely 
religious  work  adds  impressiveness  to  this  thought.  We  are  apt  to  under- 
estimate the  value  of  the  ministry  of  Jesus  Christ  to  all  the  charitable  and 
humane  movements  which  under  the  direct  influence  of  our  Christianity  are 
being  constantly  put  forth  to  better  the  condition  of  some  class  of  our  race. 
When  I  listened  the  other  evening  to  Rev.  Drs.  Potter  and  Crosby  at  the 
anniversary  of  the  Society  for  the  Suppression  of  Vice,  and  observed  how 
their  support  and  commendation  were  prized  by  the  officers  and  members  of 
the  Society,  and  what  weight  they  had  with  the  audience,  I  saw  but  the  illus- 
tration of  the  moral  strength  which  an  intelligent,  educated,  and  consecrated 
ministry  gives  to  society  in  a  city  like  this.  The  ties  between  the  ministry 
and  our  Associations  are  more  direct  and  stronger  than  between  these  other 
semi-religious  organizations.  We  cannot  set  too  high  a  value  upon  their  ap- 
proval of  our  methods  and  objects,  nor  be  too  deeply  grateful  for  their  ever- 
ready  aid.  Yet  the  fact  remains  that  our  membership  is  held  to  no  direct 
responsibility  to  any  ecclesiastical  authority,  and  that  our  executive  and 
governing  boards  report  to  no  one  with  the  power  of  rebuke  or  of  discipline. 
God  grant,  dear  brethren,  that  this  make  us  not  presumptuous  but  careful. 
Because  the  Church  at  large  thus  shows  her  faith  in  us,  let  us  be  quick  to 
recognize  our  allegiance  to  her  and  ever  ready  to  avow  our  loyalty  and 
assume  our  position  as  a  subordinate  corps  of  the  vast  army  she  is  leading  to 
the  conquest  of  the  world.  The  laymen  who  have  served  here  so  long  and 
have  been  able  by  God's  blessing  to  exhibit  again  to-night  such  precious 
fruits  of  their  service  have  kept  these  truths  clearly  in  view.  As  I  look  upon 
the  growth  and  broadening  influence  of  the  New  York  Association,  the  ques- 
tion rises  involuntary,  "Whom  will  God  raise  up  to  take  their  places?" 
Probably  some  of  those  who  hear  me  to-night  will  be  called  to  this  office. 
There  are  no  special  training  schools  to  fit  you  for  this  calling.  The  young 
business  men  of  New  York  must  assume  the  responsibility,  else  the  work 
will  fail  for  lack  of  workers.  It  certainly  need  never  cease  for  want  of  ma- 
terial to  be  employed  upon.  Let  me  leave  with  any  now  engaged  in  these 
labors,  and  perhaps  looking  forward  to  a  more  enlarged  and  constant  exer- 
tion in  this  direction,  the  precious  thought  with  which  your  Secretary  bade 
me  farewell  when  starting  for  the  West,  "  Be  sure  and  do  what  you  can  for 
Christ,  for  there  is  no  work  which  abideth  save  work  for  souls." 


ADDRESS  OF  REV.  CHARLES  S.  ROBINSON,  D.D, 


Pastor  of  Memorial  Presbyterian  Chnrch,  New  York. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : — He  that  watches  the  young  men  that  come 
to  a  great  city  like  this  sees  them  divide  naturally  into  two  classes  :  the  one 
made  up  of  such  as  immediately  assume  strong  hold  of  some  honest  work, 
apply  themselves  earnestly  and  energetically  for  its  accomplishment,  and  so 
immediately  go  forward  into  some  measure  of  success  and  strength  in  the 
community  of  which  they  are  a  part ;  and  the  other  class  made  up  of  those 
who  advance  in  the  same  general  line,  grow  weaker  as  they  advance  further, 
accomplish  little,  make  poor  show  and  bring  small  result,  and  by  and.  by  are 
only  open  to  the  sarcasm  that  they  are  remarkable  for  nothing  in  the  world 
so  much  as  that  they  are  so  remarkable  for  nothing.  The  question  follows  in- 
stantly, Why  are  there  so  many  failures  made  by  our  young  men  in  the 
living  of  the  life  they  lead  ? 

Heroism  is  to  be  reckoned  according  to  one's  circumstances  of  exposure 
and  need  of  endurance.  Some  of  us  have  been  reading  a  little  story,  which 
has  given  us  a  grain  of  comfort.  It  appears  that  a  poor  but  worthy  arti- 
san of  Paris  once  went  to  his  bishop  with  his  heart  almost  overwhelmed 
with  fears.  "Father,"  said  he,  with  the  most  profound  humility,  "  I  am  a 
sinner  ;  I  admit  and  feel  I  am  a  sinner  ;  but  it  is  against  my  will.  Every 
hour  I  ask  for  light,  and  humbly  pray  for  faith  in  my  struggle  ;  but  still  I  am 
overwhelmed  with  doubt.  Surely,  if  I  were  not  despised  of  God,  he  would 
not  leave  me  to  fight  thus  with  the  adversary  of  souls.  Does  he  see  me  in 
the  midst  of  my  grief  ?"  The  bishop  is  reported  to  have  consoled  his  sor- 
rowing visitor  in  this  way  :  "You  are  aware,"  said  he,  "that  the  king  of  the 
realm  has  two  castles  on  which  he  much  relies  for  the  defences  of  France  ? 
That  at  Montlhery  is  far  inland,  and  remains  remote  out  of  danger;  but  that 
at  La  Rochelle  is  on  the  coast  and  is  always  a  conspicuous  mark  for  ma- 
rauders from  the  sea,  and  exposed  to  sieges  ;  indeed,  it  bears  the  scars  of 
balls  from  a  hundred  bombardments  already.  A  commander  has  to  be 
appointed  yearly  to  each  of  these  famous  fortresses.  Now  tell  me,  which  do 
you  suppose  stands  eminently  the  highest  in  the  estimation  of  the  monarch  ?" 
And  the  man  answered  easily,  "That  soldier  is  the  bravest  who  holds  his 
own  the  most  firmly  in  the  place  where  there  is  greatest  danger."  Then  the 
bishop  pronounced  his  reply  well  made,  only  adding:  "And  our  king  puts 
ever  his  most  trusty  veterans  into  the  castle  at  La  Rochelle  ;  any  one  who 
could  just  live  there  could  grow  to  be  famous  without  an  effort  in  the  castle 
of  Montlhery." 

Whoever  can  stand  here  in  New  York  can  stand  anywhere,  by  the  grace 
and  in  the  name  of  the  Master.     Faith  in  God  is  the  essential  condition  of 
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any  success.  In  all  spiritual  enterprises  of  experience  and  labor,  that 
Christian  who  predicts  ultimate  failure  simply  fulfils  his  own  prophecy  ;  but 
he  who,  trusting  in  God,  expects  to  succeed,  will  work  out  eventual  success. 

Some  few  illustrations,  drawn  from  common  life,  will  exhibit  the  mean- 
ing of  this  proposition,  and  at  the  same  time  will  show  us  that  there  is  noth- 
ing strange  in  its  announcement. 

Begin  on  the  lowest  plane.  You  note  that  when  young  children  are 
seated  at  the  table  for  evening  study  of  their  lessons,  it  is  the  one  who  says, 
"  Oh  !  I  cannot  do  these  sums,"  that  never  gets  the  right  answers  ;  and  it  is 
the  one  who  quietly  addresses  himself  to  the  task  as  if  he  had  nothing  hope- 
less or  unusual  on  hand  that  in  the  end  works  out  all  the  problems.  You 
note  also  that  your  daughter,  whose  really  worthy  accomplishment  in  music 
is  a  private  pride  to  you,  breaks  down  most  humiliatingly  when  chance  com- 
pany is  in,  and  retires  from  the  instrument  in  utter  confusion.  She  told  you 
she  should  fail,  and  you  have  to  admit  that  she  kept  her  word.  But  you  re- 
mark, as  if  it  were  an  unquestionable  explanation  and  apology,  "  Poor  child, 
she  could  do  it  well  enough  if  she  would  only  think  she  could  !" 

Enter  more  serious  life.  In  business  ventures  you  have  observed  that 
one  merchant  reaches  prosperity  by  a  career  which  ruins  another.  Two 
young  men  start  about  equal  alike  in  capacity  and  capital.  One  is  sanguine 
and  hopeful,  the  other  is  timid  and  apt  to  despond.  Both  may  have  the 
same  prudence,  and  both  may  meet  the  same  general  chances.  But  the 
bright,  happy  temperament  of  one  carries  him  on  blithely  over  the  surface 
of  the  peril  without  breaking  in.  He  sees  the  ice  is  thin  ;  but  he  is  across  it 
in  an  instant,  and  going  on — on  always,  chirk  and  cheerful  as  a  bird.  The 
other  pauses  on  the  brink  of  decision  contemplatively  to  make  the  remark, 
"  I  never  can — I  never  shall — "    And  he  never  does. 

Rise  into  the  realm  of  stately  history.  All  the  great  problems  of  the 
world  have  been  solved  by  men  to  whom  the  hope  of  final  achievement  was 
instinctive  and  unalterable.  Wilberforce  believed  he  should  live  to  see  the 
slave-trade  ended  in  Britain.  So  Howard  had  no  kind  of  doubt  of  the  ulti- 
mate establishment  of  prison  reform.  Timid  friends  shut  up  Martin  Luther 
for  two  years  in  Wartburg  Castle.  They  never  could  have  caged  him  so, 
but  that  he  supposed  his  enemies  held  him  captive.  His  adherents  were 
demoralized  and  feared  for  his  life.  But  the  reformation  began  to  move 
again,  when,  seeing  the  downfall  of  Rome  afar  off,  he  told  his  friends  and 
foes  alike  that  he  should  go  to  the  town  of  Worms  even  if  every  tile  on  a 
housetop  were  a  devil.  Peter  the  Hermit,  haggard  and  lonely,  precipitated 
a  million  of  men  upon  Palestine,  the  best  blue  blood  in  Europe — not  because 
he  had  any  more  resources  of  intellect,  eloquence,  or  genius  than  other  men, 
but  because  he  had  more  sublimity  of  faith  in  his  cause.  Single-handed,  he 
roused  all  Christendom  to  the  rescue  of  Christ's  sepulchre  from  the  Saracens, 
simply  because  he  believed  the  Christian's  cross  could  be  planted  in  triumph 
upon  the  walls  of  Jerusalem, 

So  sometimes  accomplishment  of  desperate  enterprise  is  reached  by  what 
seems  sheer  force  of  unconquerable  will.  Now  and  then,  on  the  high  places 
of  human  renown,  may  be  seen  the  form  of  some  simple-minded  hero, 
altogether  unconscious  of  the  show  he  makes,  and  most  likely  unaware  that 
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he  will  ever  be  considered  the  centre  of  his  age  or  the  fine  figure  of  the  era. 
Out  on  the  prow  of  his  vessel,  looking  for  land  while  his  crew  mutinies  be- 
hind him,  watch  the  face  of  Christopher  Columbus  searching  for  a  new 
world  !  Deep  in  the  forest  at  Valley  Forge,  kneeling  for  prayer,  see  George 
Washington,  the  flicker  of  the  faint  camp-fire  on  his  features,  while  the  snow 
lies  around  him  red  with  the  blood  of  his  shoeless  soldiers  ! 

Now  I  think  this  is  enough  to  exhibit  the  meaning  of  the  proposition' with 
which  we  started.  It  seems  to  be  one  of  the  most  familiar  of  all  our  principles 
of  every-day  life.  A  man  succeeds  according  as  he  expects  to  succeed  ;  and 
if  he  says  he  shall  fail,  he  will  fail.  It  isfexactly  this  embodiment  of  practical 
faith — this  personal  incarnation  of  a  confident  will — which  in  our  national 
character  has  gained  a  recognition  the  world  over. 

We  are  ready,  then,  to  consider  the  acceptance  which  is  in  the  Scriptures 
made  of  this  as  a  principle  of  the  highest  Christian  life. 

The  difference  between  religious  faith  and  mere  human  hopefulness  is 
found  in  the  presence  of  an  upward  look  of  the  soul  after  celestial  help  ;  one 
is  not  so  trustful  in  the  prowess  of  his  own  hand  as  he  is  in  the  swift  inter- 
position of  the  hand  he  holds.  Hence,  out  of  these  little  stories  there  may 
be  drawn  three  principles  of  the  divine  government  in  laying  difficult  duties 
on  men. 

Ojie  of  them  is  this  :  God  always  holds  a  Christian  up  to  the  extreme  of 
manly  energy  and  courageous  endurance,  as  his  earliest  demand  ;  he  insists 
that  each  one  shall  do  all  he  can  for  himself. 

Then  there  is  a  second  principle  evolved  here  ;  at  the  supreme  moment 
when  human  ability  fails,  God  interposes  with  suddenly  disclosed  help  ;  he 
says  that  if  we  do  all  we  can  he  will  do  the  rest. 

The  third  principle  here  disclosed  is  this  :  in  the  light  of  such  unlimited 
promise  of  assistance,  God  demands  our  unwavering  confidence  in  himself ; 
he  becomes  responsible  for  safe  results. 

Whatever  enterprise  he  summons  us  to  undertake,  he  orders  us  to  expect 
it  will  certainly  succeed,  and  to  expect  before  we  begin  to  labor.  For  right 
here  he  gives  us  this  plain  verse  for  counsel  :  "  But  without  faith  it  is  impos- 
sible to  please  him  :  for  he  that  cometh  to  God  must  believe  that  he  is,  and 
that  he  is  a  rewarder  of  them  that  diligently  seek  him."  Remember  he  has 
made  prayer  the  one  instrument  of  communication  with  him,  and  no  admoni- 
tion of  Scripture  is  clearer  than  that  concerning  the  right  and  the  result  of 
petition.  "  And  this  is  the  confidence  that  we  have  in  him,  that  if  we  ask 
anything  according  to  his  will,  he  heareth  us  :  and  if  we  know  that  he  hear 
us,  whatsoever  we  ask,  we  know  that  we  have  the  petitions  that  we  desired 
of  him." 

Thus,  then,  we  reach  the  practical  applications  which  all  the  teaching  of 
this  theme  has,  as  it  bears  upon  our  religious  life. 

i.  Apply  it,  first,  to  any  grand  enterprise  involving  responsibility  and 
risk.  If  it  has  been  advanced  at  all,  it  is  because  somebody  has  worked  it 
out  and  prayed  it  on  so  far  ;  the  rest  will  come  in  the  same  way.  Hence  if 
any  faint  faith  exclaims,  V  Oh,  we  never  shall  accomplish  this,  we  shall  never 
succeed  in  that,"  he  may  turn  back  our  whole  blessing  and  humiliate  us  with 
failure. 
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2.  Apply  the  same  test  to  an  inquirer's  seeking  after  Christ.  When  told 
to  pray,  to  go  in  humble  penitence  to  Jesus,  asking  for  a  full,  free  pardon  of 
sin,  because  of  what  has  been  suffered  on  the  cross,  one  is  apt  to  say,  "I 
have  done  that  often  ;  it  will  come  to  nothing.  I  shall  feel  no  better  than 
before."  Well,  anybody  that  starts  so  will  find  it  certainly  must  come  to 
nothing.  You  predict  failure  ;  just  so — you  fulfil  your  own  prophecy.  But 
if  you  say  to  yourself,  I  believe  Jesus'  words  exactly  as  they  stand,  "Him 
that  cometh  unto  me  I  will  in  no  wise  cast  out,"  and  then  come  to  him,  you 
will  not  be  cast  out ;  you  will  be  accepted. 

3.  Try  this  same  test  upon  individual  growth  in  grace.  You  have  a  bad 
temper,  it  may  be  :  you  will  never  control  it  as  long  as  you  say  you  cannot 
control  it.  You  have  some  other  besetting  sins  :  you  will  never  rid  yourself 
of  one  of  them  until  you  say  in  earnest,  "  I  will  root  it  out  forever  and  for- 
ever, by  God's  help."  So  all  your  Christian  graces  will  arrive  when  you 
order  them  from  abroad  explicitly,  and  expect  the  vessel  every  moment  till 
it  comes  in. 

4.  Apply  the  test  in  like  manner  to  personal  effort  for  souls.  The 
disciples  wondered,  when  they  returned  from  Sychar  with  food,  to  find  Jesus 
of  Nazareth  holding  conversation  with  the  woman- at  the  well — the  most  dis- 
couraging mission-school  of  one  member,  it  is  most  likely,  ever  put  on 
record.  Bigoted,  vicious,  impertinent,  who  had  any  reason  to  suppose  she 
could  be  forced  into  a  hopeful  state  of  mind?  There  is  nothing  impossible  ^ 
to  a  courageous  faith.    Go  bravely  anywhere  in  the  name  of  Jesus  and  dare 

to  speak  of  his  love  for  sinners  :  believe  you  are  going  on  his  errand.  If 
you  sky  it  will  do  no  good,  it  will  do  no  good  ;  if  you  believe,  it  will  do 
good,  and  the  soul  may  be  given  to  you  within  an  hour. 

Here  we  might  leave  the  theme  ;  but  some  may  be  asking  frankly  how 
such  confidence  is  to  be  obtained  and  cultivated. 

1.  Cherish  a  determined  hopefulness.  There  is  not  the  least  measure  of 
grace  in  a  lackadaisical  melancholy  of  spiritual  life.  That  is  not  even 
humility.  We  are  all  creatures  of  habit.  We  can  keep  complaining  and 
rehearsing  ailments  till  we  become  as  hypochondriac  in  piety  as  in  anything 
else.  Greatheart  told  his  prudent  friend  Honest  that  Mr.  Fearing  had  a 
Slough  of  Despond  "in  his  mind,  a  slough  that  he  carried  everywhere  with 
him."  Be  ever  cheerful.  Look  for  the  silver  lining  in  the  clouds.  Remem- 
ber successes.     Forget,  and  pray  God  to  forgive,  failures. 

2.  Be  very  care f til  about  quick  speeches.  Our  very  thoughts  are  heard  in 
heaven.  You  may  commit  yourself  to  a  wrong  thing  if  you  speak  your  first 
thought.  God  watches  for  words.  "As  truly  as  I  live,  saith  the  Lord,  as 
ye  have  spoken  in  mine  ears,  so  will  I  do  to  you."  Remember  our  ways  of 
expression  recoil  upon  ourselves.  Some  words  are  like  poor  fowling-pieces  : 
they  are  more  sure  to  hurt  the  shoulder  than  they  are  to  hit  the  bird.  What 
do  we  say  to  our  own  impetuous  children?  We  say,  "If  you  get  in  the 
habit  of  crying  out,  '  I  cannot,  I  cannot,'  you  certainly  never  can  !" 

3.  Keep  giving  encouragement  to  others.  There  are  men  and  women  whom 
one  never  desires  to  meet  more  than  he  can  help.  They  carry  an  atmos- 
phere of  doubt  and  depression  everywhere  they  are.  Others  are  sunny  and 
brisk  and  hopeful.    They  bear  us  up  on  their  wings  of  cheerfulness  till  it 
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seems  as  if  we  could  ax  almost  anything.  Did  you  see  that  incident  the 
other  day  that  came  out  in  print  ?  The  fireman  was  on  the  lofty  ladder,  up 
by  the  fourth  story,  after  a  child  :  the  smoke  choked  him :  the  flame 
flashed  in  his  face  :  he  was  demoralized,  and  actually  turning  to  come  down. 
But  that  was  awful  death  in  the  burning  chamber.  One  shouted  and  another 
wept.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Our  Association  has  occupied,  and  still  continues  to 
occupy,  an  important  relation  to  the  progress  of  Association 
work  in  this  and  other  lands.  From  our  friends  in  this 
city  the  Committee  of  the  World's  Conference,  located  at 
Geneva,  Switzerland,  and  our  own  American  International 
Committee,  have  received  not  only  counsel  and  sympathy, 
but  a  very  considerable  portion  of  the  funds  needed  for 
their  wide  and  beneficent  work. 

We  have  therefore  of  late  years  set  forth  this  work 
somewhat  in  detail.  But  in  this  report  it  is  simply  neces- 
sary to  say  that  both  in  Europe  and  on  this  continent  the 
work  is  making  decided  progress. 

The  Geneva  Committee  has  made  its  influence  felt  for 
good  both  in  correspondence  and  visitation  among  the 
Associations  of  Spain,  France,  Germany,  Belgium,  and 
Holland,  and  the  next  Triennial  World's  Conference  will 
meet  at  their  call  in  London  during  the  first  week  of  Au- 
gust. The  excellent  work  of  the  Committee  since  its 
appointment  at  Geneva  three  years  ago  will  make  this 
London  Conference,  next  August,  both  in  attendance  and 
in  the  work  to  be  reported,  planned,  and  provided  for,  a 
gathering  of  far  deeper  import  and  interest  than  any  of  its 
predecessors. 

The  work  of  our  American  International  Committee 
on  this  continent  shows  still  more  encouraging  progress. 
In  all  its  departments — at  the  West,  in  the  South,  and  in 
Canada,  among  the  railroad  men,  the  German  young  men, 
college  students,  commercial  travellers,  and  colored  young 
men — a  decided  advance  is  reported.  The  entire  work, 
extending  all  over  the  continent,  has  been  carried  on  so 
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economically  that  the  cost  of  it  was  only  $24,4433%.  Of 
this  sum,  our  friends  in  the  city  gave  $10,840^/75-,  or  over 
two  fifths  of  the  total  amount.  Of  the  American  contri- 
bution of  $5003%  to  the  foreign  work  of  the  Geneva  Com- 
mittee, our  friends  here  gave  $335T°TrV  or  more  than  three 
fifths. 

The  condition  of  the  work  in  our  own  State,  under  the 
supervision  of  our  State  Secretary,  Rev.  Geo.  A.  Hall,  is 
highly  encouraging ;  1 3  new  Associations  were  organized 
during  the  year ;  22  new  men  have  been  called  into  the 
office  of  General  Secretary,  making  47  men  employed  in 
this  State  at  32  different  places,  who  give  their  entire  time 
to  the  work  of  the  Associations.  Besides  these,  we  have 
sent  to  Mobile,  Ala.,  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  and  Cumberland, 
Md.,  as  General  Secretaries,  men  who  were  trained  in  the 
Association  work  of  this  State.  We  also  sent  an  Assistant 
Secretary  to  Washington,  D.  C.  There  are  at  present  82 
Associations  in  the  State. 

The  State  Committee  expended  in  their  work  $3097T4Tr9xj, 
of  which  nearly  one  half,  was  contributed  by  friends  in 
this  city.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  for  Association 
work  outside  of  the  city,  New  York  has  contributed 
nearly  $13,000^^.  This  wise  and  generous  beneficence 
has  made  itself  felt  among  many  classes  of  young  men  on 
both  continents. 

We  regret  to  be  called  on  to  announce  the  death  of  1 1  of 
our  life  members  :  Rev.  Wm.  Adams,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Hon. 
Nathan  Bishop,  LL.D.,  Rev.  Mancius  S.  Hutton,  D.D., 
Morris  Ketchum,  Rev.  Wm.  McAllister,  James  M.  Morri- 
son, Charles  H.  Rogers,  Abram  P.  Skidmore,  Joseph  P. 
Simpson,  Edward  C.  Wilder,  and  Jacob  A.  Wood,  M.D. 

Dr.  William  Adams  entered  into  rest  at  his  summer 
residence,  Orange,  N.  J.,  August  31,  in  his  74th  year.  He 
took  a  deep  interest  in  the  Association,  and  was  ever  ready, 
in  the  pulpit,  on  the  platform,  and  in  the  social  circle,  to 
exert  his  wide  influence  in  the  interest  of  its  work.  We 
expected  that  he  would  have  been  present  at  our  last  anni- 
versary, but  on  the  evening  of  the  meeting  he  wrote  to 
say  that  his  cold  had  increased,  and  that  he  was  compelled 
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to  keep  within  doors,  and  added,  "  You  can  never  doubt 
my  steadfast  interest  in  the  Association,  which  I  loved  in 
the  beginning,  and  shall  love  to  the  end." 

Dr.  Bishop,  a  member  of  our  Board  of  Trustees,  died 
August  7,  in  his  726.  year.  For  nearly  twenty  years  Dr. 
Bishop  was  an  active  friend  and  generous  contributor  to 
the  funds  of  this  Association  and  of  the  International  Com- 
mittee. Few  men  have  so  intelligently  appreciated  our 
work  in  all  its  departments,  and  have  accompanied  their 
gifts  with  counsel  so  wise,  practical,  and  sympathetic. 

At  our  last  anniversary  a  venerable  pastor,  Rev.  Man- 
cius  S.  Hutton,  D.D.,  sat  on  the  platform,  as  had  been  his 
custom  for  many  years,  and  conducted  the  opening  relig- 
ious services.  He  died  April  3,  in  the  77th  year  of  his 
age.  Dr.  Hutton  and  his  former  church  in  Washington 
Square  were  closely  identified  with  the  early  history  of 
the  Association.  He  was  its  life-long  friend,  and  ready  at 
any  time  to  perform  any  service  we  might  ask  from 
him. 

Rev.  William  McAllister  died  January  3,  in  the  58th 
year  of  his  age.  Mr.  McAllister  gave  much  time  to  our 
religious  work,  particularly  in  connection  with  any  special 
religious  services  under  our  charge.  He  was  a  frequent 
visitor  at  our  rooms. 

We  miss  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  these  ven- 
erated men. 

The  work  of  the  Association,  so  fully  set  forth  in  the 
reports  of  the  Committees,  can  only  be  summarized  here. 
And  first  in  regard  to  the  Committees  of  the  Board,  which 
have  charge  of  the  business  affairs  of  the  Association : 

The  Executive  Committee,  Mr.  W.  W.  Hoppin,  Jr.,  Chair- 
man, charged  with  the  general  supervision  of  our  work, 
reports  the  following  interesting  facts  and  figures":  More 
than  264,300  persons,  being  a  gain  over  last  year  of  24,800, 
entered  the  building,  week-days,  for  Association  purposes 
— an  average  of  844  per  day.  105,574  used  the  Reading 
Room,  35,806  the  Library,  and  31,318  the  Gymnasium. 
794  religious  and  1256  secular  meetings,  including  educa- 
tional classes,  receptions,  lectures,  and  entertainments,  were 
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held  by  the  Association  in  this  building,  making  in  all  2050 
gatherings,  being  an  average  of  nearly  six  per  day,  with 
an  aggregate  attendance  of  1 12,846. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
Mr.  Percy  R.  Pyne,  shows  that  the  Trustees  paid  over 
to  the  Association  the  net  income  from  this  building, 
S^OfVV  being  $I534AV  more  than  last  year.  The  Niblo 
Library  Fund  has  increased  during  the  year  to  $1 53,279//^. 
The  Van  Arsdale  Fund  for  the  relief  of  sick  and  needy 
young  men  amounts  to  $744-^. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association,  Mr.  J. 
F.  Wyckoff,  shows  an  increase  of  $641^-  in  members' 
dues,  and  of  $1083^-^  in  donations  for  current  expenses. 
Mr.  Wyckoff  reports  having  received  the  sum  of  $30,0083^. 
Of  this  amount,  $18,350^^  was  expended  in  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  work  of  the  Association  in  this  building. 
$65891%-  was  expended  in  the  work  of  the  Branches,  and 
$5000  was  paid  on  the  floating  indebtedness  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. The  balance  of  the  floating  debt,  $5000,  is  due 
in  1881. 

This  gratifying  financial  result  of  the  year  has  been 
largely  due  to  the  wise  administration  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, Mr.  Waldron  P.  Brown,  Chairman.  This  Commit- 
tee so  vigilantly  performed  their  duties  that  the  expendi- 
tures have  been  kept,  as  heretofore,  within  the  budget 
submitted  by  them  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  We 
desire  to  express  our  grateful  thanks  to  the  80  friends  who 
have  contributed  so  generously  to  the  current  expenses  of 
the  Association,  enabling  us  to  close  the  year  free  from 
current  indebtedness. 

The  report  of  the  Rooms  and  Library  Committee,  Mr. 
Cephas  Brainerd,  Chairman,  shows  that  the  Library  con- 
tains 12,500  volumes,  an  increase  of  451.  There  have  also 
been  added  15 12  pamphlets.  Of  the  books  drawn  25  per 
cent,  were  works  of  fiction,  and  75  per  cent,  solid  litera- 
ture. There  are  443  serials  on  file  in  the  Reading  Room 
and  Library.  31,314  papers,  magazines,  and  other  publi- 
cations have  been  sent  to  army  posts  and  naval  stations, 
being  an  average  of  602  sent  out  each  week.    From  the 
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Library  12,910  books  were  drawn  by  9383  persons.  Owing 
to  the  fact  that  no  fresh  books  were  added  to  the  Library, 
the  number  drawn  is  3157  less  than  in  1879,  and  the  per- 
sons drawing  books  were  2531  less  than  in  the  previous 
year.  But  arrangements  are  in  progress  for  the  use 
of  the  income  of  the  Niblo  Fund  for  the  enlargement  of 
the  Library.  It  is  now  expected  that  large  additions  will 
be  made  during  1881. 

A  gratifying  increase  is  noticeable  in  the  evening 
classes  in  Writing,  Book-keeping,  Phonography,  German, 
French,  Spanish,  and  Vocal  Music.  These  classes  are 
held  from  the  first  of  October  until  the  first  of  May. 
During  the  month  of  October  686  young  men  entered 
them,  as  against  479  during  October  of  the  previous  year, 
a  gain  of  207.  In  all  940  young  men  have  by  this  means 
received  instruction  during  the  year.  The  aggregate  at- 
tendance was  17,825,  an  average  of  250.  The  class-rooms 
are  far  too  small  for  the  comfortable  accommodation  of 
the  young  men  who  seek  these  educational  advantages. 
It  would  be  difficult  to  exaggerate  the  benefit  which  has 
been  gained  by  young  men  in  attendance  at  these  classes. 

The  Lecture  Committee,  Dr.  James  A.  Bennett,  Chair- 
man, reports  the  delivery  of  six  Medical  Talks  by  as  many 
physicians  of  the  city,  to  young  men  exclusively,  in  this 
hall  during  April  and,  May  last.  These  physicians  lec- 
tured without  charge,  and  we  tender  them  our  grateful 
thanks  for  their  helpful  services.  The  average  attendance 
was  650,  being  250  more  than  in  1879. 

Four  lectures  have  been  delivered  in  the  Members' 
Course,  with  an  average  attendance  of  11 50,  being  no 
more  than  during  last  year.  The  Monthly  Receptions, 
averaging  1250,  show  an  increased  attendance  of  150. 
The  average  attendance  at  Dr.  Thomson's  Bible  Class  in 
care  of  this  Committee  was  500,  an  increase  of  32  over 
last  year.  This  is  the  eleventh  year  in  which  Dr.  Thom- 
son has  conducted  this  class.  The  Monthly  Meetings  of 
the  members  averaged  141,  being  11  more  than  in  1879. 

During  seven  months  while  Dr.  Thomson's  class  is  not 
in  session,  one  for  young  men  exclusively  is  held  in  the 
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parlors,  with  an  average  attendance  of  85,  an  increase 
of  20. 

Every  Sunday  morning  at  9.30  o'clock  a  Bible  Class 
has  been  held  for  those  who  have  recently  commenced 
the  Christian  life.    The  average  attendance  has  been  44. 

The  members  of  the  Legal  Committee  have,  as  usual, 
rendered  their  professional  services  to  the  Association 
without  compensation.  The  fees  allowed  them  in  the 
Surrogate's  Court  in  connection  with  the  transfer  of  the 
Niblo  Bequest,  amounting  to  $7503%  was  handed  over  by 
the  Committee  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Library. 

The  Committee  on  Vacancies  have  from  time  to  time 
recommended  persons  for  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. 

The  Auditing  Committee  audit  the  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer  quarterly. 

The  reports  of  the  Committees  of  the  Associations 
show  the  following  results : 

The  Invitation  Committee,  Mr.  Charles  H.  Gushee, 
Chairman,  is  composed  of  23  members.  Five  go  out 
every  evening  on  which  religious  meetings  are  held,  and 
distribute  invitations  to  young  men  whom  they  meet  in 
the  streets.  200,690  cards  and  slips  have  been  distributed, 
being  124,222  more  than  in  the  preceding  year.  No  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association  has  been  more  diligent,  or  has 
performed  its  labor  more  cheerfully  and  effectively. 

The  Membership  Committee,  Mr.  Theodore  P.  Boggs, 
Chairman,  reports  that  1367  new  members  were  added  to 
the  Association  last  year,  being  a  gain  of  156.  Of  these, 
729  were  between  the  ages  of  16  and  21,  and  11 36  were 
under  30  years  of  age.  These  are  distributed  as  to  their 
ecclesiastical  sympathies  among  the  following  denomi- 
nations :  Presbyterian,  Episcopalian,  Methodist,  Baptist, 
Lutheran,  Roman  Catholic,  Congregational,  Reformed 
Dutch,  Unitarian,  Universalist,  Jewish,  Society  of  Friends, 
Swedenborgians,  and  Campbellites. 

Of  the  occupations,  731,  or  more  than  one  half,  are 
clerks  and  salesmen,  161  are  students,  119  artisans,  71  pro- 
fessional men,  46  in  business  on  their  own  account,  and  32 
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apprentices.  The  remaining  207  are  engaged  in  various 
lines  of  business.  In  answer  to  the  question :  How  long 
have  these  young  men  been  in  New  York?  we  would 
reply  that  of  the  1367  new  members,  307  have  been  less 
than  one  year,  and  618 — nearly  one  half — were  not  born 
in  the  city. 

The  present  membership  of  the  Association  is  2907. 

The  Reception  Committee,  Mr.  S.  L.  Hutchinson,  Chair- 
man, numbers  36.  An  average  of  3  members  have  been  in 
attendance  at  the  rooms  each  evening  to  receive  strangers. 
This  Committee  also  cares  for  the  Sunday  evening  tea. 
An  average  of  89  young  men  attending  the  Bible  Class  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  and  desiring  to  remain  for  the  half-past 
six  prayer  meeting,  have  been  provided  with  a  simple  tea 
in  the  Lecture  Room. 

The  Committee  of  Ushers,  Mr.  Henry  V.  Parsell,  Chair- 
man, have  taken  charge  of  seating  the  audiences  at  the 
lectures,  medical  talks,  receptions,  and  Bible  classes  held 
in  the  Hall. 

The  Employment  Committee,  Mr.  Wm.  F.  Lee,  Chair- 
man, advised  with  1661  young  men  seeking  employment. 
The  forenoons  are  occupied  by  Mr.  Lee  and  Mr.  Webster, 
the  Assistant  Secretary,  in  this  work.  365  secured  em- 
ployment directly  through  the  labors  of  the  Committee. 
Of  the  applicants,  1025  represented  30  of  the  States  of  the 
Union :  from  the  Middle  States,  807 ;  from  New  England, 
115  ;  from  the  South,  51  ;  and  from  the  West,  52.  Those 
of  foreign  birth  were  distributed  as  to  their  birth  as  fol- 
lows:  England,  184;  Ireland,  169;  Scotland,  57;  Wales, 
7  ;  Canada,  78  ;  Germany,  67  ;  France,  8  ;  Austria,  4;  Italy, 
3  ;  Russia,  3  ;  Spain,  14;  Norway,  10 ;  Sweden,  9  ;  Switzer- 
land, 6  ;  Denmark,  4 ;  Turkey,  6  ;  Hungary,  1  ;  Egypt,  2  ; 
Africa,  2;  China,  1  ;  Australia,  1. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  previous  employment  of 
applicants;  it  was  as  follows:  clerks,  574;  miscellaneous, 
234;  salesmen,  206;  boys,  171;  book-keepers,  151;  in  no 
former  employment,  133;  trades,  46;  porters,  37;  teach- 
ers, 36;  in  business  for  themselves,  27;  farmers,  19;  drug 
clerks,  7  ;  clergymen,  5  ;  journalists,  4 ;  engineers,  3  ;  pro- 
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fessional  nurses,  2  ;  organists,  2  ;  lawyers,  2  ;  druggist,  1  ; 
type  writer,  1. 

These  applicants  desired  occupations  as  follows :  clerks, 
717;  miscellaneous,  470 ;  salesmen,  169;  book-keepers,  142; 
porters,  61  ;  trades,  41 ;  teachers,  28  ;  drug  clerks,  8  ;  engi- 
neers, 7 ;  professional  nurses,  3  ;  draughtsmen,  3  ;  stenog- 
raphers, 2  ;  organists,  2  ;  journalists,  2  ;  ministerial  work, 
2;  law  practice,  2  ;  type  writer,  1 ;  farmer,  1. 

For  over  16  years  Mr.  Lee  has  given  the  forenoon  of 
each  day  to  this  important  service.  He  has  not  only 
pointed  out  to  hundreds  of  young  men,  individually,  the 
way  to  success  in  this  life,  but  also  to  success  in  the  life 
which  has  no  end. 

The  Committee  on  Boarding  Houses,  Mr.  W.  G.  Cross- 
man,  Chairman,  have  received  applications  from  586  per- 
sons for  young  men  as  boarders.  They  have  visited  449 
boarding  houses,  and  have  kept  in  their  register,  on  an 
average,  the  addresses  of  1 1 1  boarding  houses.  This  regis- 
ter has  been  always  open  in  the  rooms  for  the  use  of  young 
men  seeking  board. 

The  Committee  on  Visitation  of  the  Sick,  Mr.  H.  C.  Ved- 
der,  Chairman,  numbers  10  members.  They  have  held  in 
Bellevue  and  Charity  Hospitals  78  gospel  meetings  and 
772  ward  meetings,  with  an  aggregate  attendance  of 
20,932.  They  have  distributed  3300  publications  to  the 
patients.  The  Jesup  bed  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  has 
been  occupied  throughout  the  year.  Mr.  Frederick  Mar- 
quand  has  generously  placed  a  bed  in  the  same  Hospital 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Association.  When  these  two  beds 
were  occupied,  the  Superintendent  promptly  admitted 
other  young  men  at  our  request,  so  that  in  all  22  young 
men  have  had  the  benefits  of  the  Hospital  during  the  year. 
We  desire  to  record  our  thanks  to  the  managers  for  their 
kindness. 

Up  to  the  31st  day  of  December,  in  response  to  the 
appeal  for  contributions  to  enable  the  Association  to  pur- 
chase a  plot  of  land  in  Woodlawn  Cemetery  for  the  burial 
of  young  men,  $14603%  has  been  received  from  290  of  our 
members. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Social  and  Religious 
Meetings,  Mr.  Henry  H.  Webster,  Chairman,  shows  a 
gratifying  increase  in  the  attendance  at  the  daily  meet- 
ings, and  at  the  meetings  held  on  Thursday,  Saturday, 
and  Sunday  evenings.  The  attendance  was  17,723,  being 
an  increase  of  3574.  The  average  for  all  these  meetings 
collectively  was  226,  an  increase  of  59  over  that  of  the 
former  year.  233  young  men  sought  personal  religious 
instruction  in  the  Christian  life  in  connection  with  these 
services,  an  increase  of  33. 

A  deep  spiritual  interest  has  prevailed  in  these  meet- 
ings, far  beyond  what  has  usually  characterized  them. 
This  has  been  largely  due  to  the  devoted  enthusiasm  and 
fidelity  with  which  Mr.  Webster  has  inspired  his  Commit- 
tee, leading  them  in  their  work. 

The  Committee  on  Open-air  Services,  Mr.  B.  C.  Wetmore, 
Chairman,  held  no  services,  as  they  were  unable  to  secure 
permission  from  the  Mayor  for  the  purpose.  This  is  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  this  work  that  permission  has 
been  withheld. 

On  Tuesday  evenings,  in  this  Hall,  the  Music  Commit- 
tee, Mr.  Spencer  W.  Coe,  Chairman,  have  conducted  a 
series  of  services  of  sacred  song,  attended  chiefly  by  those 
actively  interested  in  the  Gospel  work  of  Mr.  C.  W.  Sawyer 
at  Cooper  Institute. 

The  Committee  on  Churches,  Mr.  John  T.  Ijams,  Chair- 
man, have  visited  new  associate  members  with  a  view  to 
secure  their  stated  attendance  at  places  of  worship  on  the 
Lord's  day. 

The  Literary  Society,  Mr.  E.  S.  Miller,  President,  held 
39  sessions,  with  an  average  attendance  of  40.  361  young 
men  took  part  in  the  exercises.    The  society  numbers  1 10. 

On  the  30th  of  April  last  the  relation  of  the  Yorkville 
Branch  to  the  parent  Association  was  terminated.  Before 
taking  this  step  the  Board  of  Directors  offered  to  continue 
the  Branch,  giving  the  members,  as  heretofore,  the  use  of 
all  advantages  at  the  Central  Building,  the  Branch  to 
retain  for  their  own  expenses  the  money  secured  from 
the  sale  of  tickets.    The  membership  fees  had  averaged 
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$75°-rrfV  Per  year.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Board  offered 
to  pay  their  present  indebtedness,  and  to  employ  and  pay 
a  competent  Secretary  to  organize  and  develop  work  for 
young  men  in  that  part  of  the  city,  provided  they  would 
agree  to  be  responsible  for  their  remaining  current  ex- 
penses. The  Branch  declined  the  proposition  of  the 
Board.  To  meet  their  wishes,  the  parent  Association 
would  have  been  obliged  to  make  itself  morally  and 
legally  bound  for  all  debts  which  the  Branch  might  con- 
tract. It  was  therefore  deemed  necessary  to  discontinue 
it  as  a  Branch  of  the  Association,  but  in  doing  so  the 
Board  of  Directors  paid  the  existing  debts  of  the  Branch, 
amounting  to  $1000^^,  and  gave  to  them  all  the  property 
of  the  Association  in  their  rooms. 

A  proposition  corresponding  to  that  made  to  the  York- 
ville  Branch  was  also  made  to  the  Harlem  Branch,  and 
was  promptly  accepted. 

The  Harlem  Branch,  Mr.  R.  L.  Purdy,  Chairman,  con- 
ducted during  the  year  23  gospel  and  praise  services  on 
Sunday  afternoons,  with  an  average  attendance  of  439. 
They  have  given  two  lectures  and  two  receptions,  with 
an  average  attendance  of  256.  They  held  52  services  in 
the  Homeopathic  Hospital  on  Ward's  Island,  and  con- 
ducted 15  open-air  services  on  Sunday  afternoons  at  Buena 
Grove,  with  an  average  attendance  of  413. 

On  the  first  of  May  last  they  vacated  the  rooms  for- 
merly occupied  by  them  at  the  corner  of  Fourth  Avenue 
and  129th  Street. 

Mr.  James  McConaughy,  the  efficient  Secretary  of  the 
Association  at  Harrisburg,  Penn.,  accepted  our  invitation, 
and  on  the  first  of  September  entered  on  his  duties  as  Sec- 
retary of  the  Harlem  Branch.  On  October  1  the  Branch 
entered  their  new  rooms  at  2317  3d  Avenue.  These  rooms 
are  better  adapted  to  their  purposes  than  any  they  have 
yet  occupied.  69  new  members  have  been  added  since 
October.  The  present  membership  is  113.  The  Gospel 
meetings  on  Saturday  have  had  an  average  attendance  of 
89.  Seven  young  men  have  personally  sought  religious 
counsel  in  connection  with  these  services.  A  young  men's 
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Bible  class,  conducted  by  Mr.  McConaughy,  has  been 
opened  on  Sunday  afternoons,  with  an  average  attend- 
ance of  35.  During  the  week  of  prayer  in  November, 
services  were  held  in  8  of  the  leading  churches,  at  which 
the  work  was  presented.  The  Branch  has  closed  the  year 
with  all  its  obligations  paid,  and  a  balance  of  $12^^-  in  the 
treasury.  The  Chairman,  in  closing  his  report,  expresses 
a  desire  that  funds  may  be  contributed  for  the  erection  of 
a  building  for  the  use  of  the  Branch. 

The  Railroad  Branch,  Mr.  Cornelius  Vanderbilt,  Chair- 
man, has  enjoyed  a  year  of  marked  prosperity.  The 
attendance  at  the  Grand  Central  Depot  Rooms  was  32,396, 
a  gain  of  3508.  52  religious  services  were  held,  with  an 
aggregate  attendance  of  2609.  15  entertainments  were 
given,  with  an  aggregate  attendance  of  3459.  6809  maga- 
zines and  papers  were  distributed.  847  books  were  drawn 
from  the  library.  163  visits  were  paid  to  sick  and  injured 
men,  and  636  to  engine-houses  and  cabooses.  32  services 
of  song  were  held,  with  a  total  attendance  of  1057. 

The  rooms  at  the  30th  Street  Depot  had  an  attendance 
of  21,944.  52  religious  services  were  held,  with  an  aggre- 
gate attendance  of  3998.  14  entertainments  were  given, 
with  an  attendance  of  4498.  3557  magazines  and  papers 
were  distributed.  434  men  called  at  the  rooms  for  read- 
ing matter.  74  visits  were  paid  to  sick  and  injured  men, 
and  978  to  engine-houses  and  cabooses.  36  services  of 
song  were  held,  with  an  attendance  of  1521. 

The  Railroad  Branch,  in  both  of  its  Reading  Rooms,  has 
accomplished  a  much-needed  and  important  work  among 
railroad  men  and  their  families.  Many  direct  moral  and 
religious  results  have  attended  the  work  of  the  year.  By 
action  of  our  Board  of  Directors  the  membership  dues  of 
railroad  men  joining  the  Association  through  the  Railroad 
Reading  Rooms  are  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  books  for 
the  Railroad  Libraries. 

The  work  of  the  Bowery  Branch,  Mr.  Frederick  A. 
Booth,  Chairman,  is  briefly  summarized  as  follows :  Two 
meetings  for  men  exclusively  are  held  on  Sunday  after- 
noon and  Wednesday  evening,  with  an  aggregate  attend- 
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ance  of  8549.  Situations  have  been  secured  for  288  men. 
There  were  furnished  739  baths,  647  garments,  and  43,331 
free  meals ;  and  6965  free  lodgings  were  given  to  832  dif- 
ferent men. 

The  report  of  the  Bowery  Relief  Fund,  Mr.  Charles  N. 
Talbot,  Treasurer,  shows  that  there  was  expended  in  the 
relief  work  of  the  Branch  $2078-^.  Besides  this  the 
Association  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  the  work  in 
the  Bowery  $4144^^,  making  in  all  expended  in  the  work 
of  our  Bowery  Branch  $6222T^. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  summary  just  submitted  that  the 
work  of  the  past  year  has  been  marked  by  substantial 
growth  and  satisfactory  results  ;  that  a  practical  and  help- 
ful work  for  young  men  has  been  accomplished  which 
should  commend  itself  to  men  of  all  classes  and  of  all 
faiths,  as  it  seeks  to  benefit  young  men  without  respect 
to  their  nationality,  their  creed,  or  their  condition,  the 
only  question  asked  of  any  and  every  young  man  being, 
"  Are  you  in  need  of  the  help  which  it  is  in  the  power  of 
the  Association  to  give  you,  physically,  socially,  mentally, 
or  spiritually  ?" 

As  we  look  more  closely  into  the  facts  of  the  report,  it 
is  evident 

First.  That  in  this  building  larger  accommodation  is 
needed  for  the  young  men  coming  to  us  for  educational 
advantages  during  their  spare  hours  in  the  evening.  The 
only  way  to  meet  this  want  on  the  part  of  these  young  men 
is  the  endowment  of  the  educational  department  to  such 
an  extent  that  larger  classes  can  be  accommodated,  and 
the  system  of  instruction  which  has  been  in  operation  for 
the  past  eleven  years  in  the  building  can  be  so  developed 
that  it  shall  yet  more  efficiently  help  young  men  to  help 
themselves,  and  to  secure  a  fairer  opportunity  to  take  a 
high  and  honorable  part  in  the  business,  social,  and  relig- 
ious activity  of  this  community. 

Second.  It  is  also  evident  from  the  report  that  the  Har- 
lem Branch  needs  a  building  suitable  for  the  purposes 
of  the  young  men  in  that  section  of  the  city.  It  can  be 
secured,  lot  and  building,  for  $50,0003%. 
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Third.  No  one  can  contemplate  the  pending  increase 
of  our  Library,  and  the  valuable  uses  to  which  the  col- 
lection can  be  put,  without  realizing  the  importance  of 
securing  for  it  accommodation  in  a  fire-proof  building. 

Fourth.  But  the  most  important  and  immediate  need 
of  our  work  at  this  time  is  a  suitable  building  on  the  Bow- 
ery in  which  the  important  class  of  young  men  that  are 
reached  by  our  Bowery  work  can  be  adequately  cared 
for  and  stimulated  to  self-help  by  the  admirable  agencies 
which  during  the  past  eight  years  have  been  tested  and 
perfected  in  the  work  there.  What  is  required  to  secure 
such  a  building  has  been  carefully  considered.  The  sum 
of  $100,000  is  needed  in  addition  to  the  $50,000  already 
secured  for  this  purpose.  It  is  indispensable  that  the 
building  should  stand  on  the  Bowery.  It  is  extremely 
difficult  to  get  suitable  property  on  that  crowded  thor- 
oughfare. A  rare  opportunity  to  do  this  is  now  offered, 
and  the  Association  needs  nothing  so  much  as  the  means 
to  seize  this  advantage. 

For  28  years  this  work  for  young  men  has  been  stead- 
ily growing  in  our  city,  and  is  to-day  more  useful  and 
extended  than  ever. 

Brethren  of  the  Association,  as  we  review  the  history 
of  God's  dealings  with  us  from  the  day  of  small  things 
until  now,  we  are  filled  with  gratitude  for  the  blessings 
with  which  He  has  attended  every  step  of  our  progress, 
and  we  should  feel  to-day  a  new  responsibility,  growing 
out  of  the  very  consciousness  of  His  goodness,  to  devote 
ourselves  with  fresh  enthusiasm,  and  a  more  entire  conse- 
cration, to  this  work  for  young  men  in  the  name  of  Christ 
our  Lord.

REPORTS 

OF  THE 

COMMITTEES  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 


EXECUTIVE. 

Sir:  The  minutes  of  the  Committee  show  during  the  past 
year  the  approval  of  bills  amounting  to  between  $8000  and 
$9000.  And  yet,  as  we  look  back  over  the  scheme  for  the 
year  1880,  we  have  to  regret  that  much  of  it  has  not  been 
carried  out.  The  oft-made  contrast  between  the  mode  of  con- 
ducting the  business  enterprises  of  the  world  and  of  carrying 
on  the  work  of  the  blessed  Master  comes  forcibly  to  us.  How 
much  do  we  hear  of  the  folly  of  stopping  just  short  of  an  out- 
lay which  would  if  made  bring  success!  And  does  not  in  a 
more  emphatic  sense  the  same  principle  apply  to  a  work  like 
this?  Here  we  are  obliged  to  stop  just  short  of  cheerful, 
bright  lights  in  front  of  our  Building;  just  short  of  room  for 
the  classes,  because  of  the  necessity  of  income  from  the  letting 
of  rooms  ;  just  short  of  open  fires  in  the  parlors,  and  of  pleas- 
ant receptions  to  the  young  men  in  our  several  colleges, 
trades,  and  mercantile  pursuits  ;  just  short  of  well-sustained 
branches  in  different  parts  of  the  city,  with  well-stocked 
libraries,  pleasant  reading-rooms,  and  parlors  with  open  fire- 
places ;  just  short  of  a  plain  but  substantial  building  in  Har- 
lem, where  the  need  of  it  is  so  patent,  filled  as  that  portion  of 
the  city  is  at  night  with  young  men.  We  realize  that  our 
streets  cannot  be  lined  with  brilliantly  lighted  resorts  for 
young  men  under  the  auspices  of  the  Association  ;  this  only 
those  who  ruin  young  men  can  do  ;  but  is  it  beyond  hope  that 
the  few  places  where  the  Association  has  opened  its  doors 
should  have,  in  addition  to  their  at  present  many  attractions, 
just  those  things  which,  innocent  in  themselves,  yet  are  attrac- 
tive to  the  eye  of  sense,  and  go  far  to  make  much  that  is 
included  in  the  word  "inviting"?  Are  we  not  stopping  "just 
short"  of  success  in  this  direction,  and  really  laying  ourselves 
open,  as  a  Christian  community,  to  the  charge,  and  justly  so, 
of  showing  less  wisdom  in  our  dealings  with  these  vital  inter- 
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ests  than  in  our  daily  business  affairs?  Coming  as  this  Com- 
mittee does  constantly  in  contact  with  the  immediate  work  of 
the  Association,  the  above  but  feebly  expresses  how  deeply 
they  feel  that  it  is  not  the  want  of  knowledge  of  what  should 
be  done,  or  of  economy  of  administration,  that  prevents  the 
Association  from  going  forward  and  doing  these  things.  Past 
reports  corroborate  these  words. 

The  matter  of  the  Branches  and  their  relation  to  the  pa- 
rent Association,  under  consideration  toward  the  end  of  last 
year,  has  during  the  year  just  closed  occupied  much  of  the 
attention  of  the  Committee.  Under  the  instructions  of  the 
Board  of  Directors — a  By-law  having  been  adopted  by  them 
fixing  definitely  the  relation  between  the  Association  and  its 
Branches — this  Committee  held  several  conferences  with  the 
Harlem  and  Yorkville  Branches,  and  after  due  consideration 
the  Yorkville  Branch  was  discontinued,  and  the  effects  of  the 
Association  used  by  that  Branch  were  presented  to  its  mem- 
bers for  such  purposes  as  they  might  agree  upon.  The  Har- 
lem Branch  has  been  continued,  and  is  now  in  a  satisfactory 
and  effective  condition.  The  services  of  Mr.  McConaughy 
have  been  obtained  for  that  Branch,  which  arrangement  is 
most  agreeable  to  the  members.  A  plan  with  specifications 
for  a  building  in  Harlem  has  been  presented  to  the  Com- 
mittee, but  they  recognize  that  the  present  condition  of  the 
finances  renders  it  unadvisable  to  bring  the  matter  formally 
before  the  Board  of  Directors.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  in 
some  way  this  most  desirable  plan  may  be  carried  through. 

The  imperative  need  of  a  building  for  the  work  of  our 
Bowery  Branch  is  felt  more  every  year. 

The  Association  has  now  in  bank  $50,000  for  this  purpose, 
but  $100,000  more  is  needed. 

Land  on  the  Bowery  commands  a  high  price,  and  the  use- 
fulness of  the  Branch  would  be  jeopardized  if  a  side  street 
was  selected. 

We  believe  our  friends  will  agree  with  us  that  the  Asso- 
ciation is  bound  to  locate  the  building  where  the  very  largest 
results  may  be  expected. 

The  work  of  the  Committees  of  the  Association  has  had 
the  attention  of  this  Committee,  not  without  some  good 
results  as  we  trust. 

The  establishment  of  a  Branch  in  connection  with  the 
elevated  railroad,  and  work  among  the  Chinese  and  Japanese 
young  men,  have  been  and  are  still  under  consideration  by  the 
Committee. 

The  inconvenience  and  misunderstanding  resulting  from 
loss  by  members  of  the  Association  of  their  tickets  has  led  to 
the  adoption  of  a  condition  which  is  now  printed  on  the  appli- 
cation for  membership,  which  it  is  thought  will  make  the 
holders  preserve  more  carefully  their  ticket,  which  is  the  only 
recognized  evidence  of  membership. 
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Mr. Webster,  who  has  been  acting  Assistant  Secretary  for 
three  years,  having  presented  to  the  Committee  his  resigna- 
tion of  that  position,  on  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
the  Board  accepted  the  same.  The  Committee  most  deeply 
appreciate  the  intelligent  and  devoted  attention  Mr.  Webster 
has  given  to  the  Association  work,  and,  what  is  of  infinitely 
greater  importance,  Christ's  blessing  we  feel  has  been  with 
him  and  his  efforts.

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FINANCE. 

Dear  Sir  :  The  income  of  the  Association  during  the  past 
year  from  rents,  members'  dues,  and  donations  has  been 
$3849^^-  in  excess  of  1879,  as  will  be  seen  by  memorandum  at 
foot. 

Your  Committee  take  pleasure  in  reporting  that  all  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Association  for  the  work  of  1880  have  been  paid, 
as  well  as  a  note  for  $5000  referred  to  in  their  last  report,  and 
that  there  is  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Association  of 
$46.^0,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  Treasurer's  report. 

The  Committee,  in  closing  the  year,  presented  a  carefully 
considered  budget  of  the  estimated  income  and  expenses  of 
the  Association  for  the  year  1881,  and  find  that  it  will  be 
necessary  to  secure  in  donations,  over  and  above  all  expected 
income,  the  sum  of  $9500. 

The  balance  of  the  floating  debt  being  $5000,  is  due  in

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To  the  Committee  on  Rooms  and  Library  : 

With  the  close  of  the  year  1880  I  respectfully  submit  a 
statement  of  the  work  accomplished  in  the  Library,  Reading 
Room,  Classes,  and  for  the  Army  and  Navy. 

LIBRARY. 

We  have  added  to  the  Library  during  the  year  467  vol- 
umes; 16  volumes  were  withdrawn,  leaving  a  net  increase  of 
451  books. 

Our  Library  now  numbers  12,500  volumes.  The  additions 
have  been  from  the  following  sources  :

The  additions  have  been  a  little  larger  this  year  than  in 
1879.  We  are  indebted  to  friends  of  the  Association,  to  the 
different  departments  of  the  government,  city,  State  and 
national,  and  to  other  bodies,  for  271  volumes.  We  may 
mention  a  few  givers  :  From  Hon.  Benjamin  F.  Manierre, 
bound  volumes  of  the  City  Record;  11  vols,  of  Appleton's  Annual 
Cyclopedia  from  W.  G.  Andrews,  Esq.;  and  many  valuable 
works  from  Col.  William  M.  Este.  "  A  Friend  "  generously 
gives  25  volumes  and  withholds  the  name.  The  U.  S.  Gov- 
ernment has  responded  generously  to  our  applications,  but 
often  valuable  works  cannot  be  obtained  on  account  of  the 
limited  editions  printed,  or  from  the  want  of  a  proper  system 
of  distribution.  The  subject  of  the  distribution  of  public 
documents  will  come  up  for  renewed  discussion  at  the  next 
meeting,  of  the  American  Library  Association,  in  Washington, 
when  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  matter  may  be  brought  before 
Congress,  and  some  system  devised  by  which  libraries  shall 
be  provided  with  such  issues  of  the  National  Government  as 
they  may  desire. 

The  annual  enumeration  of  the  books  of  the  Library  was 
made  just  before  the  close  of  the  year,  and  every  book  ac- 
counted for — not  one  is  missed. 
m  Appendix  I.  exhibits  the  character  of  the  books  used  in  de- 

tail. It  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a  falling  off  in  the 
circulation  from  16,067  m  T^79  to  12,910  the  past  year,  a  de- 
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cline  which  must  be  charged  largely  to  the  account  of  a  want 
of  supply  of  new  books.  The  present  year  will  undoubtedly 
exhibit  a  more  favorable  showing,  when  the  Niblo  Fund,  or 
some  part  of  it,  shall  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  books. 

Twenty-five  (25)  per  cent  of  the  books  read  were  works  of 
fiction,  while  the  percentage  of  history  was  13.6,  more  than 
half  that  of  novels;  science  and  arts,  18.2;  literature,  22.7. 

The  estimated  attendance  at  the  Library  was  35,806,  or  an 
average  of  107  per  day — 25,853  being  readers  of  periodicals, 
and  9383  uses  of  books.  On  Sunday,  700  volumes  have  been 
issued. 

A  valuable  addition  in  our  purchases  was  a  file  of  the  New 
York  Herald  from  i860  to  1880,  covering  the  important  period 
of  our  civil  war.  Our  Library  is  regularly  supplied  with  files 
of  the  Tribune,  Times,  Herald,  and  World,  and  their  value  is 
evinced  in  a  measure  by  the  almost  daily  consultation  of  these 
files. 

We  have  received  15 12  pamphlets.  Very  many  of  these 
were  reports  of  societies.  As  stated  in  previous  reports,  we 
propose  to  preserve  on  file  reports  and  documents  of  religious, 
charitable,  and  other  organizations.  Our  thanks  are  tendered 
to  those  friends  and  societies  who  have  contributed  toward 
this  collection  the  past  year.  Appendix  II.  contains  a  list  of 
such  givers,  as  also  those  who  have  presented  books. 

With  the  multiplicity  of  books,  indexes  are  becoming  indis- 
pensable, and  the  quality  of  indexing  is  securing  much  atten- 
tion at  the  present  time.  In  London  an  Index  Society  has 
been  formed,  and  among  other  works,  they  have  undertaken 
to  prepare  an  index  of  the  obituaries  of  prominent  persons. 
At  first  the  work  was  confined  to  England,  but  the  society 
has  offered  to  include  the  names  of  Americans  if  the  data  are 
furnished.  Such  libraries  as  co-operate  in  the  work  will  re- 
ceive a  copy  of  the  index.  To  further  this  important  under- 
taking, we  have  engaged  to  index  such  notices  as  appear  in 
the  Tribwie  and  Times  of  this  city. 

The  gigantic  labor  of  indexing  our  periodical  literature  is 
approaching  completion;  the  new  edition  of  Poole's  Index 
will  not  be  issued  this  year. 

RECEPTION  AND  READING  ROOMS. 

The  rooms  of  the  Association  have  been  well  attended.  The 
attendance  at  the  Reception  Room  was  221,466,  against  195,- 
188  last  year;  an  average  of  683  daily. 

The  attendance  at  the  Reading  Room  was  105,574,  or  344 
daily;  it  being  83,366  the  year  previous,  or  266  per  day. 

Appendix  III.  contains  a  list  of  the  serials  for  the  Reading 
Room  and  Library  for  the  coming  year,  numbering  443 — eight 
are  duplicate.    We  receive  154  as  gifts;  these  are  indicated  in 
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the  list  by  a  star  or  other  character.  We  subscribe  for  289. 
The  expense  of  publications  the  last  year,  exclusive  of  one 
quarter's  unpaid  foreign  postage,  was  $1212.92. 

Large  as  our  list  is,  and  choice  as  it  is  in  the  selection  of 
news  and  literature,  it  might  be  considerably  improved  by  the 
addition  of  a  number  of  the  more  purely  scientific  journals, 
and  the  transactions  of  learned  societies,  which  after  current 
use  would  be  permanently  preserved  in  the  Library.  Some 
additions  will  be  made  the  coming  year  to  our  German, 
French,  Italian,  and  Spanish  journals,  as  well  as  to  American 
periodicals. 

EVENING  CLASSES. 

The  Evening  Classes,  which  for  the  last  two  years  have 
decreased  in  numbers,  began  the  present  season  with  a  larger 
attendance  than  we  have  ever  before  recorded.  More  liberal 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  extension  of  the  classes. 
In  phonography,  a  class  in  dictation  was  formed  in  October 
for  those  who  were  completing  the  course  ;  this  class  finished 
the  study  with  the  close  of  the  year.  The  time  allotted  for 
the  completion  of  phonography  for  those  who  commence  in 
October  will  be  one  year  from  the  following  January,  or  for 
those  beginning  in  January  one  year  from  the  following  May. 

A  greater  interest  in  the  study  of  Spanish  manifested  itself 
at  the  commencement  of  the  present  season.  A  regular  ad- 
vanced class  was  organized;  heretofore  there  have  been  smaller 
numbers  for  this  class,  and  only  a  limited  time  was  allotted  to 
it.  Arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  the  commence- 
ment of  a  second  series  of  classes  in  phonography,  French, 
and  German,  to  commence  in  January,  18&1.  The  design  of 
these  classes  is  to  accommodate  those  who  are  unable  to  com- 
mence in  October. 

We  have  enrolled  in  the  different  classes  940,  the  averages 
of  attendance  being  250,  against  724  enrolled  last  year  and 
216  average.  There  were  846  sessions  of  the  classes  in  the 
aggregate. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  staff  of  teachers. 

The  revived  interest  in  this  department  of  our  work  makes 
it  more  imperative  than  ever  that  something  should  be  done 
to  increase  the  accommodations  for  the  classes.  We  need 
larger  rooms,  where  the  ventilation  can  be  made  more  per- 
fect, with  ample  seating  capacity.  , 

The  Manhattan  Railroad  Co.  have  courteously  provided 
orders  for  half-rate  fares  on  their  roads  (during  10-cent  hours) 
to  such  members  of  our  classes  as  desired  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  privilege,  the  orders  to  be  used  in  coming  to  and  going 
from  the  classes.  About  one  hundred  have  thus  far  applied 
for  them.    These  are  all  countersigned  by  the  Librarian. 

The  expense  of  the  classes  has  been  $1644.12. 
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GYMNASIUM   AND  BATHS. 

The  Gymnasium  was  closed  from  July  15  to  September  14, 
and  the  bath-rooms  also  for  about  two  weeks,  for  alterations 
and  improvements.  Mr.  Schuhr  reports  5476  baths  taken, 
averaging  18  per  day.  The  entire  attendance  in  the  Gymna- 
sium, including  visitors,  was  31,318,  or  122  per  day. 

The  net  expense  of  the  Gymnasium  has  been  $462.83. 

On  December  31st  688  boxes  were  rented. 

ARMY  AND  NAVY  WORK. 

A  steady,  silent  work  has  been  accomplished  for  our  sol- 
diers by  sending  them  our  papers  and  magazines  after  use  by 
us.  To  the  21  forts,  etc.,  with  which  we  have  been  in  corre- 
spondence for  a  part  or  the  whole  of  the  year  we  have  sent 
29,453  papers,  753  magazines,  1050  Association  Notes,  7  hymn- 
books,  and  30  miscellanies,  making  a  total  of  31,314.  These 
figures  have  their  value,  but  they  do  not  measure  the  good 
accomplished  ;  they  do  not  describe  the  pleasure  a  soldier  at 
a  remote  post  receives  on  getting  a  paper  from  home  and 
feeling  that,  though  encountering  the  hardships  of  a  soldier's 
life  and  removed  from  so  many  home  influences,  he  is  remem- 
bered. The  extracts  from  letters  we  subjoin  will  show  the 
appreciation  with  which  the  work  is  regarded  by  men  and 
officers. 

Until  recently  the  Government  made  no  appropriation  for 
reading  matter  for  the  Army.  It  is  a  matter  of  profound  grati- 
tude, now  that  the  attention  of  Government  is  being  called  to 
the  moral  and  intellectual  welfare  of  our  soldiers.  Three 
years  ago  the  Secretary  of  War  recommended  an  appropria- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  supplying  established  forts  with  read- 
ing matter ;  Congress  took  favorable  action,  and  some  pro- 
vision is  now  made  for  this  purpose.  Last  year  the  matter  of 
education  in  the  Army  was  taken  hold  of  with  a  renewed  inter- 
est, and  an  earnest  chaplain,  Rev.  G.  G.  Mullins,  was  appointed 
as  assistant  in  charge  of  education  in  the  Army,  with  head- 
quarters at  St.  Louis.  Chaplain  Mullins  has  for  several  years 
been  a  recipient  of  papers  from  us  at  Fort  Davis,  Texas,  and 
gave  us  great  encouragement  in  this  work.  The  Army  and 
Navy  Register,  of  Washington,  says  of  him  :  "  Chaplain  Mul- 
lins has  been  detailed%on  account  of  his  special  fitness  for  the 
work,  and  it  is  believed  by  those  who  know  him  that  he  will 
render  service  of  great  value  in  this  new  field."  This  confi- 
dence seems  not  to  have  been  misplaced.  The  past  year  29 
new  chapels,  school-houses,  and  reading-rooms  have  been 
built;  35  new  Sabbath  and  Bible  schools  have  been  organ- 
ized, and  there  are  now  about  3000  soldiers  and  children  in 
the  Army  schools.     He  writes  :  "  I  never  felt  so  hopeful  of 
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the  educational  enterprise  as  now.  I  am  putting  the  Bible 
and  a  hymn-book  into  the  hands  of  every  man,  woman,  and 
child  as  rapidly  as  possible." 

Every  friend  of  the  soldier  will  rejoice  at  these  efforts  and 
the  gratifying  results  of  one  year.  The  agents  in  this  work 
should  have  the  hearty  support  and  prayers  of  every  friend  of 
education  and  religion.  To  understand  the  necessity  of  this 
work  one  must  consider  the  exposed  position  of  the  soldier, 
his  isolation  from  restraining  influences,  his  idle  hours,  and 
the  nets  that  are  set  to  entrap  him. 

There  is  a  preponderance  in  the  packages  we  send  of  the 
dailies.  We  need  a  larger  supply  of  illustrated  religious 
papers,  and  a  sprinkling  of  the  best  comic  journals. 

Appendix  IV.  contains  a  list  of  the  places  to  which  papers 
have  been  sent. 

EXTRACTS   FROM  LETTERS. 

An  officer  from  Fort  Clark,  Texas,  writes  : 

"On  a  line,  and  close  to  the  dining-room  I  have  two  hospital  tents,  joined  together  over 
a  framework,  and  good  board  floor';  this  is  the  troop  reading-room,  and  there  is  where  your 
books  and  papers  are  opened  and  read.  This  reading  room  was  started  at  Fort  Brown,  im- 
mediately after  your  first  package  of  papers  was  received,  and  it  has  grown  into  an  institu- 
tion regularly  organized  as  an  association,  with  president,  treasurer  and,  secretary,  and  the 
whole  troop  as  members.  If  you  should  meet  Miss  Martin,  she  will  tell  you  that  she  was 
present  at  Fort  Brown  when  the  association  started,  and  how  its  origin  came  out  of  the 
start  you  gave  to  it.  Now,  my  dear  sir,  let  me  assure  you  that  the  association  to  which  you 
belong  and  represent  never  will  find  a  better  field  outside  of  your  own  city  in  which  to  do 
good  than  the  regular  army  presents.  The  men  in  the  several  companies  are  by  necessity 
confined  generally  to  the  barrack  rooms,  and  at  frontier  posts  find  but  little  outside  that  at- 
tracts, except  influences  that  appeal  to  the  baser  passions.  It  is  a  mistaken  idea  that  many 
have,  that  the  regular  soldier  is  a  scapegoat,  a  runaway  from  home  or  justice,  without 
thought,  feeling,  or  principle;  the  truth  is  quite  the  contrary,  and  out  of  seventy  men  in  my 
troop  I  assert  tnat,'I  do  not  believe  it  is  possible  to  find  in  any  city  in  the  land  seventy  men 
taken  from  any  class,  trade,  or  profession,  as  they  come  (not  selected),  among  whom  you 
would  find  more  decency  and  deportment,  when  left  unrestrained  by  society,  nor  would 
they  be  possessed  of  more  pride  of  character  or  honesty  of  purpose;  and  if  you  might  select 
from  all  classes  of  men,  I  would  match  you  with  noble  self-sacrificing  generosity." 

Chaplain  Mullins,  on  leaving  his  post  at  Fort  Clark,  Texas, 
to  take  charge  of  the  Educational  Department  of  the  Army, 
wrote  as  follows  : 

"  As  you  see  from  the  within,  the  Secretary  of  War  has  been  pleased  to  put  me  in  spec- 
ial'charge  of  education  in  the  Army  I  propose,  in  addition  to  the  secular  day- 
school,  to  organize  a  Sunday-school  at  every  post  in  the  Army.  I  want  a  thousand  Bibles 
and  a  thousand  hymn-books  to  start  with,  and  every  paper  I  can  get  for  the  enlisted  men 
and  children.    The  special  object  of  this  letter  is  to  ask,  If  I  come  to  New  York  may  I  look 

to  you  for  aid  in  my  undertaking.    It  is  purely  for  our  Lord  and  for  humanity  

Grateful  for  the  great  help  you  have  given  me  in  the  past."  .... 

From  Fort  Assinniboine  the  chaplain  writes  : 

"  Many  thanks  for  your  papers  received  this  and  last  week,  two  packages  each  time.  I 
can  use  them  to  much  advantage  among  the  men,  especially  in  the  hospital,  where  there  are 
a  large  number  of  patients,  usually  both  enlisted  men  and  civilians.   We  have  here  a  large 

and  important  post,  the  headquarters  of  the  Northwest  The  officers  and 

their  wives  are  Protestants;  the  majority  of  the  enlisted  men  are  Roman  Catholics.  Papers 
to  give  them  will  help  me  to  get  hold  of  them  by  Sabbath  services  and  Bible  classes.  Will 
be  glad  to  get  anything  you  can  send." 

A  chaplain,  an  old  correspondent  at  Fort  Sully,  Dakota, 
writes  : 

'  ~  "  Although  our  library  is  supplied  with  a  number  of  the  leading  dailies  from  the  commer- 
cial centres,  your  .benefactions  selected  from  the  United  States  and  foreign  files  bring  local 
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information  to  those  who  seldom  see  a  paper  from  their  own  vicinity;  therefore  I  trust  your 
generous  Association  will  not  cease  from  this  branch  of  their  multifarious  labors  to  do  good. 
We  still  have  much  to  encourage  us  in  our  work.  Deep  and  permanent  impressions  are 
made  on  many  minds  and  hearts,  and  we  solicit  your  prayers,  with  your  free-will  offerings 
of  papers,  etc.,  that  permanent  good  may  be  done  in  the  rescue  of  the  perishing  and  the 
salvation  of  the  lost. 

Again  he  writes  : 

"  We  could  spare  the  New  York  and  Chicago  dailies,  as  such  are  on  file  in  our  library,  but 
the  occasional  London,  Dublin,  Paris,  Augsburg,  Basle,  Edinburgh,  and  Glasgow  papers  meet 
wanderers  from  those  distant  realms,  who  seldom  have  any  other  word  from  their  early 
homes.  The  crumbs  from  your  ample  spread  may  not  be  much  missed  by  you  and  the  bene- 
ficiaries, and  will  enable  me  to  put  a  paper  in  the  hands  of  a  prisoner  or  a  sick  man  who 
has  no  access  to  the  library.  Soliciting  your  prayers,  I  am,"  etc. 

From  a  Signal  Service  station  we  hear  : 

"There  are  but  three  of  us  at  the  station;  we  belong  to  the  Seventh  Regiment  U.  S.  Cav- 
alry; he  nearest  military  post  is  85  miles  distant.  Any  kind  of  reading  matter  you  may 
send  will  be  thoroughly  appreciated  by  us,  with  many  thanks  for  kindness  " 

An  esteemed  officer  at  Fort  Vancouver  gives  the  following 
encouraging  words  : 

"  I  regard  myself  as  one  of  the  officers  of  your  noble  society.  My  business  is  to  distribute 
in  a  proper  manner  the  large  amount  of  reading  matter  you  send  me.  This  has  been  my 
business  in  connection  with  your  Association  for  nearly  ten  years.  I  have  always  been 
proud  of  my  commission  from  you,  and  followed  as  I  have  been  from  the  British  line  to  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  by  your  generous  donations,  I  have 
found  a  pride  and  pleasure  in  being  your  agent  in  the  dispensation  of  intelligence.  Your 
packages  of  reading  matter  reach  me,  as  they  reached  me  in  New  Orleans  and  Little  Rock 
and  in  Utah,  with  great  regularity,  thanks  to  the  management  of  the  mails.  I  send  every 
paper  to  the  public  reading-room,  where  they  may  be  read  by  the  men  of  the  four  com- 
panies which  constitute  the  garrison.  I  have  a  large  reading-room,  and  it  may  be  a  pleas- 
ure to  you  to  know  that  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  New  York  City  supplies 
more  than  half  of  our  reading  matter  " 

The  chaplain  at  Fort  Stockton  writes  : 

"  The  direct  good  the  papers  have  done  I  cannot  say  in  this.  Cast  thy  bread  upon  the 
waters.  I  have  trusted  and  acted.  I  know  I  have  made  some  friends  among  the  officers, 
who  have  not  been  accustomed  to  care  much  for  chaplains ;  they  say  we  were  never  so 
remembered  before  in  the  field  ;  they  know,  too,  the  papers  come  from  the  Young  Men's  Chris- 
tian Association.  I  say,  therefore,  the  papers  are  a  help  to  me  in  my  work,  and  then  I  hope 
and  trust  there  is  a  silent  work  they  do  which  is  noted  by  Him  who  seeth  in  secret." 

An  officer  writes  this  from  Fort  Duncan,  Texas  : 

"  There  seems  to  be  plenty  of  secular  reading  ;  what  would  seem  to  be  most  needed  are 
such  papers  as  Michigan  Christian  Advocate,  Christian  Union,  Christian  Weekly, Southern 
Churchman,  Churchman,  and  others,  such  papers  containing  good  moral  and  religious 
reading  ;  however,  the  other  papers  you  send  us  are  generally  such  as  are  not  taken  here, 
and  the  papers  published  in  foreign  languages,  German  especially,  are  of  good  service.''^

Medical  talks. 

The  Medical  Talks  were  very  popular,  the  attendance  large, 
and  the  interest  great.  There  is  no  doubt  that  much  good  is 
done  by  these  Talks. 


The  Monthly  Meetings  have  been  under  the  charge  of 
Messrs.  Hankinson  and  Munger.  For  the  purpose  of  intro- 
ducing variety  and  profit,  some  prominent  clergyman  or  lay- 
man of  this  city  has  been  engaged  to  give  at  each  meeting  a 
short  talk  on  some  practical  topic.  The  effect  of  this  has 
been  apparent  in  increased  attendance,  and  the  interest  in 
the  monthly  reports  read  at  the  meetings  has  not  diminished. 
The  Association  is  under  many  obligations  to  the  gentlemen 
who  have  spoken  for  us  at  these  meetings. 

The  Monthly  Receptions  have  been  in  charge  of  Mr.  J.  H. 
Hankinson.  No  effort  has  been  spared  to  render  these  refined 
and  popular  in  character.  Much  work  and  care  has  been 
necessary  to  accomplish  this.  It  is  due  also  to  those  who 
have  contributed  to  these  entertainments  to  say  that  they 
have  uniformly  been  ready  cheerfully  to  do  what  was  in  their 
power  for  us,  although  the  compensation  is  necessarily  small. 
The  audiences  have  been  large  and  appreciative. 

The  Members'  Course  of  Lectures  has  been  in  charge  of 
Mr.  McBurney  and  the  chairman.  The  course  was  selected 
with  great  care,  and  the  details  have  been  most  carefully  and 
thoroughly  attended  to.  The  results  are  seen  in  the  full 
houses,  the  increased  financial  returns,  and  the  satisfaction 
expressed  by  all  who  have  attended. 

The  Bible  Class  taught  by  Dr.  Thomson  has  been  in 
charge  of  Mr.  R.  A.  Brick.  The  attendance  has  averaged 
fully  450,  and  includes  an  unusually  large  number  of  young 
men.  The  interest  of  former  years  in  these  lectures  is  fully 
sustained  this  year.  So  many  written  questions  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  lectures  are  sent  to  Dr.  Thomson  that  he  is  un- 
able to  answer  them,  and  it  has  been  suggested  that  these 
questions  be  referred  to  some  proper  person  who  has  leisure 
to  give  them  the  attention  they  deserve.

INVITATION. 

Dear  Sir:  During  the  past  year  we  have  been  enabled  to 
do  a  more  extended  work  than  heretofore.  The  result  of  the 
increased  exertion  has  been  apparent  in  the  increased  attend- 
ance at  the  religious  meetings. 

In  the  present  membership  of  the  Committee  there  are 
several  men  who  have  served  in  this  work  for  many  years. 
New  members  have  been  added  from  time  to  time.  The 
members  of  the  Committee  generally  appreciate  as  a  privilege 
the  opportunity  of  .inviting  young  men  to  the  meetings  of  the 
Association. 

Many  young  men  have  been  drawn  into  the  Association  by 
the  little  cards  distributed  in  the  streets.  Again  and  again 
men  have  risen  in  the  meetings  and  told  how  they  were  led  in 
by  the  invitation.  Thousands  of  cards  are  perhaps  wasted, 
but  we  know  that  if  but  one  soul  had  been  led  to  Christ,  our 
labor  would  not  be  in  vain. 

We  have  at  present  23  members  on  the  Committee.  On 
an  average  five  men  are  on  duty  on  the  evenings  when  reli- 
gious services  are  held  within. 

The  Committee  Prayer  Meeting  has  been  held  every  Satur- 
day night  during  the  year,  and  has  been  a  great  blessing  to 
us.  At  these  meetings  we  have  had  an  aggregate  attendance 
of  362.  We  have  distributed  during  the  year  nearly  three 
times  as  many  invitations  as  in  the  previous  year,  viz.:

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MEMBERSHIP. 

Dear  Sir:  The  Membership  Committee  herewith  present 
their  report  for  year  ending  this  date.  We  are  pleased  to 
state  there  has  been  a  moderate  degree  of  activity  on  the  part 
of  recruits  in  joining  the  Associational  Army.  The  recruit- 
ing bureau  is  always  open  and  volunteers  are  cordially 
received.  Many,  during  the  past  year,  have  donned  the  Asso- 
ciational armor.  But  the  number  of  enlistments  has  not 
been  as  great  as  the  inducements  should  invite.  But  while 
the  numerical  strength  has  not  been  as  largely  augmented  as 
is  desirable,  yet  we  trust  the  spiritual  bone  and  sinew  has 
received  renewed  force  and  vigor.  In  proof  of  this,  many 
applicants  for  active  membership,  during  the  past  twelve 
months,  have  come  very  highly  recommended  for  their  Christian 
zeal  and  earnestness.  Another  fact  worthy  of  note  is  that  some 
seem  fully  to  appreciate  the  advantages  of  Associational 
fellowship,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  alacrity  with  which  they 
seek  membership — in  some  cases  the  applicant  having  been  in 
the  city  but  three  or  four  hours.  The  Committee  here  desire  to 
tender  their  thanks  to  the  various  clergymen  for  their  prompt 
and  courteous  replies  to  notes  of  inquiry  addressed  them 
concerning  applicants.  Withdrawals,  principally  by  expira- 
tion of  membership  ticket,  still  continue,  so  that  during  the 
past  two  years  they  have  averaged  nearly  27^  per  cent  of  the 
whole  Membership.    For  instance: 

In  1879  tne  membership  was  3990  and  withdrawals  108 1 
=  27  per  cent.  In  1880  the  membership  was  4276  and  with 
drawals  1167  =  27  per  cent.

RECEPTION. 

Dear  Sir  :  No  one  at  all  acquainted  with  the  work  of  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association  will  question  the  expedi- 
ency or  underrate  the  importance  of  a  committee  the  general 
scope  of  whose  duties  is  faintly  outlined  in  the  name  of  the 
"Reception  Committee." 

To  "  create  and  maintain  a  social  atmosphere"  in  the  rooms 
of  the  Association,  and  make  more  real  the/  bond  of  union 
between  the  members  and  the  Association;  to  help  the  members 
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to  feel  that  the  Association  belongs  to  them  and  exists  for 
their  good,  is  no  unimportant  task  to  be  lightly  entered  upon 
or  carelessly  performed.  Indeed,  there  is  no  other  commit- 
tee of  the  Association  whose  acts  are  so  sure  to  be  criticised, 
or  whose  failure  to  respond  to  the  demands  of  their  particular 
work  will  more  surely  embarrass  every  department  of  the 
Association  work.  The  mutations  of  city  life  are  such  that 
an  efficient  committee  gathered  to-day  is  scattered  to-morrow. 
So,  however  efficient  it  may  be,  the  changes  which  are  inevita- 
ble very  likely  will  bring  in  less  efficient  men,  if  for  no  other 
reason  than  that  they  are  unaccustomed  to  the  work.  That 
there  should  be  times  when  our  work  lags  goes  without  the 
saying.  One  fact  being  kept  in  mind,  namely,  that  the 
membership  of  the  committee  (no  less  than  that  of  the  Asso- 
ciation) is  undergoing  constant  change,  will  partially  explain 
why  this  so,  and  indicate  some  of  the  difficulties  under  which 
our  work  is  carried  on.  The  present  membership  is  36,  and 
44  have  been  connected  with  the  committee  for  varying 
periods;  25  of  them  have  served  during  the  entire  year. 

The  average  attendance  each  evening  has  been  3.  The 
Sunday  evening  sub-committee  still  has  under  its  charge  the 
serving  of  tea,  and  it  is  made  a  very  pleasant  gathering.  It 
results  in  bringing  in  contact  many  who  otherwise  would  sel- 
dom meet  socially,  and  is  a  valuable  branch  of  our  work. 
The  difficulties  of  the  past  few  months  have  been  great,  owing 
to  the  business  exigencies  and  sickness  of  our  members.  But 
the  committee  has  good  material  upon  it — men  with  active 
brains  and  warm  sympathetic  hearts.  So  the  future  gives 
promise  of  earnest  work,  and,  under  the  Father's  blessing, 
good  results.

EMPLOYMENT. 

Dear  Sir:  In  a  careful  survey  of  the  operations  in  this 
department,  much  will  be  found  evidencing  persistent  endea- 
vor for  others,  and  attention  to  each  particular  case,  with 
results  equalling  the  preceding  year.  For  several  years  the 
demands  upon  our  time  and  thought  have  exceeded  those  of 
previous  years*.  The  figures  are  in  some  items  larger  than 
last  year;  the  direct  result  in  positions  filled  is  slightly  below 
that  of  1879.  We  believe  that  the  real  good  done  in  these 
months  is  the  most  marked  of  any  of  the  late  years. 

This  work  has  become  a  recognized  tributary  to  that  impor- 
tant factor  of  the  Association,  the  Committee  intrusted  with 
the  religious  meetings. 

We  are  impressed  constantly  with  the  usefulness  of  this 
auxiliary  in  the  direct  effort  of  the  Association  for  young  men 
— in  developing  ways  of  approach  otherwise  inaccessible. 

Our  time  has  been  occupied  in  meeting  1661  applicants 
who  have  registered,  and  in  filling  365  situations — in  counsel- 
ling and  in  endeavoring  to  aid  others.    Upon  examining  the 
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figures  it  is  seen  that  nine  tenths  of  the  applicants  are  non 
members;  two  thirds  of  those  registering  were  Americans; 
459  were  born  in  this  city;  the  average  residence  of  all  in  this 
city  is  nine  years.  30  states  were  represented;  503  were  born 
under  English  rule;  402  are  Protestants;  124  Catholics;  28 
assigned  no  religious  denomination. 

An  analysis  presents  320  Episcopalians,  276  Presbyterians, 
200  Methodists,  127  Baptists,  60  Lutherans,  53  Congregational- 
ists,  44  Dutch  Reformed,  7  Israelites,  7  Universalists,  6  Quak- 
ers, 5  Unitarians,  i  Swedenborgian,  1  Moravian. 

The  age  of  the  applicants  is  given:  under  18,  293;  18  to 
25>  737;  25  to  30,  295;  30  to  35,  145;  over  35,  191. 

574  had  previously  been  clerks,  206  salesmen,  151  book- 
keepers, 27  in  business  for  themselves,  36  teachers,  5  preachers, 
4  journalists,  2  lawyers.

BOARDING-HOUSES. 

Dear  Sir:  Your  Committee  furnishes  to  young  men  a 
list  of  comfortable  boarding-houses.  This  list  has  been  com- 
pletely revised  several  times  during  the  year.  We  have  endea- 
vored to  keep  the  register  in  good  order,  and  have  had  many 
assurances  of  its  usefulness.  The  following  facts  will  show 
what  has  been  done: 

Since  the  first  of  last  January  we  have  received  586  applica- 
tions for  boarders,  from  parties  anxious  to  let  their  rooms, 
being  an  average  of  about  49  per  month,  and  have  made  449 
visitations.  The  largest  number  of  names  kept  on  the  regis- 
ter at  any  one  time  during  the  year  was  178,  the  smallest  52.

VISITATION  OF  SICK. 

Dear  Sir:  The  Committee  on  "Visitation  of  the  Sick" 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  work  of  the  past  year  has  been  almost  entirely  confined 
to  meetings  held  in  hospitals.  On  Sunday  afternoons,  with 
few  exceptions,  ward-meetings  have  been  held  at  Bellevue 
Hospital,  consisting  largely  of  singing,  supplemented  by  brief 
Scripture  readings  and  prayer.    Something  has  also  been 
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done  in  the  way  of  individual  conversation  and  prayer  with 
the  patients,  with  good  results.  Similar  meetings  have  been 
held,  but  more  irregularly,  at  the  Charity  Hospital  on  Black- 
well's  Island.  Until  lately  there  has  been  great  difficulty  in 
securing  workers  for  this  service,  but  that  difficulty  has  been 
providentially  overcome.  The  patients  and  orderlies  receive 
us  with  courtesy  and  listen  attentively.  The  distribution  of 
good  tracts  and  well-chosen  wholesome  reading  matter  of 
various  kinds  is  a  feature  of  the  work  which  might,  in 
your  Committee's  opinion,  be  made  more  of,  with  profit- 
Gospel  meetings — characterized  by  good  singing,  and  brief, 
pointed  expounding  of  Scripture  passages — have  been  held  at 
Bellevue  on  Monday  evenings,  and  at  the  Charity  Hospital  on 
Tuesday  evenings.  Owing  to  various  causes  the  attendance 
at  the  Bellevue  meetings  has  fluctuated  considerably,  but 
that  at  the  Charity  Hospital  has  been  constant  and  large. 
Visitors  rarely  fail  to  express  astonishment  at  the  good  order 
and  attentiveness  of  the  patients  who  attend.  They  are 
permitted  to  select  their  own  hymns  at  the  service  of  song 
with  which  the  meetings  open,  and  invariably  call  for  the 
tenderest  and  sweetest  gospel  hymns.  It  is  not  easy  to  decide 
just  what  positive  results  come  from  this  work — sowing,  not 
reaping,  seems  to  be  our  duty.  Yet  during  the  past  year 
several  members  of  the  Committee  have  met  men  in  the  streets 
and  at  the  rooms  of  the  Association  who  have  professed  con- 
version as  the  result  of  our  labors. 

The  following  table  tells  the  year's  work,  so  far  as  bare 
figures  can  give  an  impression  of  it:

Several  things  are  needed  to  make  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mittee as  efficient  as  it  ought  to  be.  Among  these  may  be 
named:  1.  Competent  workers  to  aid  in  the  hospital  services. 
It  is  impossible  to  issue  a  general  call  for  volunteers,  because 
those  most  likely  to  offer  their  services  are  the  ones  least  fitted 
for  this  peculiar  work.  The  right  kind  of  men,  and  women 
too,  are  not  easily  found;  but  they  are  none  the  less  urgently 
needed.  2.  Volunteers  from  the  Association,  and  from  the 
friends  of  members,  to  assist  in  giving  occasional  entertain- 
ments, of  a  light  and  amusing  character,  to  the  patients. 
The  addresses  of  such  would  be  gladly  received  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Committee.  3.  Gifts  of  magazines,  religious 
newspapers,  tracts,  and  wholesome  books  of  almost  any  kind. 
Many  patients  are  able  to  read,  and  are  eager  for  anything  in 
the  shape  of  printed  matter. 
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The  bed  at  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  presented  to  the 
Association  by  Mr.  Morris  K.  Jesup  and  a  bed  placed  at  our 
disposal  by  Mr.  Frederick  Marquand  have  been  occupied 
throughout  the  year.  In  all  22  young  men  have  been  received 
in  this  hospital  during  1880  at  the  request  of  the  officers  of 
the  Association. 

Your  Committee  regret  that  they  cannot  report  more  work 
done  during  the  past  year.  They  have  had  obstacles  and 
discouragements  of  no  inconsiderable  degree;  and  the  highest 
praise  is  due  to  the  faithfulness  and  zeal  of  such  of  them  as 
have  been  able  to  continue  in  the  service.  The  thanks  of  the 
committee  are  due  to  that  uniform  courtesy  of  the  officials  of 
the  hospitals,  by  which  our  work  has  been  greatly  helped.

SOCIAL  RELIGIOUS  MEETINGS. 

Dear  Sir:  The  social  religious  meetings  in  charge  of  this 
Committee  have  been  regularly  held  at  the  rooms  of  the  As- 
sociation at  the  usual  times  during  the  past  year.  Their  ob- 
jects and  uses  may  be  briefly  stated:  They  afford  a  place 
of  daily  prayer  for  persons  who  desire  other  occasions  for 
public  devotion  than  those  provided  by  individual  churches. 
They  furnish  an  opportunity  for  the  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion to  assemble  in  social  worship,  to  draw  near  to  the  Master, 
and  to  realize  that  in  every  department  of  the  Association  our 
work  is  pre-eminently  to  glorify  Him.  They  also  enable  the 
members  of  the  Association  to  unite  in  special  prayer  for  the 
general  and  particular  interests  of  the  Association,  and  to  con- 
fer about  the  best  means  of  bringing  the  gospel  to  the  atten- 
tion of  young  men  who  have  been  neglectful  of  its  claims. 

They  have  also  afforded  a  place  where  young  men, 
awakened  to  an  interest  in  their  spiritual  condition,  and  desti- 
tute of  friends  to  whom  they  might  appeal,  could  find  a  cor- 
dial reception,  and  instruction  and  encouragement  from  expe- 
rienced and  sympathetic  Christian  men. 

The  usefulness  of  these  meetings  during  the  year  just  ended 
aas  been  apparent  in  these  directions. 

The  attendance,  as  will  be  seen  by  a  glance  at  the  subjoined 
data,  has  been  much  larger  than  that  of  last  year.  An  ear- 
nest, devotional  spirit  has  prevailed,  and  great  enjoyment  of 
the  worship  has  been  testified  to  by  those  who  have  had  the 
privilege  of  attending ;  but,  better  than  all,  our  rooms  have 
seemed  to  many  anxious,  inquiring  souls  a  home  to  which 
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they  have  turned  for  the  enlightenment  and  instruction  they 
knew  not  where  else  to  look  for,  and  many  have  thankfully 
acknowledged  that  they  have  here  found  the  way  to  pardon, 
peace  and  joy. 

Your  Committee  desires  to  record  the  pleasant  fact  that  its 
members  have  been  able  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the 
Invitation  Committee  and  with  its  work  during  the  past  year. 
Joint  meetings  of  these  two  committees  have  been  held,  and 
the  need  of  a  better  co-operation  of  these  important  agents  of 
the  Association  work  has  been  presented,  and  practical  mea- 
sures discussed  and  adopted  to  secure  it. 

It  is  specially  interesting  to  note  that  the  members  of  your 
committee  have  made  it  a  point  during  this  past  year  to  get 
acquainted  with  persons  attending  the  meetings,  and  have 
especially  kept  track  of  those  showing  interest  by  asking  for 
prayer  and  otherwise,  taking  their  addresses,  communicating 
with  them,  and  trying  to  induce  them  to  continue  their  attend- 
dance  and  to  unite  with  the  church  of  Christ. 

By  this  means  it  has  been  made  certain  not  only  that  men 
have  been  reclaimed  from  sin  and  led  to  confess  Christ,  but 
also  that  they  have  striven  manfully  against  temptation  and 
lived  strong  and  earnest  Christian  lives. 

It  has  also  been  possible  to  keep  in  view  those  specially 
exposed  to  unfavorable  influences,  to  furnish  them  fraternal 
counsel,  and  to  urge  them  to  frequent  the  better  fellowship 
and  the  Christian  atmosphere  of  the  Association  rooms.

Dear  Sir:  In  making  to  you  a  report  of  the  Church  Com- 
mittee for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1880,  I  will  first  beg 
permission  to  state  the  object  of  the  Committee,  which  is  to 
personally  visit  and  endeavor  to  interest  in  regular  church 
attendance  such  associate  members  of  the  Association  as  do  not 
already  enjoy  this  privilege,  and  also  to  introduce  them  to  the 
pastor  of  such  church  as  they  may  desire  to  attend. 

During  the  year  the  names  of  500  were  handed  the  Committee 
directly  upon  their  admittance  to  associate  membership  in  the 
Association.  Written  reports  of  some  200  visits  made  have  been 
presented  at  the  several  meetings  of  the  Committee  during  the 
year. 

Setting  forth  the-  work  by  figures,  as  above,  does  not  and  can 
not  fully  represent  the  amount  of  visiting  done,  for  it  is  often 
necessary  to  call  upon  persons  several  times,  both  before  and 
after  meeting  them.  Nor  will  a  casual  reading  of  the  statement 
of  the  object  of  the  Committee  or  of  the  annual  report  give  an 
adequate  idea  of  the  interest  taken  in  the  work  by  those  personally 
acquainted  with  it.  Although,  as  stated,  the  Committee  can 
only  assist  persons  visited  to  start  in  the  right  direction,  and 
must  intrust  the  continuance  of  the  great  work  to  those  to  whom 
they  are  introduced  in  the  churches,  still  many  instances  occur 
where  the  Committee  are  enabled  to  see  direct  benefit  resulting 
from  their  efforts. 

The  disparagement  between  the  number  of  names  given  and 
the  visits  made  does  not  discourage  but  rather  inspires  the 
Committee  to  hope  that  before  another  year  it  may  be  strength- 
ened to  meet  fully  all  the  requirements  made  by  the  work. 

Acknowledging  the  hearty  co-operation  the  Committee  has 
received  from  the  clergy  with  whom  our  work  has  brought  us  in 
contact,  I  remain,  respectfully,

LITERARY  SOCIETY. 

Dear  Sir  :  A  retrospect  of  the  year  now  closed  shows  that  the 
work  of  the  Literary  Society  has  been  fairly  successful. 

It  may  have  lacked  somewhat  in  brilliancy  when  compared 
with  other  years;  its  support  from  members  has  doubtless  been 
less  enthusiastic  than  it  was  earlier  in  its  organization  ;  but  in 
place  of  this  the  society  has  become  more  substantial,  and  is  now 
recognized  as  one  of  the  permanent  features  of  the  Association. 
It  certainly  affords  a  rare  opportunity  for  practice  to  lawyers 
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elocutionists,  and  those  who  are  desirous  of  accustoming  them- 
selves to  public  speaking. 

And  in  this  progressive  age,  when  a  larger  degree  of  intelligence 
and  more  thorough  training  of  the  mental  powers  is  requisite  to 
success  even  in  mercantile  pursuits,  young  men  in  business  should 
avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  the  society,  especially  since  the 
Association  not  only  places  it  within  the  reach  of  all,  but  fosters 
and  encourages  it  in  every  possible  way. 

Mr.  Lucien  Oudin  completed  his  second  term  as  President 
February  3d. 

Our  semi-annual  election  then  occurred,  and  Mr.  S.  L.  Hutchin- 
son succeeded  him  in  the  chair. 

Thirty-nine  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year,  the 
principal  features  of  which  have  been  the  discussion  of  questions 
of  present  or  historical  interest. 

The  membership  is  now  larger  than  it  has  been  before  in 
several  years,  no  names  being  on  the  roll. 

It  may  not  be  inappropriate  to  mention,  as  a  topic  of  consid- 
erable interest  to  our  members  at  least,  the  joint  discussions 
held  last  winter  with  the  Lyceum  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

The  first  took  place  during  Mr.  Oudin's  term  of  office,  in 
Association  Hall,  January  16th. 

The  second  occurred  in  Philadelphia,  February  23d,  where  our 
speakers  were  most  cordially  met  and  hospitably  entertained.  At 
both  places  we  were  victorious  in  both  of  the  debates. 

A  reception  (May  nth)  and  a  public  debate  (June  15th)  were 
among  the  pleasant  and  interesting  events  of  Mr.  Hutchinson's 
administration.    A  reception  was  also  held  November  30th. 

The  society  received  the  announcement  of  the  death  of  Mr.  G. 
A.  Pinckney  with  heartfelt  sorrow  and  regret.  He  was  for  many 
years  a  member  and  three  times  President  of  the  society.  His 
influence  and  efficient  work  will  long  be  felt  Appropriate  resolu- 
tions were  adopted  December  28th.  In  closing,  permit  me  to 
express  sincere  appreciation  on  the  part  of  the  society  for  the 
constant  interest  and  support  accorded  to  it  by  all  the  officers 
of  the  Association.

REPORT  OF  THE  BRANCHES. 


HARLEM. 

Dear  Sir:  It  is  proper  at  the  commencement  of  this  report 
to  express  the  gratitude  of  the  Harlem  Branch  to  the  parent  Asso- 
ciation for  cancelling  the  old  indebtedness  and  providing  a  Gen- 
eral Secretary — two  things  which  have  contributed  largely  to  the 
success  of  the  year's  work. 

From  the  ist  January  to  the  ist  June,  23  Sunday  afternoon 
praise  meetings  were  held,  18  in  the  Hall,  corner  129th  street 
and  Fourth  avenue,  and  5  at  the  Harlem  Temple,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  439.  Short,  earnest  addresses,  either  by  clergymen 
or  laymen,  and  excellent  music,  have  made  these  services  attract- 
ive and  beneficial. 

Two  lectures  and  two  receptions  were  given,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  256. 

Fifty-two  religious  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year  at 
the  Homeopathic  Hospital  on  Ward's  Island,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  60  persons  in  the  chapel  and  in  the  wards  adjoin- 
ing the  chapel,  within  reach  of  the  voice  of  the  speakers.  We  are 
indebted  to  Miss  Sarah  Sharp  for  singing  and  for  playing  the 
instrument  at  these  services. 

The  Mission  work,  heretofore  carried  on  jointly  with  the  Har- 
lem Missionary  Society,  has  been  discontinued  on  the  part  of  the 
Branch  since  May  ist,  last,  it  being  thought  best  to  concentrate 
effort  in  behalf  of  young  men  at  the  rooms  of  the  Branch. 

Ten  thousand  copies  of  the  Monthly  Record,  a  paper  mainly 
devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Branch,  have  been  distributed. 

On  May  ist  we  vacated  the  rooms  corner  129th  street  and 
Fourth  avenue,  which  had  been  occupied  by  us  for  three  years. 

During  the  summer  fifteen  open-air  services  were  held  at 
Buena  Grove,  with  a  total  attendance  of  6,203,  an  average  per 
Sunday  of  413.  Requests  for  prayer  at  the  close  of  the  meetings 
were  of  frequent  occurrence,  and  the  conversion  of  one  person 
has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  committee  in  charge. 

Mr.  James  McConaughy  began  his  labors  as  General  Secretary 
September  ist.  The  present  encouraging  condition  of  the  work 
is  due  very  much  to  his  judicious  counsels  and  earnest  efforts. 
His  advent  among  us  was  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  of  prosper- 
ity and  usefulness  for  the  Branch. 

On  October  ist  we  rented  our  present  rooms  and  hall,  2317 
Third  avenue,  between  125th  and  126th  streets.  We  have  a  com- 
modious reading-room,  with  smaller  room  adjoining,  used  for 
the  Secretary's  office  and  committee  room,  a  parlor  for  social  in- 
tercourse, and  a  hall  seating  200,  separated  from  adjoining  rooms 
by  partitions  which  can  be  removed,  enlarging  its  capacity  to  300, 
or  even  500.  On  the  floor  above  are  four  additional  rooms 
which  can  be  occupied  when  the  development  of  the  work  shall 
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so  require.  One  of  these  rooms  we  propose,  in  case  increasing 
membership  should  warrant,  to  fit  up  as  a  room  for  physical  cul- 
ture. In  furnishing  the  new  rooms  we  were  fortunate  in  receiving 
the  efficient  aid  of  a  committee  of  ladies  representing  the  different 
churches  of  Harlem.  Our  attractive  parlor  and  the  general  air 
of  taste  and  comfort  that  pervades  the  rooms  are  a  most  substan- 
tial proof  of  their  interest. 

The  new  rooms  were  opened  October  7th  with  a  reception 
which  500  persons  attended,  and  have  been  opened  regularly 
since,  from  10  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  every  week-day.  On  the  tables 
and  desks  of  the  reading-room  sixty-four  publications  may  be 
regularly  found.  The  library  is  free  to  visitors  for  use  in  the 
rooms,  but,  as  its  shelves  do  not  afford  much  variety  or  freshness 
in  reading  matter,  it  is  not  largely  used.  The  parlor,  more  re- 
cently opened,  affords  a  pleasant  place  for  members  accompanied 
by  their  friends  to  spend  a  social  evening. 

A  course  of  lectures  is  in  progress,  to  which  a  member's  ticket 
admits  the  member  and  a  lady  friend.  Two  have  been  already 
given:  Professor  P.  W.  Bedford  on  "Rome,"  and  Rev.  John 
Johns  on  "Peter  Cartwright."  The  remainder  will  follow  at 
monthly  intervals.  To  the  gentlemen  and  ladies  who  have  so 
kindly  given  their  services  at  the  lectures  and  receptions  we  are 
under  great  obligations. 

Partly  as  a  result  of  these  new  attractions  and  the  vigorous 
efforts  made  to  acquaint  the  young  men  of  Harlem  with  the  privi- 
leges we  were  offering  them,  by  advertising,  distributing  cards  of 
invitation,  etc.,  we  have  a  gratifying  increase  of  membership  to 
report,  viz. :  Life,  14;  Active,  58;  Counselling,  4;  Associate,  37. 
Of  this  number,  19  are  sustaining  members,  paying  $10  per  an- 
num;  79  full  members,  paying  $5  per  annum,  and  one  $2  mem- 
ber.   The  total  membership  is  113. 

The  religious  meetings  held  in  our  new  rooms  have  been  full  of 
encouragement.  The  Service  of  Song  was  resumed  October  10th 
and  held  on  the  remaining  Sundays  of  the  month,  followed  by  a 
short  after-meeting  for  men  only.  The  average  attendance  at 
Service  of  Song  during  the  month,  311 ;  the  average  attendance  at 
after-meetings,  25.  Beginning  with  November  it  was  transferred 
to  Saturday  evening,  with  the  special  view  of  attracting  to  it  per- 
sons who  were  not  reached  by  other  religious  agencies.  To 
this  end  an  Invitation  Committee  was  organized  whose  members 
have  distributed  to  young  men  on  the  streets,  half  an  hour  before 
the  Saturday  evening  and  Sunday  afternoon  service,  5000  cards 
of  invitation.  The  average  attendance  at  the  Saturday  evening 
Gospel  Service  has  been  89. 

A  new  feature  in  our  work  is  the  establishment  of  a  Young 
Men's  Bible  Class,  taught  by  the  General  Secretary,  on  Sunday 
afternoons  at  4:30  o'clock,  in  the  parlor,  preceded  by  a  half-hour 
Service  of  Song.    The  average  attendance  has  been  35. 

The  Week  of  Prayer  for  young  men,  November  14-20,  was 
observed  by  services  of  unusual  interest.    Sermons  were  delivered 
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at  our  request  by  many  of  the  pastors  of  Harlem.  In  our  own 
rooms  a  meeting  for  special  prayer  was  held  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
and  a  service  on  Saturday  evening  at  which  our  work  was  pre- 
sented. Similar  services  were  also  held  during  the  week  in  eight 
of  our  leading  churches.  Addresses  by  gentlemen  of  this  city 
who  have  had  large  experience  in  the  work  awakened  fresh 
interest. 

Mr.  W.  N.  Bessey,  who  has  filled  the  position  of  Assistant  Sec- 
retary since  the  opening  of  our  new  rooms  in  October,  has  been 
compelled,  in  consequence  of  ill  health,  to  relinquish  his  position, 
and  Mr.  Andrew  O.  Nash,  recently  Assistant  Secretary  of  the 
Washington  Association,  has  been  appointed  in  his  place.  This 
gentleman  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  position  on  the  20th 
of  December. 

The  year  is  closed  with  every  dollar  of  indebtedness  cancelled, 
and  a  balance  of  $12.47  in  the  treasury.

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BOWERY  BRANCH. 

Dear  Sir  :  In  the  Reports  for  1878  and  1879  we  gave  extended 
accounts  of  the  methods  of  Christian  work  conducted  here.  These 
methods  are  still  adhered  to,  and  the  success  and  blessing  of  for- 
mer years  have  been  continued  to  us. 

The  rooms  have  been  open  during  the  entire  year,  and  the 
usual  devotional  services  continued  without  intermission.  The 
number  of  young  men  on  the  Reception  and  Devotional  Commit- 
tees is  less  than  in  former  years,  but  the  members  who, remain  are 
faithful  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

A  man  who  in  the  time  of  his  distress  was  in  our  rooms,  writes 
as  follows  : 

"  I  may  say  now  what  I  could  not  when  with  you,  because  of  emotional 
feelings,  namely,  that  previous  to  being  directed  to  you,  despair  had  over- 
taken me,  and  it  was  the  most  trying  time  in  my  life — no  place  to  go  to  for 
shelter,  no  money  in  my  pocket,  no  friend  (human)  to  whom  I  could  name 
my  distress — a  long  way  from  my  native  land  and  good  home,  cast  shelter- 
less upon  the  streets  of  your  city,  and  hungry,  for  the  first  time  that  I  remem- 
ber, without  having  wherewith  to  supply  my  needs.  My  faith  began  to  falter, 
and  either  my  wicked  nature  or  the  devil  persuading  me  that  the  promises  of 
religion  were  a  sham,  and  no  reality,  oh  how  soon  could  I  have  turned 
back  from  the  path  of  rectitude  and  turned  my  back  upon  the  best  friend, 
namely,  Jesus.  I  do  really  think  that  if  I  had  not  been  directed  to  you,  my 
religious  sentiments  should  have  been  hopeless. 

"  How  nice  to  enjoy  the  communion  of  saints  in  a  strange  land,  and  if  no 
other  fact  could  be  adduced  to  prove  that  the  religion  of  Christ  is  true,  the 
spiritual  affection  of  Christians  is  sufficient.  I  should  not  like  to  conclude 
without  saying  how  much  I  enjoyed  the  family  prayers  in  your  establishment, 
and  my  soul  was  delighted.  I  believe  the  kneeling  before  a  throne  of  grace 
as  a  family  is  beyond  doubt  a  divine  institution.  The  young  men  who  occa- 
sionally come  in  to  take  part  in  the  conducting  of  the  service  did  me  great 
good  by  their  taking  1  up  the  Cross  so  nobly.'  " 

ENTERTAINMENT  COMMITTEE. 

The  Entertainment  Committee  have  given  6  entertainments 
during  the  year:  November  18,  musical  and  literary;  Decem- 
ber 2,  lecture;  December  16,  legerdemain,  etc.;  December  30, 
lecture. 

The  admission  is  by  ticket,  and  we  are  thus  enabled  to  give 
these  entertainments  a  more  extended  influence  among  the  young 
men  in  the  lower  part  of  the  city. 

LIBRARY. 

The  Library  consists  of  1063  volumes.  It  has  not  been  used 
much  this  year.  We  believe  that  a  Circulating  Library,  either 
free,  or  cheap  membership,  would  be  a  means  of  great  good. 
About  500  books  of  our  present  Library  would  form  a  fair  begin- 
ning for  such  an  enterprise,  and  the  experiment  could  thus  be 
easily  tested. 
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EMPLOYMENT. 

The  great  increase  in  the  business  interests  of  the  country  has 
very  materially  lessened  the  number  of  applicants  for  employ- 
ment. Very  many  who  now  apply  are  from  foreign  countries, 
and  have  been  led  to  America  by  false  representations. 

With  a  view  to  prevent  some  from  coming,  the  General  Sec- 
retary wrote  a  letter  and  sent  a  copy  of  it  to  twelve  papers  in 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland. 

In  the  letter  we  advised  clerks,  teachers,  salesmen,  and  book- 
keepers not  to  come  to  this  country,  and  also  men  of  intemperate 
habits.  We  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  men  who  can  plow, 
milk,  dig,  or  handle  the  pick  or  shovel,  would  work  at  fair  wages, 
and  also  spoke  of  the  advantages  offered  to  farmers  with  small 
capital  at  the  South  and  West. 

We  have  received  some  letters  from  the  other  side,  thanking 
us  for  the  letter,  and  some  men  have  called  on  us  for  information 
on  the  subject.  One  young  man,  a  gardener,  was  told  by  a  gen- 
tleman who  had  read  the  letter  to  come  to  us  as  soon  as  he 
landed.  He  did  so,  and  having  good  letters,  we  were  enabled 
within  a  week  to  procure  him  a  good  situation  as  coachman  and 
gardener. 

We  regret  to  state  that  many  instances  have  come  to  our 
knowledge  of  employers  taking  advantage  of  the  necessities  of 
men,  and  paying  them  wages  on  which  they  could  scarcely  live ; 
also  we  have  been  hindered  in  this  work  by  the  intemperate 
habits  of  some  whom  we  sent  to  good  employers.  Such  men  are 
the  means  of  causing  employers  to  look  elsewhere  for  help  than 
through  our  Bureau.  At  the  same  time  we  are  assured  that  the 
men  we  send  out  will  compare  favorably  with  employes  obtained 
elsewhere,  and  that  our  methods  of  examination  of  references  are 
as  thorough  and  reliable  as  any  other  office  in  the  city. 

RELIEF. 

The  demand  upon  this  branch  of  work  has  been  greater  than 
our  means  would  allow  us  to  aid.  We  are  grateful  for  the  gener- 
ous contribution  of  a  friend  of  the  Association,  and  the  continued 
remembrance  of  those  who  have  aided  the  Relief  Department 
from  the  beginning  in  1872  until  the  present  time,  for  by  these 
we  have  been  enabled  to  carry  on  the  work  of  relief  for  destitute 
able-bodied  men  through  the  year.  We  regret  that  our  plan  for 
obtaining  300  sustaining  memberships  at  $10  each  did  not  succeed 
as  well  as  we  had  anticipated.  The  cards  we  issue  to  the  subscri- 
bers have  been  of  very  great  help  to  those  who  have  used  them. 

We  also  incorporate  in  this  Report  the  statistics  of  the  general 
work,  and  tabular  statistics  of  the  men  we  have  lodged  during  the 
year.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  i.  William  E.  Dodge,  Jr.,  John  Crosby  Brown, 
William  Harman  Brown,  Robert  R.  McBurney,  Verranus 
Morse,  Frank  W.  Ballard,  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  Riley  A. 
Brick,  James  H.  Fay,  James  Stokes,  Jr.,  William  F.  Lee,  John 
S.  Kennedy,  Jacob  F.  Wyckoff,  L.  Bolton  Bangs,  Charles  E. 
Whitehead,  Stephen  D.  Hatch,  William  M.  Isaacs,  Morris  K. 
Jesup,  Cephas  Brainerd,  and  their  associates,  are  hereby  consti- 
tuted a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  this  corporation  shall  be  the  improvement 
of  the  spiritual,  mental,  and  social  condition  of  young  men  of  the  city 
of  New  York,  by  the  support  and  maintenance  of  lectures,  sermons, 
libraries,  reading-rooms,  social  meetings,  and  such  other  means  and 
services  as  may  conduce  to  the  accomplishment  of  this  object. 

Sec.  3.  The  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of  twenty 
Directors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  five  years,  or  until  others  are 
elected.  The  members  of  the  present  Board  of  Directors  shall  re- 
spectively hold  office  for  the  time  for  which  they  were  elected  and  are 
assigned,  and  to  the  third  Monday  of  the  January  next  following.  On 
the  second  Monday  of  January  in  each  year  four  of  such  Directors 
shall  be  elected,  who  shall  hold  office  from  the  third  Monday  of  such 
January.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  composed  of  and  chosen 
from  persons  in  communion  with  at  least  five  different  Protestant 
evangelical  denominations,  and  no  more  than  one-third  shall  be  chosen 
from  any  one  denomination.  All  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  be  filled  as  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  direct. 

Sec.  4.  This  corporation  may  make  such  a  Constitution  and  the 
Board  of  Directors  such  By-Laws  and  rules  for  the  regulation  of  its 
business,  the  management  of  its  affairs,  the  choice,  powers,  and  duties 
of  its  officers  and  agents,  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  its  charter  and 
the  laws  of  this  State;  but  Section  2  of  Article  2  and  Section  4  of 
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Incorporation.

Article  4  of  the  Constitution,  as  now  existing,  shall  not  be  altered  or 
repealed. 

Sec.  5.  The  "  New  York  Young  Men's  Christian  Associa- 
tion," a  corporation  heretofore  created  and  organized  under  the 
general  laws  of  this  State,  may  accept  this  charter  by  the  concurrent 
vote  of  its  Board  of  Directors  and  its  members,  at  regular  meetings, 
respectively;  and  upon  filing  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk  of  the 
County  of  New  York,  and  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  a  certified 
copy  of  the  vote  so  accepting  this  charter,  under  the  seal  of  said  cor- 
poration, the  same  shall  be  dissolved,  and  all  its  property  shall  be 
vested  in  the  corporation  created  by  this  act,  subject  to  the  debts  due 
by  said  corporation.  The  present  members  of  all  classes  of  the  "  New 
York  Young  Men's  Christian  Association"  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  same  grade  of  membership,  the  same  privileges  and  rights,  and  be 
subject  to  the  same  obligations  in  the  corporation  created  by  this  act 
as  now  appertain  to  them  as  such  members. 

Sec.  6.  The  body  corporate  created  by  this  act  shall  be  capable  of 
taking  by  purchase,  gift,  devise,  or  bequest,  subject  to  all  provisions  of 
law  relating  to  devises  and  bequests  by  last  wills  and  testaments,  and 
holding,  and.  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  of  mortgag- 
ing and  conveying  any  real  or  personal  estate  for  the  uses  of  said  cor- 
poration. The  real  property  of  the  Association,  together  with  any 
devise  or  bequest  hereafter  made,  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of 
nine  Trustees,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  member  of  one  of  the  Protes- 
tant evangelical  denominations,  but  not  more  than  three  shall  be 
members  of  any  one  denomination.  The  President  of  this  corpora- 
tion for  the  time  shall  be  one  of  such  nine  Trustees ;  Frederick  Mar- 
quand,  Jonathan  Sturges,  Stewart  Brown,  Robert  L.  Kennedy,  Charles 
C.  Colgate,  Percy  R.  Pyne,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  and  James  Stokes,  to- 
gether with  said  President,  are  hereby  created  such  Board  of  Trustees  ; 
and  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  Trustees,  the  same  shall 
be  filled  by  a  majority  vote  of  those  remaining.  The  said  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  devote  the  property  of  the  Association  of  which  they 
have  the  management,  and  the  income  thereof,  to  the  purposes  named 
in  this  Act,  and  for  no  other  purpose;  and  so  long  as  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  so  expend  the  same,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  pay  over 
to  them  the  income  of  the  property  of  the  Association  so  managed  by 
them.  No  intoxicating  drinks  or  strong  or  lager-beer  shall  be  sold  or 
used  or  games  of  chance  allowed  upon  any  part  of  the  real  estate 
owned  by  the  corporation.  The  real  estate  held  by  the  Association 
shall  not  be  liable  for  any  future  debt  or  obligation  of  the  Association, 
unless  the  same  shall  have  been  contracted  with  the  approval  of  the 
said  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  acceptance  of  this  charter  by  the  "  New  York 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association"  as  provided  in  the  fifth  sec- 
tion, this  Act  shall  take  effect  and  become  operative.  All  the  real 
estate  owned  by  the  said  corporation,  on  the  south-west  corner  of 
Twenty-third  Street  and  Fourth  Avenue,  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  so  long  as  the  same,  or  the  income 
thereof,  is  used  exclusively  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  Association 
was  incorporated. 

Sec.  8.  All  devises  and  bequests  to  said  corporation  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  Act  relating  to  wills," 
passed  April  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  and  the  acts 
amending  the  same.

Chapter  531. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation of  the  City  of  New  York. 

Passed,  May  6,  1872. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  Chapter  three  hundred  and  eighteen  of  the  Laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty,  entitled  "  An  Act  authorizing  certain 
trusts,"  passed  May  fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty,  and  chap- 
ter two  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-one,  entitled  "An  Act  in  addition  to  the  'Act  authorizing  cer- 
tain trusts,  passed  May  fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty,' " 
passed  May  twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  are  hereby 
extended  to  and  made  a  part  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  incorpo- 
rate the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  the  City  of  New  York," 
passed  April  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Chapter  318. 
An  Act  authorizing  certain  trusts. 

Passed,  May  14,  1840. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New   York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  Real  and  Personal  Property  may  be  granted  and  con- 
veyed to  any  incorporated  college  or  other  literary  incorporated  insti- 
tution in  this  State,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  following  purposes : 

1.  To  establish  and  maintain  an  observatory. 

2.  To  found  and  maintain  professorships  and  scholarships. 

3.  To  provide  and  keep  in  repair  a  place  for  the  burial  of  the 
dead ;  or, 

4.  For  any  other  specific  purposes  comprehended  in  the  general 
objects  authorized  by  their  respective  charters.  The  said  trusts 
may  be  created,  subject  to  such  conditions  and  visitations  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  grantor  or  donor,  and  agreed  to  by 
said  trustees,  and  all  property  which  shall  hereafter  be  granted 
to  any  incorporated  college  or  other  literary  incorporated  insti- 
tution in  trust  for  either  of  the  aforesaid  purposes,  may  be  leld 
by  such  college  or  institution  upon  such  trusts,  and  subject  to 
such  conditions  and  visitations  as  may  be  prescribed  and  agreed 
to  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  Real  and  personal  estate  may  be  granted  and  conveyed  to 
the  corporation  of  any  city  or  village  of  this  State  to  be  held  for  any 
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purpose  of  education,  or  the  diffusion  of  knowledge,  or  for  the  relief 
of  distress,  or  for  parks,  gardens,  or  other  ornamental  grounds,  or 
grounds  for  the  purposes  of  military  parades  and  exercise,  or  health 
and  recreation,  within  or  near  such  incorporated  city  or  village,  upon 
such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  grantor  or  donor,  and 
agreed  to  by  such  corporation ;  and  all  real  estate  so  granted  or  con- 
veyed to  such  corporation  may  be  held  by  the  same,  subject  to  such 
conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  and  agreed  to  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  Real  and  personal  estate  may  be  granted  to  commissioners 
of  common  schools  of  any  town,  and  to  trustees  of  any  school  district, 
in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  common  schools  of  such  town,  or  for  the 
benefit  of  the  schools  of  such  district. 

Sec.  4.  The  trusts  authorized  by  this  act  may  continue  for  such 
time  as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  the  purposes  for  which  they 
may  be  created.

Devises  and  bequests  of  real  and  personal  property  in 
trust,  for  any  of  the  purposes  for  which  such  trusts  are  authorized 
under  the  "Act  authorizing  certain  trusts,"  passed  May  14,  1840,  and 
to  such  trustees  as  are  therein  authorized,  shall  be  valid  in  like  man- 
ner as  if  such  property  had  been  granted  and  conveyed  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  act.

Passed,  May  26,  1841. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  subscribers,  actuated  by  a  desire  to  promote  evangelical 
religion  among  the  young  men  of  this  city  and  its  vicinity,  and  to  im- 
prove their  mental,  social,  and  physical  condition,  and  impressed  with 
the  importance  of  concentrated  effort  to  aid  in  accomplishing  these 
objects,  and  desirous  of  forming  an  Association  in  which  we  may 
together  labor  for  these  great  ends,  hereby  agree  to  adopt  for  our 
government  the  following : 


CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE  I. 

Section  i.  The  name  of  this  Society  shall  be  "  The  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association  of  the  City  of  New  York."  ame- 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  improvement 
of  the  spiritual,  mental,  social,  and  physical  condition  of  young  men,  °b3ect- 
by  the  ways  and  means  to  be  hereafter  designated. 


ARTICLE  II. 


Section  i.  The  members  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  five 
classes,  namely :  Active,  Associate,  Counselling,  Life,  and  Honorary 
members. 

Sec.  2.  Any  man  under  forty  years  of  age,  who  is  a  member  in 
good  standing  of  a  Protestant  Evangelical  Church,  may  become,  and 
thereafter  continue,  an  Active  member,  by  payment,  in  advance,  of 
two  dollars  annually.  None  but  Active  members  and  Life  members, 
having  the  qualifications  named  in  this  section,  shall  have  the  right 
to  vote. 

Sec.  3.  Any  man  of  good  moral  character  may  become  an  Asso- 
ciate member  by  the  payment,  in  advance,  of  two  dollars  annually. 
Associate  members  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Asso- 
ciation except  those  of  voting  and  holding  office. 

Sec.  4.  Any  man  of  good  moral  character,  who,  by  reason  of  age, 
cannot  become  an  Active  member,  maybe  elected  a  Counselling  mem- 
ber on  payment  of  five  dollars  annually  in  advance. 

Sec.  5.  Life  members  may  be  constituted  by  the  payment  of  one 
hundred  dollars  at  any  one  time,  subject  to  the  qualifications  and 
restrictions  named  in  sections  2  and  3  of  this  article. 

Sec.  6.  Honorary  members  may  be  proposed  at  a  regular  meeting, 
subject  to  the  same  qualifications  and  restrictions  as  Life  members. 

Sec.  7.  Any  Active  member  of  the  Association  may  propose  the 
name  of  an  applicant  for  active  membership  at  any  of  its  regular 
meetings.  Such  applications  shall  be  referred  to  a  standing  commit- 
tee, composed  of  five  active  members  of  the  Association,  who  shall 
report  to  the  Association  at  a  subsequent  regular  meeting  upon  the 
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character  of  the  applicants,  and  a  vote  may  be  taken  upon  their  ad- 
mission.   Five  negative  votes  shall  defeat  any  applicant.

ARTICLE  III. 

The  members  of  this  Association  shall  seek  out  young  men  re-

Section  i.  There  shall  be  an  election  of  Directors,  by  ballot,  on 
the  second  Monday  of  January  in  each  year,  in  conformity  with  the 
provision  of  Section  3  of  the  Act  incorporating  this  Association,  and 
the  Directors  shall  hold  their  first  meeting  on  the  third  Monday  in 
January  succeeding. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Directors,  at  their  first  meeting,  shall  elect 
by  ballot  one  of  their  number  to  be  President,  one  to  be  Vice-Pjesi- 
dent,  one  to  be  Corresponding  Secretary,  one  to  be  Recording  Secre- 
tary, and  one  to  be  Treasurer  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Association; 
and  said  officers  shall  each  hold  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  elect  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  advisory  Directors,  who  shall  be  members  in  good 
standing  of  Protestant  Evangelical  denominations.  Not  more  than 
one  third  shall  be  chosen  from  any  one  of  such  denominations;  and 
when  the  number  is  complete,  it  shall  embrace  members  of  at  least 
five  of  such  denominations.  They  shall  be  notified  of  all  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  attend  at  such 
meetings  and  participate  in  the  discussions  of  all  matters  brought 
before  such  Board ;  they  shall  not,  however,  be  entitled  to  a  vote  at 
such  meetings.  Such  Directors,  when  elected,  shall  be  divided  by  lot 
into  four  classes,  which  shall  hold  office  respectively  for  one,  two, 
three,  and  four  years.  Upon  the  expiration  of  such  terms  respectively, 
the  successors  of  those  whose  term  of  office  may  from  time  to  time 
expire  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  and  all  vacancies  shall  also  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
for  the  unexpired  term. 

Sec.  4.  All  the  Officers  and  Directors  of  this  Association  shall  be 
Active  or  Life  members  thereof,  and  members  in  good  standing  of 
Protestant  Evangelical  churches  in  the  city  of  New  York. 


ARTICLE  V. 


P  Board  *of  Di-  Powers  conferred  by  the  Act  of  Incorporation  and  the  several  general 
laws  of  this  State. 


Section  i.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
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Sec  2.  The  several  officers  named  in  Section  2,  Article  IV.,  shall 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  incumbent  upon  officers  of 
like  name  in  similar  associations,  subject  to  such  by-laws  and  regula- 
tions as  may  be  provided  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  offices,  the  Board 
of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  power  to  make  and 
adopt  such  rules  and  by-laws  for  their  government  and  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Association,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution,  as 
they  may  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  hold  their  meetings  at  least 
once  a  month,  and  eleven  shall  constitute  a  quorum ;  but  seven  may 
transact  any  business,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  Association  on  the 
Fourth  Monday  Evening  of  each  month,  for  the  proposal  and  elec- 
tion of  members  other  than  Associate,  for  the  promotion  of  Christian 
and  social  intercourse,  and  for  the  presentation  of  reports  by  the 
standing  committees  of  the  Association,  and  such  other  exercises  as 
may  be  provided  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  in 
the  month  of  January,  at  which  time  the  reports  of  the  President  and 
Treasurer  shall  be  presented. 

Sec.  3.  Twenty-one  Active  or  Life  members  having  the  qualifica- 
tions named  in  Section  2  of  Article  II.  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  4.  All  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  by  the 
reading  of  the  Scriptures  and  prayer,  and  closed  by  prayer  and 
singing. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  two 
thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion, provided  such  alteration  or  amendment  shall  have  been  pro- 
posed at  a  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous ;  excepting  that  this 
Article,  Section  2  of  Article  II.,  and  Section  4  of  Article  IV.,  shall  not 
be  altered  or  amended. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

Section  i.  In  case  of  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty  in  office,  the 
majority  of  the  Board  of  Directors  may  declare  the  office  of  such 
•offender  vacant.  Absence  from  two  regular  meetings,  without  excuse, 
shall  be  considered  such  a  neglect  of  duty. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  any  member  of  the  Association  shall  be  charged 
with  immorality  or  misconduct,  by  reason  of  which  he  shall  no  longer 
be  qualified  for  membership,  a  committee  of  five  shall  be  appointed 
Eat  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  at  any  special 
meeting  to  be  called  for  that  purpose,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inves- 
tigate such  charges  and  report  the  result  of  such  investigation,  and  all 
•testimony  taken  thereon,  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.  Any 
person  so  charged  may  attend  before  such  committee,  and  may  intro- 
duce testimony  rebutting  such  charge. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  at  which  such 
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report  shall  be  made,  said  report  may  be  adopted  or  rejected ;  and  if  a 
report  sustaining  the  charges  be  adopted,  the  accused  shall  be  thereby 
expelled  the  Association,  and  shall  forfeit  all  his  rights  and  privileges 
therein.  At  such  meeting,  and  before  the  adoption  or  rejection  of 
such  report,  the  accused  may  make  his  defence. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 


ARTICLE  I. 
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Section  I.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  at  the  rooms  of  the 
Association  on  the  third  Monday  evening  of  each  month.  Eleven 
Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  but  seven  may  transact  any  busi- 
ness, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

The  meeting  shall  commence  at  eight  o'clock,  and  close  at  ten, 
except  that  in  case  of  special  business  remaining  unfinished,  the  time 
may  be  extended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

Sec.  II.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  by  the  Presi- 
dent upon  the  written  request  of  three  Directors  specifying  the  object 
of  the  meeting,  which  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  notice  to  members. 
No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  special  meetings  except  that  for 
which  the  call  is  issued. 

Sec.  III.  All  meetings  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  devotional 
exercises. 

Sec.  IV.  If  any  member  of  the  Board  shall  absent  himself  from 
two  consecutive  regular  meetings  of  the  Board,  his  place  shall  be 
deemed  vacant,  unless  his  absence  shall  be  excused,  and  the  vacancy 
may  be  filled  without  notice  to  such  absentee.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  all 
cases  requiring  action  under  this  rule. 

Sec.  V.  Any  member  of  the  Board  changing  his  denominational 
connection  shall  be  deemed  to  have  resigned,  and  the  vacancy  so  cre- 
ated shall  be  filled  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  VI.  The  order  of  business  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  shall, 
be  as  follows  : 

1.  Calling  the  roll. 

2.  Reading  minutes  of  preceding  meeting. 

3.  Report  of  the  Treasurer. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

5.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

6.  Report  of  Corresponding  Secretary. 

7.  Unfinished  business. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 


ARTICLE  II. 

Section  I.  There  shall  be  nine  standing  committees  of  the  Board 
tanding  com-  o(  Directors,  which,  with  the  exception  of  the  Visiting  Committees  for 
mittees.         the  Rooms  and  Branches,  and  the  Committee  on  Vacancies,  shall  con- 
sist of  not  less  than  three  members  each,  and  shall  be  appointed  by 
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the  President  of  the  Association,  who  shall  announce  the  same  at  the 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  following  his  election. 
The  committees  shall  be  designated  as  follows  : 

1.  The  Executive  Committee. 

2.  The  Finance  Committee. 

3.  The  Rooms  and  Library  Committee. 

4.  The  Lecture  Committee. 

5.  The  Legal  Committee. 

6.  The  Auditing  Committee. 

7.  The  Committee  on  Vacancies. 

8.  The  Visiting  Committee  for  the  Rooms. 

9.  The  Visiting  Committee  for  the  Branches. 

Sec.  II.  The  several  standing  committees  shall  keep  minutes  of 
their  proceedings,  and  shall  read  the  same  as  their  report  to  the  Board 
at  each  regular  meeting. 

No  committee  shall  contract  any  indebtedness  without  previous 
appropriation  of  the  Board  therefor. 

Sec.  III.  The  Executive  Committee  shall,  during  the  recess  of  the 
Board,  have  all  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  except  that  they 
shall  not  use  any  money  of  the  Association  unless  previously  appropri- 
ated to  them  by  the  Board,  nor  shall  they  have  the  power  to  recon- 
sider or  reverse  any  action  of  the  Board  had  at  any  previous  meeting. 
They  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  each  week.  They  shall  consider  and 
mature  plans  for  the  general  work  of  the  Association,  and  confer  and 
advise  with  the  various  committees  of  the  Association.  They  shall 
have  the  direction  of  the  paid  agents  of  the  Association,  except  those 
under  the  control  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Rooms  and 
Library  Committee,  and  shall  see  that  all  directions  of  the  Board  not 
referred  to  any  other  committee  are  promptly  carried  out. 

They  shall  not  be  allowed  to  appoint  a  special  committee  for  the 
performance  of  any  task  falling  within  the  line  of  duty  prescribed  for 
any  one  of  the  standing  committees.  They  shall  examine  and  audit 
the  accounts  of  the  Branches,  and  all  bills  of  expenditure  incurred  by 
the  Association  for  the  following  objects  : 
Stationery. 

Printing  and  advertising,  except  when  ordered  by  the  Lecture  Com- 
mittee. 

Postage  and  incidental  expenses. 

Sec.  IV.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  finan- 
cial affairs  of  the  Association,  and  shall  have  general  care  of  all  parts 
of  the  Association  Building. 

Stores  and  studios  shall  be  let  or  leased  by  them,  and  all  repairs 
or  alterations  made  in  the  building  shall  be  ordered  and  supervised 
by  them.  They  shall  keep  a  full  and  correct  account  of  all  the  appro- 
priations made  by  the  Board  ;  and  shall  certify  to  all  bills  approved 
by  the  proper  officers  or  committees,  if  within  the  limits  of  such  ap- 
propriations, but  not  otherwise,  and  without  such  certification  no  bill 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer.  They  shall  meet  at  least  twice  a  month 
at  the  rooms  of  the  Association,  except  during  June,  July,  August,  and 
September,  when  they  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be 
selected  by  a  majority  of  the  committee,  for  the  examination  and  cer- 
tification of  bills. 

They  shall  have  control  and  supervision  of  the  Assistant-Treas- 
urer. All  bills  for  expenditure  incurred  by  the  Association,  except 
those  herein  specified  as  to  be  certified  by  other  committees,  shall  be 
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paid  by  the  Treasurer  upon  the  certification  of  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee alone. 

Sec.  V.  The  Rooms  and  Library  Committee  shall  have  charge  of 
all  the  rooms  and  departments  of  the  Association  Building  in  use  by 
the  Association,  and  shall  establish  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  and  police  thereof  as  shall,  in  their  discretion,  seem  best. 
They  shall  provide  for  the  increase,  preservation,  and  arrangement  of 
the  library  and  reading  matter  in  the  rooms,  and  for  the  purchase  of, 
repairs  to,  and  restoration  of  the  furniture  and  apparatus. 

No  publication  shall  be  admitted  to  the  library  or  reading-room 
unless  approved  by  them. 

They  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  classes  of  the  Association,  the 
government  thereof,  and,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  the 
employment  of  the  teachers. 

They  shall  have  control  of  the  Librarian  and  his  assistants ;  the 
Instructor  in  Gymnastics  and  his  assistant. 

They  shall  have  the  power  to  form  sub-committees  from  members 
of  the  Association  to  enable  them  more  fully  to  carry  out  their  duties. 

They  shall  examine  and  audit  bills  of  expenditures  incurred  by  the 
Association  for  the  following  objects  : 

The  Classes. 

The  Gymnasium. 

The  Library  and  the  Reading-room. 
The  Furniture  and  Apparatus. 

Sec.  VI.  The  Lecture  Committee  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board,  provide  for  the  delivery  of  public  lectures,  and  arrange  for 
such  religious  services  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Board.  They  shall 
have  charge  of  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Association,  and  all  the 
arrangements  thereof.  They  shall  examine  and  audit  all  bills  of  ex- 
penditures incurred  by  the  Association  through  them,  in  carrying  out 
their  duties ;  and  shall,  once  in  each  month,  transmit  to  the  Finance 
Committee  a  list  of  all  such  expenditures  authorized  by  them,  with 
the  dates  of  their  contraction. 

Sec.  VJI.  The  Legal  Committee  shall  advise  the  Association,  in 
writing,  as  to  any  legal  questions  upon  which  their  opinion  may  be 
desired  by  the  Board.  They  shall  have  charge  of  the  prosecution  and 
defence  of  all  suits  to  which  the  Association  may  be  a  party  ;  but  they 
shall  not  have  the  power  to  institute  any  suit  without  the  direction  of 
the  Board. 

Sec.  VIII.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Directors,  by  resig- 
nation or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  as  follows : 

1.  Nominations  shall  be  made  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Vacancies,  which  commit- 
tee shall  report  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board.  On  the 
bringing  in  of  such  report,  an  election  by  ballot  shall  take  place  to  fill 
the  unexpired  term. 

2.  The  Committee  on  Vacancies,  at  the  meeting  next  preceding  the 
annual  election  of  the  Association,  shall  report  the  names  of  persons 
to  fill  the  places  of  those  Directors  whose  terms  of  office  expire  bylaw. 
The  names  thus  reported,  when  approved  by  the  Board,  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Association  for  ballot  at  the  ensuing  regular  election. 

3.  The  Committee  shall  not  recommend  for  election  any  person 
until  they  have  ascertained  by  personal  inquiry  of  the  nominee  that 
he  is  ready  and  willing  to  perform  the  duties  of  a  director. 

4.  This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  five  (5)  members. 
Sec.  IX.  These  committees  shall  consist  of  twenty  members. each, 

and  shall  be  so  constituted  as  to  include,  during  the  ten  working 


months  of  the  year  (July  and  August  being  excepted),  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  in  rotation,  two  of  whom  shall  constitute  each  com- 
mittee, and  be  required  to  serve  for  one  month  in  each. 

A  schedule  of  the  appointments  for  the  year  shall  be  furnished  to 
each  director  by  the  Recording  Secretary,  and  any  director  appointed 
for  a  specific  month  may  furnish  a  substitute  from  among  his  fellow- 
directors,  by  exchange  or  otherwise. 

The  Visiting  Committee  for  the  Rooms  for  each  month  shall,  as 
the  official  representatives  of  the  Board,  be  present  at  the  regular 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Association,  and  at  the  religious  meetings 
held  at  the  rooms.  They  shall  acquaint  themselves  with  the  religious 
condition  of  the  Association,  and  the  working  of  each  of  the  commit- 
tees, and  shall  report  the  result  of  their  observations  to  the  Board  in 
writing. 

The  Visiting  Committee  for  the  Branches  for  each  month  shall,  as 
the  official  representatives  of  the  Board,  visit  the  various  branches  of 
the  Association  and  attend  the  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  ex- 
ecutive committees  of  the  branches,  and  shall  report  to  the  Board  the 
result  of  their  observations,  together  with  any  suggestions  as  to  the 
working  and  organization  of  the  branches. 

Sec.  X.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  at  least 
once  in  each  quarter,  make  full  examination  of  all  the  accounts  of 
every  nature  of  the  Association,  and  shall  present  a  report  of  the  re- 
sults of  such  examination  to  the  Board  at  the  regular  meetings  in 
January,  April,  July,  and  October. 

ARTICLE  III.

Auditing  Com- 
mittee. 


Section  I.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice- 
President,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a 
Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  from  amonp  the  members  of 
the  Board,  at  the  regular  meeting  to  be  held  on  ti  e  third  Monday 
of  January  in  each  year.  Such  officers  shall  respectively  hold  office 
for  one  year,  or  until  a  successor  shall  be  appointed.  In  case  of  any 
vacancy  occurring  in  any  office,  the  same  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board 
until  the  next  annual  election.  There  shall  also  be  appointed  an 
Assistant- Secretary  and  an  Assistant-Treasurer,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

Sec.  II.  The  President  shall  preside  at  and  open  all  meetings  of 
the  Board.  He  shall  appoint  all  standing  committees,  and  announce 
the  same  to  the  Board  at  the  next  regular  meeting  after  his  election. 
He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  sign  all  leases  and  other 
contracts  of  the  Association.  He  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a  member  of  all 
standing  committees  of  the  Board  and  Association. 

Sec.  III.  The  Vice-President  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  President, 
have  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  President.  In 
the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice-President,  the  chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  preside;  and  in  the  absence  of  these 
three  officers,  a  chairman  shall  be  appointed  from  among  the  Direc- 
tors. 

Sec.  IV.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  and  con- 
trol of  the  general  work  of  the  Association  ;  shall  conduct  all  the 
correspondence  thereof,  and  revise  all  printed  matter  issued  thereby. 
He  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  committees  of  the  Association, 
and,  at  least  once  in  each  month,  the  meeting  of  the  executive  com- 
mittees of  the  branches,  and  shall  visit  the  rooms  of  the  branches 
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Duties  of  the 
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from  time  to  time.  He  shall  attend  at  the  rooms  of  the  Association 
from  nine  to  eleven  a.m.,  and  from  four  to  six  P.M.,  of  each  week-day, 
and  shall  be,  while  there,  and  when  the  Executive  Committee  is  not 
in  session,  the  executive  officer  of  the  Association  in  respect  of  all 
matters  which  have  been  determined  by  the  Board,  and  have  not  been 
referred  to  standing  or  special  committees,  or  other  officers  of  the 
Association.  He  shall  fix  the  hours  of  attendance  at  the  rooms  of 
the  Assistant-Secretary,  Assistant-Treasurer,  Librarian,  and  other 
employes  of  the  Association,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  proper 
committees.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  seal  of  the  Association, 
but  shall  use  the  same  only  under  resolution  of  the  Hoard.  He  shall 
be,  ex  officio,  a  member  of  all  standing  committees  of  the  Board  and 
Association. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Assistant- 
Secretary,  may  admit  persons  to  associate  membership  upon  the  pres- 
entation of  satisfactory  evidence  to  such  officer  that  the  applicant  is 
a  person  of  good  moral  character. 

Sec.  V.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  all  meet- 
Duties  of  the  *n^s  °^  t*ie  B°ai"d  of  Directors,  and  record  the  same,  and  shall  perform 
Recording  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  him  by  the  Board. 
Secretary.  He  shall  receive  and  file  the  written  reports  of  the  various  com- 

mittees made  to  the  Board. 

He  shall  give  notice  in  writing  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  to  each  of  the  members  thereof. 

He  shall  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  all  cases  requiring  ac- 
tion under  Section  IV.,  Article  I. 

Sec.  VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the. 
Duties  of  the  Association,  and  all  securities  belonging  thereto. 

He  shall  cause  all  the  accounts  pertaining  to  the  trust  estate,  real 
and  personal,  vested  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Association, 
under  the  act  of  incorporation,  with  its  amendments,  and  under  the 
trusts  authorized  thereby,  to  be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  the 
income  or  receipts  of  the  Association  from  any  and  all  other  sources, 
and  such  accounts  shall  include  all  income  derived  from  said  trust! 
estate,  and  all  expenditures  of  whatsoever  character  made  by  the: 
Board  of  Directors  on  account  thereof.  He  shall,  once  in  each  quar-, 
ter,  and  as  soon  after  the  usual  quarter-days  as  possible,  submit  an; 
account  of  all  such  receipts  and  expenditures,  with  the  vouchers 
thereof,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  No  sum  of  money; 
accruing  from  the  income  of  said  building,  or  any  portion  of  said  trust 
estate  and  property,  shall  enter  into  the  accounts  of  the  Association, 
except  the  net  income  thereof,  as  shown  in  said  quarterly  statement. 

He  shall  present  to  the  Board,  at  each  regular  meeting,  a  monthly 
report,  and,  at  the  regular  meeting  in  January  in  each  year,  an  annual 
report  of  his  accounts  and  of  the  funds  of  the  Association. 

He  shall  pay  all  demands  against  the  Association  upon  vouchers 
properly  certified  by  the  appropriate  standing  committees,  as  herein- 
before set  forth,  and  the  Finance  Committee.  All  bills  equal  to  or 
exceeding  in  amount  ten  dollars  shall  be  paid  by  check.  He  shall  be, 
ex  officio,  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Sec.  VII.  The  Assistant-Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Execu- 
D Assistant  Sec  twe  ^ornmittee>  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  and  shall  hold 
retaryant  e°~  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board,  at  a  salary  to  be  fixed 
thereby.  He  shall  attend  at  the  rooms  at  hours  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Corresponding  Secretary,  and  shall  assist  him  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties,  in  accordance  with  directions  received  from  him,  the  Board, 
and  from  the  Executive  Committee. 
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Sec.  VIII.  The  Assistant-Treasurer  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Finance  Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  at  a  salary  Duties  of  the 
to  be  fixed  thereby,  and  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Assistant 
Board.    He  shall  be  in  daily  attendance  at  the  rooms,  at  hours  to  be  Treasurer, 
fixed  as  hereinbefore  stated.  He  shall  keep  all  the  books  and  accounts 
•of  the  Association,  under  the  direction  of  the  Treasurer,  and  shall 
have  the  general  care  and  control  of  the  building  and  tenants,  the  su- 
pervision of  the  janitor  and  his  assistants,  of  the  engineer  and  the 
heating  apparatus.    He  shall  collect  all  rents  and  dues,  and  shall  have 
the  care  of  the  hall,  and  the  renting  thereof,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  or,  in  his  absence,  of  the  chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee.  He  shall  be  the  business  agent  of  the  Board, 
and  of  the  Finance  Committee,  in  all  the  temporal  affairs  of  the  Asso- 
ciation.   He  shall  give  satisfactory  bonds,  in  an  amount  to  be  approvd 
fay  the  Finance  Committee,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  seem 
to  them  advisable,  establish  and  maintain  branches,  and  shall  discon-  Branches, 
tinue  the  same  at  any  time  that  they  may  think  best.  These  branches 
shall  be  under  the  entire  control  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  under 
such  regulations  as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  adopt.  The 
branches  shall  not  contract  any  indebtedness,  except  by  the  authority 
of  the  Board  of  Directors. 


ARTICLE  V.

Sec.  I.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  Chairman,  a  Secretary, 
Of  the  officers  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  members  of  the  Board,  and  shall  be 
of  Trustees rd  elected  by  ballot  annually,  and  shall  hold  office  until  the  election  of 
their  successors. 

Sec.  II.  Their  duties  shall  be  such  as  usually  pertain  to  these 
offices.    The  Treasurer  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a  member  of  the  Finance 
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Committee.    In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  a  chairman  pro  tern. 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  III. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chairman,  immediately  after  his 
election  in  each  year,  a  Finance  Committee  consisting  of  two  members  Of  the  Finance 
of  the  Board,  who  shall  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  shall,  Committee, 
with  the  Treasurer,  direct  in  regard  to  the  disposition,  or  investment, 
or  care  of  any  funds,  securities,  or  property  which  may  be  under  the 
management  of  the  Board. 

They  shall  hold  office  until  the  appointment  of  their  successors. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

These  By-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem-  Amendments, 
bers  present  at  any  meeting.

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ADDRESS  OF  HON,  THEODORE  W.  DWIGHT,  LL.D.. 

Of  Cohtmbia  College  Law  School, 

1  have  often  regretted  that  I  began  life  at  too  early  a  period  in  this 
^century  to  have  had  the  opportunity  to  become  an  active  worker  in  a 
"Ycttng  Men's  Christian  Association."  These  Associations  I  hold  to  be 
;a  £art  of  the  noblest  fruits  of  our  modern  Christianity  and  civilization. 
They  bring  into  prominence  what  many  good  men  are  at  times  inclined  to 
forget  that  we  should  commence  our  Christian  life  and  development  with 
the  great  principles  of  our  faith,  and  thus  learn  to  become  tolerant  of  minor 
differences  and  distinctions.  Christian  tolerance,  and  zealous  co-operation 
born  of  such  tolerance,  among  fellow-disciples  an?  the  consummate  flower 
and  fruits  of  our  existing  civilization  and  highest  culture.  The  tendency  to- 
this  result  has  existed  for  many  years  and  is  still  active.

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their  victorious  hammers.  May  we  not  then  spend  a  few  moments  to* 
advantage  in  considering  the  true  nature  of  such  an  Association,  when  it 
lives  up  to  the  highest  standard  of  its  possible  usefulness  ?  It  is  undoubtedly 
true  that  you  who  stand  within  the  walls  and  have  had  long  experience  have 
a  much  more  accurate  and  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  subject  than 
I  possess  ;  still  it  may  not  be  useless  to  know  how  the  whole  matter  appears 
to  an  observer  having  a  warm  interest  and  confident  belief  in  your  perma- 
nent success.  The  legitimate  work  of  the  Association  is  plainly  twofold  : 
it  should  in  the  first  place  develop  the  faculties  and  capacities  of  the  mem- 
bers for  Christian  work,  and  then  stimulate  them  to  employ  all  this  capacity, 
culture,  and  power  in  subserving  the  good  of  others,  both  individually  and  as 
members  of  society. 

I.  There  is  to  be  found  everywhere  pervading  modern  literature  much 
ingenious  and  perhaps  even  profound  speculation  as  to  the  nature  of  indi- 
vidual culture.  When  is  a  man  truly  cultivated  ?  When  is  he  most  com- 
pletely civilized  ?  This  is  a  point  on  which  the  differences  of  opinion  are 
radical  and  obstinate.  Some  would  say  that  in  order  to  be  cultivated  a  man 
must  have  the  most  enlarged  and  most  discriminating  views  of  the  arts — of 
painting,  sculpture,  or  music — and  must  be  thoroughly  conversant  with 
literature,  familiar  with  history  and  the  speculations  of  science.  They  would 
argue  that  he  should  know  that  which  is  permanent  as  distinguished  from 
that  which  is  transient  and  evanescent.  He  should  study  that  which  is  of 
universal  value,  and  treat  with  indifference  occurrences  derived  from  the 
daily  ebb  and  flow  of  affairs.  A  man  might  thus  become  self-poised  or  self- 
centred  in  his  intellectual  nature  who  was  as  cold  and  impassive  as  a 
heathen  god  throned  on  an  inaccessible  mountain.  You  who  carry  on  these 
Associations  must  adopt  a  wider  view.  You  must  desire  and  need  to  see 
every  side  of  man's  complex  nature  developed  and  recognized.  While  you 
remember  that  he  has  a  head,  you  cannot  forget  that  he  has  a  heart.  You 
do  not  overlook  that  mysterious  will-power  which  controls  him — now  obsti- 
nate and  now  flexible — nor  the  inward  monitor  which  rebukes  abuses  that 
it  cannot  prevent.  These  Associations  certainly  encourage  intellectual  cul- 
ture. They  believe  in  ample  and  well-stocked  libraries.  They  furnish  the 
means  and  appliances  for  study  to  such  members  as  may  need  them.  As 
they  grow  stronger  they  will  favor  more  and  more  thorough  mental  training 
and  discipline,  believing  that  the  best  kind  of  Christian  work  requires  vigor- 
ous thought.  You  must  have  men  of  force  and  intellectual  power  ;  such 
men  have  been  absolutely  necessary  to  the  spread  of  Christianity  from  the 
beginning.  How  else  do  we  account  for  the  predominance  in  the  Scriptures 
of  the  writings  of  St.  Paul  ?  What  a  blessing  to  Christianity  it  was  that  the 
development  of  its  various  and  complex  aspects  was  left  to  a  man  who 
joined  to  a  most  ardent  and  sympathetic  spirit  the  best  culture  of  his  age — a 
man  familiar  with  philosophy,  acquainted  with  poetry,  invincible  in  logic, 
precise,  rich,  and  picturesque  in  expression,  while  he  was  at  the  same  time 
allied  to  the  mass  of  the  people  by  his  manual  work  as  an  artisan.  All  this 
marvellous  strength  and  flexibility  came  from  a  long,  laborious,  and 
methodical  system  of  training.  Christianity  must  satisfy  the  intellect  while 
it  dominates  the  spirit.  We  can  only  press  it  home  to-day  by  the  forces 
that  made  it  dominant  two  thousand  years  ago.    I  say,  with  emphasis,  you 
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cannot  succeed  in  impressing  your  fellows  without  strong  grasp  of  thought 
and  clearness  of  statement.  A  successful  Association  must  find  its  support 
in  an  accurate  and  generous  intellectual  training. 

But  you  will  not  content  yourselves  with  merely  fostering  intellectual 
culture.  Your  work  demands  quick  and  intense  sympathy  for  others.  It 
requires  an  unhesitating  obedience  to  the  great  law  of  self-sacrifice.  This 
spirit  is  the  true  foundation  of  the  higher  civilization  and  culture,  even  with- 
out reference  to  the  teaching  of  Christianity.  Without  it  a  man  cannot  even 
be  a  true  gentleman,  for 'to  fulfil  this  character  he  is  frequently  called  upon 
to  respect  the  feelings  of  others,  to  the  sacrifice  of  his  own  personal  taste  and 
convenience.  At  all  events,  it  lies  at  the  foundation  of  a  Christian  life.  A 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association  is  without  it  a  chance  collection  of  con- 
flicting atoms  rather  than  a  strong  and  well-knit  unity.  We  have  not  yet 
probed  all  the  possibilities  of  a  noble  Christian  life  ;  we  shall  never  succeed 
in  this  direction  except  approximately.  In  every  phase  of  our  mental  and 
moral  experience,  in  knowledge  of  art,  literature,  science,  in  moral  worth, 
in  true  sincerity  and  kindliness  of  feelings,  the  constant  and  unfailing  stimu- 
lus which  it  supplies  is  "  come  up  higher." 

II.  Suppose  that  you  have  in  a  measure  accomplished  this  great  law  of 
your  associated  existence,  and  have  obtained  a  generous  Christian  culture: 
what  remains  ?  You  must  bring  all  this  store  of  influence  and  stock  of 
knowledge  to  the  aid  and  assistance  of  your  less  favored  fellow-citizens,  and 
of  mankind  at  large.  A  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  cannot  afford  to 
be  a  close  corporation  rejoicing  simply  in  its  noble  buildings,  ample  literary 
collections,  its  long  roll  of  members,  or  in  their  literary  fame  or  social  posi- 
tion. Beyond  all  this  it  must  have  the  missionary  spirit.  This  permeates 
your  religion  through  and  through.  I  use  the  phrase  in  its  broadest  sense. 
It  is  not  to  be  applied  merely  to  work  done  in  foreign  lands,  nor  to  "  Home 
Missions"  in  a  technical  sense.  The  "  missionary  spirit"  is  not  a  geographi- 
cal expression.  To  have  it  in  the  fullest  meaning,  it  is  not  necessary  to 
cross  the  seas,  nor  to  leave  your  own  city.  We  can  fully  exercise  it  here 
among  our  own  neighbors  and  acquaintances.  Your  facilities  for  this  pur- 
pose are  unique  and  remarkable.  None  so  well  as  you  can  use  it  towards 
young  men  at  a  time  when  it  has  the  most  persuasive  force.  Some  of  you  are 
more  cultivated  and  better  educated  than  others  of  your  class,  or  you  hold  a 
higher  social  position.  These  are  to  be  considered  by  you  as  not  grounds 
of  self-gratulation,  but  rather  as  instruments  for  rendering  service  to  others. 
There  is  great  danger  in  a  city  like  ours  that  social  distinctions  will  not  be 
used  in  this  way,  but  will  rather  become  icy  barriers  to  Christian  enterprise 
and  largeness  of  spirit.  A  man  may  keep  his  good  principles  so  exclusively 
for  his  own  use  as  to  subject  them  to  the  danger  of  perishing  from  dry  rot. 
It  is  reported  of  a  great  poet,  that  when  he  was  dying,  his  despairing  cry  was 
for  "  more  light"  :  so  an  exclusive  Christian  shutting  himself  up  as  it  were  in 
a  receiver,  might  well  cry  for  "  more  air."  Your  life  as  Christians  is  a  war- 
fare. How  can  you  go  out  to  war,  if  you  cork  yourselves  up  in  a  bottle  ? 
There  is  strong  reason  to  fear  that  Protestant  Christianity  tends  to  a  one- 
sided development — to  the  erection  of  class  churches  where  the  poor  do  not 
feel  at  home.  I  confess  to  a  feeling  of  mortification  when,  standing  from 
time  to  time  in  some  great  cathedral  of  continental  Europe,  I  have  noticed 
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the  poor  laboring  man  and  woman  come  in  their  homely  garb,  and  kneel  or 
sit  by  the  side  of  the  well-dressed  and  affluent,  feeling  perfectly  at  home. 
Why  has  our  own  modern  Christianity  suffered  from  the  impairment  of  this 
equalizing  power,  levelling  all  distinctions  to  insignificance  in  the  presence 
of  ta  common  Lord  ?  May  we  not  look  forward  with  great  hope  to  such 
Associations  as  these  to  correct  this  alarming  tendency  ?  You  should 
oppose  to  every  spirit  of  exclusiveness,  courtesy,  cordiality,  quick  sympathy 
for  others,  and  perfect  kindliness  of  feeling.  When  you  enter  such  an 
Association,  you  should  work  up  to  its  principles,  and  accept  the  logic  of  the 
situation.  Is  this  course  so  distasteful  as  to  induce  you  to  remain  away  ? 
This  would  be  to  disregard  the  dictates  of  the  religion  to  which  you  profess 
allegiance.  True  religious  principle  must  induce  a  feeling  of  brotherhood. 
An  absence  of  this  fraternal  sentiment  leads  to  the  inference  that  the  Chris- 
tian spark  if  present  at  all,  has  but  a  feeble  life.  It  will  not  do  to  make 
membership  in  such  an  Association  a  mere  state  or  condition  more  or  less 
comfortable  or  self-satisfying.  It  must  supply  a  force — aggressive,  potent, 
resistless.  When  the  Master  asks  why  you  stand  all  the  day  idle,  you  cannot 
give  the  old  and  stereotyped  answer,  "  Because  no  one  has  hired  us,"  for  the 
opportunities  to  labor  with  effect  are  so  rich  and  manifold  as  to  exhaust  your 
utmost  power. 

I  rejoice  to  believe  that  such  words  as  these  are  only  needed  as  a  stimu- 
lus and  encouragement  to  persist  in  the  work  which  you  have  already 
entered  upon  with  discretion  and  zeal.  You  have  accomplished  one  result 
for  which  your  efforts  should  be  celebrated  by  posterity  :  you  were  the  first, 
I  believe,  to  take  the  young  man  who  came  here  from  the  country,  a  stran- 
ger to  city  life  and  ways.jby  the  hand  Avith  true  cordiality,  and  make  him  feel 
at  home.  You  opened  your  rooms  to  him;  you  invited  him  to  listen  to  valu- 
able courses  of  lectures;  you  pointed  out  to  him  where  he  could  find  suitable 
lodgings,  free  from  the  annoyance  of  the  social  vermin  who  once  regarded 
him  as  their  lawful  prey.  Knowing  much  of  young  men  in  this  city  for  the 
last  twenty  years,  I  have  become  well  acquainted  with  this  feature  of  your 
work.  In  the  name  of  many  thousands,  I  desire  to  extend  their  cordial 
thanks  and  felicitations  at  your  success.  I  thank  you  also  in  the  name  of 
mfny  parents  who  do  not  hesitate,  as  formerly,  to  send'their  sons  here,  since 
they  are  assured  of  your  counsel  and  assistance.  So  I  believe  that  such 
Associations  are  destined  to  win  still  greater  triumphs  and  to  develop  many 
thousands  of  Christians  whose  attractions  to  each  other  will  be  superior  to 
all  sectarian  repulsions.  Is  it  not  the  function  of  laymen  to  develop  this 
aspect  of  Christianity  ?  Theologians  and  pastors  will  naturally  occupy  their 
thoughts  with  precise  statements  of  christian  doctrines.  In  doing  this,  they 
will  be  likely  to  consider  theology  as  a  science  and  to  rely  upon  what  they 
regard  as  important,  even  though  to  a  comprehensive  observer  their  distinc- 
tions might  be  deemed  to  be  insignificant.  These  distinctions  might  seem 
of  less  consequence  to  laymen,  who  do  not  study  the  subject  from  so 
definite  and  abstract  a  point  of  view,  but  are  rather  regardful  of  general 
effects.  Why  may  not  these  Associations  be  regarded  as  the  complement 
of  the  churches,  each  presenting  in  its  own  way  one  aspect  of  the  religion 
to  the  advancement  of  which  both  are  devoted,  and  each  winning  by  its  own 
methods  triumphs  for  the  common  cause  ? 
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If  any  one  should  ask  me  how  wide  is  the  field  of  operations  of  such  an 
Association,  I  should  answer  that  I  can  see  but  one  limit  that  can  ultimately 
be  made.  Whenever  there  is  a  young  man  to  be  reached,  you  are  to  save 
him;  if  he  needs  help,  you  are  to  supply  it  to  him;  if  he  requires  consola- 
tion, you  are  to  furnish  it  to  him;  if  he  wants  counsel  and  advice,  let  him 
look  to  you.  It  is  immaterial  whether  he  is  one  of  your  members;  it  is 
enough  that  he  is  human  and  is  young,  and  that  you  can  assist  him. 

An  aged  man*  was  buried  to-day  from  the  Madison  Square  Presbyterian 
Church  who,  for  the  last  twenty  years  since  I  have  known  him,  has  squared 
his  conduct  according  to  these  principles.  He  was  a  man  of  kindly  and 
philanthropic  disposition,  and  the  fibres  of  his  benevolence  extended  in 
every  direction.  Most  of  all  he  loved  the^  young,  desiring  to  lift  up  and 
encourage  those  on  whom  the  hand  of  misfortune  lay  heaviest.  His  philan- 
thropy took  the  form  of  active  and  unwearied  effort.  I  met  him  but  a  few 
days  ago,  and  though  struggling  with  more  than  eighty  years  of  life's  experi- 
ence, he  was  mindful  of  his  work,  considerate  and  calm,  waiting  for  his 
dismissal.  The  beauty  of  his  life  has  often  been  present  to  my  thoughts. 
The  only  conditions  required  to  interest  him  fully  were  youth  and  mis- 
fortune. Such  a  life  cannot  be  passed  in  a  city  like  ours  without  leaving  an 
influence  that  shall  last  as  long  as  the  city  itself;  without  lending  a  warm  and 
mellow  color  to  all  its  future  existence.  There  are  men,  I  believe,  now  at 
work  in  the  Christian  Associations,  inspired  by  like  purposes,  and  destined 
to  achieve  a  like  beneficent  career.  As  I  look  a  few  years  forward  in  the 
future,  I  seem  to  see  these  Associations  still  more  compact  and  powerful, 
composed  of  bands  of  brethren  having  an  undying  affection  for  their  com- 
mon Lord,  and  a  strong  and  steadfast  personal  attachment  among  them- 
selves, making  internal  conquests  by  love  and  external  progress  by  an 
intelligent  zeal,  realizing  to  the  full  the  inspired  word,  "  Behold,  how  good 
and  pleasant  it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity,"  as  well  that 
other  word,  dear  to  every  Christian  heart,  heralded  with  shouts  of  victory, 
"By  faith  they  have  removed  mountains,  have  waxed  valiant  in  fight,  and 
have  put  to  flight  the  armies  of  the  aliens."

Tickets  are  issued  to  boys  from  twelve  to  sixteen  years  of  age,  admitting  to  the  gym- 
nasium alone,  on  Saturdays,  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.,  and  on  other  days  from  2  to  5  p.m. 

Boys  under  16  years  will  hot  be  admitted  to  the  Gymnasium  during
